A fine Indian Mutiny 'Clause 13' Victoria Cross awarded to Gunner James Park, 1st Troop, 1st Brigade, Bengal Horse 
Artillery, for gallantry during the Relief of Lucknow in November 1857, following which his fellow gunners elected 
him for the award of the Victoria Cross - Somewhat unusually for the period, a time when posthumous awards could 
not be granted, Gunner Park never received his V.C., having died at Lucknow in June 1858, six months prior to his 
award being announced in the London Gazette

V.C. London Gazette 24 December 1858 along with four other members of the Bengal Artillery 'elected respectively, under the 13th 
clause of the Royal Warrant of the 29th January 1856, by the officers and non-commissioned officers generally, and by the private 
soldiers of each troop or battery, for conspicuous gallantry at the relief of Lucknow, from 14th to the 22nd November 1857' 


James Park was born in Barony, Glasgow in January 1835. Having previously been employed as a labourer, he enlisted into the H.E.I. 
C. Artillery on 6 February 1855, attesting at Glasgow for twelve years continuous service and embarking for India aboard the 
Marchioness of Londonderry on 10 July, arriving in Calcutta the following October, where he was posted to 1st Troop, 1st Brigade, 
Bengal Horse Artillery. He served during the Indian Mutiny (entitled medal and 3 clasps) with the Bengal Horse Artillery, being elected 
by his comrades to receive the award of the Victoria Cross for his gallantry during the Relief of Lucknow between 14 and 22 November 

1857, the youngest of the Bengal gunners so honoured. 

Whilst Park would no doubt have been aware that he had been awarded the V.C., he sadly died of cholera in Lucknow on 14 June 

1858, six months prior to the official announcement of the award and before his V.C. could be presented to him.

Victoria Cross Royal Warrant - Clause 13 Awards 

When drawing up the original warrant for the Victoria Cross there was understandable concern with singling out one or two individuals 
for special recognition for acts of bravery as this had the potential to cause resentment amongst their comrades, as was recognised by 
Lord Panmure and Queen Victoria herself: 'The Queen feels that the selection will be dreadfully difficult , and possibly may give more 
heart-burnings than satisfaction.' This probably explains why so many medals were given to those men that had saved the lives of 
others, rather than trying to compare the daring or danger of one particular act over another, which was almost certainly going to lead 
to all manner of claims and disputes. On the other hand, few would complain at the Victoria Cross being given to those who had risked 
their lives saving some of their own comrades and this is especially true in circumstances where the advice of Prince Albert's 
memorandum of 22 January 1855 was followed. He suggested that 'their distribution should be left to a jury of the same rank as the 
person to be rewarded. By this means alone can you ensure the perfect fairness of distribution and save the officers in command from 
the invidious task of making a selection from those under their orders'. 

The announcement of the creation of the Victoria Cross appeared in the London Gazette of 5 February 1856, with Prince Albert's 
suggestion being incorporated into Clause 13 as follows: 

Thirteenthly: It is ordained that, in the event of a gallant or daring act having been performed by a squadron, ship's company, a 
detached body of seamen and marines, not under fifty in number, or by a brigade, regiment, troop or company, in which the Admiral, 
General, or other commanding such forces, may deem that all are equally brave and distinguished and that no special selection can be 
made by them: then in such case, the Admiral, General, or other officer commanding, may direct, that for any such body of seamen or 
marines, or for every troop or company of soldiers, one officer shall be selected by the officers engaged for the Decoration; and in like 
manner one petty officer or non commissioned officer shall be selected by the petty officers and non commissioned officers engaged; 
and two seamen or private soldiers, or marines shall be selected by the seaman, or private soldiers or marines, engaged respectively, for 
the Decoration; and the names of those selected shall be transmitted by the senior officer in command of the naval force, brigade, 
regiment, troop, or company, to the Admiral or General Officer Commanding, who shall in due manner confer the Decoration as if the 
acts were done under his own eye.' 

A total of 29 Victoria Crosses were awarded under Clause 13 during the Indian Mutiny 1857-58, of which 16 are known to reside in 
museums, with one other recorded as having been lost by the recipient. 

The Victoria Crosses awarded under Clause 13 during the Indian Mutiny break down as follows: 

8th Hussars (4), known to be in a museum (1). 

53rd Foot (4), known to be in museums (3). 

60th Foot (5), known to be in museums (4). 

84th Foot (2), known to be in a museum (1). 

90th Foot (3), known to be in museums (3). 

93rd Foot (5), known to be in museums (2) and one other believed lost by the recipient. 

Bengal Artillery (5), known to be in museums (2). 

1 st Madras Fusiliers (1), single V.C. sold by Morton & Eden, June 2016 (£88,000 hammer). 

The Victoria Cross was not awarded again under Clause 13 until the Boer War when four were given to members of Q Battery for the 
action at Sanna's Post, all of which are known to be in museums. The remaining thirteen balloted awards were all given for gallantry 
during the Great War, twelve of which are known to be in museums.

Edward Corrigan Markey, L.R.C.P.I., L.R.C.S.I. was born in Dublin in 1837, and entered the Army as a Staff Assistant Surgeon on 1 
March 1859. He advanced to Surgeon-Major in April 1874. He served in the Afghan War of 1878-80, and was present at the 
engagement at Saif-u-deen, the advance to Kelat-i-GhiIzie, the engagement at Ahmed Khel; served on the march to Kandahar and was 
present in the battle of Kandahar for which he was mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 3 December 1880). He also served in the 
Marri Expedition and then in the Nile Expedition. In the latter he was in charge of the Moveable Field Hospital with the Desert Column 
and was for some time Principal Medical Officer at El Gubat, for which he was mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 25 August 
1885). Markey was promoted to Brigade Surgeon in April 1885 and thence Surgeon Colonel in September 1890. Serving in the Chin- 
Lushai Expedition 1889-90, he was P.M.O. for which he gained the thanks of the Government of India, was mentioned in despatches 
(.London Gazette 25 July 1890) and was created a Companion of the Order of the Bath. He was promoted to Surgeon Major-General in 
April 1895, and was Principal Medical Officer in the Southern District at the time of his sudden death at Southsea on 19 November 
1896.

Arthur Victor Trocke Wakely was born on 28 November 1886 at Avoca, Co, Wicklow, the son of the Rev. J. M. Robinson. He was 
educated at Campbell College, Belfast, and the Royal Military Academy, Woolwich. 

He was commissioned into the Royal Engineers on 20 December 1906. He then served for four years in Ireland with 59 Field Company 
at the Curragh and then joined 32 Fortress Company at Gibraltar where he stayed until the outbreak of war in 1914. During the war he 
commanded 32 Advanced Park Company which had been formed out of 32 Fortress Company. Later he served at the B.E.F. Bridging 
School in France until in 1919 he became Assistant Director Engineer Stores, France and Flanders. He won the M.C., in 1916 and was 
promoted Brevet Major in 1918. 

His next appointment was O.C. the Experimental Bridging Company at Christchurch where he stayed until he went to the Staff College 
at the end of 1922. In 1926 he went to India where he was destined to do the rest of his service except for a short period at home when 
he was an instructor at the Senior Officers School at Sheerness. 

He will be remembered in the North-West Frontier for the extensive road development schemes which he carried out as A/C.R.E. and 
later as C.R.E. Peshawar District. He was instrumental in introducing earth-moving machinery and mechanical equipment on a 
comparatively large scale into the Frontier where the mule was still the main means of transport and manual labour, the pick and 
shovel the only means of road building. 

For distinguished service in the Mohmand Campaign of 1933 he was awarded the D.S.O. During the last war he commanded 7 Indian 
Division for two years in India. Then he was appointed G.O.C. Lines of Communication, Burma and later Commander 101 I. of C. 
Area, India. He was Director of Movement and Director General Transportation and Storage, Civil Supplies Bengal, from 1943 until he 
retired in 1945. 

In 1913 he married Ruby Clone Jellett, daughter of Judge John Wakely and in 1919 changed his name by Deed Poll to Wakely. He died 
on 29 April 1959, aged 73, at Templemore, Co. Tipperary.

Robert Welsh Branthwaite was born in Birmingham on 27 May 1859, the son of Harrison Branthwaite, F.R.C.S., of Harlesdon. He 
received his medical education at Charing Cross Hospital Medical School and having qualified in 1880 as L.S.A., in the following year 
took the diploma of M.R.C.S. Eng., and later the L.R.C.P. Lond. In 1896 he graduated in medicine at Brussels with honours and also 
obtained the D.P.H. of the English Conjoint Board. In 1914 he was the first inspector appointed under the Mental Deficiency Act, and 
two years later he became Commissioner of the Board of Control. During the war Branthwaite rejoined his battalion, the Civil Service 
Rifles, in which he had held a commission for many years, and, having proceeded to France in March 1915, he saw considerable 
service, was mentioned in despatches, was wounded, and was finally incapacitated from further overseas' service. At his retirement, 
when he received the C.B., he became Director of Medical Services at Stoke Park Colony, near Bristol, a noted mental handicap 
facility. He died at Clifton on 2 June 1929.

Duncan Le Geyt Pitcher was born in Naini Tal, U.P., India, in 1877. He was the son of Colonel D.G. Pitcher, who was a member of 
the Oudh Commission, and was related to Captain H. W. Pitcher, V.C. - who was awarded the Victoria Cross for his gallantry at 'Crag 
Picquet' during the Umbeyla campaign of 1863. Pitcher was educated at Sedbergh School and Geneva University, before passing out 
from Sandhurst. He was commissioned Second Lieutenant in the South Wales Borderers in February 1898, before transferring as 
Lieutenant to the Indian Army in October 1901. Pitcher was initially posted to the 11th Rajputs, before transferring to the 39th Prince of 
Wale's Own Central Horse. He served as Adjutant with the latter from 1904. 

Pitcher was appointed Captain and Personal Assistant to the Agent in Central India in 1907, and the following year was appointed tutor 
to the Maharajah of Holkar. He served as Assistant Inspector of the Imperial Service Troops maintained by the Princes of Central India 
from 1910, and 'he was one of the pioneers of flying in India - his pilot's certificate of the Royal Aero Club was number 125' (Obituary 
refers). His certificate was gained in a Bristol Biplane over Salisbury Plain in August 1911. 

Pitcher served with the 39th King George's Own Central India Horse in Central Persia, 1911-13, before joining the Central Flying 
School in 1914. With the outbreak of the Great War he was attached to the Royal Flying Corps, 'When the war broke out, the Royal 
Flying Corps took the field with all its available forces. There were at Farnborough at that time a small group of officers belonging to the 
newly formed Indian Flying Corps... All these were swept into the net. Captains H.L. Reilly and D. Le G. Pitcher were at once made 
Flying Officers of No. 4 Squadron/ {War in the Air Official History of the War, refers) 

4 Squadron had been formed from a detachment of 2 Squadron, at Farnborough in August 1912. Pitcher was posted to the Squadron in 
the first week of August, and they flew patrols over the Straits of Dover and the Thames Estuary for two weeks prior to flying to France 
on 16 August 1914. The Squadron comprised of a mixed collection of the more serviceable aircraft available to the Royal Flying Corps, 
and 'on 19th August, 1914, shared R.F.C.'s first reconnaissance in the field with No. 3 Squadron and also in that month recorded what 
was probably the first aerial engagement with an enemy aircraft. On 31 st October, 1914, made what is believed to be the first attack by 
an aeroplane on ground targets.' {Bomber Squadrons of the R.A.F. and Their Aircraft, by P. Moyes, refers) 

As the opposing armies settled into static defence lines at the end of 1914, the Squadron were tasked with photo-reconnaissance and 
artillery observation duties. Pitcher was appointed Assistant Commandant, Central Flying School, in April 1915, before advancing to 
Major, and Commandant in December of the same year. He returned to the French Theatre of War as a Wing Commander from March 
1916, and advanced to Temporary Brigadier-General the following month. 

Pitcher was made Brevet Colonel in June 1919, and advanced to Air Commodore in August of the same year. He was appointed 
Controller of Technical Design to the Air Board, served as Director of Equipment with the Air Ministry, 1922-25, and as Officer 
Commanding 22nd Group R.A.F., 1926-29. Air Commodore Pitcher died at Mount Vernon Hospital, London, in September 1944.

Transport, 17 February 1917 to 25 April 1921; reverted to R.I.M., 26 April 1921, and promoted to Lieutenant-Commander from 5 
February 1920; Maintenance Officer Bombay Dockyard, 1 March 1944; Captain, Royal Indian Navy, 28 August 1935; Captain of the 
Fleet, Bombay, 1 January 1940 to 31 December 1941; Director of Equipment, Naval Headquarters, 1 January 1943 to 21 March 1944.

Reginald Ransom Whitty was born on 18 September 1891, in Norwich and educated at Bracondale School in that city and King's 
College, London. He was admitted a solicitor in 1913, taking first-class honours and winning the Clement's Inn and Daniel Reardon 
prizes. He entered the office of the Public Trustee early in 1914, but his career was interrupted by the outbreak of war, in which he 
served first in the 4th London Field Ambulance as Captain and Quartermaster and later as Railway Transport Officer at Boulogne. 

At the end of hostilities he returned to the Public Trustee Office and in 1920 took first-class honours in LL.B. examinations at London 
University. He went to Manchester in 1938 as Deputy Public Trustee, and in 1944 was appointed by the Lord Chancellor Public 
Trustee in succession to Sir Ernest Fass, and also Custodian of Enemy Property for England. He was succeeded by Sir Henry Gregory in 
this latter appointment in 1948, and in 1949 was advised to retire on medical grounds. He was made C.B.E. in 1944 and in 1948 was 
advanced to K.B.E. In 1951 he became a director of British Thermostat Company, Ltd., and of Rothermel Corporation. Sir Reginald 
Whitty died on 6 January 1960.

Henry Jackson was born in 1876 and having entered the Merchant Navy passed his examinations for Second Mate on 5 May 1896; 1st 
Mate on 8 March 1899; and received his Master's Certificate on 29 January 1902. His first appointment was the Trocas on 13 May 
1903. He served during the Great War in the S.S. Eburna, and during the Second World War in the S.S. Torinia, and was torpedoed and 
sank in the North Atlantic on 21 September 1940, 480 miles off the Irish coast. Jackson's own account of the incident refers: 

'We were bound from Bermuda to the Clyde with a cargo of 13,815 tons of Admiralty fuel. Wireless was fitted and we were armed 
with a 4.7" gun and a 12 pounder. The ensign was not flying when we were attacked. The crew, including myself, numbered 55 of 
whom 5 men are missing. The confidential books were blown up and went down with the ship. 

We left Bermuda on the 8th September 1940 in convoy H.X.72. The weather was fair with clear visibility and a moderate sea. We 
proceeded on a steady course until 21:19 G.M.T. on the 21st September when 480 miles from land the vessel was struck on the 
starboard beam. I was on the bridge and was thrown against the corner of the house. It was not a very heavy explosion, but made a 
sound like a deep boom. 

The vessel listed slightly, but the engines kept going. Not long after this a signal was flashed to the convoy to scatter, which we did, and 
proceeded on an erratic course at a speed of 12 knots. Nothing occurred until 22:30 that night when there was a violent explosion this 
time on the port beam under the bridge in way of No. 5 tank, 245 feet from the bow. I was in the wheelhouse and was lifted off my 
feet, the compass bowl being also thrown into the air. I noticed a lot of small fire balls running along the deck immediately afterwards. 
The main deck and bridge deck superstructures on the port side, including the port forward lifeboat, were completely blown away and 
the ship was a mass of twisted metal amidships. Five men, who had been sheltering in the port forward lifeboat, are missing. 

The vessel did not list this time and the engines still kept going at full speed, but the midship portion subsided rapidly and the bow and 
stern rose at the same time. The speed of the vessel was gradually reduced and eventually she stopped. There appeared to be imminent 
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danger of her breaking her back so I ordered the crew to abandon ship in the 3 remaining life-boats. Communication between the 
bridge and the after end of the vessel was impossible owing to the submerged portion amidships. The crew and I got into the three life¬ 
boats, ands pulled clear of the ship. All three boasts attached themselves to each other we laid to on the sea anchor with the intention 
of remaining near the vessel until daylight. Some 4 or 5 hours later a vessel was sighted, which proved to be the Destroyer Skate , and 
we communicated with her by torch. After some time the Destroyer told us to pull alongside and eventually all hands were transferred. 
We were eventually landed at Londonderry at 09:00 on the 23rd September.' 

The attack on the Torina occurred 480 miles off the Irish coast, just after the convoy's escort, H.M.S. Jervis Bay, had detached herself in 
order to meet a west-bound convoy, and before the arrival of the Western Approaches force, and as a result was unprotected when 
attacked by U-100. The following month, whilst escort convoy H.X.84, H.M.S. Jervis Bay herself was sunk, in glory, whilst engaging the 
German warship Admiral Scheer, in an action that won her Captain, Edward Fegen, the Victoria Cross. 

Jackson's next command was that of the S.S. Delphinula, to which he was appointed on 21 March 1941. On 12 May, whilst in 
Liverpool, the vessel was hit by incendiary bombs; Jackson and the crew remained onboard and over the course of the next three days 
extinguished all the fires, for which he and the crew were granted a reward of £250. His final command of the Second World War was 
the S.S. Diplodon, and it was whilst serving in this vessel that he was appointed an Officer of the Order of the British Empire, for 'Long 
and continuous service and devotion to duty.' 

Advanced to C.B.E. in the 1945 New Year's Honours List, whilst serving as Commodore Master of the Anglo-Saxon Petroleum Fleet, 
after the War Jackson was appointed to the command of his 23rd vessel, the S.S. Niso, on 19 May 1947. He died at Bognor Regis, 
Sussex, on 4 November 1955.

Joseph Cyril Brundell was born in Surrey in 1878, and 'the whole Corps will 
unite in congratulating the Chief Superintendent of the Criminal Investigation 
Department of the B.S.A. Police [Brundell] on the honour [O.B.E.] recently 
conferred upon him by His Majesty the King. 

Major Brundell, whose photograph appears here-with, is the oldest serving 
officer in the Corps. He came to Rhodesia in 1900, and, after being engaged in 
mining work for a year, was attested as a special detective in the Matabeleland 
Constabulary. He obtained a commission in 1911 and was promoted to the rank 
of Captain in 1926. In 1929 he attained his present rank. 

As a junior officer, Major Brundell organised both in this country and in 
Northern Rhodesia, the Criminal Investigation and the Immigration Departments, 
and was also responsible for the introduction in the Colony of the finger-print 
system of identification. In addition to his position as Chief Superintendent of the 
C.I.D., Major Brundell is also in charge of the Central Finger Print Bureau, is the 
Registrar of Native Foreigners and Registrar of the Central Alien Tax Bureau; he 
is Chief Immigration Officer for Southern Rhodesia and is a Justice of the Peace 
for the Colony. 

To Major Brundell belongs the distinction of being the first officer in the B.S.A. 
Police to be awarded the King's Police Medal after the granting of Responsible 
Government in 1924. 


The freedom from the restrictions imposed in terms of the Union Immigration Quota Act of 1930, which residents of this Colony now 
enjoy, is due to the efforts of this distinguished officer, who successfully negotiated an intricate and delicate agreement between the 
two Governments in 1930.' (The Outpost , February 1935 , refers) 

Brundell began his detective service in Bulawayo and at the formation of the CID within the BSAP remained there as Departmental 
Headquarters stayed in that city until the late 1950s. Major Brundell retired on 29 October 1936. As a Detective, Brundell had received 
a mention in the press in 1910 when, with other detectives, he ended a burglary spree in Bulawayo with the arrest of four. Later as a 
Sub-Inspector, Brundell was mentioned in connection with a charge of perjury against a BSAP Constable following a liquor 
contravention. The accused was convicted and later dismissed from the Corps. Brundell died in Bulawayo on 22 February 1938.

In spite of intense 
shelling and machine-gun fire which caused very heavy casualties to animals and men, he brought his transport up with the greatest 
determination, knowing that his supplies were urgently required fro the front-line trenches. But for his splendid personal example, it is 
unlikely that these supplies would have reached their destination.'

'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty when ordered to deliver an urgent operation order, involving a journey of about two 
miles under heavy fire, at close range. His horse was shot shortly after starting, and he performed the remainder of the journey on foot.

His courage and resource were most marked.' 


Leslie Stuart Greening was born in Mosley, Birmingham, on 31 May 1895, and attested for the 12th Battalion, London Regiment 
(Territorial Force) on 20 February 1912. Promoted Lance-Corporal on 1 January 1914, he served with the Battalion during the Great 
War on the Western Front from 24 December 1914, and was promoted Corporal on 1 February 1915. Commissioned Second 
Lieutenant in the 13th (Service) Battalion, West Yorkshire Regiment, on 12 May 1915, he continued to serve with the Battalion on the 
Western Front; was promoted Lieutenant on 14 September 1916; and was awarded the Military Cross and a Second Award Bar. 
Promoted Captain on 14 April 1918, he transferred to the General List and served as a Staff Captain with 25th Infantry Brigade, 8th 
Division, from 5 May 1918. He next joined the Royal Air Force on attachment on 26 July 1918, and served with them for the remainder 
of the War until leaving the Service on 13 April 1919. 

Greening subsequently joined the Colonial Police, and in 1925 was serving with the Tanganyika Police in East Africa. During the 
Second World War he served as an Administrative Officer with the Colonial Administrative Service in Cyprus, and was created an 
Officer of the Order of the British Empire in the 1941 New Year's Honours List- although no citation or recommendation is available, 
similar awards of the O.B.E. and M.B.E. for this area of service are often for intelligence work. He subsequently served as Administrator 
of St. Kitts and Nevis from 1947 to 1949, and died in 1986.

'For service in the Metropolitan Special Constabulary during the War , which has been distinguished by conspicuous courage or by 
exceptional zeal and devotion to duty.' 

The original recommendation states: 'This officer rendered especially distinguished service on the occasion of an air raid upon London. 
He was one of the earliest persons to arrive at a spot, in Warrington Crescent, W., where a bomb was dropped at 11:50 p.m. on 7 
March 1918, and he gave medical aid to a number of persons who were injured by the explosion. This service was performed under 
conditions of great difficulty and danger, owing to the ruinous state of the houses, which Mr. Turner entered in order to search for and 
attend the injured, some of whom were found to be imprisoned in debris; to the fact that portions were falling from time to time, while 
other portions were on fire; and to the extreme cold and darkness, Mr. Turner who was then about sixty three years of age, continued 
his work and completed it at about 5:00 a.m. on 8 March 1918, though repeatedly warned of the danger, and showed a fine example 
of courage and conscientious discharge of duties under exceptionally trying circumstances. Mr. Turner attested on 1 7 August 1914, and 
is still serving as Medical Officer to the Division. He performed routine duties with great regularity, including duty as Sub-Inspector of 
the 6:00 a.m. relief. In addition, he gave courses of First Aid lectures to Officers and men of the Division, the value of which is shown 
by the fact that about 96% of his pupils passed the examinations of the St. John Ambulance Association, and did good work under his 
leadership at air raids during the War.' 

Edward Beadon Turner was born at Chigwell, Essex, on 3 September 1854, and was educated at Uppingham School and St. George's 
Hospital. He served during the Great War as an Inspector with the Special Constabulary, and was later Chief Medical Officer of 'F' 
Division. After the War he continued his Medical career, and was a Member of the General Medical Council 1920-25. He married 
Margaret Isobel Scott in 1887, with whom he had four daughters, and died on 30 June 1931. 

A keen sportsman, Turner played three International matches for England at Rugby Football, all against Ireland, and scored a try in his 
final appearance for England at Lansdowne Road, Dublin, on 11 March 1878. He also captained the United Hospitals XV in 1877-78, 
which contained seven England international players. However, his real passion was for cycling, and he broke all the world records 
over distances of two miles to twenty-five miles on a tricycle. His greatest achievement in cycling was setting the hour record of 21 
miles and 226 yards on a solid-tyred (as opposed to pneumatic-tyred) tricycle. Even today this is still the greatest distance ever ridden in 
the hour on a solid-tyre machine of any sort. In later life he was an enthusiastic yachtsman, was a member of the Royal Corinthian 
Yacht Club, and won a number of races around the south and east coasts in his 21 -ton cutter.

Miss Beatrice Ethel Turner was born on 23 January 1891, the second daughter of Edward Beadon Turner, and served during the Great 
War as a Nurse with the Voluntary Aid Detachment on the Western Front, being Mentioned in Sir Douglas Haig's Despatch of 7 
November 1917. At the end of the War she was awarded a Red Cross scholarship, and studied medicine at the Royal Free Hospital, 
London, qualifying in 1925. She subsequently practised gynaecology and obstetrics, and during the Second World War established an 
emergency Maternity Hospital at Amersham, Buckinghamshire, for which work she was appointed an Officer of the Order of the British 
Empire in the 1946 New Year's Honours List. She retired to the Isle of Mull in 1956, and died on Christmas Day 1964.

Charles Arthur Wiard was a son of a Freeman of the City of London, and with the death of his father in 1922, he and his three younger 
sisters were entered into the Freemen's Orphan School, Brixton, in 1922. He won a number of prizes, both academic and athletic, 
including the Lord Mayor's Prize for the most deserving scholar leaving school. He entered the services of the Corporation of London in 
the Mayor's and City of London Court in 1927, and continued his interest in athletics by joining the Blackheath Harriers the following 
year. 

Wiard was the 1st Reserve for England in the Empire Games of of 1934, and was the 100 and 200 yards county Champion for Kent, 
1936-38. He was selected to represent Great Britain as part of the 4 x 100 metres relay team at the Berlin Olympics of 1936. 

In his postcards home, Wiard gives an insight into the scale and grandeur of the Berlin Olympics, written as they unfolded before him: 

'Everything is marvellous that I shall sit down quietly to think of all that has happened. Berlin went mad when we arrived. Look for us 
in Gaumont news next week. The village is superb, terrific, colossal, it might be called a town... 

This gives you a very good impression of the size of the Dining Pavilion, as you see it is 3 stories high and the Olympic circles are lit up 
in colours at night... 

Here are our houses on pine clad slopes etc, is really a big town. We can get out at several gates, but can only get in at the main gate 
on producing our cards and badges. All day there are thousands of people outside the gates and we get mobbed when we go out to our 
special shops... 

Here is the open-air theatre, which is just in front of the Parade Ground. Have seen some of the heats of the 100. It looks as if Jesse 
Owens has it in his pocket.' 

Wiard, as part of the 4 x 100 metre relay team, ran the first leg in heat two but sadly the team did not qualify for the final. Returning to 
England, Wiard continued to compete for both club and country, and as part of the Blackheath Harriers 4x110 yards relay team was 
winner of the English Championship the following year. He joined the Auxiliary Air Force in 1938, and was mobilised as AC2 the 
following year. Wiard was commissioned a Flying Officer in the Royal Air Force Volunteer Reserve in October 1940. He served as 
second in command of the RAF Seaborne Party, as part of the Servicing Commandos, for Operation Jubilee - the Dieppe Raid, 19 
August 1942. Later in the war he served as part of No 18 R.A.F Staging Post in concert with the Dutch Underground, and was in The 
Hague attempting to help distribute food to the starving population during the severe winter of 1944-45: 

'R.A.F. food dropping operation. I was on the ground helping the underground to collect and distribute. It was dropped on an occupied 
airfield at Ypenberg & some lost... At this stage the main body of the Unit (No. 18 Staging Post) hadn't caught up with us, and we 3 
officers - 2 RAF 1 Army liaison - and a handful of men were on our own & alone in the The Hague with what was left of the German 
Forces. It could have been sticky but we were safe.' (hand-written note by recipient included with the lot refers) 

Wiard advanced to Flying Officer in January 1949, and was awarded the Air Efficiency Award the following year. After the war he 
returned to employment with the Guildhall, and was appointed Principal Assistant to the Clerk and Superintendent Billingsgate and 
Leadenhall Markets in 1949. Wiard was appointed Clerk and Superintendent of the same markets in 1956, and held this post until his 
retirement in 1979. He held a number of positions in later life including President of the Blackheath Harriers, President of the Old 
Freemen's Association, Vice President of the Kent County Athletic Association, Liveryman of the Fishmongers Company and Freeman 
of the Worshipful Company of Merchant Taylors. He died in Bromley, Kent, in 1994.

Cusack Walton was born on 26 February 1878, son of F. T. G. Walton, C.I.E. He married in 1909, Julia Margaret (Kaisar-i-Hind medal 
1933), daughter of the Rev. D. M. Gardner, Indian Civil Service. He was educated at Clifton College, and the Royal Military Academy, 
Woolwich, and was commissioned into the Royal Engineers in 1897. He arrived in India in October 1899, for the Military Works 
Services, and was appointed to the North-Western Railway Company as Assistant Engineer 3rd Grade. He served on State Railways in 
India, 1901-14 and 1919-32, and as Agent, North-Western Railway, 1924-32; retired 1933; Hon. Secretary India, Ceylon and Iran 
Missions, Church Missionary Society, 1934-38. Order of the Crown of Belgium, 1925. He served in the European War 1914-19 
(despatches, D.S.O., Legion of Honour, Bt. Lieut.-Colonel). Colonel Sir Cusack Walton died on 27 February 1966.

Frederic Beauchamp Lecky was born in October 1858, and was the son of J. F. Lecky, DL, of Ballykealey, Tullow, County Carlow. 
Frederic Lecky was educated at Uppingham and R.M.A. Woolwich, and was commissioned Lieutenant into the Royal Artillery in 
January 1878. Fie served with the Royal Artillery during the Egypt campaign of 1882, and advanced to Captain in March 1886, and to 
Major in April 1896. 

Lecky served during the Second Boer War, and was present at the Relief of Kimberley; the operations in the Orange Free State, 
February to May 1900, including operations at Paardeberg, 17-26 February; actions at Poplar Grove, Dreifontein, Vet River, 5-6 June 
May and Zand River; operations in the Transvaal in May and June 1900, including actions near Johannesburg, Pretoria and Diamond 
Hill, 11-12 June; operations in the Transvaal, east of Pretoria, July to 29 November 1900, including actions at Reitvlei and Belfast, 26 - 
27 August; operations in the Transvaal, 30 November 1900 - January 1902, and March - 31 May 1902; operations in Orange River 
Colony, January - March 1902. 

Lecky commanded 'O' and 'T' Batteries, Royal Horse Artillery, from January 1902. They were employed as part of the Royal Artillery 
Mounted Rifles in Colonel J. L. Keir's column. This was the first time that the Royal Artillery Mounted Rifles took to the field. Lecky 
distinguished himself during the pursuit of De La Rey, in particular during the action at Boschbult in the Western Transvaal, 31 March 
1902: 

'Damant had been checked on the farm lands of Boschbult, at the western limit of a wide clearing in the sea of bush. As it was essential 
that the whole column gain the free field of fire presented by this clearing, Keir, with the R.H.A. Mounted Rifles and Kitchener's Horse, 
was sent to hold the Boers on the rising ground on the left; while Damant, with Damant's Horse, the Yeomanry and the 28th M.I., 
protected the front and right. In this way the ground was easily maintained until the arrival, about midday, of the Canadians and 
transport.... 

Half-a-mile further to the east, another farmhouse, also close to the river, was occupied as a detached post by Major Lecky and 200 of 
the R.H.A. Mounted Rifles and a pom-pom. In the meantime, the outer screen was maintained, but in a much modified form. Keir, with 
Kitchener's Horse and the rest of the R.H.A. Mounted Rifles, was drawn in close to the camp, which he protected on the south. 

Tools being few and the ground hard, the work of intrenchment went on slowly, and at 1.20pm, before it was nearly complete, the 
Boers made their first serious attack. Bringing up four guns and a pom-pom to the scrub-covered ground to the south-west, they began 
to shell the camp, with the result that some of the mule-drivers inspanned their wagons and began a stampede. The panic was quelled 
and the wagons rounded up, but not before a few vehicles had run amuck through the 28th M.I., causing the men of one company to 
lose their heads. Before this company could be rallied it was isolated by a Boer charge. Seizing what appeared to be a favourable 
moment, Liebenberg, with several hundred men, galloped out from behind the Boer guns, swept across the front of the laager, and 
charged down in the direction of farm C. Recoiling under the fire of Keir's troops extended on the south bank, they swerved away wide 
to the east; then, wheeling to their left, bore down upon the farm from the north-east. It was a spirited charge on the best Boer model; 
but Liebenberg, it would appear, had not counted on finding the farm occupied and intrenched. Lecky's R.H.A. Mounted Rifles, 
ensconced in the farm buildings and enclosure, brought the charge to an abrupt end by a steady volume of fire reserved till the enemy 
was at point-blank range. Swerving once again, the Boers cut off and drove from the field the broken company of M.l. to which we 
referred above, and disappeared in the bush to the north of the camp.' ( The Times History of the War in South Africa 1899-1902 , refers) 

Lecky was presented with his D.S.O. by the Duke of Cornwall and York (later H.M. King George V), 1 7 August 1901. He advanced to 
Lieutenant-Colonel in August 1903; was given the Brevet of Colonel in August 1908, and retired Colonel 17 August 1908. Colonel 
Lecky died in November 1928.

Henry Jacon Vaughan Phillips was born in 1868, son of Mr Cambridge Phillips, magistrates' clerk for the Defynoch Division of 
Breconshire, and author of the standard work on the birds of Breconshire. He was educated at Brecon College, joined the 3rd South 
Wales Borderers Militia in November 1886, and served until he was appointed superintendent water bailiff in May 1909. He served in 
the South African War, 1899-1902, as Acting Intelligence Officer. He also performed the duties of Transport Officer. Captain Jacob was 
present at the operations in the Orange Free State, April to May 1900; operations in Orange River Colony, May to 29 November 1900 
operations in Cape Colony, 1900; operations in the Transvaal, May 1901 to January 1902; operations in the Orange River Colony from 
30 November 1900 to March 1901; operations in Cape Colony, April to May 1901, and January to February 1902. He was mentioned 
in Despatches (London Gazette 10 September 1901); received the Queen's Medal with three clasps; the King's Medal with two clasps, 
and was created a Companion of the Distinguished Service Order. The Insignia were presented by the King on 2 June 1902. Major 
Phillips died 6 May 1914, aged 46 years. 
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A good Boer War D.S.O. group of four awarded to Captain W. Jardine, Imperial Light Horse, late Sergeant-Instructor 
of Fencing, 19th Hussars, and afterwards a Captain in the Transvaal Mounted Rifles; he was twice wounded and twice 
mentioned in despatches, for the actions at Reitz and Langburg

Captain W. Jardine was decorated for his gallantry during the Guerilla War while an officer in the crack Imperial Light Horse. He had 
served with the 19th Hussars throughout the Defence of Ladysmith as Sergeant-Instructor of Fencing, and was attached to the Imperial 
Light Horse for the Relief of Mafeking, and, taking his discharge from the 19th Hussars, accepted a commission in the 1st Imperial Light 
Horse. He was wounded and taken prisoner near Pretoria on 18 July 1900, and was wounded for a second time during the action with 
De Wet at Tyger Kloof on 18 December 1901. It was in this action that Surgeon-Captain Crean of the Imperial Light Horse gained the 
Victoria Cross for aiding the wounded whilst he was himself wounded and until he was hit a second time, and, as it was at first thought, 
mortally wounded. 

Captain Jardine distinguished himself on two separate occasions which warranted mentions for gallantry from Lord Kitchener in his 
despatches: 

8th December 1901 - 'Capts. W. Jardine, J. Donaldson, on Sept. 27, were conspicuous for their coolness and promptitude in fighting in 
Reitz district.' 

8th March 1902 - 'Capts. G. T. Brierley and W. Jardine, both 1st I.L.H., for good work in holding their position against an attack at 
Langberg, December 18.' It is probable that Jardine's D.S.O. was awarded for this action at Tyger Kloof. 

Jardine became Captain, Northern Mounted Rifles, Transvaal, 12 December 1902, and Adjutant, 1 July 1907. He took part in the 
quelling of the Natal Native Rebellion in 1906.

Crofton Edward Pym Sankey was born on 17 May 1877, son of Captain M. H. P. R. Sankey, C.B., Director and Consulting Engineer to 
Marconi's Wireless Telegraph Co. Ltd. and other companies, and E. M. Sankey, daughter of General E. L. Pym, R.M.L.I. He was 
educated at Wellington College and the Royal Military Academy, Woolwich, and entered the Royal Engineers on 26 December 1899. 
He served in the South African War from 1 899 to 1900 and was present at the Relief of Kimberley; was present during the operations in 
the Orange Free State, February to May 1900, including operations at Paardeberg; actions at Poplar Grove and Driefontein; also in 
Cape Colony, south of the Orange River, 1900 (Queen's Medal with 3 clasps). 

He was promoted Captain, 26 December 1905, and was employed as First Assistant Instructor, School of Military Engineering, from 
1908 to 1912, becoming Instructor in 1914. He served in the European War; became Major, 30 October 1914; was Temporary 
Lieutenant-Colonel, 14 January 1916 to 2 June 1917, and Assistant to the Engineer-in-Chief, B.E.F.; Acting Lieutenant-Colonel, 21 
February 1918. He was mentioned in despatches; given the Brevet of Lieutenant-Colonel, 3 June 1917; was awarded the Croix de 
Guerre avec Palme. He was created a Companion of the Distinguished Service Order in June 1915 and awarded a Bar for gallantry in 
March 1919.

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John Banks Brady was born in Ireland in November 1875 and was educated at Middleton College and Trinity College, Dublin. On the 
outbreak of hostilities in South Africa, he volunteered for the elite 45th ('Irish Hunt") Company, 13th Battalion, Imperial Yeomanry, was 
subsequently commissioned into the Commander-in-Chiefs Bodyguard, and served in Kitchener's Fighting Scouts. 

Remaining in South Africa at the end of the Anglo-Boer War, Brady made rapid progress in his chosen profession in education, 
becoming Headmaster of Grey College, Bloemfontein in the Orange River Colony and, in 1909, Chief Inspector of Schools in Southern 
Rhodesia. He also found time to establish himself as an enthusiastic member of the Rhodesian Volunteers, and on learning of the 
outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, immediately sailed for the U.K. 

Rapidly commissioned as a Lieutenant on the Special List, and appointed a Captain just as quickly in the 6th Battalion, King's Royal 
Rifle Corps, Brady was eventually given command of No. 16 Platoon, 'D' Company of the 3rd Battalion - otherwise known as the 
"Rhodesian Platoon" - and landed with it in France in December 1914. In the following year he won the first of four "mentions", 
transferred to the 2nd Battalion and was gassed that September at Loos. He was again mentioned in despatches and detached to a 
Brigade H.Q. 

In 1917, however, he returned to frontline duties, won a D.S.O., the French Croix de Guerre and a further "mention", and joined the 
1st Battalion that September. Less than a month later he was appointed the Battalion's 2nd in command and, in January 1918, held 
overall command in the rank of Temporary Major. But in the following March he was wounded in the action at Le Sars, and evacuated 
to the U.K. 

Yet again, however, in July 1918, Brady returned to France, where he rejoined the 1st Battalion prior to taking command of the 4th 
Battalion as a Temporary Lieutenant-Colonel towards the end of the year. During this latter tenure of command, he regularly led 
reconnaissance missions to ensure the best possible outcome for his men, not least at the River Escaut, between Marquincourt Farm 
and Quincamp Mill, in early October 1918, and again at the crossing of the River Selle later that month. He was again mentioned in 
despatches. 

On resigning in March 1920, in the honorary rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, Brady returned to Rhodesia to pursue his career in education, 
firstly as Senior Inspector of Schools, and afterwards as Headmaster of Milton School at Bulawayo, one of the largest seats of learning in 
the country. He also maintained his links with the military establishment, commanding the Bulawayo Military District when the 
defence system was re-organised, and sitting on the Southern Rhodesia Council for Defence. In addition, he was largely responsible for 
fostering the alliance between the K.R.R.C. and Royal Rhodesia Regiment. 

In 1930 Brady retired from education and entered politics, being elected an M.P. for Bulawayo East, a seat which he held until 1946, 
but it was for the motion he put before the House on 24 August 1939, that he will best be remembered: 

'That the Acting Prime Minister request H.E. the Governor to convey to H.M. The King the heartfelt expression of the Honourable 
Members of this House their humble duty and service to his Throne and person and the pledge of unfaltering service of the citizens of 
Southern Rhodesia to the Motherland in this hour of grave national emergency.' 

The motion was carried unopposed, and Brady immediately returned to uniform as a Military Observer and Southern Rhodesia Liaison 
Officer to Middle East Command. One of his first tasks was to tour the West Coast of Africa, where many Rhodesians were at that time 
serving in readiness for deployment in the East Africa campaign, and he did good service up until being compelled to return to 
Rhodesia as a result of ill-health. He was awarded the O.B.E. 

Brady died at the age of 77 years, his obituary in the King's Royal Rifle Corps Chronicle , noting that 'In his youth he was a fine athlete, 
particularly on the track, and to the last retained the long, raking stride of the quarter-miler and half-miler.' 

His diaries are held by the national Archives of Zimbabwe in Harare, and extracts from them have been published in Ragtime Soldiers , 
by Peter McLaughlin. 'Brady Barracks' in Bulawayo still bears his name.

George Harris Teall was born in Nottingham on 24 October 1880, son of Sir Jethro Teall, F.R.S., F.R.G.S., and was educated at 
Dulwich College, and St John's College, Cambridge.

February 1903, and appointed Lieutenant in the Lincolnshire Regiment on 16 December 1906; Captain, 9 January 1914; Major, 4 July 
1918. Fie served with the 1st Lincolns in France from 24 February 1915, and was afterwards attached, as Adjutant, to the 1 /6th 
Liverpool Regiment. He was present at Loos in 1915, the Somme in 1916, and at the Hindenburg Line in 1918 (Despatches four times, 
D.S.O., and French Croix de Guerre). He was appointed Adjutant of the 5th Lincolns after the war, upon that battalion's reconstitution, 
and contributed a chapter to the regimental history by Colonel T. E. Sandal], C.M.G., T.D., published in 1922. Major Teall died in 
London on 21 June 1939, aged 59.

Thomas Bluck was born in Birmingham on 25 June 1881. He enlisted into the 1st Battalion, Royal Welsh Fusiliers on 25 September 
1899 (No. 6118), and served with the regiment in South Africa, 1899-1902, being promoted to Lance Corporal on 1 June 1900, and to 
Corporal on 14 August 1902. Receiving further promotion to Sergeant on 1 July 1904 and to Colour-Sergeant on 16 October 1913, he 
embarked for France on 6 October 1914, as part of the British Expeditionary Force. He was wounded by a gun shot to his thigh on 3 
November 1914, and, after a short spell in hospital, returned to his battalion on 24 November, being promoted to Acting Company 
Sergeant-Major the same day. A letter from the front stated: 

'The Sergeant Major, two Staff sergeants have been woundedthree Colour Sergeants are prisoners in Germany , and two Colour 
Sergeants , Craven and Sullivan were missing. Sergeant Bluck was the last sergeant to get wounded , he was one of the last two left and 
did splendid work , being practically in command of a double company for days. If the commissioned officer or Adjutant had been 
there he would probably have got the V.C., which he deserves. He has two slight wounds , but refused to go to hospital , andof course, 
to England../ 

He was wounded by a gun shot to his forearm on 25 September 1915, and promoted to Regimental Sergeant-Major on 24 November 

1915. It was for his services whilst Regimental Sergeant-Major that he was afterwards awarded the Medaille Militaire, having already 
been awarded the Russian Cross of St George as a Sergeant. Bluck was appointed to a commission as Second Lieutenant on 2 February 

1916, 'for service in the field', and stayed with his original battalion, 1/R.W.F., seeing action on the Somme and at Passchendaele, 
before moving to Italy. Appointed Acting Captain whilst commanding a company from 4 March to 20 October, 191 7, he was promoted 
to Lieutenant on 13 August 1917, and appointed Acting Captain once again from 8 January 1918 to 24 January 1919. He retired from 
the Army retaining the rank of Captain on 21 May 1919. 

He was invested with his M.C. on 1 7 May 1916, and with both the First and Second Bars to the M.C. on 9 November 1918. 

After the war he served briefly in the Auxiliary Division of the Royal Irish Constabulary, form February 1921 until its disbandment in 
January 1922, being promoted to Section Leader in July 1921. Captain Bluck spent the rest of his days in Small Heath, Birmingham, 
and died there towards the end of 1967.

'Sicily 9.7.43. This officer has shown outstanding gallantry and leadership in his first glider-borne operation. He landed his glider safely 
in the sea. He then helped those who were unable to swim to reach the shore. He showed the utmost coolness and leadership for 15 
hours during which time he was an example to all. Although he was unarmed, he took two grenades and took part in the capture of a 
pill box in which 20 Italians were captured/ 
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Robson being supported at Arnhem , having been wounded and captured. 


Foster Robson was educated at Altrincham Grammar School, 'before joining up in June, 1940, was employed by the United Kingdom 
Gas Corporation as a pupil-engineer. His father is secretary and accountant to Altrincham Gas Company.' (newspaper cutting refers) 

Robson was commissioned Second Lieutenant in the Durham Light Infantry, in April 1941. He transferred to the Glider Pilot Regiment, 
Army Air Corps, and carried out pilot training at No. 21 E.F.T.S., R.A.F. Booker from August 1942. Having advanced to Lieutenant in 
the same year, he progressed from training in Tiger Moths and Magisters, to the Hotspur Glider at No. 2 Glider Training School. Robson 
was posted to the Heavy Glider Conversion Unit in March 1943, where he converted to the Horsa. 

After a brief posting to 4 Squadron, 1st Battalion, Glider Pilot Regiment, Robson was posted for overseas operational flying to 2 
Squadron, 1st Battalion at the end of May 1943. Having arrived in North Africa, he served as part of the 1st Airborne Division, Army 
Air Corps, as part of Operation Ladbroke , 9 July 1943. The latter being the glider landing by British airborne troops near Syracuse, 
Sicily, as part of Operation Husky - the Allied invasion of Sicily. Robson piloted a Waco Hadrian in what was to be his first glider- 
borne operation, 'Sousse "A" Sicily "Op 1. (Air Landing Brigade)' (Log Book refers). 

Although a number of the 136 Wacos and 8 Horsas were released too early by the towing craft and crashed into the sea, Robson was 
amongst those that successfully landed. He then went on to take an active role in operations as the War Diary of the 2nd Battalion, 
South Staffordshire Regiment records: 

'Bn HQ was carried in 4 Waco gliders, 3 of which landed in the sea. The first glider containing Lieut-Col McCardie, Capt Connellan 
and Lt Roberts crashed in the sea 2 miles offshore; the party swam ashore losing 2 men drowned and the C.O. and Major Murray, the 
senior glider pilot after running the gauntlet of enemy patrols and fire reached Ponte Grande which was then held by us. The remainder 
were picked up by naval craft and taken to Suez... The second glider carrying the 2nd i/c - Major Brennan, the R.M.O. - Capt Miller 
and Lt Austin, crashed in the sea 250 yds offshore; Lt Austin was killed by MG fire while on the glider. They swam ashore and Maj 
Brennan, Capt Miller, the 2 glider Pilots, Lts Impey and Robson and 2 men moved off to join the Bn. This involved a crawl through 20' 
of barbed wire covered by a pill box; clear then of the beach defences, they marched 10 miles collecting 3 men of the ATk detachment 
and 6 of E Coy, and captured 2 pillboxes, 21 prisoners, 3 MGs and 1 ATk gun and reached Ponte Grande in the evening. Lt Impey 
accidentally shot himself with an enemy rifle and subsequently died. The 3rd glider carrying S Coy Comd Maj Hargroves and Capt The 
Rev A. A. Buchanan landed on Cape Murro di Porco, surrounded by enemy MG posts and were captured... They rejoined the Bn on 11 
July. The 4th glider crashed in the sea 4 miles out. Lt. Warneford and 2 O.R.s were drowned. Lieut. Ashburnham, the R.S.M. and 
remainder of the party were picked up by naval craft and taken to Malta.' 

Robson made a return to operational flying on 22 July 1943, and continued to serve at Sousse, Tunisia, throughout August. He returned 
to the UK, and was posted to R.A.F. Shrewton in January 1944. Robson advanced to Temporary Captain in March 1944, and served at 
R.A.F. Brize Norton before being posted to 19 Flight, F Squadron, Glider Pilot Regiment, at R.A.F. Broadwell. He transferred to 16 
Flight in April 1944, and was appointed to the command of the Flight prior to it's participation in Operation Market (the airborne 
element of the Operation Market Garden). 

On the night of 16/1 7 September 1944, Captain Robson piloted Horsa Glider No. 589 as part of the airborne landing at Arnhem. On 20 
September he was wounded in both legs and taken prisoner, his Log Book records '17 Sept 1944 Op. Market. Arnhem, [and later 
annotated] Sept 20 (Wounded L & R Legs & Taken Prisoner).' 

A newspaper cutting included in the lot offers the following on Robson: 

'As a glider pilot of the 1st Airborne Division, he was wounded at Arnhem on September 20th, 1944, where he was picked up by the 
Germans and taken to Gronau Hospital, where he stayed for about 10 days, during which time he was operated upon. In an 
undermined condition, he was removed by cattle truck to Stalag 11 B, where he had to wait for two days before being taken to Oflag 
IX/AH. 

"The distance between these two camps," Captain Robson said, "was approximately 100 miles, and, due to the R.A.F.'s handiwork, the 
painful journey lasted 31 hours. There were 10 in my party, all of whom were in a grim state - we were just barely able to crawl along. 
We were placed in the camp hospital, where we stayed until well enough to hobble about. In this camp, there were more than 2,000 
British prisoners, some of whom were the oldest inhabitants of any German prison camp, having been captured at Dunkirk in 1940..." 

In the teeth of the Western onslaught, Captain Robson was hastily removed from his camp and marched 20 miles a night for three 
consecutive nights, penetrating further into the heart of Germany. Most of the men forced to march were well over 45 years of age, and 
many dropped by the wayside, unable to go any further in their weakened state. Negotiations were in progress for the continuance of 
their "flight," when the Americans overran them. 

"They just went mad, so crazed were they with relief and joy," Captain Robson told the Guardian.' 

After his release from captivity by the 261st Infantry, U.S. Army, Captain Robson served as part of a Defence Unit at Eschwege, under 
the command of Colonel R. T. Holland, D.S.O., M.C., and thus qualified for 'the special award of the France and Germany Star' (War 
Office letter refers). Robson eventually returned to the UK on leave, and was able to see his new-born son for the first time.

He flew as Gunnery 
Leader for 299 Squadron with Wing Commander P. B. N. Davis for Operation Market , and was shot down and taken 
prisoner of war over Arnhem, 19 September 1944

D.F.C. London Gazette 15 June 1943, the Recommendation, dated 27.4.1943, states: 

This Officer has set the highest possible standard by his ability and efficiency throughout an operational tour of 23 sorties. His conduct 
throughout has been outstanding and all gunners in the Squadron have been influenced by his fine example. His operations have 
included two attacks on Berlin and many against other heavily defended targets in the Ruhr. He also took part in the famous daylight 
attacks on Le Creusot and Milan. 

On his second operational sortie his accurate fire commentary enabled his pilot to manoeuvre the aircraft and thus allow this Officer to 
destroy an enemy night fighter. On every one of his sorties he has shown the same high degree of skill and co-operation with the rest of 
his crew. He is strongly recommended for the award of the D.F.C/ 

M.I.D. London Gazette 1 January 1942. 

Netherlands, Bronze Cross London Gazette 2 September 1949, the Recommendation, dated 2.11.1945, states: 

'Whilst on this Squadron F/Lt. Chalk proved himself a brilliant leader, and welded his gunners into a highly efficient team. 

He took part in a number of sorties in support of resistance movements. In September, 1944, he flew as gunner on the leading aircraft 
engaged in the Airborne Operations at Arnhem. His persistence and courage in the face of fierce enemy opposition set a fine example 
to his comrades in the Squadron. Whilst engaged in a re-supply mission to Arnhem, his aircraft was severely damaged by flak and set 
on fire. In spite of this, F/Lt. Chalk continued firing on the enemy ground positions until finally ordered to abandon aircraft by his 
captain. He landed amongst the enemy and was taken prisoner. 

For his high example of courage and determination in the face of the enemy F/Lt. Chalk well merits the award of the Bronze Cross.' 
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William Robert "Bob" Chalk was born in Porthcawl, Glamorgan, in 1913. He was educated at Claysmore School, Winchester, and was 
articled to a firm of auctioneers in Bromsgrove. He left the firm shortly after joining, and having been turned down for a commission in 
the R.A.F. on medical grounds Chalk emigrated aged 1 7 to Nova Scotia. 

Whilst in Canada Chalk had a farming accident, as a result of which he broke his arm and suffered lung damage. He was forced to 
return to the UK, and subsequently enlisted in the Royal Air Force in June 1935. After training and a brief posting to 101 Squadron 
Chalk was sent overseas to Air H.Q., Signals Section, Habbaniya, Iraq, in 1938. He was present during the Iraqi uprising, 30 April 1941 
- 31 May 1941, and once the latter had been put down Chalk volunteered for Aircrew training as an Air Gunner. He was posted to No. 
24 Combined Air Observer/Air Gunner School, Moffat, in August 1941, and was commissioned Pilot Officer in December of the same 
year. 

After several more training courses Chalk was posted to "D" Flight 25 O.T.U., Bircotes, in May 1942, and it was from here that he took 
part in his first operational sorties, the first of which being as a Rear Gunner in a Wellington engaged in the first 1,000 bomber raid to 
Cologne, 30 May 1942. The second sortie was in the same capacity to Essen, 1 June 1942, 'Operations - To Essen Shot Down German 
Night Fighter - Confirmed' (Log Book refers). Chalk offers more detail, 'I sighted the enemy aircraft at a distance, closing in on a straight 
course towards my aircraft and waiting for him to get close enough for me to fire and not wanting him to deviate from our course. I 
finally fired and he went down in flames, (personal account included in lot refers). 

After an aborted trip to Bremen Chalk was posted to 61 Squadron (Lancasters), at Syerston, in July 1942. He flew two operational 
sorties as Mid Upper Gunner (Wilhelmshaven and Kassel) before flying the rest of his tour as a Rear Gunner, these included: Nurnburg; 
Gardening-Denmark (2); Karlsruhe; 17 October 1942, Le Creusot (Daylight); Genoa (2); 24 October 1942, Milan (Daylight); Turin (2); 
Mannheim; Munich; Essen; Berlin (2); Dusseldorf; Hamburg (2), and Bremen. 

Chalk was posted as Rear Gunner/Instructor to 81 O.T.U., Whitchurch Heath, in March 1943. He returned to operational flying when 
he was posted as Gunnery Leader to 299 Squadron (Stirlings), Keevil, in August 1944. Chalk flew in operational sorties with the 
Squadron as Rear Gunner in the Officer Commanding"s (Wing Commander P.B.N. Davis, D.S.O.) Stirling. Throughout August he flew 
on Special Operations to SOE and SAS groups based in France, including 6 August 1944, 'Special Operation. 24 Containers, 5 
Bicycles. D.C.O. A/C Hit by Light Flak Nr. Le Mont Michel'; 11 September 1944, 'SAS Operations Holland'; 12 September 1944, 'SAS 
Operations Nr. Bordeaux.' (Log Book refers) 

Operation Market Garden 

On 17 September 1944 Chalk"s squadron took part in Operation Market , the airborne element of Operation Market Garden. On the 
first day of the operation Chalk"s Stirling towed a glider carrying airborne troops and motor transport which was successfully released 
over Landing Zone "Z". The following day saw another successful release of a similarly laden glider over the same landing zone. On 19 
September Stirling LK135 5GN returned on a resupply mission carrying containers of petrol in the bomb-bay, 'the Stirlings suffered the 
same punishment when it was their turn to drop, and six were shot down or were so badly damaged that they crashed soon afterwards. 
One was the aircraft of Wing Commander Peter Davis, the Commanding Officer of 299 Squadron. He died at the controls of his Stirling 
when the containers of petrol in the bomb-bay caught fire after the aircraft was hit.' (Arnhem - 1944: The Airborne Battle refers). 

Davis' co-pilot for the mission takes up the account, "The approach to the dropping area" says Squadron Leader R.W. Lovegrove, flying 
in the aircraft piloted by Wing Commander Peter Davis, in command of the Operations, "was rather a disconcerting spectacle. Flak was 
simply being pumped up; heavy flak, light flak, machine-gun fire and rifle fire." Having watched a Stirling go down in flames, they 
reached the dropping zone where they were at once hit in the bomb-bay by a shell. "As we were carrying petrol, the aircraft was 
immediately aflame. Glancing down from the co-pilot"s seat I saw my navigation table on fire and I remember with a curious 
detachment noticing that the Verey Cartridges were giving a firework display of their own. The flames were roaring up through the 
aperture through which the rear gunner [Chalk] had to jump." 

The aircraft crashed in the Oosterbeek area of Arnhem, three members of the crew (including Chalk) managed to bale out, the others 
were all killed. Chalk recalled, 'I landed near some bungalows in a wood, these appeared to be empty. I had damaged my leg on 
landing and hobbled off in a direction away from the firing, and found myself on a large raised mound of earth, I was taken prisoner by 
some elderly German soldiers, and marched off to a large red brick barracks, was there for the night and ended up at St. Elizabeth's 
[Hospital].' (letter from recipient included in the lot refers) 

After a brief period of recuperation Chalk was transported to and interned at Stalag Luft 1, Barth, POW Camp, where he saw out the 
remainder of the war. He was discharged from the R.A.F., 18 October 1945, and in civilian life Chalk was employed by Flight 
Refuelling Limited (Chairman Sir Alan Cobham, K.B.E., A.F.C.), who as a company were continuing work started before the war on 
refuelling aircraft in flight. Chalk was later attached to British South American Airways on a series of tests called 'The Bermuda Trials' in 
which ex R.A.F. Lancasters were converted as "Tanker" and "Receiver" aircraft. In his capacity of Observer and Operator he recorded 
his flights with the company in his Log Book, 24 September 1945 - 5 December 1947. 

Chalk returned to farming, and eventually retired in 1985. In later life he corresponded with a Dutch national, who as a boy had 
witnessed the crash landing of his Stirling. Chalk arranged for a return to Arnhem where he was a guest of the Royal Netherlands Air 
Force. During his stay he was presented with a piece of his plane retrieved from the crash site which is included with the lot. Flight 
Lieutenant Chalk died in 1993. 

Approximately 8 Dutch Bronze Crosses were awarded to R.A.F. and R.A.F.V.R. personnel in recognition of gallant actions undertaken 
during the Second War, 7 of that number were awarded for Arnhem, and 3 of them were awarded to Chalk"s crew.

An unusual Second War 1943 'Immediate' D.F.C. group of eight awarded Flight Lieutenant, late Warrant Officer, H. 
R. Cooke, Royal Air Force Volunteer Reserve, who started the war as a Blenheim Air Gunner during the Battle of 
Britain, and went on to fly in at least 70 operational sorties with Fighter, Bomber and Coastal Commands. Employed 
as a Rear Gunner in Wellingtons and Whitleys, he ended the war as a Mid Upper Gunner in Lancasters. Cooke shot 
down an M.E. 109 over Kassel, 22 October 1943, in what was to be his last operational sortie of the war 

Distinguished Flying Cross, G.VI.R., reverse officially dated '1943'; 1939-45 Star, copy clasp, Battle of Britain; AirCrew 
Europe Star; Africa Star; Defence and War Medals 1939-45; Air Efficiency Award, G.VI.R., 1st issue (Pit. Off. H. R. Cooke. R. 
A.F.V.R.); Special Constabulary Long Service Medal, E.II.R. (Herbert R. Cooke.) generally very fine ( 8 ) £ 3000-4000 



D.F.C. London Gazette 10 December 1943: 

'As air gunner, Warrant Officer Cooke has taken part in a very large number of 
sorties and has displayed great devotion to duty. On a recent occasion, during 
an attack on Kassel, Warrant Officer Cooke saw an aircraft being attack by a 
fighter. He immediately informed his captain who made the necessary combat 
manoeuvre and Warrant Officer Cooke was enabled to deliver a burst of 
machine-gun fire which hit the enemy aircraft with destructive effect. His 
vigilance and skill were highly commendable.' 

Herbert Reginald Cooke joined the Auxiliary Air Force as an Aircrafthand in 
October 1938. He served with 601 (County of London) Squadron, and was 
mobilised 24 August 1939, and later remustered as an Air Gunner. He was 
posted for operational flying to 23 Squadron (Blenheims), Wittering, in March 
1940. The Squadron was employed as a night-fighter unit during the Battle of 
Britain, and having advanced to Sergeant in April 1940 Cooke was subsequently 
employed in numerous patrols. At the end of August Cooke was posted overseas 
for service with the Takoradi Ferry Flight on the Gold Coast of Africa. 

Cooke advanced to Flight Sergeant and returned to operational flying when he was posted as a Rear Gunner to 70 (Bomber) Squadron 
(Wellingtons), Egypt, in April 1941. The Squadron was engaged in attacks on ports and bases in Libya, Italy and Greece to restrict 
supplies to the enemy during the campaign in the Western Desert. In 1941 some operations were flown over Iraq and Syria to support 
local campaigns. As the frontline moved westwards, the squadron left Egypt for bases in Libya and Tunisia. Cooke flew in a large 
number of operational sorties between May 1941 - January 1942, including: 2 May 1941 'Daylight Bombing & M.G. Gunning on Iraqi 
Army Gun Positions Commanding & Attacking R.A.F. Stn. Habbaniya. Petrol Tanks Holed'; and later the same day 'Daylight Bombing 
& M.G. Gunning on Iraqi Army Gun Positions. Attacked by 'Breda 65' Fighter Over Target & Chased For 30 Mins (190 - '0' Feet). 
Attacked By Fighter - 7 Times - 3 Out of Sun - Guns Definitely U/S in Turret (Old Links Etc) Short Bursts Only of 6 - 10 Rounds - 
Successfully Beat Off Fighter'; 18 May 1941 'Bombing Attack on Hassani Aerodrome. (Athens Greece)'; 26 May 1941 'Bombing Attack 
on Harbour Etc at Benghazi (Libya)'; 1 June 1941 'Fuka - Beach Near Komitades Southern Crete - Food Supplies & Medical Supplies 
For Evacuating Troops'; 12/13 June 1941 'Raid on Calato Rhodes'; 30 June 1941 'Raid on Beirut (Syria) Harbour Installations Etc'; 28 
September 1941 'Raid on Bardia'; 6 October 1941 'Pyraeus (Athens) Large Oil Fire 'ETC" (Log Book refers). 

Having completed his tour, Cooke returned to the UK and was posted to No. 15 O.T.U. Whilst with the latter he was designated to take 
part in the Thousand Bomber Raid to Bremen, 25 June 1942. As his log book records this proved abortive, 'Ops - Bremen - 1,000 B.R. 
Dutch Coast - Returned Lakenheath S. Engine U/S'. Cooke served as an instructor at No. 19 O.T.U., Kinloss, from January 1943. Two 
months later he was attached to Coastal Command at R.A.F. St. Eval, and flew in 8 anti-shipping patrols as a Whitley Rear Gunner. 

After converting to Lancasters at No. 1660 C.U., Cooke returned to operational service with Bomber Command. He was posted as a 
Mid Upper Gunner to 619 Squadron (Lancasters), Woodhall Spa, in June 1943. He flew in at least 17 operational sorties with the 
Squadron, including: Krefeld; Gelsenkirchen; Hamburg (3); Essen; Mannheim; Milan; Munchen-Gladbach; Berlin; Munich (2); Antheor 
Viaduct, 16 September 1943, a joint operation with 61 7 Squadron; Hanover (2); Leipzig and Kassel. The sortie to Kassel carried out on 
22 October 1943, was Cooke's last operational sortie of the war, and the sortie for which he was awarded the D.F.C. Flying on this 
sortie as a Rear Gunner, his log book records 'Ops Kassel (M.E. 109) Awarded The Distinguished Flying Cross For "Adventure"!' 

Cooke advanced to Flight Lieutenant and received his Air Efficiency Award in November 1945. He was released from the service the 
following year, and resided in Chichester in later life. He died in 1994, and arranged for his ashes to be scattered from an aircraft flying 
over the former RAF base at Tangmere (newspaper cutting included in lot refers).

D.F.C. London Gazette 9 June 1944: 

In March 1944, this officer was pilot of an aircraft detailed for a mine-laying mission. On the outward flight the aircraft was attacked 
by a fighter and sustained much damage. One engine was useless, the upper cupola of the mid-upper turret was shattered and the 
hydraulic gear was damaged. Despite this, Squadron Leader Cockbain succeeded in evading a second attack and went on to the target 
to complete his attack-task. This officer has completed a large number of sorties and has displayed great skill, leadership and devotion 
to duty.' 


Stephen Legh Cockbain was born in 1916, the son of Thomas and Edith Cockbain of Verwood, Dorset. Educated at a Preparatory 
School in St. Leonard's-on-Sea and at St. Wendelin's, Arundel, he enlisted in the Royal Air Force in late 1940. 

Having then gained his "Wings" and been commissioned as a Pilot Officer in June 1941, he was posted to No. 106 Squadron, a 
Hampden unit operating out of Coningsby, in October of the latter year, and he remained actively employed until August 1942, by 
which stage the Squadron had converted to Lancasters, via two or three months on Manchesters. 

Cockbain flew his first sortie - against Lorenz - in October 1941, and went on to complete at least another 20 missions before being 
posted to a conversion unit. Thus trips to such targets as Bremen, Cologne, Dortmund, Essen, Hamburg and Mannheim, in addition to 
more specialist strikes - such as those against Schipol airfield and the Heinkel factory at Warnemunde. And squadron records reveal 
that His Manchester was hit by flak on a strike against Cologne on the night of 30-31 May 1942. 

In December 1943, and having been advanced to Squadron Leader and mentioned in despatches for his good work at his conversion 
unit (London Gazette 14 January 1944), Cockbain returned to operations with an appointment in No. 44 (Rhodesia) Squadron, a 
Lancaster unit operating out of Dunholme Lodge. But it was not until 15 February 1944, that he flew his first sortie - a strike against 
Berlin. Leipzig, Frankfurt, Essen and Aachen followed in quick succession, prior to No. 44 turning its attention to French targets around 
April - thus strikes on such targets as Paris La Chapelle and Salbris. And on D-Day itself, Cockbain was detailed to attack bridges 
around Caen. 

A fortnight later, in a strike on Wesseling on the 21 st, his Flying Log Book records that his Lancaster was jumped by a night fighter and 
most of the starboard elevator and rudder controls shot away. Such was the extent of the damage that he ordered his crew to bale out, 
four of them taking to their parachutes before he regained some control and decided to go for base. He made it. 

Cockbain was now 'rested' with an appointment in Ferry Command, in which capacity he was killed while piloting a Stirling to 
Maghaberry in Northern Ireland on 14 January 1945 - 'One of the starboard engines was seen to be on fire and the aircraft started to 
turn, which became steeper, and went into cloud and crashed out of control in a diving turn at Home Farm, Annesley Park, Mansfield, 
Nottinghamshire.' Cockbain was buried in Oxford (Botley) Cemetery. 


Sold together with the recipient's original R.A.F. Pilot's Flying Log Book, covering the period June 1944 up until his death in January 
1945, the opening page with the following endorsement: 'Certified that the times shown on the opposite page are correct and have 
been brought forward from Log Book I'. The times shown undoubtedly reflect his recent appointment to No. 44 Squadron - and the 
whereabouts of his first Flying Log Book, incorporating a total of 906 hours flying time, and his first operational tour in No. 106 
Squadron, remains unknown.

James Bates Wilkinson was born in Godmanchester, Huntingdonshire, on 4 July 1857 and was educated at Huntingdon Grammar 
School, Edinburgh University, and the Royal College of Surgeons, receiving the degree of Doctor of Medicine in 1885. After a spell in 
private practice in London, he was appointed deputy Medical Officer of Health in Oldham in 1887, and was promoted to Chief 
Medical Officer in January 1898. He served during the South African War in preparing and sending out ambulance men, Oldham 
having the distinction of contributing the largest number of men of any provincial town, and was awarded the St. John Medal for South 
Africa. He was made an Honorary Associate of the Order of St. John on 25 April 1899, and was promoted to Knight of Grace on 21 
October 1921. He retired in 1936, and died on 22 February 1941. 

Katherine Florence Wilkinson, the wife of James Wilkinson, was born on 14 July 1858, the daughter of George Thackerary Esq., J.P., of 
Huntingdon, and was made an Honorary Serving Sister of the Order of St. John on 26 May 1916, being promoted to Dame of Grace on 
18 July 1924. She served as Lady Corps Superintendent of the Oldham St. John Ambulance Corps and was one of the original 
committee of the Poor Childrens' Holiday Association, which ran the Castleshaw Holiday Home and Holidays for poor children. She 
was also one of the Oldham stall holders at the Crimean and Indian Mutiny Bazaar, which raised funds to provide military funerals for 
veterans of those campaigns. She died on 2 May 1929.

Lionel St. George Wilkinson, the son of James and Katherine Wilkinson, was born in Manchester in 1886, and was educated at 
Oldham Grammar School and Manchester University, receiving a degree in Engineering. Appointed an Assistant in the Borough 
Engineer's Office at Luton, he subsequently served as Assistant Engineer in the Oldham Corporation Waterworks Department, and in 
the Borough Engineer's Department in Huddersfield. He served with the Manchester Regiment during the Great War, and as a Staff 
Captain of 126th Infantry Brigade, in Egypt, Gallipoli, Sinai, and on the Western Front, and was awarded the Military Cross. After the 
end of the War he resumed his Engineering career, being appointed Borough Engineer and Surveyor of Crewe in 1919, and as Borough 
Engineer and Surveyor of Wallasey in 1923. He carried out a number of important works, the most notable of which was the New 
Brighton Promenade Extension, a project which cost over one million pounds, and over the course of two decades made an 
outstanding contribution to the development of Wallasey as a seaside town. He served as President of the Institute of Municiple and 
County Engineers in 1943-44, and died on 19 February 1945. 


Gladys Elizabeth Wilkinson, the daughter of James and Katherine Wilkinson, served as Assistant Schools Medical Officer to the 
Cheshire County Council. She was made a Serving Sister of the Order of St. John on 18 November 1938, and was promoted to Officer 
on 30 April 1946.

Sidney Maynard Smith was born on 20 September 1875, the son of a civil engineer holding an Admiralty appointment at Chatham. He 
was educated at Epsom College, where he gained the entrance scholarship in Science to St Mary's Hospital in 1893, and served as 
House Surgeon in 1898. He qualified M.R.C.S. 1898; F.R.C.S. 1902; M.B. Lond. 1904; B.S. (Hons.) 1905. He served in the South 
African War as Civil Surgeon with the 3rd Battalion Welsh Regiment, gaining the Queen's Medal with two clasps, and on his return to 
London he was elected House Surgeon to the Victoria Hospital for Children in Tite Street, Chelsea, in 1901, was Assistant Surgeon in 
1907-14, but was never full surgeon. 

At St Mary's Hospital he was appointed Surgical Registrar in 1904, Demonstrator of Anatomy in 1905, Surgeon to Out-patients with 
charge of the Orthopaedic Department in 1906, and full Surgeon in 1922. Maynard Smith was also Surgeon to the London Fever 
Hospital, to Epsom College, to King Edward VII Memorial Hospital, Ealing, and to the Royal Masonic Benevolent Institute for Girls, and 
was for many years Hon. Secretary to the Old Epsomian Society. 

During the European War he was appointed Surgeon-in-Chief to the St John Ambulance Brigade in 1914, and proceeded to France 
early in 1915 with the Hon. rank of Major. He quickly made a reputation both as an administrator and as a surgeon, was appointed 
Consulting Surgeon to the Fifth Army in 1916, and was chiefly responsible for the treatment of the wounded during the great battles for 
Passchendaele in 1917. He was subsequently appointed Consultant Surgeon to the Second Army. For his services to the French Army 
during the fighting round Kemmel he was awarded the Croix de Guerre. For his war services he was three times mentioned in 
despatches, was decorated C.B., and was created a Knight of Grace of the Order of St John of Jerusalem. Returning to London at the 
end of the War, he continued to practise privately and carry out his hospital duties until his death on 18 March 1928.

Thomas Fox was born at Woodhenly and attested for the Grenadier Guards on 30 January 1850. He served with the 3rd Battalion in the 
Crimea, and died at Scutari on 16 February 1855, possibly from injuries sustained at the Battle of Inkermann, when the Regiment 
suffered 3 officers and 101 other ranks killed and 6 officers and 124 other ranks wounded.

Patrick O'Rourke was born in Tralee, Co. Kerry, in 1834 and attested there for the 88th (Connaught Rangers) Regiment of Foot on 10 
November 1852. He served with the Regiment in the Crimea, and having already distinguished himself earlier in the war receiving the 
Distinguished Conduct Medal and a gratuity of £5, is recorded in The Crimean Campaign With The Connaught Rangers as being 
wounded in the face by a musket ball on the 8 September 1855, during the second Assault on the Grand Redan: 

'My friend M. was, like the rest of us, carried into the ditch of the Redan, and was in the act of scrambling out of it with no little effort, 
when a sturdy officer of one of the regiments put his foot most inopportunely upon M/s shoulder, and sent him back into the ditch. 
When he shortly afterwards met M. in the trenches, he made the "amende" by offering him a "refresher" out of his flask. 

Immediately upon our reaching the trenches, after quitting the Redan, we received instructions to keep up a continuous fire upon the 
salient, and Russian accounts stated this incessant fire caused many casualties among them. About five p.m. we were relieved by the 
79th Highlanders, and marched back to camp, under the command of Major E. H. Maxwell, our ranks considerably thinned, having left 
behind us so many of our brave fellows, besides those who had been carried off wounded. It was a remarkable fact that almost, if not 
every, man of ours, in possession of a Distinguished Conduct Medal, was either killed or wounded... Sergeant Major Cooney, 
wounded, lost a leg; Corporal Hourigan, wounded; Sergeant Price, killed; Sergeant Wrenn, killed; Corporal Connelly, wounded, lost an 
arm; Private Mills, O'Rourke, and Connell, wounded; altogether, two killed and seven wounded. Fifteen men had been awarded the D. 
C. Medal in April 1855; nine were present at the last attack on the Redan; and, of the remaining six, two had been killed in the 
trenches; one died of sickness, and three had been invalided.' 

The 9 D.C.M. winners from the Regiment (including O'Rourke) present in the action are recorded as having worn their awards for the 
Attack on the Redan. 

O'Rourke subsequently served with the Regiment in India for thirteen and a half years, including seeing service during the great Sepoy 
Mutiny, and was awarded his Long Service and Good Conduct Medal, together with a further gratuity of £5, before taking his discharge 
on 3 March 1874, after 21 years and 114 days' service.

Andrew Drummond was born in Shathmigh, Fife, in 1818 and attested for the 93rd Highlanders at Cupar, Fife, on 6 April 1836. He 
served with the Regiment in North America for ten and a half years, and subsequently with the Highlanders in the Crimea, and was 
present at Balaklava on 25 October 1854, when the 93rd routed the Russian cavalry and won themselves the title of 'The Thin Red 
Line". The Times correspondent, William Howard Russell, who, standing on the hills above, could clearly see that nothing stood 
between the Russian cavalry and the defenceless British base but the 'thin red streak tipped with a line of steel' wrote of the 93rd: 

'With breathless suspense everyone awaits the bursting of the wave [of Russian Cavalry] upon the line of Gaelic rock, but ere they 
came within 200 yards another deadly volley flashes from the levelled rifle, and carries terror into the Russians. They wheel about, 
open files right and left, and fly back faster than they came. Brave Highlanders! Well done! shout the spectators.' 

Drummond was awarded the Distinguished Conduct Medal, together with a Gratuity of £5, and was discharged on 25 August 1857, 
after 21 years and 142 days' service.

Charles Edmund Walkley was born in Brixton, London, in 1858 and attested for the 84th Regiment of Foot at Aldershot on 21 January 
1876 under the alias of Joseph Burges. Promoted Corporal on 12 July 1877, and Sergeant on 1 April 1878, he reverted to his true name 
on 13 January 1879, and was advanced to Colour Sergeant on 4 August 1882. He served with the 2nd Battalion, York and Lancaster 
Regiment in Egypt from 5 August 1882, and was awarded the Distinguished Conduct Medal for saving the life of Sergeant F. Smith at 
the Battle of Tel-el-Kebir, 13 September 1882. He is also recorded as 'destroying an enemy gun which had been holding up the 
advance.' (hand-written note included with lot refers). 

Returning home on 7 November 1882, Walkley received his Egypt Medal from the hands of Queen Victoria on 29 November 1882, 
and had further postings to Bermuda; Halifax, Nova Scotia; and the West Indies, between October 1883 and December 1889. He was 
discharged on 26 April 1897, after 21 years and 96 days' service, having regularly been court-martialled and reduced to the ranks for 
drunkenness over the course of his service. He died on 29 July 1931.

Frederick Lowe was bom in Kidderminster, Worcestershire, in 1868, and attested there for the Royal Welsh Fusiliers on 25 April 1888, 
having previously served with the 4th Battalion, Worcestershire Regiment. He transferred to the 6th Dragoon Guards on 14 July 1889, 
and was promoted Corporal on 20 December 1893. Transferring to the Army Reserve on 25 April 1895, he was recalled to the Colours 
on the outbreak of the Boer War on 7 October 1899, and served with the Regiment in South Africa from 4 November 1899, being 
promoted Sergeant on 4 May 1900. He was severely wounded at Vredes Verdrag, Zand River, on 11 May 1900. At this action three 
Squadrons, taken from the Australian Horse, the Inniskillings and the Greys, and half a Squadron of the Carabiniers, were ordered to 
seize an apparently unoccupied kopje. The Squadrons, dismounting and leaving their horses below, took possession of the kopje, but 
shortly afterwards were set upon by a party of the Waterberg commando, who had been lying in ambush in a donga, and now crept up 
the hill, stampeded the horses, and poured a withering fire on the cavalrymen. These, belonging to several different units and being 
apparently under no single command, made no stand, but were driven in confusion down the hill, losing fourteen killed and thirty-six 
wounded, besides two Officers and twenty-five men prisoners. The Carabiniers suffered especially, losing Captain Elworthy and three 
men killed, and Lieutenants Col I is and Moncrieff, and nine men wounded, three of whom died later. 

Less than two months later, on 3 July, Lowe was taken prisoner at Kameeldrift, along with Lieutenant Rundle and seven other men, and 
was subsequently released at Nooitgedacht on 5 September 1900. For his gallantry in South Africa he was awarded the Distinguished 
Conduct Medal, and later received a gratuity of £20. Returning home on 24 April 1901, he was discharged on 11 June 1901, after 13 
years and 48 days' service. 

Six D.C.M.'s were awarded to the 6th Dragoon Guards for South Africa.

Abraham Curdie was born in Kilmarnock, Ayrshire, in 1866, and attested for the Royal Scots Fusiliers at Ayr on 28 December 1885. He 
served with the Regiment in India from December 1888 until January 1894, and transferred to the Army Reserve at the end of the latter 
month. He was recalled to the Colours on the outbreak of the Boer War on 6 December 1899, and served with the Regiment in South 
Africa from 21 December 1899 until 5 September 1902.

Herbert Dandy was born in Warrington, Lancashire, in 1878, and attested for the Loyal North Lancashire Regiment at Chester on 6 
January 1897. Posted to the 2nd Battalion, he served with the Mounted Infantry in Malta from 2 October to 17 December 1900, and 
with the Regiment in South Africa from 5 January 1901 until 16 September 1902, transferring to the 1 st Battalion on 1 September 1901. 
Promoted Corporal on 30 November 1901, for his gallantry in South Africa he was awarded the Distinguished Conduct Medal, together 
with a gratuity of £20 payable on discharge or transfer to the Army Reserve. Appointed Lance-Sergeant on 1 December 1902, he 
transferred to the Army Reserve on 12 November 1904, and was discharged on 5 January 1909, after 12 years' service. 

The Loyal North Lancashire Regiment were awarded 1 7 D.C.M.s for the Boer War, of which 5 were to the Mounted Infantry.

Frederick Stanley Marshland was born in Malta in 1865 and attested for the Medical Staff Corps at Aldershot on 20 February 1885, 
having previously served as a Chemist and Druggist. Promoted Corporal on 2 October 1889, and Sergeant on 13 July 1892, he was 
advanced to Staff Sergeant 2nd Class, Royal Army Medical Corps, on 30 June 1899, and served with the Corps in South Africa from 2 
November 1899 until 6 April 1903. For his services in South Africa he was promoted Staff Sergeant on 30 August 1900, was awarded 
the Distinguished Conduct Medal, and was Mentioned in Despatches (London Gazette 4 September 1901). Returning home, he was 
awarded his Army Long Service and Good Conduct Medal per Army Order 75 of April 1904. He was discharged on 29 July 1908, after 
23 years and 161 days' service, the last four years of which were spent in the Nursing Section.

But for his splendid act of gallantry the 
officer must again have been hit by the enemy within a very short time, as they were within three hundred yards.'

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Charles Easton was born on 30 May 1887 at St David's Place, in the Haymarket area of Edinburgh. He enlisted into the Black Watch 
on 11 January 1909 and at the time of the outbreak of the Great War in August 1914 was serving in India with the 2nd Battalion. He 
served as a Stretcher Bearer on the Western Front from 1914 to 1915, in Mesopotamia 1916 to 191 7, and subsequently in Palestine. 

Lance Corporal Easton received an individual mention in the War History, for his part in the Battle of Loos, for which he received his 
Wauchope Medal: 'No.1543 Lance Corporal C. Easton, took charge of the regimental stretcher bearers after the Sergeant in charge had 
been disabled; under his cool leadership they did their work, as always, with complete disregard of their own safety.' 

He was actually one of 40 men of the battalion, whom Lieutenant Colonel Wauchope had recommended for the award of the D.C.M. 
'For gallantry in the Field during the attack on Fauquisart 25th Septr. 1915' and this is almost certainly the reason why Easton felt 
entitled to wear a second Bar on his D.C.M., as included with the lot. In the event only eight of the 40 men were granted the award of a 
D.C.M. and as a result the Wauchope Medal was borne. 

By the end of 1915, the 2nd Battalion, Black Watch left the Western Front, to fight the Turks in Mesopotamia. On 31 December 1915, 
the battalion first set foot in that theatre of operations, with the specific aim of relieving Kut. On 15 February 1916 Easton was reported 
as having been wounded, most probably sometime between 7 and 13 January 1916 at the Battle of Shaikh Saad. 

He was present during the first attack on Hanna on 21 January 1916, where he was promoted to the rank of Stretcher Bearer Sergeant 
upon the death of his predecessor. He was awarded his D.C.M. for gallantry at Sannaiyat on 10 April 1916, the war history expanding 
slightly upon his published citation: 'On the morning of the 9th [April 1916], at 4:30am, the 13th Division assaulted Sannaiyat. The 
result was a complete and costly failure... The day following the attack, April 10th, was spent in improving the line, while parties of 
stretcher bearers and volunteers showed great gallantry and self-sacrifice in bringing in the large number of wounded of the 13th 
Division still lying out... Several of the Regimental Stretcher Bearers received the D.C.M.' 

The following year he received the bar to his D.C.M. for an action at Dujail Redoubt on 20 April 1917. The War History gives the 
following detail: 'One incident in this fighting patrol must not pass unnoted. An artillery officer had been sent forward in the morning to 
observe the ground and the enemy positions from our strong point on the east bank of Dujail. He had crawled a little ahead of the 
strong point to an exposed position in order to observe more freely, when he was struck by a bullet which incapacitated him from 
coming back or escaping from his exposed position. Sergeant Easton had been Sergeant of the Battalion stretcher bearers since his 
predecessor had been killed when recovering a wounded man; and had already himself won the D.C.M. for a fine piece of work. 
Easton now ran forward from the strong point without hesitation and though the enemy snipers were dropping bullets all round, 
roughly bandaged the officer, picked him up on his back, staggered down to the Dujail and got him across under the welcome shelter 
of the other bank, though the stream was over six feet deep. For this action Sergeant Easton received a bar to his D.C.M.' 

Sergeant Easton went on to serve in Palestine with his battalion and was presented with his D.C.M. and Bar on 12 March 1918 by the 
Duke of Connaught at Moascar Camp, near Ismailia on the Suez Canal. He was discharged from the army on 10 January 1921, having 
completed 12 years service. He died of Pulmonary Tuberculosis in Edinburgh on 13 February 1933, and was buried with full military 
honours at Saughton Cemetery, Edinburgh.

When a German patrol of about 20 men approached his 
trench from the rear and opened fire, he collected a few men and dispersed them at point blank range.'

George Williams resided at Rasen Lane, Lincoln and was employed as a Blacksmith. He served with the 2nd Battalion, Lincolnshire 
Regiment, during the Second Boer War. Williams transferred to the 1st Battalion, and served with them during the Great War. Having 
advanced to Corporal, Williams served with the Battalion in the French theatre of war from 6 September 1914. The Lincoln Leader of 
June 1915 adds the following: 

'Amongst the list of Lincolnshire heroes who have been fortunate enough to gain the D.C.M., as mentioned in the latest despatch from 
Field Marshal Sir John French, appears the name of Acting Lance-Corpl. George Wiliams (4940). 

Born at Upton some 35 years ago, Williams came to Lincoln in the early part of his life, and soon joined the Lincolnshire Regiment. 
During the South African campaign he won two medals for services at Paardeburg, and the Relief of Kimberley. He was on reserve for 
several years, and when the war broke out in August last was called up to serve with his old regiment, but, as his wife tells us, if he had 
not been on the reserve he would have volunteered to go, so eager was he to serve his country in her hour of need. Going to Grimsby 
for two or three weeks' training he was drafted to the front with the 1 st Battalion, and was soon in the thick of the fighting. 
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Most of our readers will, no doubt, be able to form an idea of what our soldiers suffered during this winter campaign, and Corpl. 
Williams endured those hardships and perils wonderfully well, only having a touch of rheumatics. 

On the 11th June he wrote a letter to his wife: "I have some pleasant news for you; I have received the D.C.M. I got to know only 
yesterday, and I get this medal presented to me by the King and I also get £20." ' 

Williams served with 'B' Company, and The History of The Lincolnshire Regiment 1914-1918, adds the following for his gallantry at 
Ypres: 

'During January, and part of February, the 1 st Lincolnshire were in a comparatively quiet part of the line east of Kemmel.... On the 1 7th 
February the battalion, with the rest of the 9th Brigade, was ordered to Ypres to relive troops in that area. Two other brigades were 
ordered up at the same time to take the place of a division which needed a rest. The Lincolnshire moved into their new trenches on the 
21st. B Company (Captain Boys) found theirs to be a thoroughly untenable ditch, up to the knees in mud and water. The Germans at 
one point were actually in the same trench, an interval of fifteen yards separating the Lincolnshire and the Germans, with traverses 
between. In places the Germans were actually in rear, and sentries had to be posted to the rear as well as to the front. 

B Company held the left of the line, and C Company lost eleven men killed (shot through the head) in the first half-hour, and later a 
German raid took place in rear of our trench. The Lincolnshire set to work with a will to improve the line, and the Germans made no 
more attempts to shoot our men in the back. When the battalion was relieved, our line was like a fortress.' 

Williams was presented with the riband for his D.C.M. by the Divisional Commander, Major-General J. A. L. Haldane, on 12 June 
1915. He served as Company Sergeant Major with the 4th Battalion, Lincolnshire Regiment, after the war and was awarded his 
Territorial Efficiency Medal in October 1930.

He had been 
wounded two days earlier, and was again wounded while assisting another wounded man under fire, but refused to leave. He also 
assisted in the capture of eight men and one machine gun, which the infantry had passed.' 

M.M. Canada Gazette 10 February 1917. The recommendation states: 

'For conspicuous service near Courcelette on the night of Oct. 5th-6th, and a number of subsequent nights, when under rifle and shell 
fire, he rendered valuable assistance to his section officer in reconnoitring the area in front of our line and laying out jumping-off 
trenches in close guide to several of the working parties detailed to construct them.' 


John Joseph Coyle was born in Liverpool, England, in 1889, and emigrated to Canada prior to World War I. He enlisted into the 
Canadian Expeditionary Force at Vancouver, B.C., in December 1915, was transferred to Ottawa and joined the 9th Field Company, 
Canadian Engineers. After training in Canada, he served in France and Flanders from mid-1916 to late 1919. He died in Vancouver, B. 
C., in 1964.

When the 
German Infantry had gained some success, and were following this up, Lance- 
Corporal Pickering [sic] with only three men, opened a destructive fire on the 
enemy at 20 yards range, and drove them away.' 

London Gazette 26 June 1918: 

'Alteration of Names: 5390 L./Cpl. P. Pickles, Hrs., awarded the D.C.M. in the 
London Gazette dated 3rd June 1915. This soldier (now deceased) enlisted under 
the assumed name of "J. Pickering".' 

Percy Pickles, a reservist from Oldham, Lancashire, enlisted under the assumed 
name of J. Pickering and 'left home on 5th August 1914, and has been at the 
front since the early stages of the campaign. At the end of last year he came over 
to England on 72 hours' leave, and when visiting his relatives told one of his 
brothers that he had saved some machine guns and had been recommended for 
the D.C.M. In a recent letter home he says: "I had a bit of good news the other 
day. You remember me saying I had been recommended for the D.C.M. Well, I 
received official notice the other day that I am entitled to wear the ribbon. I 
expect I shall get the medal when I come home.' (Oldham Chronicle, 5 June 
1915 refers). 

Advanced Sergeant, Pickles was killed in action on the Western Front on 31 
March 1918: 'At about 1:00 p.m. an urgent message came from General BelI- 
Smyth, ordering the regiment to gallop up to Windmill Hill and get into 
dismounted action, as the infantry of the 8th Division had been driven out of 
Mereuil Wood. All three squadrons were dismounted, as the ground was quite 
unsuitable for any mounted action. 

Rapid fire was at once opened, range 900 yards, at the Germans, who were debouching from the western edge of he wood. This at 
once stopped them, and they could be seen running back to the wood or digging-in in the open. The Hotchkiss rifles did good work in 
silencing the enemy automatic weapons, and "D" battery did some pretty execution at a good target. Later on squadrons of the 5th and 
16th Lancers came into the alignment. Owing to the lie of the country, both "A" and "C" Squadrons had to go farther forward than "B" 
Squadron to get their field of fire. In the evening the enemy captured Rifle Wood, on our left, and were able to bring enfilade machine- 
gun fire on "A" and "C" Squadrons, and heavy casualties were caused. Colonel Darley was riding near the Brigadier, when again a 

shell pitched right under his horse; unfortunately, it was not a dud, and the horse "Bill" and Colonel Darley were killed instantly, he 

was buried later at Thiennes. Major Laing then took over command of the Regiment. Having no entrenching tools on the men these had 
to be sent back for from the tool packs with the lead horses which were below Windmill Hill. Extra ammunition had also to be got up. 
By nightfall the casualties had become very heavy, but the remainder of the men dug themselves in well. The Hotchkiss gun numbers 
had had very heavy losses.' (The 4th (Queen's Own) Hussars in the Great War refers). 

Pickles has no know grave, and is commemorated on the Pozieres Memorial, France.

The raid at Givenchy is described in more detail in the regimental history: 

The raid was carried out on January 27th, Company Sergeant Major Whitehouse , Corporal Francis and two men acting as escort to 
Lieutenant Wingate, R.E., and two sappers who were to blow up a half-ruined building midway between the lines and connected with 
the German line by a short trench. It was a great resort of snipers and mining was also believed to be in progress there. At Major 
Reddie's proposal the Brigadier agreed to the raid being entrusted to a small party only, as this would lend itself better to surprise than 
would the employment, as originally suggested, of two companies and several batteries. The scheme worked very well. The party 
crawled out at dusk, occupied the house, fixed up the explosives and withdrew. The explosion was a complete success, the building 
was demolished and Company Sergeant Major Whitehouse, going out next morning to investigate, found the trench leading back to the 
enemy's lines full of German dead.'

'For conspicuous gallantry in volunteering to destroy the entrance to one of the enemy's mine shafts. He carried a bag of explosive 
round his neck and placed it in position actually within the enemy's trench. He then returned over the wire laying the electric 
connection It was later discovered that the entrance had been completely destroyed by the explosion.' 


F. Mottershead attested for the Lancashire Fusiliers in August 1914, and embarked with the 1 /7th Battalion for Egypt in September 
1914. Proceeding to the Dardanelles in April 1915, he served on the Gallipoli Peninsula throughout the campaign, and was awarded 
the Distinguished Conduct Medal for his gallantry and devotion to duty in destroying enemy mines. The History of the Lancashire 
Fusiliers 1914-1918 recounts: 

'Throughout the first fortnight of December 1915, the 1st/7th Battalion had dug and sniped their way forward by slow and steady 
stages. On 14th December Lieutenant W. R. Hartley led a patrol with great boldness and judgement close up to the Turkish trenches 
near "Cawley's Crater". One of the party, Private F. Mottershead, located the entrance to a mine shaft in a trench system called "The 
Gridiron", close to the eastern edge of Gully Ravine, only six yards from a crater occupied by the battalion. Captain A. W. Boyd, 
Corporal W. Downton, and Privates C. Bent and F. Mottershead volunteered next day to carry out the destruction of this mine-head. 
Mottershead carried a charge of 40 lb. of gelignite round his neck; and the party succeeded in placing it in position on the inner slope 
of the Turkish parapet without being observed. In addition to the electric wire for firing the explosive, a thin rope was attached to the 
charge so that a slight jerk would cause the latter to fall into the shaft. As it was essential that the rope should be laid in a straight line, 
Mottershead had to return to the British trench over the top of the Turkish wire, moving upright and in full view of the enemy. All this 
was safely accomplished, the rope was jerked, and the gelignite fired. Hartley, who was killed three days later, went out and confirmed 
that the entrance to the shaft was completely filled. The Battalion's War Diary added: "Mine now a thing of the past". Congratulations 
poured in from higher commanders and Private F. Mottershead was awarded the Distinguished Conduct Medal.' 

Mottershead later served in Mesopotamia and then in Palestine, where he took part in the Battles of Gaza. In 1917, owing to a severe 
wound, he was invalided him, and after recovering was discharged in November of that year. 
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A remarkable family group to three brothers all of whom were killed or died of wounds during the Great War: 

Private Theophilis Jones, 18th (Pals) Battalion, Durham Light Infantry, killed in the bombardment of Hartlepool on 16 
December 1914, the first soldier to be killed on British soil by enemy action in the Great War 

British War Medal 1914-20 (295 Pte. T. Jones. Durh. L.l.) in named card box of issue with forwarding slip and registered 
packet addressed to his mother, Mrs L. Jones, together with several local news cuttings and a Book of Common Prayer

Sergeant Herbert 'Bert' Jones, 1st Grenadier Guards, who received the Royal Victorian Bronze Medal for services with 
the King's Company at the funeral of King Edward VII, and who was mortally wounded whist winning the D.C.M. in 
October 1917

Theophilis Jones resigned from his position as Headmaster of the Thringstone Church Day School on 2 October 1914 in order to enlist 
into the 18th Battalion, Durham Light Infantry. According to one of the accompanying news cuttings, 'Shortly after the outbreak of the 
war he returned north and joined the "Pals" Battalion of the Durham Light Infantry. He was on guard at the Lighthouse Battery, 
Hartlepool, when the bombardment commenced. One of the first shells fired dropped right among the guard, killing five of the men 
outright.' He is buried in Stranton Cemetery, Hartlepool, and is widely recognised as being the first British soldier to be killed by enemy 
fire, on mainland Britain. 

There was a report, printed on Christmas Day 1914 of a remarkable circumstance concerning the death of Mr Jones: 

'A prayer book given to the late schoolmaster on leaving Thringstone was pierced by a piece of shell. The deceased was carrying the 
book in the breast pocket of his tunic and but for the other wounds the book would have saved his life. The iron fragment of the shell 
penetrated about halfway through the book which is of a fair thickness , and also firmly adhered to the cover of the book was a piece of 
khaki cloth from the tunic , held by the shell.' 

Medal Index Card confirms sole entitlement of the British War Medal. 

Alfred Jones, Private, 18th Battalion, Durham Light Infantry, was killed in action on 3 May 1917, and is commemorated by name on 
the Arras Memorial. He was aged 27, son of Mrs Leslie Jones, of 44, Ashgrove Avenue, West Hartlepool. Accompanied by a small 
photograph taken in France, the back inscribed 'Gavrelle. The place where the 18th DLI and 15th West Yorks were wiped out. May 
3/1917'. 

Herbert Jones was awarded the Royal Victorian Medal in bronze for services when a Private in the King's Company, 1st Grenadier 
Guards, at the funeral of King Edward VII. The award of the D.C.M. was announced in the London Gazette of 4 March 1918: 

'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty as acting C.S.M. during an advance. Company headquarters was set on fire by an 
enemy sniper, who hit some Very lights, and all personnel had to evacuate to shell holes. He dashed into the fire and endeavoured to 
pull off the burning part of the building, in spite of the Very lights going off all around him and the fire of the sniper, until hit in the 
wrist. After having his wound dressed he at once returned to work on the fire, undoubtedly saving many lives. He was afterwards 
wounded in the back.' 

Sergeant Herbert Jones died of wounds on 15 October 191 7, and is buried in Wimereux Communal Cemetery. He was aged 31, son of 
Mrs Leslie Jones, of 44, Ashgrove Avenue, West Hartlepool. 

Mrs Leslie Jones - a final [undated] news cutting announcing the death of Mrs Leslie Jones states: 

'MOTHERS TRIPLE LOSS RECALLED. The death of Mrs Jones of Ashgrove Avenue, will recall to the minds of many West Hartlepool 
people her three sons, all of whom lost their lives in the Great War. Perhaps Theo was the best known. A member of the staff of St 
Aidan's School for many years, a keen sportsman, and a member of West Hartlepool Cricket Club, he joined the 18th Durhams soon 
after the outbreak of the war and was killed in the bombardment of the Hartlepools. Alf, another popular figure, also joined the 18th 
Durhams and was killed at Mons, 1916, and Bert while serving in the Grenadier Guards, died from wounds in a hospital in Boulogne. 
Even after her great loss, Mrs Jones never failed to help and sympathise with others. Her quiet generous nature was admired by all who 
knew her. She leaves one daughter to mourn her loss.'

James Richard Ingham (also officially referred to as Ingram) was born in 1891 
and attested for the Manchester Regiment on 4 October 191 5. He served with the 
1 /6th Battalion as a Lewis Gun operator during the Great War on the Western 
Front, was wounded, promoted acting Corporal, and was awarded the 
Distinguished Conduct Medal. He was disembodied on 9 March 1919. He died 
of pneumonia in 1927, just six days after his wife had died of the same illness.

Frederick William Watt was born in Aberdeen, in June 1888, and resided at 'The Woodman, Yasy Row, Birmingham.' He was an 
Engineer prior to the Great War. Watt initially served during the Great War with the Army Service Corps (M.T.) in the French theatre of 
war from 29 July 1915. He transferred to the Tank Corps in October 1916, and advanced to Acting Sergeant in charge of 'A' Battalion 
Workshops on France. Watt was commissioned into the Corps in October 1918. He was gassed at Ypres, 29 August 1917. Watt 
advanced to Temporary Lieutenant, and relinquished his commission in 1921.

On 21st October 1944 on the occasion of 'H' Coy's night attack on Hill 387 N of Monte Pieve the above named N.C.O. was at outset 
Platoon Sgt. Early in the attack his platoon which was leading the Coy. came under very intensive small arms fire and heavy shelling. 
Considerable casualties were caused and the Platoon Comd. was killed. L/Sgt. Sye immediately rallied the few remaining men of his 
platoon and continued to press up the steep slopes towards the objective. All the time he was facing heavy M.G. fire and grenades at 
short range, but despite this he pressed on with total disregard for his personal safety. 

By crawling forward he attacked single handed one M.G. post and successfully killed or wounded all of its occupants. 

Not content with this feat, he tried twice more to reach another enemy M.G. but was severely wounded in the attempt. 

Throughout this attack, as on many previous occasions L/Sgt. Sye behaved with great personal courage and displayed the highest 
quality of leadership.' 

A regimental account adds: 'On the morning after the successful operations, 'G' Company took over Point 387 from a company of 
Inniskillings and found Sergeant Sye, who had been lying wounded for more than thirty-six hours. He had refused the aid of stretcher- 
bearers, but finally had been unable to make his own way back. He died of wounds the next day.' 
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The unique '1854' Conspicuous Gallantry Medal pair awarded to Boatswain's Mate James Doran, Royal Navy, for 
gallantry at Sebastopol in October 1854, the very first incident to be rewarded with this new gallantry award, despite 
the fact that he was originally recommended for the Victoria Cross

Only 12 first-type C.G.M.s were awarded, all for services in the Crimean war, all but this example being for acts of gallantry during 
1855. 

This medal was awarded for conspicuous bravery during the Fleet bombardment of Sebastopol and Fort Constantine on 17 October 
1854. Lord Lyons' flagship, H.M.S. Agamemnon, was in the forefront of the action and when, at 4 p.m., a shell from Fort Constantine 
started a fire on board, Doran was one of four men who risked their lives to put it out. Although the incident was briefly recorded in the 
Captain's log, the names of those concerned were not published until Lord Lyons (in his original V.C. recommendation list dated 10 
May 1856) stated: 

'When the Mainsail of the Agamemnon was set on fire during the general Action of the 17 Oct. 1854, Mr. Spilsbury, Charles Willis, 
William Allen [and John (sic.) Doran (see below)] immediately ran aloft and remained in the Main Yard under a very heavy fire until 
they had succeeded in extinguishing the fire - during that time the Mainmast head and Main Yard were struck several times.' 

The Conspicuous Gallantry Medal had been sanctioned by an Order in Council dated 13 August 1855, following representations by the 
naval authorities for the institution of an equivalent award to the Army D.C.M. authorised for the Crimean Campaign the previous 
December. As a result of this Order, eleven men received the new medal although the one given to James Doran was somewhat 
retrospective in that he himself had originally applied for a Victoria Cross. 

His application was eventually endorsed by Admiral Lord Lyons, C.-in-C. Mediterranean, who had earlier recommended the three 
other men for the V.C. for the same action, and forwarded to the Admiralty on 11 January 1857. Following its arrival in London, 
however, the claim does not seem to have been processed as quickly as it might have been and in consequence it missed the vital list 
of recommendations submitted to Queen Victoria on 15 February 1857. Thus, the first awards of the V.C. (excluding Doran) were 
announced in the London Gazette of 24 February, and when a member of the Admiralty Board finally made his decision about Doran 
on 27 February, the claim was refused with the comment "... Too late for grant of Victoria Cross - to be awarded the medal for 
conspicuous gallantry and gratuity of £15..." 


James Doran was born in Workington, Cumberland, on 19 April 1818, and on 24 November 1836 he joined the navy as a Boy First 
Class aboard H.M.S. Carysfort, being promoted Ordinary Seaman the following year. He remained in H.M.S. Carysfort until he was 
drafted as an Able Seaman into H.M.S. Vanguard in 1841, was paid off to shore in 1843 and then served with the Coast Guard until 
rejoining the Navy in 1847 aboard H.M.S. Volage. After serving on various ships as a Petty Officer 1 st Class, he joined the Agamemnon 
on 5 March 1853 as a Boatswain's Mate and remained in her for the duration of the Crimean War, until transferring to H.M.S. 
Brunswick in July 1856. He then continued in the navy until July 1869, when he was finally pensioned off as a Ship's Cook from H.M. 
S. Oberon after 30 years and 262 days' service, receiving his well-earned L.S. & G.C. medal at the same time. Sold with detailed 
research and copied record of service. 

James Doran was additionally entitled to the Naval General Service medal with clasp for Syria, the Crimean medal with clasp for 
Sebastopol, and the two relevant Turkish medals. In 1843 he was awarded the Silver Medal of the Royal Humane Society for saving life 
whilst serving aboard H.M.S. Vanguard.

Only 8 Conspicuous Gallantry Medals were awarded for services in China 1900. 

C.G.M. London Gazette 14 May 1901: In connection with the recent operations in China.' 

Whibley was recommended in Vice-Admiral Seymour's report on occurrences in connection with the attack on the native walled city 
of Tientsin on 13th and 14th July, 1900, in the following terms: 'Ernest Whibley, Ordinary Seaman, H.M.S. "Barfleur", for the great 
coolness and gallantry he displayed in assisting to carry in three men across a heavy fire-swept zone.' 

On 13th July the Allies advanced on the city of Tientsin across a wide open space under concentrated fire from the Chinese on the city 
walls. Casualties were high and the men from Barfleur had lost six out of a total of 30. Captain David Beatty was leading his small 
company with Major E. V. Luke of the Royal Marines and Midshipman Basil Guy. 

Able Seaman J. McCarthy was one of those who were shot when 50 yards away from shelter. Guy stayed with him and tried to lift him 
up and carry him in but was not strong enough to do this. But he did see to the man's injuries before running back to get assistance to 
bring him back to shelter. Whilst Guy was attending to McCarthy, the rest of the group reached cover and the Chinese concentrated all 
their considerable fire on the young midshipman and the wounded man. Although the ground around them was beaten up with bullets 
for fully five minutes, by a small miracle neither was hit and Guy dashed for the cover to get assistance. A stretcher party was organised 
by Beatty and included his messenger, Ordinary Seaman Whibley. Unfortunately, as they made their way back, McCarthy was hit again 
and killed. 

Beatty duly recommended Guy for the Victoria Cross and Whibley for the Conspicuous Gallantry Medal and while it was stated that all 
members of the stretcher party deserved the V.C., it was only Guy and Whibley who were decorated for this action. 


Ernest Edwin Whibley was born at Godaiming, Surrey, on 29 November 1880, and joined the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class aboard 
H.M.S. St Vincent on 4 March 1896. He served aboard Barfleur from October 1898 to June 1901, during which period he advanced 
through the rates to become a Leading Seaman. He received his China campaign medal in a presentation by H.M. The King on 8 
March 1902, in addition to the award of the C.G.M., for which he subsequently received an Annuity of £10 on attaining the rate of 
Petty Officer 1st Class in June 1904. Whibley received a warrant rank as Acting Mate in October 1914 and was promoted to Lieutenant 
in June 1917. He retired in August 1920, and was promoted to Lieutenant-Commander (Retd.) in June 1925. He was recalled for 
service in W.W.II in August 1939 and served in Portsmouth and Gibraltar until December 1942 He died on 23 January 1959. Sold with 
copied record of service. 
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The exceptional Second War 'Home Front' G.M. and Post-War 'Yangtze Incident' D.S.M. group of nine awarded to 
Chief Petty Officer H. W. Robinson, Royal Navy, who received his D.S.M. for bravery during H.M.S. Consort's valiant 
attempt to rescue the stricken H.M.S. Amethyst on the River Yangtze in April 1949, following which daring and hard 
fought action in which Consort sustained several direct hits and managed to destroy six of the eight communist field 
guns emplaced opposite Rose Island, Robinson topped the list of ratings recommended for awards, the report stating 
that he was 'outstanding in setting an example of offensive spirit to the gun's crews... displaying qualities of 
leadership, gallantry and unselfishness even to the point of hurling his false teeth at "those bloody communists'" - One 
of just six D.S.M.s awarded to the Royal Navy for the Yangtze Incident, Robinson had previously been decorated with 
a George Medal for his gallant services aboard the S.S. Franconia at Gladstone Dock, Liverpool when a number of 
anti-aircraft rockets exploded causing casualties in September 1941

'On 26 September 1941, there was a serious explosion among 2-inch U.P [Unrotated Projectile anti-aircraft rockets] on the troopship 
S.S. Franconia , in Gladstone dock, Liverpool. Robinson whose ship [H.M.S. Whitehall] was near the Franconia immediately proceeded 
on board with others and went to No. 2 deck where the explosion had occurred. Five unexploded 2-inch U.P. rounds of ammunition 
were lying on the deck and he carried them, one by one, to the ship's side and threw them overboard, although two of them had 
damaged or missing vanes and were so hot that even with thick gloves he could only just hold them. He thereafter proceeded to flood 
the lockers containing the other 2-inch U.P. ammunition. He had recently been through a course and knew the danger he was facing. 
There were two people killed, a further four died in hospital and four or five others were seriously injured.' 

D.S.M. London Gazette 1 November 1949. Six D.S.M's were awarded to the Royal Navy for the Yangtze Incident, H.M.S. Amethyst (2), 

H. M.S. Consort (2) and H.M.S. London (2). 

The original recommendation states: 

'For gallantry, dauntless courage, leadership and outstanding devotion to duty under fire. He showed an exceptionally offensive spirit, 
and set a splendid example to the gun's crews and supply parties. With unfailing energy and dauntless courage, he went wherever 
trouble occurred, keeping the guns in action despite frequent damage and casualties to the armament and men.' 

The confidential report submitted by the Commanding Officer of H.M.S. Consort , Commander Ian Robertson, DSC, places Robinson at 
the top of the list of seventeen officers and ratings specially recommended for gallantry following the Yangtze Incident, stating: 

'Of the ratings I should like in particular to mention the conduct of the Gunnery Instructor, Petty Officer Henry William Robinson, who 
was quite outstanding in setting an example of the offensive spirit to the gun's crews and supply parties, speeding up the latter 
considerably. Also for his technical skill in dealing with breakdowns at the bofors. In general he displayed the highest qualities of 
leadership and gallantry (and unselfishness) even to the extent of hurling his false teeth at "those bloody communists!" He has been 
recommended separately for advancement to Chief Petty Officer for which he is due on 1 May 1949.' 


The following is extracted from an article published in the Royal United Service Institution Journal, May 1950. 

H.M.S. Consort's Part in The Amethyst Incident 

'At Nanking, the weather through April had been almost consistently fine and on the morning of April 20th it had warmed up 
sufficiently for the local inhabitants to remove the top half-dozen layers of clothing which they normally assume every autumn. The 
scene was perfectly peaceful which the final dawn shooting party collected the last snipe from the outskirts of Nanking. The last wild 
ducks were crossing the Yangtse in the opposite direction to the last refugees, apparently undaunted by gunfire which had been 
gradually drawing closer for the last ten days. At just before 1000 the illusion of peace was rudely shattered by a signal from Amethyst 
'Am aground under heavy fire in approximate position lat. 32 N., 120 long. E.,' then silence. 

Preparations for sailing Consort and preparing for action were consequently accelerated and reported to Flag Officer Second in 
Command. While awaiting his reply it was confirmed from H.B.M. Embassy that no declaration of war had in fact been received. All 
doubts about what to do were resolved by a signal from the Flag Officer Second in Command to proceed to the assistance of H.M.S. 
Amethyst. 

On receipt of this signal Consort advanced her time of sailing and got away at 1130 instead of noon. Since early morning a number of 
hands had been employed carefully embarking 700 cases of empties. These represented the floating capital of the ship's welfare fund, 
but they all had to be jettisoned as the ship got under way. It should be added here that their Lordships were pleased to reimburse in 
due course the Canteen Fund the sum of £180. She proceeded through Nanking Cut off (1/2 mile wide) at 20 knots, increasing to 28 
knots when in the main channel. 

She hoisted seven ensigns and displayed two Union Jacks painted on her side so there could be no doubt of her nationality. At 1300 
she went to action stations. She was travelling down the Yangtze faster than any ship had ever done before and her wash would have 
been very destructive to the numerous craft that ply the river in normal times. In point of fact there was an ominous calm over the 
entire river. This was broken by some automatic machine gun fire coming from the North bank as she passed Icheng. 

Although Consort's guns appeared to be peacefully fore and aft, she was keeping a very close watch on the North bank, and after she 
had been hit by several bullets one salvo was fired which scored a direct hit on a machine gun emplacement. And that put a stop to 
that. 

Consort was in touch with F.O. 2 (Vice-Admiral Madden) at Hong Kong and Shanghai by wireless, giving them a S.I.T.R.E.P. every 
fifteen minutes, and at 1345 she was able to report that Amethyst was in sight. This was earlier than expected as her position proved to 
be further up than reported and we had apparently made a good 28 1/2 knots. As the two ships drew closer H.M.S. Amethyst signalled 
'If you are fired on I advise turning back'. H.M.S. Consort replied asking whether she was ready to be towed and was approaching her 
at 15 knots, when suddenly a shell landed 100 yards on our starboard quarter followed rapidly by another one a little closer. The 
battery which had damaged the Amethyst , was obviously coming into action. 

That invitation was enough for Consort , who opened fire with rapid salvoes at a range of about one mile, she increased speed and 
swept on past the Amethyst and round the Rose Island bend. She knocked out three guns by direct hits but missed others because of the 
spread at that very short range. In any case the enemy was confused by the heavy fire and speed of his target for H.M.S. Consort 
escaped any serious damage or casualties. She therefore stopped, turned round and moved slowly back deliberately destroying the 
guns which could be seen to be still in action on the bank. Amethyst did not look too badly aground and Consort signalled that she 
would send medical assistance and was ready to take her in tow. 

For a time all seemed to be going well, but when we again got within 1/2 mile of Amethyst , this time down stream, Consort started 
getting hit rather too frequently. This fire was coming from mobile anti-tank guns concealed in hedges and ditches. The wheelhouse 
was wrecked, killing the coxswain and putting the forward steering position out of action. However, the torpedo tubes crew was 
manning the tiller flat, instead of the tubes, so it was easy to telephone the wheel orders direct to them from the bridge, and so the ship 
remained under control. 

The navigator was sent to the wheelhouse to see what the situation was there, and as he returned on the bridge his tin hat was abruptly 
removed from his head. When he picked it up there was a hole straight through the front made by a -5 mm bullet. He reported that the 
wheelhouse was wrecked, the coxswain killed and other occupants wounded. At this time the bridge was hit twice by 37 mm shells, 
wounding the captain slightly and the first Chinese Pilot badly. The second pilot had to be dragged up from down below, and pinned in 
position 'by the navigator's dividers'. About the same time 'A' and 1 B' guns were knocked out, the trainer in each case later dying of 
wounds whilst many others were also wounded. 

It soon became clear that at the present rate of progress the ship would be out of action before the opposition could be silenced. 
Despite the casualties they had only too plainly received, the enemy still seemed able and willing to produce more automatic guns and 
bring them into action from positions which were not betrayed by their own fire. At about 3 o'clock the decision to withdraw was 
reluctantly taken. We could do nothing more. Even if we had had a seaworthy boat, it was unlikely to survive in that concentration of 
fire for more than a quarter of a mile. However, all boats had been perforated by enemy gunfire.

GROUPS AND SINGLE DECORATIONS FOR GALLANTRY 


On board Consort the dressing station (Wardroom) was full of wounded, and whilst the Medical Officer (Surgeon-Lieutenant Bentley) 
ably continued his grisly work, the wardroom was hit three times putting the lights out, re-wounding casualties and sweeping away the 
surgical instruments. Luckily the doctor was untouched and he was energetically assisted by the one Sick Birth Attendant, whilst the 
radar ratings were of great value as stretcher bearers. The survivors of 'A' and 1 B 1 guns went aft to man 1 Y 1 gun; 'X' gun had a stoppage 
and for a brief and unhealthy few minutes only one 4.5in. gun was in action. However, the Bofors were still firing, though short of 
ammunition once the ready use supply had been exhausted. 

When 'X' gun jammed the gunner's mate got so excited that in his exhortations to the supply party to keep the Bofors in action his 
upper plate fell out. He promptly flung it at the supply parties and when the next belt of ammunition ran out, he said that one half 
was no good without the other and hurled that plate at those 'bloody communists'. 

The supply parties were mostly made up of Chinese cooks, stewards, mess boys and the dhoby firm. As the crisis drew on they were 
discovered to be sending up any projectile they could lay hands on, even starshell. The stokers of the fire and repair parties, when not 
putting out fires of which there were several, hurled themselves into the shell rooms magazine in order to send up more ammunition. 

Not counting the unexploded shell which was discovered many days later on top of one of the boilers, the engine and boiler rooms had 
only one hit, which was very lucky. The engine room had a big part to play. On no less than three occasions that afternoon they 
received the order 'Emergency full astern together 1 , when that wasn't on, the order most in force that day was 'full ahead together 1 . 

In turning at the narrow part of Rose Island bend, Consort was less than 1/2 mile from Amethyst and only a quarter mile from the north 
bank. Opposite her was a scene of desolation but somewhere a little further inland, anti-tank guns were still keeping up their rapid fire. 
As soon as she had turned, she increased speed again to minimise the chances of being hit. Before she lost sight of Amethyst, she tried 
to signal 'We'll be back in the morning' in order to cheer them up. 

As all the signal projectors had been put out of action and two leading signalmen wounded, the signal was made by W./T. and actually 
received by Amethyst on her emergency set, although she was unable to acknowledge it. Meanwhile H.M.S. Consort was soon under 
fire again from the battery on Low Island (see map). This battery consisted of seven or eight 75 mm guns which had already fired a few 
desultory rounds at Amethyst but they were now obviously on their mettle. At least one of their guns did some very accurate shooting, 
and Consort was hit six times in rapid succession. The first shot hit the gyro and had the effect of swinging the ship in towards the 
nearby bank, but she was soon conned back by telephone order from the bridge, although not before the engines had been ordered full 
astern together. 

Two other hits killed two and wounded three of the forward repair party, wrecked the W./T. office, and mortally wounded the operator 
in the middle of an emergency message. The other occupants were either killed or wounded except a young acting leading telegraphist, 
Miller, who disentangled himself from the mess, and immediately went aft to get the emergency set going. 

Another shell wrecked the T.S. killing the whole crew of three. The Electrical Officer, who had been in the T.S. at the time, went up to 
report to the bridge looking like a negro covered with the debris of the explosion. Although alongside the crew he himself was 
untouched. 

The first shell to hit started a fire amongst the oerlikon supply line forward, but this was soon dealt with by the remainder of the forward 
fire party ably led by the Leading Stoker Mechanic. 

Consort was of course replying with all available guns. Of the main armament, the after group of two guns was being controlled by the 
Gunnery Officer in quarters firing. At least one of the enemy guns sustained a direct hit. At a speed of 28 knots the battle was soon 
over, but there was another drama to come. Owing to a misunderstood order the wheel in the tiller flat was put the wrong way and the 
ship turned directly towards the south bank which was only 200 yards off. For a moment it seemed impossible that she could fail to end 
up as a permanent feature of the landscape. However, for the third and last occasion that day, the engines were ordered Emergency 
Full Astern. This was immediately obeyed and by the time she hit the banks bows on, all 40,000 horse power was drawing the ship 
astern. She came off the mud at once, was turned round and once more headed down stream. Only the Captain knew that she had 
actually been aground in soft mud. 

By 1630 hours she was approaching Kiangyin where several Chinese nationalist sloops and gunboats were anchored under the 
protection of a fort on the South Bank. After anchoring, one of them signalled 'Have you been caught in the Communist gunfire?' to 
which Consort replied 'Yes, but we gave them rather more than we got'. Although the ship's company had been severely tested the 
men were far from down hearted. As some wag remarked 'Might have been worse, it could have been raining'. It had been a perfectly 
glorious sunny day, almost too warm for the sort of work they had had that afternoon/

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An outstanding 1940 'Swordfish Observer's' D.S.M. group of four awarded to Warrant Air Officer (O), later 
Lieutenant-Commander, A. H. Marsh, 824 and 813 Squadrons, Fleet Air Arm, for his part in the devastating attack on 
Italian shipping in Bomba Bay, 23 August 1940. Flying in one of three Swordfish designated for the attack on 2 
submarines, a depot ship and a destroyer, he and his pilot shared in the destruction of the Italian submarine Iride, and 
successfully torpedoed the Monte Gargano. In a matter of minutes the sub-flight left 3 of the 4 vessels blazing. Marsh 
was shot down during a raid on the Italian held airfield at Maritza, Rhodes, 4 September 1940. Having crash landed 
on a small island north of Rhodes, Marsh and his crew acquired a rowing boat and attempted to sail the 12 miles to 
the Turkish coast - they were spotted by a Flying Boat and intercepted 2 miles short of their goal by an Italian M.T.B. 
Marsh was a P.O.W. in Italy for three years before making good his escape through German positions three days after 
Italy had surrendered

Seedies Roll gives 'For a torpedo attack by Swordfish aircraft on El Gazala on 23 
August 1940.' 

Alfred Henry Marsh was born in Andover, Hampshire, in October 1915, and 
was educated at Andover Grammar School. He joined the Royal Navy as a Boy 
Second Class in March 1932, and advanced to Leading Seaman in 1937. Marsh 
transferred to the Fleet Air Arm in May of the same year, was confirmed as Air 
Gunner in October, and was appointed Leading Airman in August 1939. He 
served at H.M.S. Peregrine September 1939 - February 1940, during which time 
he advanced to Acting Petty Officer Airman. He served with H.M.S. Orion 
(cruiser), February - June 1940. She was originally equipped with a Fairey Seafox 
which was subsequently replaced by a Walrus, and during Marsh's period of 
service she transferred to the Mediterranean. He was confirmed as an Observer 
in July 1940, and subsequent Second War service included with H.M. ships 
Liverpool and Eagle. 

He served as part of 824 Squadron (Swordfish) with H.M.S. Eagle (aircraft carrier) 
in the Mediterranean. He was crewed with Lieutenant (A) J. W. G. Wellham, R. 
N., and forged a successful partnership with his pilot. The Squadron received 
intelligence of four Italian ships being present in Bomba Bay, Libya, and as a 
consequence dispatched three Swordfish to attack the target. The sub-flight 
under the command of Captain O. Patch, R.M., took off from Sidi Barrani 
(having refuelled there) on the morning of 23 August 1940. 

The Italian ships comprised of two submarines, a destroyer and a depot ship. 
Wellham's combat report gives the following details on the raid which 
accounted for the destruction of, or serious damage to, 4 ships with 3 torpedoes 
and machine gun fire: 

'The target was approached in open vie formation from the North-west at a height of 30 feet. The first ship to come within range was a 
submarine which appeared to be charging her batteries on the surface, about 4 miles from shore. 

I observed Captain Patch preparing to attack this ship, so broke away from the formation and passed the submarine on my starboard 
side. She was firing with twin machine guns, one forward and one aft on the conning tower. They appeared, from the size of the 
bullets, to be .5" 

Petty Officer Marsh opened fire with his Lewis gun. A few seconds later the submarine [the Iride] blew up, leaving only a small fraction 
of the stern above the surface [the explosion was primarily caused by Patch's torpedo]. 

We were now under fire of 4" H.A. from the depot ship [Monte Gargano] which was lying about 3 miles inshore of the submarine. As 
we closed this ship it became apparent that there was a destroyer lying alongside her on her port side and a submarine lying alongside 
the destroyer. The destroyer opened fire with pom-pom, multi machine guns and .5's. The fire was accurate and at 3,000 yards range 
my aircraft was struck by a .5" bullet which entered the bottom of the aircraft and struck the forward main spar, the petrol tank and did 
a certain amount of minor damage. 
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At a range of about 500 yards I dropped my torpedo on a bearing of green 45 degrees from the depot ship. I observed Lieut. 
Cheesman's torpedo strike the submarine and explode. Three seconds later my torpedo exploded on the depot ship just forward 
amidships. The ship was left blazing furiously. 

Four minutes later there was a further large explosion which caused smoke to rise to a height of 300 feet. All three ships were then 
blazing. 

I then turned on to a North easterly course and joined Lieut. Cheesman. About 40 miles from the coast a Cant. Z. 501 flying boat 
passed over us but did not engage us. 

We then intercepted Captain Patch and returned to Sidi Barrani, landing with about 5 gallons of petrol remaining.' 

The disposition of the ships had not been known prior to take off, and as such no pre-arranged plan of attack was in place. Patch 
'navigated the sub-flight with great accuracy to the targets, the whole of the track out and back being out of sight of land and the total 
distance flown 366 miles.... It is clear, from the individual reports, that good co-operation between pilot and observer existed in all 
three aircraft. The Rear Gunner fire of Petty Officer Airman Marsh and Sub-Lieutenant (A) Bradford on the submarine attack by Captain 
Patch, must have facilitated the latter's "get away" to a considerable extent.' (The Commanding Officer, H.M.S Eagle , report refers). 

In total 1 D.S.O., 4 D.S.C.'s and Marsh's D.S.M. were awarded for the raid over Bomba Bay. 

Marsh transferred to 813 Squadron at the start of September 1940. Still operating from H.M.S. Eagle in the Mediterranean, he took off 
for a dawn raid, 4 September 1940. This time, with Lieutenant D. N. Collins, R.N. as his pilot, Marsh took part in the attack on the 
Italian held airfield at Maritza, Rhodes. The airfield defences had been alerted and were prepared prior to the arrival of the Swordfish, 
and a number of the aircraft were shot down by Italian fighters from the 163a Squadriglia Autonoma. Collins and Marsh were shot 
down, and the latter's MI9 debrief gives the following: 

'We were attacked by Italian fighters (CR 42) and crashed on a small island directly South of the island of Symi, which is about 15 
miles North of Rhodes. 

There appeared to be only Italian peasants on the island, and within a few minutes we found a small rowing boat. While the two 
[Collins and Leading Airman A. Wilson, R.N.] others rigged up sail I held off three Italians with our Lewis gun. We then set sail, making 
for Cape Aiepo (Turkey) about 12 miles away. 

After we had gone about 10 miles, and could see the waves breaking against the rocks at Cape Aiepo we were located by an Italian 
flying boat, and shortly afterwards were intercepted by an Italian M.T.B. which took us on board. We were taken via the M.T.B. depot 
ship to Rhodes where we were kept six days until 10 Sep. We were then flown to Rome.' 

Marsh was imprisoned at Campo 78, Sulmona, 16 September 1940 - 1 April 1943. He transferred to Campo 70, Monte Urano, in April 
1943, and as his debrief shows, escaped: 

'On the night of 11 Sep [1943] along with nine others I left Campo 70, which at that time was still in Italian hands [the Italians having 
surrendered on 8 September] and patrolled by British and Italian guards. We left about 2100 hrs, the party being under R.S.M. 
Hennesey, Grenadier Guards, who was in charge of the British guard on the outer perimeter. He marched us out of the camp as though 
we were a search party going out for deserters. No one questioned our departure. Outside we split into two parties of five... I heard 
later that this [the other party] was captured by the Germans near the camp the day after they escaped. 

After leaving the camp, we went South by the following route: - Moresco, Bellante, East of Teramo, Penne, West of Chieti, 
Guardiagrele, East of Casoli, S. Giovanni, Gissi, Palata, Lariso. 

On the journey we lived at farms and got plenty of food from the peasants, who also warned us of places to avoid because of the 
presence of Germans or Fascists. Our party split up about 26 Sep. near Lariso. There were Germans everywhere at the time. F/Sgt 
Owen and C.P.O. Jopling left us. Hennesy, Hootton and myself were together for the rest of the time. We met the two others when we 
reached the British lines. We were three nights at a farm about two miles N.W. of Casal Vecchio. Early on the morning of 2 Oct. the 
Germans evacuated villages to the East of where we were, and we learned that British troops were arriving. 

We went to Castelnuovo where we met a Canadian unit. The Canadians sent us to Divisional H.Q., where we were interrogated for 
tactical information. We were then sent to Barletta (one night), Bari, and Taranto. In Taranto we were interrogated by the PAV Sub- 
Commission on 6 or 7 Oct. We were afterwards sent to Algiers via Bizerta. We left Algiers on 28 Oct. and arrived in Liverpool on 6 
Nov. I went on leave on 7 Nov.' 

Having returned to the UK, Marsh advanced to Chief Petty Officer (Observer) in November 1943. He was employed as an Instructor at 
H.M.S. Daedalus for the remainder of the war. He advanced to Acting Warrant Air Officer (O) in June 1946, and was commissioned Air 
Control Officer in October 1950. Marsh's final appointment was as Senior Air Traffic Control Officer at H.M.S. Condor. He retired as a 
Lieutenant-Commander in 1963, and died in September 1992.

Just 24 D.S.Ms were awarded for the St. Nazaire Raid in March 1942, of which only a handful have ever appeared on the market. 

D.S.M. London Gazette 21 May 1942: 

'For great gallantry, daring and skill in the attack on the German naval base at St. Nazaire.' 

The original recommendation for an immediate award - approved by Commander R. E. D. Ryder, V.C. - states: 

'Highly recommended for his devotion to duty and complete imperturbability at the wheel during the whole period of the raid, and 
while the ship was under very heavy fire.' 


Patrick Joseph Brady, who was born in London in August 1917, would appear to have been a pre-war member of the Royal Australian 
Naval Volunteer Reserve. He enlisted in the Royal Australian Navy at Port Melbourne in March 1941, and was seconded for service in 
the Royal Navy. 

Motor Launch 443 in "Operation Chariot" 

0100 hours on 28 March 1942 found Brady at the helm of M.L. 443 between the narrowing banks of the Loire Estuary, ready to play his 
part in "Operation Chariot", the daring assault on St. Nazaire. Under the command of Lieutenant K. Horlock, R.N.V.R., 443 was 
charged with delivering a Commando demolition party under Lieutenants P. Basset-Wilson and J. A. Bonvin, and a protection team 
under Lieutenant J. B. Houghton, to the port's Old Mole. 

Writing after the war, Joe Rogers, M.M., of 5 Troop No. 2 Commando, one of the demolition team on board M.L. 443, recalled: 

"When called to action stations on entering the river and when I was feeling very apprehensive about what was about to happen , one 
of the sailors - I think his name was Brady - began putting on a football jersey , / think it was Newcastle Unitedand saying that he 
always wore this when he went into action. I remember laughing and feeling a lot better inside, and I have always remembered him as 
their No. 1 supporter." 

Up ahead, slightly to starboard, was the force leader M.G.B. 314, carrying the operation's two senior officers, Lieutenant-Colonel A. C. 
Newman and Commander R. E. D. Ryder - both shortly to be recipients of the Victoria Cross. And in the wake of M.G.B. 314 followed 
the other 18 vessels that made up "Force Chariot", including the former American destroyer H.M.S. Campbeltown, laden with four and 
a half tons of explosives, the whole designed to blow apart the southern lock-gates to the only dry dock on the Nazi-occupied Atlantic 
seaboard - a dry dock capable of berthing the mighty Tirpitz. During the final run in to St. Nazaire it was actually the Coxswain of M.L. 
160 who so neatly summarised the dangers that lay ahead, for, in response to his skipper Lieutenant Tom Boyd's observation that "It 
was a queer do", he retorted, "It'll soon be a bloody sight queerer, sir": and so it proved, the glare of searchlights turning night into day 
and the din of battle being pierced by the intermittent screams of the wounded under a merciless point blank fire. 

Notwithstanding the ferocity of the awoken enemy defences, Campbeltown and her consorts gallantly maintained course, the former 
smashing into the dock gates with such force at 0134 hours that 36 feet of her bows were torn back - and her captain, Lieutenant- 
Commander Beattie, assured the Victoria Cross. Meanwhile, amidst this general scene of carnage, the starboard and port columns of M. 
Ls attempted to land their Commandos, but very shortly all that could be seen of them was a mass of burning hulks. Peter Scott takes up 
the story in Battle of the Narrow Seas: 

'Astern of Wallis in the port column was Lieutenant K. Horlock, R.N.V.R., in M.L. 443. As the force came in, he overshot his 
destination. He realised this when he had drawn abreast of some cranes, and he went about at once, turning to port. "The night was 
now as light as day," he says, "and I saw the Mole in silhouette about a mile away. I was angry with myself for missing it. Lieutenant 
Verity, the Naval Beach Master, was on the bridge with me, and when we saw it we both laughed; it seemed extraordinary that we got 
through all that heavy fire and then missed the place. At that moment I had a feeling of absolute certainty that I was going to come out 
of this all right." 

As he returned towards the Mole, his boat maintained a heavy fire on the gun positions and knocked out one on a house-top. "Blocking 
my way to the Mole," he continues, "was a burning M.L., probably Lieutenant Platt's. I opened fire on the two gun positions on the 
Mole. The Hun was going very strong. I saw no signs of life on the burning M.L. which had prevented me from getting alongside, and 
there were no M.Ls alongside the Mole where they ought to have been. My gunfire seemed to be making no impression, and I thought 
that the German gun positions were probably protected by pillboxes. Lieutenant Shields was in charge of my forward gun and, try as 
we would, we could not quench the enemy's fire. It was then that I realised that this part of the operations was a flop." 

The landing on the Old Mole had failed. The decks of the M.Ls had been devastated by the enemy's automatic guns, of which there 
were far more than had been expected, and uncontrollable fires had been started on board too many of them. The balance was further 
tipped against them by a well-armed German ship whose position alongside in the submarine basin enabled her to fire on the 
approaches to the Old Mole, adding to the tornado of bullets which swept the area.' 
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Just three came home 

The vast majority of the raid's 169 fatalities were claimed in the 'river battle' - indeed of 16 M.Ls employed in the raid, just three made 
it back home, namely 160 under Tom Boyd, 307 under Lieutenant N. B. Wallis, R.A.N.V.R. and 443 with Brady still at the helm. The 
latter was first sighted by the destroyer H.M.S. Cleveland , whose captain reported: 

'On closing her it was seen that her upper deck was crowded with men, and that she appeared to be making about 10 knots. 
Communication was established with difficulty and a request was made by the M.L. for medical aid, and she also reported that she was 
leaking. Unfortunately, no assistance could then be given, owing to the urgent necessity of pressing on to the assistance of Atherstone 
and Tynedale without delay, who, from signals intercepted, were still believed to be in action with enemy destroyers.' 

It was shortly after this point that 443 joined up with the other survivors, 160 and 307, but the ordeal of "Chariot" was not yet over, for 
during the forenoon the small flotilla was attacked by a Heinkel 111 and a Blohn & Voss seaplane. Lieutenant Tom Boyd of 106 takes 
up the story: 

'As the Heinkel came down to have a closer look everything opened up. The first rounds hit him in the glasshouse and he crashed at 
once. It was a fine sight to see the iron crosses smash into the sea and the plane break up. We all cheered and I gave the boys two 
rations of rum. The shooting of the other two boats was very, very good. We turned north at five in the evening and were attacked 
again at dusk by a seaplane which dropped a 1,000lb. bomb just astern of me ... we were not troubled further, though I feared surface 
craft would get us before we got round Ushant. But our luck held, and next morning about 10 a.m. we picked up the Lizard - a place 
well known by me - and pushed on into Falmouth with a little over an hour's petrol left.' 

After no less than three days and three nights away, the three battered M.Ls were finally home, the recommendation for the D.S.M. 
awarded to 443's Motor Mechanic revealing that 'the engine room was penetrated by cannon fire in several places'. 

For his own part, Brady received his decoration at a Buckingham Palace investiture held on 29 February 1944, and was discharged in 
the rank of Lieutenant from H.M.A.S. Lonsdale in April 1946.

A better example of Admiralty understatement would be hard to find than the bland entry in The London Gazette that heralded the 
announcement of the award of the D.S.M. to 'JX. 196094 Leading Seaman Joseph Richard Houghton, and to five other naval ratings, all 
of whom were his partners-in-crime in several outings in the disguised trawlers N. 51 and P. 11 to waters off Occupied France in 1942, 
from whence they returned laden with "mail" and agents, the whole for the benefit of the Naval Intelligence Division (N.I.D. (C.)), the 
Secret Intelligence Service (S.I.S.), or Special Operations Executive (S.O.E.). 

Fortuitously, one of their operations was recorded at length by "Steven Hume", actually onetime skipper of N. 51 (real name Stevenson 
Moir MacKenzie), in Blackwood's Magazine in May 1946, appearing under the title Operation Marie Louise. But it was not until 1996 
that the full story of these tough and daring trawlermen could be told in its entirety, for in that year Sir Brooks Richards, himself an ex-S. 
O.E. Officer who witnessed first hand some of these operations, published his official H.M.S.O. history, Secret Flotillas , a work made 
possible by him having been granted access to 'closed official archives'. 

Fact, some say, is often stranger than fiction, and this wartime story is rich in events and characters that go a long way to proving it. 
Other than the usual wartime politics and intrigue that encourage the Intelligence scene's inter-departmental rivalry, larger than life 
characters like Commander F. A. Slocum, R.N., Naval Intelligence's man on the spot, Lieutenants MacKenzie and Lomenech, not to 
mention agent extraordinaire, "Remy", regularly loom up on the horizon, their combined expertise keeping the lifeline to France open.

GROUPS AND SINGLE DECORATIONS FOR GALLANTRY 



N 51 at sea 


Following the fall of France in 1940, and the setting up of assorted initiatives to maintain contact with the underground in France, it 
befell the Royal Navy, as it did two Squadrons of the Royal Air Force, to act as transport for agents, supplies and "mail". To begin with, 
the former generally employed M.G.Bs or submarines to undertake these hazardous operations, but in the course of 1941 another idea 
was muted by Daniel Lomenech, a Free French Officer who had come to the Royal Navy via an early submarine 'pick-up' , and who 
was well versed in the habits of the Biscay fishing fleets. His idea was for a trawler to be sent from England to rendezvous with a French 
one, between which a quick exchange of "parcels" could take place, without having to risk our more valuable submarines, or, for that 
matter, M.G.Bs. And, unsurprisingly, perhaps, this proposition struck a chord with their Lordships, or certainly those who represented 
them within Intelligence circles. Accordingly, Lomenech was asked to go in search of a suitable vessel, and in due course he located a 
60-foot Concarneau trawler in Newhaven. Then being employed as a patrol ship, with pennant No. 51, she was stripped of her guns 
and despatched to a Sussex boat yard to be thoroughly "re-Frenchified". 

As it happened, further impetus was found in the pressing need for just such a trawler to collect "Remy", actually Colonel Gilbert 
Renault, the creator and head of the Confrerie de Notre Dame (C.N.D.), an important intelligence agency operating in Occupied 
France. He, too, was sympathetic to the trawler suggestion, having even made similar noises to his S.I.S. contacts in London. And so it 
was that the ex-N. 51 found her way back home, if only for fleeting visits, the first of which became known as "Operation Marie 
Louise". 

Anxious to maintain security, but no less keen to employ natural-born seamen, Mackenzie, N. 5Vs newly appointed skipper, and 
Lomenech, his Second-in-Command, opted for a British crew drawn from the Royal Navy Patrol Service, 'men from Lowestoft, North 
Sea fishermen who spoke seldom, but who knew the sea from childhood.' And as it turned out, their choice was inspired. MacKenzie 
continues: 

'We could not have done better. Few active service ratings would have cared for the cramped quarters, or for the eternal smell of fish 
and diesel oil which the bilges exuded, no matter what steps were taken to clean them. These men had lived for fishing before the war; 
they asked for nothing better than to resume their normal lives under naval auspices. In time one or two misfits were weeded out, but 
right from the start they were a first class crew. 

By February 1942, the N. 51 was in as good shape mechanically as was ever was likely, although her speed was worryingly slow at 6 
or 7 knots. Having recently been moved to Dartmouth, she now sailed for the Scillies, which would remain her 'home port' for the 
coming months. And in the secluded anchorage between Tresco and Bryher, in the shadow of Cromwell's castle, her warpaint was 
applied, 'blue hull, brown upperworks, and a French name and number.' Meanwhile, a date in April had been set for a rendezvous 
with the trawler carrying "Remy", five members of his family, another agent and some mail. Much to the disappointment of all 
concerned, however, a message arrived from France asking for a postponement. Not to be outdone, having come so far, MacKenzie 
requested a trial-run reconnaissance off France, and was delighted to be given the go-ahead for "Operation Pillar West". Thus it was, 
on 20 April, that the N. 51 edged her way out of harbour. MacKenzie takes up the story after a good first day at sea: 

'That night we hove-to and rocked in the long Atlantic swell until dawn, when we closed the coast to make a landing near Concarneau. 
The landing itself was to show what could be done with impunity on the German back door-step. We went ashore on a small islet half 
a mile from the mainland and photographed the shoreline from Concarneau itself to Port Manech entrance, sailing in and out in the 
ship's dinghy, while the N. 51 patrolled up and down a couple of miles offshore ... From time to time convoys passed along the route 
from Brest to Lorient. Minesweepers and patrol boats formed the escort, driving relentlessly through the busy fleets, but paying no 
attention to the craft around them. In the blue sky over Penmarch itself white puffs of smoke showed where an A.A. battery was holding 
a practice shoot, and through the glasses one could see the target plane towing a drogue. We might have been in Lyme Bay for all the 
attention anyone showed us.' 

After more photography the following day, trawler and crew returned safely to the Scillies, this first voyage having brought confirmation 
of their 'highest hopes'. Meanwhile, they continued training for any number of eventualities: 

'We carried out exercises on shore, held revolver and small-arms shoots, perfecting our drill. In our disguise as an innocent fishing boat 
there was no room or opportunity to mount a proper gun, so we relied on the surprise element, together with Sten-guns, grenades and 
pistols, in case we should be hailed for examination by a German fishery patrol boat. We had practised such a surprise attack with an 
M.L. in which only the Captain knew our intentions. The result had given us confidence, and much assistance in deciding where best 
to conceal guns and grenades.' 

One month later to the day of her first sortie into the unknown, the N. 51 set off on her second attempt to rendezvous with "Remy" and 
his family, but after waiting at the correct place for longer than was comfortable, a disappointed MacKenzie ordered the Coxswain to 
set course back to the Scillies. It turned out that their contact had been detained in port as a result of an R.A.F. raid. 
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Finally, however, on departing for a third attempt on 16 June 1942, everything went to plan, although, as MacKenzie explains, not 
without moments of anxiety: 

'We reached the position with half an hour in hand, and proceeded to steam up and down as though we were trawling ... A little after 
six, black smoke appeared on the southern horizon, quickly followed by the appearance of five German corvettes steaming up the 
convoy route towards us. We held our course, watching them anxiously, for they would pass all too close. Or would they pass? Was 
this a trap? Had Remy been caught and our plans uncovered? As the corvettes came on, Jasper [Lawn], the Cox'n, nudged my arm and 
pointed towards the islands. A tiny white sail had appeared there, too far off to identify but clearly making out to sea. The excitement 
grew intense; the corvettes lent the final touch of colour to the situation. We reached the end of our run and turned, letting them 
overtake us to starboard, between us and the islands. They passed us belching black smoke, the nearest less than a cable distant. We 
could see the Captain examining us through glasses on the bridge, watched the German sailors idling on deck: holding our thumbs we 
turned our backs on them. Then they were past, the casual inspection over. We watched the white sail tacking to and fro till the 
corvettes had disappeared. At last it steadied on a seaward course, making directly for us. We let it approach until we could identify it; 
everything fitted the description we held ... We made our signal, identified ourselves and went alongside.' 

But instantly MacKenzie became concerned when only three people were to be seen in the small trawler. Where were "Remy's" wife 
and children? And it was only as the two vessels were in the process of tying-up that they emerged, much to the amazement of the TV. 
5 Vs crew who could not believe that they could be so well hidden in 'such a cockleshell of a boat'. This was as well, for a little earlier 
the Germans had stopped and inspected her. The lengthy procession included "Remy", clutching an eighteen-months-old baby, 
followed by his wife, three other children aged between five and eleven years, and a man with several suitcases. Rapidly they were 
helped on board and within five minutes the TV. 51 had cast off and set course for home: 

But two shocks awaited the happily united agent-runners and their human cargo: 

'At one moment in the afternoon [on the following day], off the lie de Sein, an armed trawler came up from astern to pass us close on 
the port side. As luck would have it, we were on top of a line of unattended trammel nets. While she passed we stopped to haul them 
in, and were busy picking the spider crabs from them when the officer of the watch swept us with his glasses from the bridge.' 

And: 

'The last and nastiest shock came at about ten in the evening. We were passing Brest well to seaward when we were sighted by three 
destroyers steaming parallel to the coast some five miles to the starboard. In a craft purporting to be an innocent French fisherman we 
felt a little conspicuous at this particular moment, making our maximum speed northwards with dusk coming on. As though to confirm 
our worst fears one of the destroyers broke away from the flotilla and headed towards us. For five minutes - or was it five years? - she 
held her course, gathering speed. We waited hopelessly for a challenge to blink imperiously from her lamp. Then she turned away and 
stopped. Exercises? We did not wait to see. The sky ahead was turning grey, and it grew darker every minute. Thankfully we watched 
the darkness surround us, and set about getting up the Lewis guns. From dawn onwards we should be in British waters, no longer in 
disguise, and allowed to hit back if necessary.' 

Finally, that afternoon, the Scillies hove into view, and the N. 51 made a previously agreed rendezvous with an M.G.B., handing over 
her grateful passengers for the final stage of their journey. The occasion was brightened by the skipper of the M.G.B., who brought his 
boat in at speed, the 'martial crash of a Sousa march' belting from the loud hailer. 'This', noted Mackenzie, 'was the end of a venture, a 
fittingly dramatic end to a voyage full of excitement.' He further noted: 

'The TV. 51 was left to herself at the anchorage to resume the drab grey of an auxiliary naval trawler. How many times she changed 
colours in the succeeding months and years I would not like to guess. Suffice it to say that link had been forged; it endured for more 
than two years!' 

Indeed the future of what Captain Slocum had decided to christen the "Inland Patrol Flotilla" was assured, not least when it was 
discovered that among the secret mail landed with "Remy" was a blueprint of the coastal defences that the Todt organisation had 
planned for Normandy. 

Meanwhile, another French trawler, to be named P. 1 7, had been found and fitted out, but she was too small for a crew to live aboard. 
Consequently, she was manned by P. 5 Vs crew when embarked on operations off France. As stated by Sir Brooks Richards, they 
carried out the first of these outings in August and in September, on both occasions under the command of Lomenech. 

The August trip, which lasted for five days, involved the P. 11 making a rendezvous with a cutter-rigged crabber from a small fishing 
port close to Le-Guilvinec. A successful exchange of S.O.E. stores took place in the vicinity of lle-d'Yeu, but two promised C.N.D. 
agents failed to make their appointment. And the September run to a rendezvous off the Glenans Islands cast another shadow on 
events, the skipper of the French boat complaining of the recent introduction of stringent Nazi security at his home port at Concarneau, 
so stringent, in fact, that he was not prepared to embark "Remy" and another agent who had come out on the P. 1 7. Nonetheless, a 
successful exchange of mail took place, and Brooks Richards, who was on board P. 11 for this operation to see how Lomenech worked, 
found 'his confidence, courage and local knowledge extremely impressive.' 

Lawn also made a brace of additional trips in P. 51, in "Operation Grenville II" in October, when "Remy" was delivered back to his 
trawler with the usual mail, and again in November, in "Operation Grenville III", when another C.N.D. agent was successfully 
embarked. 

In the following month, the gallant Coxswain and his fellow ratings from the TV. 51, Leading Seaman J. R. Houghton, Engineman J. 
"Jock" Fryirs, Stoker J. L. Paris, Leading Cook E. Nash and Telegraphist F. R. Mankelow were all gazetted for D.S.Ms, while Daniel 
Lomenech, Lieutenant, R.N.V.R., was awarded the D.S.C. He would add a Bar to his decoration for similar activities in the following 
year. MacKenzie, meanwhile, another "Wavy Navy" man, seems only to have been awarded a Croix de Guerre, but far greater "prize" 
was forthcoming in the form of Miss Sykes-Wright, Commander Slocum's auburn-haired secretary, who accepted his proposal of 
marriage - and a D.S.C. did eventually arrive in March 1945. Houghton and his fellow ratings received their well-earned decorations at 
an investiture on 9 February 1943. 


Joseph Richard Houghton was born at Slaidburn, Yorkshire, on 13 August 1915. He volunteered for service in the Navy on 28 May 
1940, for the period of hostilities only, and was posted to Europa, the Royal Naval Patrol Service depot at Lowestoft. He reportedly 
spent the next 12 months in Iceland and came back with the convoy which brought home the Prime Minister. From June 1940 to 
August 1941 he served aboard the minesweeper Whitethorn, before returning to Europa once more. In November 1941 he transferred 
to H.M.S. Forte , the Coastal Forces Base at Falmouth, for special service in Le Dinan (a.k.a. N.51 and MFV 2020). He remained 
attached to N.51 until January 1945, when he moved to H.M.S. Mount Stewart , the Naval Special Operations training base at 
Teignmouth, for six months. In October 1945, he was assigned to Fee des Eaux (MFV 2025), another Concarneau motor-trawler that 
Lomenech had originally found with Le Dinan, part of the Inshore Patrol Flotilla established to meet the needs of S.O.E. operations. Joe 
Houghton was finally released from the service as a Wartime Petty Officer in the R.N.P.S. on 26 November 1946. 


Sold with original Certificate of Service, a Route Order to attend Investiture (9 February 1943), National Identity Card, and a hand¬ 
written testimonial from Lieutenant John Garnett R.N.V.R., dated 20 December 1942, 'Leading Seaman Houghton has been under my 
command for seven months. During this time he has performed as Cox'n of MFV 2020 with nine ratings under him. At all times he has 
been satisfactory. Owning a fishing boat of his own in Peace Time makes him fully able to handle and look after an MFV. His 
victualling has never caused any complaints. He leads the men under him in a way that willingly gets the most possible out of them. I 
recommend him unconditionally for the rating of Petty Officer (P.S.)' 
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A fine Dieppe raid D.S.M. awarded to Engineman R. G. Towell, Royal Naval Patrol Service, who came under heavy 
fire while manning a landing craft charged with the delivery of No. 3 Commando on "Yellow 1" beach

D.S.M. London Gazette 2 October 1942. The original recommendation for an immediate award states: 

Tor coolness and devotion to duty under heavy enemy fire both in the engagement with the convoy and on the beach. This is the 
second raid when he has shown the above qualities'. 


Robert George Towell, a member of the Royal Naval Patrol Service, was decorated for services whilst a crew member of L.C.P. (L.) 7. 
Since the recommendation cites an engagement with an enemy convoy, there can be no doubt that Towell's Landing Craft Personnel 
(Light) - otherwise known to the Commandos as a "Eureka" - was in fact one of the 23 such craft assigned to "Group 5" with objectives 
"Yellow 1" beach at Berneval and "Yellow 2" beach at Belleville, the whole charged with the disembarkation of No. 3 Commando and 
some U.S. Rangers. As it transpired, "Group 5" was cut to pieces even before the coast hove into view. John Mellor's Dieppe Raid takes 
up the story: 

'Suddenly at 3.50 a.m. Group 5 was nakedly exposed in an artificial daylight created by star shells bursting overhead. About half a mile 
off the port bow, five motor vessels were approaching; they were escorted by two submarine chasers and a minesweeper. This was the 
German convoy en route from Boulogne to Dieppe that the British Admiralty had detected by radar. The tiny L.C.Ps were built entirely 
of wood, which afforded no protection whatsoever against bullets or shrapnel. They were capable of transporting 25 soldiers plus a 
naval crew of three. Their armament was a solitary Lewis gun, and their top speed was 9 knots. Obviously they had not been designed 
to fight a sea battle ... ' 

Peter Young's eye-witness account of the incident in Storm From the Sea leaves no doubt as to the ferocious nature of the "firefight" 
that ensued: 

'At 3.47 a.m., when we were still about an hour's run from the coast, a starshell went up on our port bow illuminating the group. 
Immediately a heavy fire was opened on us; 3 and 4-inch ack-ack guns and machine-guns poured a stream of shells and tracer into the 
flotilla, while further star shells lit up the sky. It was by far the most unpleasant moment of my life. Five enemy craft were converging on 
us. It seemed impossible that our wooden landing-craft could survive more than a few minutes. The tracer seemed to come swooping 
straight at us. In a few minutes we would be dead and there was absolutely nothing we could do about it. We crawled upon the face of 
the ocean, and always nearer to the deadly line of enemy ships. It was certainly very frightening - far more so than any land battle I 
ever saw before or since.' 

But for the actions of a Steam Gun Boat (S.G.B.) crew from Newhaven - from whence "Group 5" had earlier set sail - it is likely a 
complete massacre would have ensued. But by means of drawing the enemy's fire, S.G.B 5 afforded the vulnerable L.C.Ps an 
opportunity to flee, albeit with consequent loss. John Mellor continues: 

'Group 5 had been decimated and scattered. Out of a total of 23 L.C.Ps that had set out of Newhaven, four did not reach the scene of 
the encounter due to engine trouble and had to return to England. Of the remaining 19, four were badly hit with most of their crews 
killed or wounded, so that they were forced to return to England. The remaining L.C.Ps split into several groups during the action. Five 
of them attached themselves to the Gunboat, determined to follow the leader; three others had closed with the flak-ship and were 
battling the German ships; the remaining seven veered away from the Group and proceeded on their own to the Yellow Beaches 
ahead.' 

Of these seven L.C.Ps, six eventually reached "Yellow 1" beach, and another "Yellow 2" beach, Towell's L.C.P. (L.) 1 being among the 
former. Despite fierce resistance from machine-gun parties and riflemen on the cliff top some of the Commandos and Rangers had 
managed to get inland. Ronald Atkin's Dieppe 1942 continues the story: 

'At 0700 hours, when the Commando had been ashore for just under two hours, three of the landing craft which had been waiting 
offshore moved in to Yellow One to answer a white Verey light signal for withdrawal. But when they beached, in a hail of rifle and 
machine-gun fire with grenades being lobbed at them from the cliffs, they found only the naval communications party waiting to be 
taken off. After reporting that they had heard nothing from the Commandos, they were taken aboard L.C.P. 157 , which promptly stuck 
on the rocks exposed to the ebbing tide. When another landing craft, L.C.P. 7 [with Towell aboard], went to its assistance it too ran 
aground on the rocks and steel stakes. The third vessel, L.C.P. 85 , went alongside L.C.P. 157 and successfully removed the crew and 
the beach party without casualties. As 157 was still stuck fast, it was set on fire and abandoned. L.C.P. 7 had meanwhile managed to 
free itself and retired offshore. Half an hour later at 0730 hours, Lt. Dennis Stephens, in charge of the landing craft flotilla, decided 
there was no chance of any more survivors and withdrew his remaining boats, leaving L.C.P. 157 ablaze on the beach and L.C.P. 81 , 
holed during the night battle and sinking, and 42, whose crew had been killed during the landing, abandoned ashore.'

Never since commissioning has 
this ship had to delay an hour. Never since D Day has this ship not taken her place in the line, and Grecian has been the only ship in 
the Flotilla that can boast of this. For all this - Hewston is so largely responsible. Very highly recommended indeed.' 


Sydney Frederick Hewston had a long career in the Royal Navy as an Engine Room Artificer. He served with distinction as Chief 
Engine Room Artificer with the minesweeper H.M.S. Grecian during the Second War. In particular when she was employed as part of 
the 40th Minesweeping Flotilla, and engaged in the minesweeping operations prior to, and during, Operation Neptune. Hewston's 
investiture for the D.S.M. was 4 December 1945.

Alfred Bunce was born in Tipton, Staffordshire. He was employed as a Canal Boatman, and served with the 3rd Battalion, South 
Staffordshire Regiment prior to the outbreak of the Great War. 

Bunce served during the Great War with the 1st Battalion, South Staffordshire Regiment, in the French theatre of war from 29 
November 1915. The Battalion served as part of the 91st Brigade, 7th Division, on the Somme and were in action from 1 July to the 
third week of September 1916. They were heavily engaged on the First Day of the Somme when they led the assault on Mametz; and 
also engaged in the attack on High Wood (14 July) and the attack on Delvilie Wood (31 August). 

The Battalion War Diary gives Bunce as amongst those who were awarded the M.M. for operations between 1 - 5 July 1916. It also 
records him as being presented with his M.M. medal ribbon by the Corps Commander in a field, north of the Meteren-Fletre Road, 5 
November 1916. The Battalion War Diary lists his Second Award Bar as being 'awarded during the month for operations against 
Bullecourt [12-15 May 1917].' 

During the above attack on Bullecourt, the 1st Battalion, South Staffordshire Regiment, suffered casualties of 2 officers killed and 7 
wounded; 37 other ranks killed, 107 wounded and 27 missing. Bunce was discharged 14 December 1918.

Although his gun was blown out by shell fire many times and he was 
wounded three times, he continued to remain with the gun, doing very fine work in stopping enemy bombing attacks and accounting 
for many of the enemy.' 


G. H. Nicholson was born in Plumpton, near Penrith, Cumberland, in 1888. He enlisted in the Australian Imperial Force on 7 August 
1915, and embarked for Egypt in H.M.T. Media, 7 January 1916. Nicholson embarked for France in H.M.T. Ivernia 28 March 1916, 
and served with the 1 st Australian Infantry Battalion in the French theatre of war. 

Nicholson received a gunshot wound to the right thigh, 16 March 1917, and upon recovery he served with the 1st Battalion as part of 
the 1 st Australian Brigade, at Ypres. He was awarded his M.M. for gallantry in operations during the Second Battle of Bullecourt, during 
which his Battalion suffered casualties of 5 officers and 44 other ranks killed, 8 officers and 232 other ranks wounded and 29 other 
ranks missing. Corporal G. J. Howell became the third member of the Battalion to be awarded the V.C. for the Great War, in this 
instance for his gallantry near Bullecourt, 6 May 191 7. 

Nicholson received another wound, 11 September 1918, before his eventual discharge.

M.M. London Gazette 23 February 1918. The original recommendation states: 

'On 6th November 1917 Pte. Trew acted as Company runner and when all other communications failed he successfully delivered 
messages to Battalion Headquarters on several occasions. The delivery of these messages necessitated his passing through two distinct 
enemy barrages of great intensity. He volunteered for the same duty later in the day but was ordered to desist.' 


G. H. Trew was born in Trafalgar, Victoria, Australia, in 1893. He enlisted in the Australian Imperial Force at Holdsworthy, New South 
Wales on 25 August 1915. Trew embarked for France in H.M.A.T. Pennsylvania, 7 January 1916, and arrived at Marseilles 4 April 
1916. He served with the 2nd Australian Infantry Battalion, and it would appear that he had an initial aversion to orders - being 
charged and found guilty of 'Disobeying Orders' or 'Insolence to an N.C.O.' on six occasions between 28 April 1916-23 March 191 7. 
Trew was subject to a Field General Court Martial after being charged with 'When in lawful custody - escaping.' He was found guilty 
and sentenced to two months imprisonment, reduced to one month. 

Despite the above, Trew served with 2nd Battalion as part of the 1st Australian Brigade, 1st Australian Division at Passchendaele. 
During the latter the Battalion served on the front line, 5-10 November 1917. Trew was awarded his M.M. for gallantry in operations 
on 6 November, when the Battalion was in support of the Canadian Corps in an attack on a German position. The 2nd Battalion's War 
Diary records that they drew fire, with the front line and support trenches being heavily shelled. The trench held by the support 
Company was almost obliterated, and they suffered 40 casualties, shell fire accounting for nearly all those killed or wounded. In total 
the Battalion suffered 33 other ranks killed, 5 officers and 64 other ranks wounded and 13 other ranks missing. 

Trew received a gun shot wound to his left arm, 29 June 1918. He returned to Australia in September 1919, and was discharged 25 
October of the same year. Trew re-engaged for service during the Second War at Coogee, New South Wales, in January 1940. Having 
advanced to Sergeant, he was discharged 2 May 1945.

1918. For his splendid work and devotion to duty. He was employed as a Stretcher Bearer and in the face of heavy artillery and M.G. 
fire he rescued many wounded carrying them to the Aid Post through an intense artillery fire. When our own wounded were all brought 
in he carried on bringing in many of the enemy wounded until he became exhausted and had to be relieved. He set a splendid 
example of courage and self sacrifice.' 


J. J. Nesbitt was born in West Martland, New South Wales, Australia, in 1895. He enlisted in the Australian Imperial Force at Liverpool, 
New South Wales on 15 January 1917. He embarked for the UK in H.M.A.T. Anchises, 21 January 1917, and arrived 27 March 1917. 
Nesbitt transferred to the 29th Australian Infantry Battalion, and served with the them in the French theatre of war from June 191 8. 

Nesbitt was gassed, and upon recovery he served with the 29th Battalion as part of the 8th Australian Brigade, 5th Australian Division 
on the Somme. He was awarded his M.M. for gallantry in operations in and around Mauroy, 29/30 September - 1 October 1918. 
Nesbitt transferred to the 32nd Australian Infantry Battalion, 12 October 1918, and returned to Australia in S.S. Leicestershire in May of 
the following year. He was discharged 30 June 1919.

M.M. London Gazette 31 August 1944: 

'For gallant and distinguished services in Normandy.' 

The original recommendation states: 

This N.C.O. landed at H plus 30 [Minutes] on D-Day and was given the task with his Platoon to clear mines from the beach under 
enemy fire. He showed great personal courage and determination in his task and by his continual energy and cheerfulness kept his men 
in excellent spirits until the work was completed. Later, seeing that a small enemy post was holding up work on the beach, he 
organised a small party of Sappers and attacked and captured the post taking 7 prisoners.' 

Bar to M.M. London Gazette 12 April 1945: 

'For gallant and distinguished services in North-West Europe.' 

The original recommendation states: 

'On 18 January 1945, an armoured column of 8 Armoured Brigade started the drive to Konigsbosch. Sergeant Everson was in charge of 
a party of Sappers travelling in White Scout Cars with the leading tanks. At about 2300 hours on the night of 18 January, the leading 
tank was blown up by a mine, completely blocking the road. Sergeant Everson immediately took his party forward and began to clear a 
safe lane around the tank. A burning haystack at the side of the road put his party in view of the enemy and silhouetted the stationary 
vehicles. Having started his party on clearing a lane through the field to the south of the road, Sergeant Everson carried out a quick 
reconnaissance of the road and verges in the immediate vicinity of the damaged tank. He discovered some wooden German box mines 
and, in order to clear the road through the minebelt in the quickest possible time, decided to lift the mines instead of blowing them up 
in situ as previously instructed. 

This he did himself fully realising the dangers involved in removing mines from frozen ground which prohibited the detection of anti¬ 
handling devices. In addition, although the pressure blocks of the mines could move, their lids were frozen down and prevented their 
neutralisation on the ground. This difficult task was made the more hazardous by lack of immediate infantry support and accurate and 
heavy shellfire. By his complete disregard for his own personal safety, Sergeant Everson cleared the road block and so enabled the 
column to press on to Konigsbosch in under 45 minutes. 
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On the following day, 19 January 1945, this armoured force was temporarily cut off in Konigsbosch and Sergeant Everson showed great 
initiative by starting to clear the road to the south to Saeffeln which had been mined by the enemy. He eventually made contact with 
the tanks moving up this road and was able to tell them that the road was clear. This action was undoubtedly instrumental in helping to 
effect the link up from the south during the night of 19-20 January. Throughout the 36 hours of this action Sergeant Everson, who got no 
rest and was frequently under enemy shellfire, set an example of resolution and courage of the highest order.' 

Douglas Ernest Everson was serving in the Right Hand Track Party of No. 2 Platoon of 262 Field Company on D-Day, which unit 
landed on "Mike" sector on "Gold Beach", west of Courseulles, the unit's War Diary stating: 

'Right Hand Track, one party under Lance-Sergeant Everson under fire of snipers from pillbox 150 yards to the right. Parties proceeded 
to clear mines in spite of fire. Obtained two tanks from R.A.C. to deal with pillbox. Tanks attacked followed by Lance-Corporal Field 
and another three Germans killed. When half way along track parties under fire from enemy in a wood ahead. Men returned fire and 
German fire kept down. Two vehicles blown up by mines. Jerry fire heavy. Lance-Sergeant Everson organises clearing of Jerry, 7 
captured. Track eventually cleared almost whole length. Parties return to clear obstacles on the beach.' 

Everson died in January 2000.

Arthur Taber was born in Stilton, Somerset, in 1870, and served with the 13th Hussars during the Great War. He transferred to Class ‘72 
Reserve on 15 December 1919. Taber married Miss Catherine 'Minnie' Foord, and they had one son, Arthur. 

M.M. London Gazette 30 July 1940. 

The Recommendation states: 'On the 16th June, 1940, Corporal (acting Sergeant) Taber was in command on one of the two cars 
forming 2nd It. W. V. H. Gape's troop on patrol on the Libyan frontier. In an attack on an enemy column of 30 lorries protected in front 
and rear by a screen of light tanks, the troop knocked out two enemy tanks but were forced to retire, as they were heavily outnumbered 
and 2nd Lt. Gape's car had a puncture. 

Whilst the wheel was being changed Sergeant Taber, on his own initiative, drew his car across the line of attack and fire from the 
oncoming tanks, to cover the dismounted drivers. By his initiative and presence of mind protection was given to the men exposed to 
the enemy attack, and valuable time was gained, enabling the rest of the squadron to come up, with the result that the whole of the 
enemy column was captured or destroyed.' 

Arthur James Alfred John Taber was born on 4 July 191 7 at Frome, Somerset, the son of Arthur James Taber and his wife Minnie, and 
was educated at St. John's School, Frome, before attesting for the 11th Hussars as a Boy Soldier in 1932. He served with the Regiment 
in Palestine, and was promoted Lance-Corporal in January 1939. 

In the first year of the Second World War, the 11th Hussars were stationed in the Western Desert, and were into action as soon as Italy 
joined the War on 11 June 1940. In the early hours of that morning patrols of the 11 th Hussars cut through the wire, and armoured cars 
of "B" Squadron in the Fort Capuzzo area are reported as having fired the first shots of the War in the Western Desert. 

Just five days later, on 16 June 1940, Taber was awarded his Military Medal for gallantry in action on the Libyan frontier, the first 
gallantry award to the Regiment in the Second World War. The Regimental History, The Eleventh at War , adds further insight: 

'At 7:50 a.m. Second Lieutenant W. H. V. Gape came up on the wireless to report that he was in sight of a column of twelve light tanks 
and thirty lorries moving north towards Fort Capuzzo, and Geoffrey Miller boldly instructed him to try to cut them off. Soon afterwards 
Second Lieutenant G.E. C. Dier, with another Troop, reported he had seen three hundred infantry and forty lorries moving west under 
the protection of seventeen light tanks. A glance at the map-board was sufficient to tell the squadron leader that the enemy columns 
were converging and already were very close together. Realising now that his two isolated Troops were about to find themselves 
heavily outnumbered, Miller gave immediate orders for withdrawal, and at the same time asked Combe for some anti-tank guns of the 
4th Armoured Brigade to reinforce them. 

In the short time that had elapsed, however, Vyvyan Gape, true to character, had already waded straight in to the attack- quite 
undismayed by the fact that his whole strength consisted of no more than two solitary armoured cars - and began to pour machine-gun 
fire into the lorries. It brought them abruptly to a halt, and consternation reigned among the hapless infantry, until their escorting tanks - 
there were six in front and six behind - swung inwards to attack the armoured cars. After that a running fight ensued, in the course of 
which the Eleventh managed to destroy two of them, but soon had one Rolls-Royce limping on a punctured wheel with the remaining 
ten tanks trying to outflank it. Gape hung back to protect the lame duck with his own car [sic- it was Gape's car that was punctured, 
and Sergeant Taber held back], while the enemy raced ahead to close the Troop's only line of retreat. For a few minutes the situation 
looked very ugly. Then, suddenly, from over the horizon came help in the shape of Dier's No. 1 Troop, driving to the sound of firing.' 

Advanced to acting-Sergeant, it was whilst commanding No. 1 Troop, 'B' Squadron, at Sidi Barrani, that his Armoured Car received a 
direct hit from an Italian anti-tank gun on 9 December 1940, and he was killed. The Battalion War Diary records: 

'"B" Squadron moved at 6:15 a.m. No. 1 Troop under Sergeant Taber moved to the north from Alam el Greish and No. 2 Troop also 
moved north, No. 1 Troop had been delayed by shellfire from Nibeiwa, but joined up with No. 2 Troop and continued north-east. At 
about 9:10 a.m. they saw some men walking about on the high ground and decided to make an attack. However, on arriving at the 
hills they were met by anti-tank fire. Sergeant Taber and Trooper Ralstein (in different cars) were killed and a Rolls Royce Armoured Car 
containing Corporal Horton, Lance-Corporal Holdsworth, and Trooper Hamilton was set on fire and the above men reported missing. 
The two Troops then retired to Squadron Headquarters where they were reorganised.' 

Taber has no known grave, and is commemorated on the Alamein Memorial, Egypt.

The Recommendation states: 'At Engelenstede on the night of 10th-11th October 
1944, this N.C.O. was in command of an outpost in front of the battalion F.D.Es. 
In the early hours of the morning an enemy patrol of about twenty men passed 
behind this outpost, and moved towards our lines. Corporal Hayward decided to 
follow with his section, and stalked the patrol as far as two houses, which he 
found had been occupied by the enemy. By moving round to one side of the 
houses he and his section were able to get within very short distance of the 
patrol which he decided to attack immediately. 

With complete disregard for his life he led his men in the assault, and in doing 
so was wounded in the thigh. In spite of this he continued to lead and urge his 
men on with a fine example of courage, killing four or five of them before the 
enemy decided to withdraw. 

Corporal Hayward was again wounded in the head, and was in very great pain, 
but as the patrol was retiring he rushed forward himself and seized the last man, 
dragging him back to his section as a prisoner. 

This N.C.O's outstanding courage and unflinching devotion to duty throughout 
the action was an example to all the men in his section, and resulted in an 
enemy patrol being severely mauled.' 

Gordon Reginald Hayward was born in Greenwich, London, the son of Sergeant R. C. Hayward and his wife Ethel, and was educated 
at the Roan School, Greenwich. He 'joined the Territorial Army in April 1939. He took part in the Dunkirk evacuation, served through 
the Middle East campaign from the battle of Alamein to the fall of Tunis, and, thoroughly won the proud title of one of "Monty's Desert 
Rats." He went to the Continent on the second day of the initial landings [7 June 1944], and after an advance into Holland was sent out 
in charge of a patrol. His party ran into a German patrol, and in the engagement which resulted in the rout of the enemy, he was 
severely wounded.' (Newspaper cutting announcing the award of Hayward's M.M. refers).

The original recommendation submitted by by Lieutenant-Colonel J. H. R. Orlebar, 1st Battalion, Norfolk Regiment, for an immediate 
award of the M.M. states: 

'Samichon Valley, Korea: On the night of 19-20 February 1952, Private Critcher was a member of a fighting patrol sent out by 'D' 
Company, 1st Battalion, The Royal Norfolks, to lay an ambush for enemy patrols approximately midway between the Chinese lines and 
those of the 1st Battalion, The Royal Norfolks, which at this point are separated by a valley a mile wide. It was a very dark night, and 
the patrol moved in single file along a frozen mud road, led by the Patrol Commander, 2nd Lieutenant Keen, who was followed by his 
wireless operator and then Private Critcher, armed with a Bren gun. When the patrol had reached a point within two hundred yards of 
the area selected for the ambush it was engaged by a party of at least 12 Chinese who opened fire with grenades and automatic 
weapons from a range of ten yards. 

During the first moments of the battle the Patrol Commander was wounded in the head and was deafened in both ears by grenades 
which exploded around him. The patrol itself was in a very difficult situation as it had not had time to deploy and bring fire to bear on 
the enemy. Private Critcher, with complete disregard for his own safety, and in spite of a bullet wound in the groin, stood up and fired 
his Bren gun from the hip to give the patrol time to reorganise itself and to deploy. 

On three occasions Private Critcher endeavoured to find a suitable fire position for his Bren gun, but on each occasion the gun was 
knocked over by blast from grenades. Private Critcher then continued to fire from the hip, standing up, although he must have 
presented a clear target at such short range because of the flash from his Bren gun. The patrol was enabled to extricate itself from the 
ambush by Private Critcher's actions, and his presence of mind and courageous action undoubtedly prevented more serious casualties 
to the rest of the patrol. It was not until the patrol had disengaged itself and withdrawn some three hundred yards, under Private 
Critcher's covering fire, that it was discovered that he had been wounded. This courageous action on the part of Private Critcher and 
his initiative and determination shown by him on this occasion were outstanding.' 


Reginald Stanley Critcher was recommended for his immediate M.M., the related paperwork confirming his deeds were enacted in 
Samichon Valley.

1940, and a formation of 20 aircraft that attacked a railway target at Bergen, Norway, 17 December 1940. Having 
been commissioned Flight Lieutenant, and converted to Liberators, Smith flew numerous operational sorties with 206 
Squadron - including 'Cork Patrols' to stop U-boats entering the Channel during D-Day.

D.F.M. London Gazette 14 January 1941: 

'One night in December, 1940, this airman successfully navigated the leading aircraft of a formation which attacked a target 60 miles 
inside Norway. So well did he make use of the little he could see of the sea and mountain tops that the objective was successfully 
attacked in weather which seemed quite prohibitive to success. Since the beginning of the war he has carried out 138 operational 
flights consisting of 600 flying hours, and has carried out successful attacks against units of the enemy fleet. He has always shown skill, 
determination and devotion to duty of a high order.' 

The original recommendation, dated 21 December 1940, states: 

'Since the outbreak of hostilities, this N.C.O. has carried out 600 hours operational flying comprising 138 operational flights over the 
sea and enemy territory. He successfully attacked two enemy submarines on 15th September, 1939, and 3rd November, 1939. On 10th 
June, 1940, Flight Sergeant Smith was Navigator to the leader of a formation of 12 aircraft which successfully carried out a pattern 
bombing attack on units of the enemy fleet in spite of accurate heavy anti-aircraft fire and fighter opposition. Owing to his good 
navigation and excellent bomb-aiming, three hits and several near misses on enemy ships were obtained. On 17th December, 1940, he 
navigated the leading aircraft of a striking force to a target 60 miles inland in Norway after a long sea and land crossing at night above 
almost unbroken cloud. So well did he make use of what little he could see of the sea and mountain tops that the objective was 
successfully attacked in weather which seemed quite prohibitive to success. 

Remarks by Station Commander: 

By his ability as a Navigator coupled with the determined leadership of his pilot, Flight Sergeant Smith was responsible for the target 
being found and attacked on 17th December, 1940. He is recommended for immediate recognition. 

Remarks by A.O.C.: 

The attached report gives details of the circumstances in which Flight Sergeant Smith successfully navigated the leading aircraft to a 
difficult target in mountainous country with the result that three aircraft of his section delivered a good attack. Twelve 2501b bombs 
plus incendiaries were carefully placed. Heavy cumulus cloud and icing conditions prevented the remaining aircraft, of which 20 set 
out, from attacking their objective although some of them searched over the area for as long as an hour and a half. This particular effort 
is backed by an outstandingly long period of operational flying with 269 Squadron, in the course of which he has shown skill, 
determination and devotion to duty of invariably high order. I very strongly recommend that Flight Sergeant Smith be awarded the 
Distinguished Flying Medal.' 


Reginald Harvey Smith served in the Royal Air Force as an Apprentice at R.A.F. Flowerdown, from January 1927, and moved to 
Cranwell when the Wireless Training School was re-homed there in 1929. After passing out, and further training, he was posted as 
Aircraftman 1st Class, Air Gunner, to 8 (Bomber) Squadron, Aden, in March 1934. The Squadron were engaged in the pacification and 
development of Aden and the surrounding country. Smith was posted as a Corporal to carry out an Air Observer Course with 114 
Squadron, in September 1936. Having qualified, and advanced to Sergeant, he was posted to 40 Squadron, Abingdon, in January of the 
following year. 

Smith retrained as a Pilot throughout 1938, and having gained his 'Wings' was posted as Pilot Sergeant to 269 Squadron, Coastal 
Command (Ansons), Abbotsinch, in April 1939. The Squadron was tasked with coastal reconnaissance duties, and moved to Montrose 
shortly before the outbreak of the Second War. Smith's Log Book is annotated 'Outbreak of War 110Ohrs September 3rd' and he was in 
the air an hour later 'Told to go on Patrol of weather'. The following day, his Log Book records, 'North Sea Patrol. 1 Sub spotted 
(Forbidden to Bomb by Group, before leaving.' 

In the opening weeks of the war he flew in a number of North Sea Patrols, varying between being Pilot and Navigator, and on 15 
September 1939 he flew as Pilot, 'North Sea Patrol. 1 Sub 2 Bombs. 1st Bomb caused tail to lift. Possible Sub went under with hatch 
open. M in D. for Lascelles.' 

Smith moved with the Squadron to Wick in October, and carried out a number of patrols to the Faroe Islands. Flying with the 
Squadron's OC, Squadron Leader R. McMurtie, he engaged enemy submarines, 3 November 1939, 'Patrol Atlantic. 2 Bombs on Sub. 
Spotted Sub in heavy sea. 1 Direct Hit. Results unobserved due to breakers.' (Ibid) 
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A Running Battle with the Scharnhorst 

The Squadron continued to fly anti-submarine and shipping patrols, and re-equipped with Hudsons in April 1940. Smith took part in a 
12 aircraft raid on Stavanger, 5 June 1940. Five days later he was Navigator to Wing Commander Pearce, as the leader of a formation 
of 12 aircraft designated to attack the Scharnhorst and the Admiral Hipper. Smith's Log Book for 10 June 1940 gives, 'Form. Leader 12 
A/C HLB Trondheim. 2 CR. 1 TP Hit 2 Losses in Aircraft. 1 straight 15000' Run on Scharnhorst. 1 Hipper CR... A/Acc Heavy.' Two days 
prior to this the Scharnhorst and the Gneisenau had sunk H.M.S. Glorious and her escort - the destroyers Acasta and Ardent. 

Eleven days later Smith acted in the same capacity, with Pearce, for another attack on the Scharnhorst , 'Strike Enemy Naval Force at 
Stavanger. Scharnhorst & 6 DRs. H. 15000'. Heavy A/Acc. Hit. Unable to keep formation intact due to intense Acc/Acc. Bombs 
released hopefully some effect. Bombs unobserved by self. One 6 A/C hit.' Throughout July - September 1940 Smith continued to fly in 
a variety of patrols, engaging submarines, flying reconnaissance around Norway, and carrying out escort duties - including for H.M.S. 
Norfolk. 

In October Smith returned to Stavanger and was attacked by 3 M.E. 109's during the course of the raid. On 15 November 1940, 'Raid 
Stavanger 1000' 3 A/B Bombs. Dive. 7 Incendiary. Reported on B.B.C.' On 1 7 December, 1940, Smith navigated the leading aircraft of 
a strike force of 20 aircraft to a target 60 miles inland in Norway. He navigated a difficult journey, which involved a long sea and land 
crossing at night above almost unbroken cloud. His pilot for this raid was Wing Commander McMurtie, and Smith's Log Book gives, 
'Leader Form. 3. Raid railway behind Bergen. 4 250 2 100. Okay. Leaflets over Bergen. Ack Ack.' 

Four days after the raid on Bergen, McMurtie was recommended for the D.S.O. and Smith for the D.F.M. The latter completed his tour 
in May 1941, and he subsequently served as an instructor with 608 Squadron and No. 60 O.T.U., Thornaby. Smith was posted to No. 
Ill O.T.U., Nassau, Bahamas, for a Liberator course in November 1943. He returned to operational flying with 206 Squadron 
(Liberators), St. Eval, in March 1944. Smith flew in numerous 'Cork Patrols' to prevent U-boats from entering the Channel from the west 
during D-Day and the following weeks. He continued to fly patrols off the Danish and Norwegian coasts until he was posted as a Flight 
Lieutenant to the Communications Flight at Wick in December 1944. 

Sold with Royal Air Force Pilot's Flying Log Book (30 June 1938 - 5 July 1945), bound in distressed leather. 
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A good Second War 'Lancaster Air Bomber's' D.F.M. group of five awarded to Sergeant E. A. Roberts, 61 and 617 
Squadrons, Royal Force, who flew in at least 34 operational sorties with his first squadron, including the First 
Thousand Bomber Raid to Cologne, 30 May 1942, before transferring to The 'Dambusters'. A Tallboy specialist, 
Roberts flew in a number of sorties with 617 Squadron, including the successful attacks on the railway viaducts at 
Bielefeld and Arnsberg, the Nienbrug railway bridge and the sinking of the German pocket battleship Liitzow. The 
attack on the battleship was filmed and is held by the Imperial War Museum

D.F.M. London Gazette 18 May 1943: 

This N.C.O. has completed 34 sorties [29 successful] involving over 200 hours 
on operations. His efforts as an Air Bomber have been characterised by the 
greatest determination to press home the attack. He secured three photographs 
of actual aiming points as well as many others of the target area. The targets 
include Berlin, Hamburg, Essen and Bremen as well as many important Italian 
objectives. 

Throughout these operations, many of which have been done in the face of 
heavy opposition, he has always shown splendid courage and devotion to duty 
and he is strongly recommended for the award of the D.F.M.' 


Edward Arnold Roberts was born in Holywell, North Wales, in December 1908. 
He initially served during the Second War as an Aircraftman Second Class with 
the Royal Air Force. Roberts carried out his initial training as a Wireless Operator 
at No. 2 Signals School, Yatesbury, from February 1941. He qualified as an Air 
Gunner in October 1941, having completed the course at No. 1 A.G.S., 
Pembrey. Roberts continued his training at No. 14 O.T.U., before being posted 
for operational flying as a Wireless Operator/Air Gunner to 61 Squadron 
(Lancasters), Syerston, in May 1942. He flew in 34 operational sorties with the 
Squadron, the majority as Air Bomber, including: Cologne (4), including 30 May 
1942 - the First Thousand Bomber Raid; St. Nazaire (2); Bremen (2); Wismar (2); 
Osnabruck; Kiel; Genoa (3), including 22 October 1942 and 6 November 1942, 
when he took a photograph of the Aiming Point on both sorties; Milan (2), 
including 15 February 1943, when he took a photograph of the Aiming Point; 
Stettin; Turin (3), including 8 December 1942, when he took a photograph of the 
Aiming Point; Duisburg; Munich; Essen (3); Berlin (2); Dusseldorf; Hamburg (2); 
Wilhelmshaven, and Nurenburg (2), including 8 March 1943, when he took a 
photograph of the Aiming Point. 

After a brief return to No. 1 A.G.S., Roberts was posted as an Air Bomber 
Instructor to No. 82 O.T.U., Ossington, in July 1943. He was subsequently 
posted in the same capacity to No. 28 O.T.U., Castle Donington, before being 
posted to No. 5 Lancaster Finishing School, Syerston, in January 1945. It was 
whilst at the latter that he was crewed with Flight Lieutenant D. Rawes, and he 
was posted with his pilot to 617 Squadron (Lancasters), Woodhall Spa, in 
February 1945. 


617 Squadron - The 'Dambusters' 

Roberts flew in 10 operational sorties with 617 Squadron. These included the attacks on Bielefeld railway viaduct, the aborted attack 
on 13 March and the successful attack on 14 March 1945. During the latter raid Squadron Leader C. C. Calder of 617 Squadron 
dropped the first of the 22,0001b Grand Slam bombs - the biggest high explosive bombs developed by any country during the war. It, in 
conjunction with the Tallboys carried by the rest of the squadron, wrecked the viaduct: 
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'So great was the sudden loss of weight, the aircraft had risen some 500 feet in height. Calder could do nothing about this but he 
quickly regained his senses and turning, picked out the bomb as it fell towards the target. Because of an 11-second fuse he did not see 
the actual explosion, but suddenly over the intercom came a yell, 'You've done it!' It was the pilot of the Mosquito photographic 
aircraft... His cameraman... filmed the whole attack from 4.15 to 4.35pm. With this, Calder swung the aircraft round to have a look for 
himself and saw that at least 100 yards of the viaduct had collapsed... 

In fact some 200 feet of the north viaduct and 260 feet of the southern viaduct were destroyed as well as three main spars. Photographs 
showed the viaduct had been wrecked and a direct hit by a Tallboy on the south-west approaches, had completely blocked all lines. 

Flight Lieutenant Rawes dropped the Tallboy on a crossroads 750 yards from the target by mistake; Flying Officer Carey brought his 
bomb back when his sight went u/s... 

By now 61 7 Squadron was used to making history, and on this day they made history yet again.' ( Beyond the Dams to the Tirpitz , The 
Later Operations of 617 Squadron , by A. W. Cooper refers) 

Roberts took part in the successful attack on the Arnsberg railway viaduct, 19 March 1945. The Squadron used six Grand Slams during 
the raid, and successfully blew a 40 foot gap in the viaduct. Two days later Roberts was in one of 20 Lancasters of 617 Squadron 
designated to attack the Arbergen railway bridge. The latter was situated just outside of Bremen, and the Squadron destroyed two piers 
of the bridge during the raid. 

On 22 March Roberts was in 'twenty aircraft [that] took off to take out the Nienburg railway bridge. Conditions were ideal, with no 
cloud and good visibility. Fourteen aircraft carried Tallboys , with one-hour delayed fuses and six Grand Slams with 25-30 second fuses. 

Squadron Leader Gordon saw his bomb fall as a near miss and reported the bridge as collapsed at the end of the attack. Squadron 
Leader Cockshott reported a direct hit, but Squadron Leader Powell ran into trouble. Unable to release their bomb on the first or second 
runs, by the time he was ready for a third run the bridge had been destroyed, so he had to bring it back. Flight Lieutenant Rawes 
believed his bomb to have gone through the eastern end of the bridge. 

All the spars were broken or torn off the bridge, and the target was struck off Bomber Command's list when a photo recce aircraft 
brought back pictures of the smashed bridge.' (Ibid) 

Between 13-16 April 1945, Roberts took part in the three attempted sorties to attack the German warships Prinz Eugen and Lutzow in 
Swinemunde harbour. Piloted by Rawes, he flew in one of 18 Lancasters from the Squadron who successfully sank the pocket 
battleship Lutzow , on 16 April. The weather for the operation 'was excellent but a good deal of flak was encountered from the nearby 
town of Swinemunde. As they approached the ship, flying level for twenty minutes on the run in, the flak was intense and there were 
orange shell bursts all around them. Because the flak was so heavy they decided to fly in full force instead of splitting up into sections 
to bomb. Flight Lieutenant Gavin was hit on the run and had to jettison his bomb over the target area. It overshot by about 450 yards. 
Johnnie Fauquier was also hit and so was Squadron Leader Gordon... Flight Lieutenant Anning's machine was hit by flak but not before 
he put his bomb alongside the Lutzow. In addition the Lancasters of Rawes, Hill, Flatman, Spiers, Castagnola and Quinton were hit and 
damaged. Squadron Leader John Powell's Lancaster (EG228 'V') was hit in the port engine in the first barrage. It caught fire and the 
bomber slowly rolled over and went down... Powell and all his crew were killed [this was 61 7 Squadron's last loss of the war]... 

The ship, however, suffered direct hits and it was down by the stern after the attack. One Tallboy burst alongside it, the underwater 
explosion smashing the armour plating... Of 617 Squadron, thirteen carried Tallboys and six took Grand Slams.... The operation was 
filmed and this can be viewed at the Imperial War Museum.' (Ibid) 

Roberts flew in his last operational sortie of the war, 19 April 1945, when he took part in the successful attack on coastal battery 
positions at Heligoland. This was his final use of the Tallboy, prior to his posting to 15 Squadron, Mildenhall, in June 1945. Sergeant 
Roberts died in Rustingdon, West Sussex, in 1993.

D.F.M. London Gazette 17 December 1943 (jointly listed with his pilot Flight Lieutenant P. G. Brown): 

This officer and airman were pilot and navigator respectively of an aircraft detailed for a mine-laying mission one night in November, 
1943. When approaching the target the aircraft was illuminated by several searchlights and the harbour defences opened fire with great 
intensity. Defying the barrage, Flight Lieutenant Brown flew on and released his mines with accuracy. Throughout the operation, Flight 
Sergeant McOwan displayed exceptional coolness and his skilful efforts were of great assistance to his pilot. In hazardous 
circumstances Flight Lieutenant Brown and Flight Sergeant McOwan displayed a high degree of courage and determination.' 

The original recommendation states: 

F/Sgt. McOwan was detailed to fly as Navigator/Bomb Aimer to F/Lt. Brown on the night of 18/19th November 1943. The aircraft was 
detailed to mine the entrance to Candia harbour. Approaching the target the aircraft was picked up and held by six searchlights and 
came under intense and accurate L.A.A. fire. The Captain of the aircraft took the most violent evasive action possible but in spite of this 
F/Sgt. McOwan tracked him over the required dropping point on the correct bearing so that the mines were released with great 
accuracy. It is considered that F/Sgt. McOwan's coolness and skill in the face of exceptionally severe opposition was largely 
responsible for the success of this operation.' 


Bruce John McOwan was born in Redhill, Surrey, in December 1921. Fie served during the Second War as Navigator with the Royal 
Air Force. McOwan flew operational sorties with 178 Squadron (Liberators), Terria, Libya from October 1943. The Squadron was 
primarily engaged in heavy bombing during the North African and Italian campaigns. As well as bombing targets in North Africa, Sicily, 
Crete, the Aegean Islands, Italy and the Balkans it also laid mines in enemy waters. Crewed with Flight Lieutenant P. G. Brown, 
McOwan flew in repeated sorties to Calato Aerodrome, Rhodes; Heraklion Aerodrome; Maritza Aerodrome; Antimachia and mine¬ 
laying missions to Candia and the Salamis Straits. 

McOwan was commissioned Pilot Officer in 1943, and was posted to No. 22 P.T.C. in December 1943. He had advanced to Flying 
Officer by 1945, and was serving at No. 11 O.T.U. in October 1945. McOwan was killed, with the rest of his crew, in a flying accident 
when Lancaster Mk.l EN.274 crashed at Burnley Rushes, Rutland, 3 October 1945. 
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A fine 'Battle of Berlin' Lancaster Navigator's D.F.M. group of five awarded to Flight Sergeant, later Flight Lieutenant, 
C. Allsop, 207 Squadron, Royal Air Force, who flew in 28 operational sorties with the Squadron, including 8 times to 
Berlin and back. After the death of his Lancaster crew in a flying accident, which he missed due to illness, he 
converted to Mosquitoes and flew in 26 operational sorties with 162 Squadron. During the latter tour he flew in 21 of 
the 36 consecutive night attacks by Mosquitoes on Berlin - thus making 29 his total for raids on the German capital

D.F.M. London Gazette 15 August 1944: 

This Navigator has operated on 28 occasions many of them being against 
heavily defended and distant targets, including eight attacks on Berlin, and two 
attacks on Leipzig. His steadiness on all occasions and his consistent track 
keeping were among the main factors which enabled his crew to complete their 
sorties in safety, and which enabled accurate bombing to be made without 
dangerous preliminary manoeuvres.' 

Cyril Allsop served during the Second War with the Royal Air Force, and carried 
out initial training at No. 10 (O) A.F.U. Dumfries, from February 1943. 
Subsequent training as a Navigator ensued at No. 16 O.T.U., Upper Heyford and 
No. 1654 C.U., Wiglsey. He was posted for operational flying as a Navigator to 
207 Squadron (Lancasters), Spilsby, in November 1943. He flew in 28 
operational sorties with the Squadron, including: Berlin (8); Leipzig (2); 
Brunswick (2); Stuttgart (3); Schweinfurt; Augsburg; Clermont Ferrand; Frankfurt 
(2); Niirnberg; Tours (2); Juvissy; La Chapelle; Munich; Schweinfurt and Mailly 
Le Camp. 

Having completed his first tour Allsop was posted with his crew to No. 55 B.M. 
S.U., East Kirkby, in May 1944. Tragically, having survived the tour together, all 
the crew were killed (with the exception of Allsop) in a flying accident, 'F/O 
Davies and the entire crew except for myself - I was unable to fly owing to 
illness - were killed on 30th July 1944 when the Lancaster they were air testing 
crashed into the sea off Skegness. Only one body was ever found - the Wireless 
Operator - and the flight to Waterbeach was for me to attend his funeral at 
Newmarket on 1 8th August.' (Log Book refers) 

Allsop's subsequent postings were to No. 1654 C.U., No. 20 O.T.U., No. 1655 M.T.U., before converting to Mosquitoes at No. 16 O.T. 
U. in February 1945. At the latter he was paired with his new pilot, Flying Officer Finlay, and together they were posted for operational 
flying to 162 Squadron (Mosquitoes), Bourn, in February 1945. The Squadron was engaged as a light-bomber unit of the Light Night 
Striking Force (later known as the Fast Night Striking Force). During the latter stages of the European war the Squadron carried out 
much of the marking during the series of 36 consecutive night attacks by Mosquitoes on Berlin. Allsop and Finlay flew in 26 
operational sorties with the Squadron, including: Erfurt (2); Berlin (21); Kassel; Munich and Schleissheim. 

Finlay and Allsop were posted to 139 Squadron (Mosquitoes), Upwood, in June 1945. Having advanced to Flight Lieutenant, Allsop 
was released from service in April 1947.

After the war he 
joined the Nottingham City Police, and advanced to the rank of Chief Inspector. An image of the recipient in uniform is held by the 
British Police online Museum.

A later typed report of the action for which Tait was awarded the Q.G.M. by one of his colleagues also accompanies the lot, which 
states: 

'I was on duty in an office on the 1 st Floor of Springfield Road RUC Station, having arrived a few days previously as part of the advance 
party, when my friend Corporal Charles Tait arrived for duty with my section. I saw him briefly in the corridor outside the office and 
advised him to get changed into indoor clothing from the travelling uniform he was wearing and then report to the office. Unknown to 
me he was then asked to do an escort duty for a truck leaving Springfield Road Police Station headed for Flax Street Mill, another 
military base. 

His job was to sit in the rear of the truck as an armed rear gunner. As the truck left the protective metal gates a group of terrorists, 
known as the Ballymurphy Gun Team opened fire with a US manufactured machine gun at fairly close range from a house backing on 
to the police station. The cab was hit by a number of bullets, severely wounding the driver. A ricochet also hit Corporal Tait in the arm 
at this time. 

Unaware that he was himself wounded, Corporal Tait immediately left the rear of the truck and ran around to the driver's door. He 
lifted the driver out of the cab and administered first aid for a face wound that had damaged the driver's jaw, causing breathing 
difficulties. By this time the gunmen had made their escape, pursued but not caught, by the Quick Reaction Section, and other 
personnel had come to the aid of the two injured soldiers. I saw Corporal Tait led away from the scene holding his arm. He was given 
first aid and then taken to hospital. He made a full recovery and returned to duty later. He left the army in 1985 from Gibraltar.'

A fine "Black Saturday" London Blitz B.E.M. pair awarded to Air Raid Precautions Warden S. Donner, Civil Defence, 
who was originally recommended for a George Medal for his gallantry during bombing over Stepney, 7 September 
1940 - 'the greatest daylight raid of the war on London'

B.E.M. London Gazette 28 January 1941: 

'Bombs were dropped on a district causing damage and casualties. Warden 
Donner, who was officially off duty at the time lived only a few doors away from 
the incident and was on the spot immediately. He took control and instructed 
members of the public as to the best method of removing bodies from the 
wreckage, being instrumental in extricating eight people, three of whom were 
dead. He worked on the job for three hours and during the whole of this time he 
was in danger of being caught by the expected collapse of a nearby wall. Enemy 
planes were continually overhead, and within 100 yards a delayed action bomb 
had been dropped. This exploded whilst the work was in progress/ 

The recommendation for the above award was provided by the Chief Warden of 
Stepney, and adds that the event occurred 7 September 1940. 

Samuel Donner was born in Whitechapel, London, the son of an Austrian father 
and a Polish mother, in 1910. At the outbreak of the Second War he resided at 8 
Watney Street, and was employed as a Cosmetics Salesman. He was 
subsequently employed as an ARP Warden for Stepney, and as recorded in The 
War Illustrated dated 10 April 1941: 

The British Empire Medal was awarded to Air Warden Samuel Donner for an act of gallantry at Stepney on 7 September 1940 when 
the greatest daylight raid of the war on London was made. Mr Donner was one of the earliest London ARP workers to be decorated...'

"Black Saturday" 

Events of 7 September 1940 are well-recorded in print and by photographic coverage, heralding as they did the commencement of 
Goring's great bomber offensive and the Blitz - as famously portrayed in the film Battle of Britain, the porcine Luftwaffe commander 
really did stand atop the cliffs in the Pas de Calais to wave on his young pilots. And throughout the day and night they delivered a 
devastating attack on the capital, a mass of H.E, and incendiaries falling on the East End and on London Docks. An excellent account of 
the appalling damage and loss appears in F. K. Mason's Battle over Britain, but by way of summary Webb's and Duncan's Blitz over 
Britain states: 

The day Goring described as 'the historic hour when our air force for the first time delivered its stroke into the enemy's heart' was a 
fine Saturday afternoon. Suddenly, about 5 p.m., a 'great black rash', in the words of one Fire Officer, was seen against the clear, sunlit 
sky. What he saw was a V-formation of Heinkels and Dorniers sweeping up the Thames estuary from the east. Then came the crump of 
bombs dropping, the dull roar of distant explosions, and columns of black smoke spiralling over the docks area. Soon a strange orange 
glow, which had nothing to to do with the evening sun, was to be seen over the whole of London's East End. 

Offices and warehouses were ablaze in the docks at Limehouse, Milwall, Rotherhithe and by Tower Bridge, as well as in Surrey Docks. 
Woolwich Arsenal, West Ham Power Station and Beckton Gasworks were all hit, and countless little terraced houses and shops were 
reduced to rubble. As the waves of raiders moved westward on this, London's biggest daytime attack, they dropped their bombs over a 
wide area, causing destruction in the City, Westminster and Kensington. By 6 p.m. they had gone - all 375 of them. 

But two hours later the Luftwaffe's night-raiders arrived. The still-blazing fires by the river guided some 250 bombers to their target. 
Until 4.30 a.m. next morning they fed the fires with high explosive bombs. Three of London's main line stations were put out of action, 
many small factories were hit, and thousands of homes were destroyed by bomb or fire. In the docks and the Thames basin some 60 
vessels were sunk and many more fire-damaged. The human cost was heavy: 430 people were killed and 1600 seriously injured.' 

Donner was decorated by H.M. the King at Buckingham Palace, in March 1941

B.E.M. London Gazette 29 January 1943: 

'For bravery and distinguished services in the Burma evacuation. Mr. O'Leary remained at his post at Toungoo until the town was 
evacuated. During many air raids he displayed outstanding coolness and efficiency, working for long hours both day and night as 
required. On one occasion he displayed outstanding courage in entering a smouldering railway wagon to ascertain the contents, 
thought to be high octane spirit. In so doing he did not hesitate to risk his life and set a very fine example to the staff.' 

Toungoo was a town in Burma with a population in 1942 of approximately 23,000 situated on the main Rangoon to Mandalay railway, 
150 miles north of Rangoon. Only seven B.E.M.'s were awarded for the evacuation of Burma, of which four were awarded to Burma 
Railways Staff. 
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A fine Second War 'George Cross Action' B.E.M. and Lloyd's War Medal for Bravery pair awarded to Boatswain E. A. 
Gardner, Merchant Navy, for his gallant conduct in concert with Chief Officer G. P. Stronach and Second Engineer 
Officer H. Hotham aboard the flaming S.S. Ocean Voyager, at Tripoli harbour, 19 March 1943

B.E.M. London Gazette 23 November 1943 (citation jointly listed with Second Engineer Officer H. Hotham's George Medal): 

'When his ship was set on fire in harbour by enemy aircraft, the Second Engineer Officer remained on board and displayed great and 
sustained courage with a complete disregard to his personal safety. He stayed alone in the engine-room and endeavoured to get more 
pressure on the pumps but all attempts to extinguish the fires had to be abandoned as the service pipes were fractured. He helped to get 
two injured officers into a boat and then returned to the engine-room and remained their endeavouring to get more pressure on the 
pumps. When the engine-room bulkheads were white hot he was ordered to leave. 

Boatswain Gardner displayed outstanding courage and devotion to duty throughout. Although the ship was burning fiercely liable to 
blow up he remained at his fire station in an effort to obtain a sufficient supply of water. When ordered to leave he took charge of one 
of the boats and got away a number of survivors.' 

Lloyd's War Medal for Bravery at Sea Lloyd's List and Shipping Gazette 27 April 1944 (jointly listed with Chief Officer G. P. Stronach 
and Second Engineer Officer H. Hotham): 

'Ewart Alfred Gardner, Boatswain, Ocean Voyager. 

During a heavy attack by enemy aircraft on a harbour the vessel was hit and set on fire. The ship had a large cargo of ammunition and 
petrol and was exploding all the time, and although every effort was made to extinguish the fire she had to be abandoned. The master 
was killed by the explosion and Chief Officer Stronach took charge of operations. He had been rendered unconscious but recovered 
almost immediately and went forward to search for survivors. Several of the crew were sheltering in an alleyway, and in spite of 
exploding ammunition he led them to a boat alongside which carried them to safety. He then lowered another boat and brought 
alongside the vessel in case other survivors were found. The fire was now raging furiously, but Mr Stronach made his way to the 
officers' accommodation amidships, and holding a hose over his head he kept himself wet for protection against the heat and flames. 
With considerable difficulty he entered the collapsed accommodation, and, finding one of the officers badly burned and unconscious, 
Mr Stronach got him clear and along the deck to the lowered boat. Returning amidships he discovered another officer who was trapped 
and removed the debris from him. He dragged him through the port-hole and along the deck, where he tied a rope around his waist 
and lowered him into the boat. The situation was now becoming perilous and Mr Stronach ordered a man to take the boat to safety. He 
again returned to the accommodation, where he saw a badly injured officer. Pulling this man along the deck to the side of the ship, he 
got a rope around him and lowered him to a raft which he had called back to the ship. Once more the chief officer searched for 
survivors, and on going aft he found a greaser lying unconscious in the scuppers and dragged him to the ship's side. As there was no 
boat or raft alongside, he put a lifebelt around the man and threw him overboard. Having made sure there were no more survivors Mr 
Stronach jumped overboard and swam to a raft, which then returned to rescue the greaser. Chief Officer Stronach remained on the 
burning ship searching for survivors for an hour and twenty minutes, although he knew that the ship might blow up at any minute. He 
saved a number of the crew by his leadership in inducing them to get away, and the three officers and the greaser owed their lives to 
his conspicuously brave efforts, performed without regard to his own safety. When the ship was set on fire, Second Engineer Hotham 
remained alone in the engine-room and endeavoured to obtain more pressure on the pumps, but as the service pipes were fractured 
efforts to extinguish the fire had to be abandoned. After helping to get two of the injured officers into the boat, he went back to the 
engine-room and endeavoured to get more pressure on the pumps. He did not leave until the engine-room bulkheads became white- 
hot. He showed high courage and devotion to duty throughout. Although the vessel was burning furiously, and he knew that she might 
blow up, Boatswain Gardner stayed at his fire station in an endeavour to obtain an adequate supply of water. When he received orders 
to abandon ship he took charge of a boat and got away a number of the crew. His courage and devotion to duty were outstanding'. 


The S.S. Ocean Voyager, a British cargo vessel of 7,174 tons, was bombed by enemy aircraft in Tripoli Harbour on 19 March 1943. 
With a cargo of ammunition and petrol the vessel caught fire and was wracked with explosions. Her captain and five others were killed 
in the attack. The wrecked vessel sank on the following day. For their gallant services that day, Chief Officer Stronach was awarded the 
George Cross (see DNW lot 1, May 201 7); Second Engineer Hotham, the George Medal, and Boatswain Gardner, the B.E.M. 

Stronach gave a detailed interview shortly after his G.C. winning exploits to the editor of the popular wartime newspaper, Parade , 
which was published in their 26 June 1943 issue. This contemporary account written shortly after the event makes compelling reading, 
the only notable difference between this and the official citation for his G.C. being that the Greaser whose life he is credited as saving 
in the citation for his G.C. in fact later died of his wounds. The following is a transcription of this interview, in which Gardner is 
mentioned by rank several times: 
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S.S. Ocean Voyager - Inferno Afloat 

'When I met the Chief Officer [Stronach] of the bombed ship, he was still suffering from the shock of his experience. He hadn't been 
able to get much in the way of restful sleep for the past few days; the Second Engineer who shared his temporary quarters told me that 
he often heard him shouting in his sleep during those first nights ashore. And the shouts were of orders - his brain was reviewing events 
which led to the sinking of his ship, almost as though he were seated in a crazy cinema palace, with an endless film showing on the 
screen. A quiet young fellow, with a wife in Glasgow, he was given to reticence. When, finally, he decided to unburden himself, it was 
with the anticipated condition : "no names - the others wouldn't care for names to appear." 

"I was sitting on the settee waiting for the seven o'clock news" he told me, as he began his story. "I heard the shore barrage open up ... I 
think they must have fired about a couple of shots when I rushed out from my cabin and up the Captain's inside stairway with the 
intention of going on the top Bridge to ring the alarm bells. For some reason - I don't quite know why - I went out of the lower Bridge 
door, to reach the top by the outside route. Just as I closed the door behind me, the first bomb hit number two hatch, and it must have 
been just about a second later when there were two direct hits through the Bridge. I don't quite know what happened then. I was 
thrown about 30 feet right out into the starboard scuppers. It was a few seconds before I realised that I was still alive. My left trouser leg 
had been torn off. My left eye, and the whole of my left side, seemed affected by the shock. 

When I got to my feet, number two hold and the Bridge accommodation were infernos. My idea was still to get up on the Bridge and 
ring those alarm bells. I tried to climb the ladder, but found the steps had been blown in. I then went down on to the main deck, and 
met the bosun [Gardner]. I sent him to get full force on the fire hoses, and ran to number two hatch, dragged the nozzle of the fire hose 
to the mouth of the hatch, turned on the water. It was then I discovered there was no water coming, on account of a fractured pipe: the 
deck service supply had been broken by the explosion. All this time, the bulk of the crew were aft. I discovered later that number five 
hatch and the crew's accommodation were also on fire. Maybe they were dazed, and unable to decide what was happening amidships. 
I don't know; everything was happening so quickly, there was little time to check up. 

The net result, though, was that the bosun and I seemed to be isolated amidships, and then there was nothing for it but to try and do 
what best we could by ourselves. I went to a hose coupled further aft, which was nearer the water supply - I knew I'd get water there. I 
dragged that hose into the accommodation, and played it around for a few minutes. Then the ammunition in number two hold started 
to explode. I fixed the hose as best I could and ran aft to the crew to tell them to abandon ship. Only then, I discovered that the deck 
service supply also was broken at number five hatch, which was well ablaze. I ordered the crew to take to the boats. They went into 
the starboard lifeboat, which was lying alongside number four hold - luckily it was the motor launch which had previously been used 
to run the Captain ashore. 

All this time, the bosun was below, trying to get more water on the hoses. I went up to the boat deck to start lowering the port lifeboat. 
There was nobody available to help, so I started winding out the boat one end at a time. We were fitted with patent "Welin Quadrant" 
davits [apparatus for lowering boats], otherwise it would have been impossible. I started lowering the boat in the falls, when one Able 
Seaman and a fireman came up and helped lower. As soon as the boat reached the water, I told these two men to get in and stand by 
alongside. In the meantime, a young D.E.M.S. gunner started shooting away with the port Oerlikon gun on a platform amidships by the 
port lifeboat. 

While the lifeboat was waiting, I went amidships to look for survivors. It was useless to try saving the ship - I used the hoses to play on 
the sides of the alleyways as I searched. Just as I had dragged a hose into the officers 1 port alleyway, the bosun came back. I sent him to 
take charge of the starboard lifeboat. I found the Second Officer just inside by the bathroom door - naked, badly burned, stupid with 
the shock. I pulled him out - his face was covered with blood - and ordered him to make for the starboard lifeboat. 

I then worked in through the port alleyway, spraying my hose on the burning accommodation. There was no one in the Third Officer's 
cabin. I got as far as the Second Officer's door when I discovered all the amidships bulkheads had concertinaed and had blocked the 
alleyways. Unable to get farther, I had to come out a couple of times for breath - burning paint and cordite. I heard someone groaning 
in the Second Officer's cabin. All lights were out, but by the glare of the fire I could see two legs sticking through the porthole. I 
dropped the hose there and ran outside, and found the Chief Engineer hanging head down outside. 

Trapped, Wounded 

When the deckhead had collapsed it had brought the dead-light down and trapped his legs just when he was trying to get out. He was 
conscious - head badly cut - and he told me to go careful as he thought his legs were broken. I couldn't drag him through the port, so I 
levered him through, pushing the deadlight up as best I could. Once I had got him clear, I couldn't hold him; he was too heavy. So had 
to let him drop as best I could on to the deck. Then I caught hold of his two hands and dragged him along the deck. He was screaming 
with the agony, but there was no other way. 

The D.E.M.S. gunner saw me dragging the Chief, and came down to help me. I doubt whether I could have done the job alone. Then 
the Second Engineer, who had been down in the engine room all this time, came up. He gave us a hand to lower the Chief over the 
side. We made a rope fast under the Chief's armpits, and lowered him into the lifeboat, sending the seaman-gunner down too. It takes a 
long time to tell, but it didn't take long to happen. As far as we knew then, the Second Engineer and myself were the only two men left 
alive aboard the ship. We went back to the Bridge accommodation to see if we could rescue anyone else from the wreckage. I didn't 
tell you at the time, but, just after I had sent the Second Officer away to the lifeboat, I half slipped - and found the Captain lying on the 
deck, half his head smashed and minus both legs. He was far beyond help. 

German Plane Down 

We tried the port alleyway twice, but it was hopeless - we couldn't get in. Then we tried to get in through the pantry, but again it was 
hopeless. I asked the Second Engineer if he could get down below again, and get more force on the hose. While he was below I heard 
groaning from the starboard side, and found the Third Radio Officer lying there with his legs smashed up and severe head injuries. I 
had a look first to see if the port lifeboat was still alongside; but the burning wreckage of a German plane which had crashed near the 
ship had forced them to pull off. I dragged Sparks along the starboard alleyway, and got a rope under his armpits. Then the Second 
Engineer reappeared, and we both lowered Sparks over the side. No boats were left but there was a raft about 100 feet from the ship, 
with two firemen aboard. We hailed them. They came alongside and we lowered Sparks on to the raft. 

We decided to have one last look round the ship. It was then we found an old Irish greaser lying in the scuppers, unconscious. By then 
the raft had drifted away from the ship, so we secured a lifebelt on the old man, took off his boots and trousers (why the trousers, I don't 
quite know, but we had it in our heads at the time that this might help) and threw him overboard. It was his only chance of getting 
away. Then the Second Engineer went down the ladder, and waited while I swam out to the raft, to tow it alongside. I found we'd lost 
the paddle, so I boarded a lighter into which we'd been loading bombs and picked up a couple of pieces of wood which we used as 
makeshift paddles. 

Having got the Second Engineer aboard, we just drifted round until we were picked up by a naval motor-launch. The old Irishman was 
dead by the time we got him to hospital. He was a man of 56, and the shock probably did it. I was asked, later, why we had thrown 
him overboard, instead of lowering him. But, remember, by this time the ammunition in number one and two holds was exploding; 
there were bombs in number three; the flames were now at a terrific height. We expected her to go up at any minute. The ship was an 
inferno - fire, fore and aft. There was no time for formalities.''

On other occasions when near misses appeared to have damaged the boats, CpI Smith went out 
and inspected the bridge, while it was still a target for the enemy artillery. CpI Smith displayed high qualities of leadership and example 
and was an inspiration to the men of his maintenance party.'

Promoted to Corporal in April 1809, he was reduced to Private in July 1810, and promoted back to Corporal 
again in January 1815. He was promoted to Sergeant in May 1819, to Sergeant Major in May 1825, and to Quarter Master Sergeant in 
October 1827. He served abroad Tour years in the East Indies (or from 9th September 1828), in Gibraltar ten years, in Spain and 
Portugal one year, the remainder at home.' He was discharged at his own request at Meerut on 31 October 1832, at which time his 
conduct was described as being 'that of a good and efficient soldier, seldom in Hospital, trust worthy and sober/ 

He was struck off the regiment's strength in January 1 833 and from Meerut travelled to Calcutta, joining the Invalid detachment sailing 
home, arriving in April 1833.

Richard Wells was born in the Parish of St Nicholas, Nottingham, and enlisted into the 2/59th Foot at Rye, Sussex, on 4 April 1809, 
aged 27, a frame knitter by trade and a volunteer from the Nottingham Militia. He enlisted directly in the rank of Sergeant and served 
'at Walcheren, at the battle of Vittoria 21 June 1813, storming of St Sebastian 31 August 1813, battles of Bidafsoa, Nivelle, Nive, 
Bayonne, Waterloo 18 June 1815, Cambray 24 June & surrender of Paris 6 July 1815'. Wells had been promoted to Colour-Sergeant in 
March 1815 and was, most fortunately for him, transferred to the 1 st Battalion in January 1816. On 30 January 181 6 the transport ship 
Seahorse , carrying the 2/59th to Cork was wrecked in Tranmore Bay with the loss of 12 officers and 264 men. In June 1823 he was 
appointed Acting Sergeant-Major to the Provisional Battalion at Fort Cumberland until 26 August 1825, when he became Acting 
Sergeant-Major at Chatham. On 24 September 1826 he transferred into the Newfoundland Veterans Companies and was appointed 
Acting Sergeant-Major, 25 December, of the Invalid Depot at Fort Pitt, Chatham. 

He was discharged on 9 May 1838, aged 56, with a total pensionable service of 31 years, 1 7 years 1 74 days as a Sergeant and 11 years 
204 days as Sergeant-Major. The cause of his discharge was in consequence of 'advanced age, rheumatism, want of activity and being 
subject to attacks of gout'. He received the L.S. & G.C. medal shortly afterwards and took up residence in Ordnance Place, Chatham, 
as an out-pensioner of Chelsea Hospital. On 15 November 1840, he was certified as being unable to leave his bed due to rheumatism 
and was to be visited to receive his pension. Sergeant-Major Richard Wells died on 1 December 1840.

All three of the above actions were granted as Regimental Honours to the Sirmoor Rifles. 

The Sirmoor Battalion was raised in Nepaul in 1815. At the battle of Aliwal the regimental colours were broken by canon fire and the 
Sikhs captured the standard, when a small section of Gurkhas under a Havildar cut their way through the massed ranks of the enemy 
and re-gained it. Four men of the regiment won the Order of Merit for gallantry at Aliwal, and one for gallantry at Sobraon. 

During the Mutiny, on 14 May 1857 the Sirmoor Rifles were ordered to march to Meerut to aid the Europeans. In less than four hours 
after receipt of the order, the regiment was on the move without tents or anything more than they carried on their backs. On 21 May 
they were the first regiment in the field, British or Native, to pull a trigger against the mutineers, when they executed thirteen villagers 
who had been sentenced to death. 

At Delhi they held Hindoo Rao's House, were never relieved, and were under fire constantly day and night for almost three months 
until the house 'was riddled through with shot and shell'. During this time they repulsed 26 separate attacks from the city and lost 327 
killed and wounded out of a total of 490 all ranks. 

The impression they made on the British can be summed up by the remarks of Captain Griffiths of the 61st Foot: 'In battle they seem in 
their proper element, fierce and courageous, shrinking from no danger. As soldiers, they are second to none, amenable to discipline 
and docile, but very tigers when roused. They fight with unflinching spirit, during the Mutiny no assault, however strong and 
determined, made any impression on the men.' 

21 men of the regiment won the Order of Merit for gallantry at Delhi and the regiment was further honoured by the presentation to it of 
the Queen's Truncheon, which is accorded the honours due to a Queen's Colour. In 1861 the Sirmoor Rifles became the 2nd Goorkha 
Regiment.

John Theodore Ling was commissioned Ensign in April 1846, and advanced to Lieutenant in April of the following year. He served with 
the 14th Light Dragoons during the Punjab Campaign 1848-49, and charged with the Regiment at Ramnagur. He was present at the 
battles of Chillianwala and Goojerat, the crossing of the Chenab, the Jhelum, and the Indus, the surrender of the Sikh Army at Rawul 
Pindee, and the pursuit of the Afghans to Peshawar. 


The Charge at Ramnagur 

By mid October 1848, the Sikh leader, Shere Singh, had effected a junction with other rebels from Bannu and elsewhere, and had 
concentrated his forces at Ramnagar on the south side of the River Chenab, fifty-five miles northwest of Lahore. In response, the Army 
of the Punjab under Hugh Gough, was in full march from Ferozepore, and at its the advance Shere Singh started to pull his forces back 
to the north side of the Chenab. On 21 November, Gough sent one of his two cavalry brigades, comprising the 3rd and 14th Light 
Dragoons and the 5th and 8th Bengal Light Cavalry, forward to make a reconnaissance in force and discover if there was a chance of 
cutting off any substantial body of the enemy left on the south bank. The Chenab at Ramnagar was very wide but mainly dry with a 
sandy and treacherous bottom, the actual channel being quite narrow. At one point in the river bed there was a patch of greenery 
which formed a sort of island held by approximately 3,000 Sikhs and a six gun battery. Both banks were high and the ground leading to 
the south bank was intersected by a number of dry nullahs occupied by Sikh sharpshooters. The Sikhs had massed their artillery on the 
north bank with only the muzzles showing. 

Contact with the enemy was made early on the morning of the 22nd. The 3rd Light Dragoons were ordered to charge a body of Sikh 
horse which had crossed the river, and succeeded in driving them back. The charge brought the leading British troops within range of 
the Sikh guns, causing the 3rd L.D. to retire, but during this manoeuvre one gun and two limbers belonging to the supporting Horse 
Artillery became stuck in the river bed and had to be abandoned in the face of a heavy fire. 

Jubilant, the Sikhs began swarming across the river to take possession of these trophies. Gough, who had come up with the intention of 
returning to his camp for breakfast, was alarmed to find the reconnaissance turning into a cavalry action. After hearing of the loss of the 
gun he rode forward to locate Brigadier Cureton, the colourful commander of the reconnaissance. Gough found Cureton at the front of 
the 14th Light Dragoons and having just given Ling's Commanding Officer, Colonel Will Havelock, orders to charge a large body of 
Ghorchurras (elite Sikh irregular cavalry) which had crossed the river on the British right. This the 14th successfully did, but 
unfortunately Havelock, an impetuous officer who found total release in battle, then saw another body of Sikhs and decided to charge 
them also. Seeing Havelock forming his men for a second charge, Cureton, realising the suicidal nature of the attack, galloped forward 
to stop them. He was however shot and killed by a Sikh concealed in a nullah before he could reach Havelock. 

Gough looked on in fascinated horror, and sent another officer, Major Tucker, to arrest the progress of the 14th Light Dragoons. But 
Havelock was too far ahead. The regiment plunged over the steep river bank and into the teeth of the enemy's artillery fire from the 
green island and the north bank. The Sikhs stood firm on the island and a bloody hand to hand contest ensued. Havelock's grey went 
down; a knot of nine troopers instantly closed around him; his body and theirs, were found together after the battle. In carrying out 
their self imposed task the 14th lost two officers, one sergeant and thirteen other ranks, and thirty-seven horses killed; five officers, four 
sergeants, eighteen other ranks and fifteen horses wounded. 

Ling was promoted Captain in October 1855, and served with the rank of Major as Commandant of the 7th Regiment of Albanian 
Cavalry towards to the close of the Eastern campaign of 1855-56 (Order of the Medjidieh Fourth Class, not entitled to Crimea Medal).

1868. He served overseas in the East Indies for 13 years 8 months, and at Malta for 4 years 7 months. He was discharged to pension at 
Halifax, Yorkshire, on 13 June 1871, and then served at Burnley in the 5th Lancashire Militia. He was awarded the M.S.M. with annuity 
of £10 on 21 May 1890 [exchanged for his L.S. & G.C. which he had been awarded with a £5 gratuity prior to his discharge]. Sergeant- 
Major McCleave died on 29 October 1893.

John Pelling Pigott was commissioned Ensign in the 32nd Foot by purchase on 15 February 1839 and was advanced by purchase to the 
ranks of Lieutenant on 28 January 1842, and Captain on 19 December 1845. He served with the regiment during the Second Sikh War, 
and was present at the 1st and 2nd sieges of Mooltan, including the attack on the suburbs on 27 December 1848; the storm and 
capture of the city; and the surrender of the fortress. He was also present at the surrender of the fort and garrison at Cheniote, and at the 
battle of Goojerat. Appointed to the Staff in April 1851, and placed on half-pay in August the same year, he subsequently served in the 
Crimea as one of the three officers of the Ambulance Corps, and for his services throughout the War received the Brevet of Major on 31 
March 1856. 

When the Crimea War broke out there were, famously, no organised Medical Services. To remedy this lack of provision, the 'Hospital 
Conveyance Corps' or 'Ambulance Corps' was created. The corps was recruited from military pensioners and other non-effectives. 
Their duties were to act as stretcher-bearers in the field, act as hospital orderlies, supply hospital transport, and supply medical staff 
with servants. The Corps proved an utter failure. Lack of training, the age and infirmity of the pensioners, coupled with their 
predilection for alcohol and lack of an adequate command structure doomed the Corps from the start. An entry in the diary of 
Lieutenant (later Major-General Sir) Howard Elphinstone, V.C., for 1854 reads: 'Noted the innovation of the presence of a newly raised 
Sanitat Corps for dealing with the wounded. Each division consisted of ten wagons, four being springless with eight seats hung on 
leather straps; four having springs to carry one severely wounded man each; and two store wagons for medicines. There were three 
divisions, and so thirty wagons in all for the whole Army.' 

The Ambulance Corps was soon replaced, in part by the Land Transport Corps, who transported the sick and wounded after they had 
been removed from the battlefield, and in 1855 by the Medical Staff Corps, who supplied hospital orderlies and support staff, and who 
were the forerunners to the Army Hospital Corps and Royal Army Medical Corps.

Posted to 
the 1st Bombay European Fusiliers, he quickly saw active service during the campaign in the Punjab, being present at the battles of 
Mooltan and Goojerat (Medal with two clasps). During the Indian Mutiny he was engaged in the suppression of the outbreak of the 
10th Light Cavalry at Ferozepore on 19 August 1857 (Medal). In May 1861 he volunteered for General Service and was transferred to 
the 103rd Foot, on the disbandment of the Bombay Fusiliers. He was granted the L.S. & G.C. medal, without gratuity, on 26 December 
1866, and was discharged on 18 February 1868, after 22 years 152 days service, his conduct being described as 'exemplary'. Sold with 
copied discharge papers and medal roll entries.

He was born 
in the Parish of St James's, Kilkenny, and was aged 22 years 2 months when he attested, a painter and glazier by trade. He was 
promoted to 2nd Corporal in April 1846; Corporal, April 1847; Sergeant, December 1849; Colour-Sergeant, November 1856. He 
served abroad at Halifax, Nova Scotia, and at Bermuda, 8 years 5 months; in the Crimea, 1 year 4 months; and at Malta, 5 years 2 
months, being discharged at Devonport on 26 December 1862, three days after he received the L.S. & G.C. medal and gratuity of £15. 
His intended place of residence was stated to be Headquarters 2nd West York Engineer Volunteers, Leeds, Yorkshire. 

Montgomery is mentioned in Connolly's Flistory of the Royal Sappers and Miners for his services at Sebastopol, 20 April to 15 May, 
1855: 

'The sapper carpenters repaired the various platforms in the 21-gun battery and the roof of the right magazine of No. 9 battery, which, 
struck by a shell, was much shaken. Alexander Montgomery, the sergeant in executive charge of the sappers on the right - who had 
served in many a fight as a military adventurer in maintaining the royal cause both of Portugal and Spain against insurgents ranked on 
the side of powerful pretenders - was commended by Major-General Jones for his zealous conduct and intelligent assistance to his 
officers.'

James McNeil (also listed as 'McNeill') was born in Leigh, Lancashire, and attested for the 4th Light Dragoons at Westminster, in 
February 1852. He served with the Regiment in the Crimea, and is entitled to all four clasps. His name does not appear on the latest 
reconstructed list of "Chargers", however, most members of the Light Brigade entitled to the Balaklava clasp, in the absence of any 
evidence or status details to the contrary, took part in the Charge, and their absence from one of more reconstructions does not 
preclude them from having taken part in the Charge of the Light Brigade. 

Lummis and Wynn record the following in relation to McNeil, 'a medal with Alma clasp only was sold at Sotheby's on 9th February 
1886 and was formerly in the Whitaker Collection.' McNeil's obituary which appeared in The Leigh Chronicle of January 1876 gives 
the following: 

'On Friday, the 14th inst., James McNeil died at his residence, Doctor's Nook, Leigh, aged 45, from consumption. The deceased's 
father will be recollected as having been a large grocer in the town, formerly keeping a shop in Bradshawgate. The deceased was 
apprenticed to Messrs. Benyon and Robinson, grocers, Manchester, but the business was hardly to his taste, and, under the influence of 
a desire to see something of life, he went to London, where he enlisted in the 4th Light Dragoons... and was sent with his regiment to 
the Crimea, where war had just broken out. He was present at the famous Battle of Balaclava, and was one of the "Six Hundred" who 
rode "into the jaws of death" on the terrible 25th of October. During the charge he was wounded by a Russian huzzar. Whilst attacked 
by two of them, and defending himself on one side, he received a sabre slash across the face, which divided his nose. He, however, 
succeeded in severing the bridle of one of his adversaries, which left his opponent entirely at his mercy. He was then wounded in the 
leg, and subsequently taken prisoner by the Russians. He was, however, only kept in durance a short time till an exchange was 
effected, when he regained his liberty. The deceased had received a good education, and served in the capacities of corporal and 
sergeant. He was never contented for any length of time to lead a life of inactivity, and after the termination of the Russian War he 
again entered the army, where he remained till he received his discharge and pension three years ago.' 

McNeil is not recorded on the latest published casualty roll. He transferred to the 16th Lancers in June 1865, and was discharged 15 
August 1873, having served 21 years and 77 days. McNeil died in January 1876.

Edmund Stephen Hill was born in Welton, Northamptonshire on 24 February 
1851. He was commissioned a Lieutenant in the Royal Engineers on 15 
December 1871 and promoted to Captain in December 1883 and to Major in 
June 1890. He retired with a pension on 16 March 1892. He served in India and 
Burma, October 1874-March 1892. Served in the Jowaki campaign 1877-78, 
with the Bengal Sappers & Miners under the command of Brigadier-General Ross. 
Then, commanding the 5th Company Bengal Sappers & Miners, he served in the 
Afghanistan War 1878-79 - being part of General Biddulph's division of the 
Quetta Field Force and was employed in engineering work along the Khojak and 
Gwaja Passes. Served in the second phase of the war in 1880, as Assistant Field 
Engineer, Khyber Line Force under Sir R. O. Bright, and was present in the 
operations around Kabul. Then served in the Chin-Lushai Expedition 1889-90, 
with the Burma Column under Brigadier-General W. J. Symons - where he was in 
command of the Burma Company Queen's Own Sappers & Miners. He also took 
part in the Poukhan Expedition 1889 under Brigadier-General Wolseley. For his 
services in the Afghan War and later expeditions he was four times mentioned in 
despatches. He died in Start Hill, Bishop's Stortford on 7 April 1933. 

There is reason to believe that Major Hill wore his I.G.S. Medal with just the one clasp, 'Jowaki 1877-8' - this medal together with the 
Afghanistan Medal with one clasp being acquired in that state in the fairly recent past. His papers clearly state his entitlement to the 
clasps, 'Burma 1887-9' and 'Chin-Lushai 1889-90' and further state his participation in the Poukhan Expedition 1889 which would 
entitle him to the clasp, 'Burma 1889-92'.

William Flail Mackintosh Stewart was born on 2 November 1858, the son of Lieutenant-Colonel John Stewart, late Madras Army, of 
Tunbridge Wells. He was educated at Cheltenham College between October 1869 and July 1875, and then attended the Royal Military 
Academy, Sandhurst. He was commissioned into the 35th (Royal Sussex) Regiment in 1878 and transferred to the Bengal Army in 
1881. He was promoted to Lieutenant in 1881, to Captain in 1889, and to Major in 1898. In 1890 he was confirmed as a Political 
Agent. In 1891 Stewart was appointed to serve as Assistant Political Agent with the Hunza-Nagar Field Force. The government of India 
was desirous of bringing these two small states under its control, firstly because of continued Russian interference in the area, and 
secondly because of the habitual raiding of Central Asian trading caravans by its inhabitants. Hostilities began when the rulers of 
Hunza-Nagar rejected an ultimatum permitting the construction of roads through their territories. 

The Field Force appointed to invade Hunza-Nagar consisted of 12 British officers and 1,131 native officers, N.C.O's and men, the 
majority from the State Forces of Kashmir. Stewart was appointed 'galloper' to the force commander, Lieutenant-Colonel A. G. Durand. 
There were another six British officers and a Kashmiri general on the Staff, and a correspondent from The Times , Mr E. F. Knight, whose 
account of the campaign, Where Three Empires Meet was published in 1897. The force crossed the Hunza river and entered Nagar 
territory on 1 December 1891, and, the next day advanced nine miles to Nilt where a fort blocked their further progress. A party of the 
5th Gurkha Rifles, under Captain F. J. Aylmer, and a few Bengal sappers advanced to the fort and succeeded in blowing in the gate 
with explosives, whereupon the Gurkhas stormed the breach and held the gates against great odds until reinforcements arrived. Captain 
Aylmer and Lieutenant G. H. Boisragen, 5th Gurkhas, both received the Victoria Cross for this action. Durand was wounded and had to 
temporarily relinquish his command. 

The enemy still held the opposite side of the Nilt ravine, which rose to a great height and strongly defended positions. No advance was 
possible until these obstacles could be overcome. For 17 days the force remained stationary while nightly reconnaissances took place 
in an attempt to find a suitable path to scale the heights. During this time Stewart commanded a detachment of Moslems from the 20th 
Punjab Infantry, and also supervised the transport services. 

Finally, a route to the enemy's strong-point above the ravine was discovered by Sepoy Nagdu of the 2nd Kashmir Rifles. On the night of 
19/20 December Lieutenant John Manners Smith led a party of 100 men of the 2nd Kashmir Infantry, half of whom were Gurkhas, the 
other half Dogras, all hill-men accustomed to clambering over difficult obstacles, to the bottom of the ravine and, early the next 
morning, succeeded in a perilous climb of over 1200 feet, the last portion under heavy fire. The ensuing assault on the enemy positions 
was completely successful and resulted in the award of the V.C. for Manners Smith, the third and final V.C. for this campaign. Once the 
British force crossed the Nilt ravine, resistance collapsed and the British force occupied Hunza on 22 December. 

On the conclusion of the campaign Stewart remained in Hunza-Nagar as the senior British representative, reporting to Surgeon-Major 
Robertson at Gilgit. Robertson gave Stewart a number of instructions, including one to consider himself the protector of the Hunza- 
Nagar people. On 20 January 1892 Lieutenant-Colonel Durand wrote a confidential despatch to the Resident at Kashmir: "Captain 
Stewart is in political charge of both countries , and a garrison of 280 men is left to preserve order. I wish to say that both Mr Robertson 
and I are extremely pleased with the manner in which Captain Stewart has entered into the spirit of his instructions , and carried them 
out up to the present." 

Stewart was also mentioned in Durand's despatch of 27 January 1892: "Captain Stewart , Political Officer; acted as my galloper , and 
after I was wounded was employed in superintending the forwarding of supplies from Gilgitwhich important work was executed most 
satisfactorily.' 

There are several references to Stewart in the reminiscences of Cosmo Stewart (later Brigadier-General) who was then commanding No. 
1 Kashmir Battery of the mountain artillery. He recalled, "I had gone into Headquarters at Gilgit to celebrate Christmas 1894 with my 
good friend and clansman, Captain W. H. Stewart, Assistant British Agent, and known to his friends as 'Curly' from the nature of his 
hair, and, as usual, one of my first questions to him had been whether there was any chance of trouble anywhere. With an amused 
smile he had returned me the usual disappointing answer..." 

Over the following weeks a crisis developed in Chitral over the succession to the Mehtar. Surgeon-Major Robertson was sent there to 
represent British interests and Cosmo Stewart was with his namesake at Gilgit when he received a copy of an ultimatum which 
Robertson had sent to the Pathan leader Umra Khan. "I well remember 'Curly' Stewart's comments as he read it! We were both full of 
admiration for Major Robertson's boldness and resolution." 

Robertson and his escort were besieged in the fort at Chitral and control of relations with the various states of the Hindu Kush then 
devolved on Stewart. Not only did he keep the various peoples of the area quiet and orderly, but he was even able to enlist levies who 
were of material assistance in the relief of Chitral. 

Stewart later served as Political Agent in two of the princely states of India, Bhopawar and Malva. In 1900 he was appointed to the 
court of Sirdar Ayub Khan, the former Emir of Afghanistan, who had been deposed after defeating British forces at the battle of 
Maiwand. After a period of exile in Persia he surrendered to the British and lived as a pensioner in India. In October 1901 Stewart 
returned to Gilgit as Political Agent. His next appointment was to Kerman, in south-east Persia, in 1905, and his final posting was to 
Bikanir, in Rajasthan, in 1906. He died on 24 August 1908, shortly after his retirement.

The Disaster of the Battle of Isandhlwana 22/1/79 Zulu War 1879 as told by Captain Walter H. Stafford a survivor of the Disaster 
and who was Captain of the 1st Battn. 1st Reg. of Natal Native Contingent. - January 1938. 

I will be 80 years of age in a few months and one of the very few European Survivors of the Isandhlwana Disaster during the Zulu War 
1879. 

In response to many requests I am writing the account of my personal experience in the Zulu War 1879 and referring to events prior to 
the battle of Isandhlwana and the terrible Disaster which befell the British forces on the 22nd January in that year. I do not remember 
reading an account by a survivor and it is for that reason that I [am] acceding to the requests to tell of what happened when I was a lad 
of twenty years. My decision was not taken for the sake of bravado and the boyish adventures have seldom been related by me. 

The whole of my life has been an outdoor one and I have by force of circumstances been compelled to practically live on the saddle as 
far back as I can remember and had the hard farm life experienced by the sons [of] those settlers who arrived at Port Natal in 1850 by 
the Minerva not been my lot I would not have been here to tell the tale. 

Now the story - 

Everything seems to come back to me and the account is truthful and without exaggeration. 

In July 1878 the Powerful Zulu Chief Cetywayo entered British Territory in Natal and carried off two Native women, British Subjects, 
and put them to death. The usual explanation was demanded and the truculent attitude of the Zulu Chief caused Sir Bartle Frere to 
issue instructions to Lt. General Lord Chelmsford to prepare for an emergency. 

The Zulu Chief had long been itching to drive the white man into the Sea and spirit of Tahaka, the mightiest of all the Kings who had 
conquered and tramped on every black nation within hundreds of miles, still prevailed with the Zulu Impis. 

The long looked for opportunity had arrived and Cetywayo's great army was in that state of preparation that only a general under 
Tahaka and Cetywayo could make it. 

The Council of war was summoned and it was decided there and then and once and for all, to Bulala Abatakti (to kill the devils). That 
the position was grave there is not the slightest doubt. Natal was in imminent danger of being over run and there was nothing to stop 
the black horde except a handful of white troops. 

Lord Chelmsford was instructed to stem the mighty armies which were thirsting for the blood of the hated white man. Mounted 
Volunteer corps were formed and also native Contingents with white officers and N.C. officers. 

About this time I was engaged in transport riding between Durban and Maritzburg and during a visit to some friends of the late Captain 
Adjutant G. Shepstone got acquainted with this gentleman. He offered me Fifteen shillings per day and after the War a farm in 
Zululand. 

I was eventually organised at the old Drill hall in Maritzburg and as a Lieutenant and placed under the Command of the late Captain 
Pailley. A few days later my friend and companion to be Harry Davis arrived in Maritzburg and also became enrolled in the Natal 
Native Contingent. Fort Napier was the scene of great activity and we turned out every morning for a course of drill instruction. It was 
decided that Krantzkop was to be the Head Quarters to which place the Magistrate would send the enrolled natives to be formed into 
Companies and Contingents. On the 24th December 1878 we left Maritzburg on trek. It was a Tango outfit. The oxen were mostly from 
the Free State improperly trained and the drivers and voorloopers all inexperienced so the difficulty of getting the column along with 
the loaded wagons well can be imagined by those who have had experience of ox Wagon Transport. The late Captain Montgomery 
from Mid-lllovo was Commandant in Charge and he was only too glad of my experience in ox transport and therefore placed the 
transport into my charge. 

When we arrived at Krantzkop the oxen from the Free State which were unacclimatised commenced to die like flies from Red-Water 
and by the time the Natal Native Contingent had its full Compliment of men there was very little left of the oxen. Drilling was indulged 
in daily which was to me always an amusing performance. 

The monotony of camp life was relieved for a few days as I was ordered to Greytown to buy up salted oxen for the Government but my 
visit there was short lived as I was recalled to head quarters and on my arrival was congratulated by Captain Pailly. "What, on buying 
oxen?" I said. He then acquainted me with the fact the previous night orders contained my promotion to the rank of Captain. After 
receiving the Commandant's congratulations, he informed me I was to be placed in charge of the Amangwana tribe some 150 strong 
and that a flying column of seven such companies had to enter Zululand and that my company was also to accompany this Column. 

The following morning we were once more on the move and joined Colonel Durnford's column at Burring Hotel about nine miles from 
Greytown. As far as I can recollect the following officers, whose names recall many old Natal and East-Griqualand families, were in 
charge of different native companies - Charlie Raw, Wyalt Vouse (?), Nourse, Barton, Harry Davis, Henderson and myself. Joe Lister 
and Wallace Erskine were amongst the Lieutenants and Andrews and some N.C. Officers. 
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On a Sunday evening the column halted at Helpmakaar and the following morning saw us camped in enemy territory on a flat across 
the river. There was no Laager and I felt at the time that the little column could be wiped out of existence unless some provisions could 
be made for defence. That evening was the Eve preceding the terrible tragedy of Isandhlwana which was to be enacted next day. 

It comes back again to my memory I was ordered to place a picket and after having done so was summoned to the Colonel's tent, 
Colonels Durnford and Shepstone and "Tom" the Colonel's Cook were present. I was also surprised to see Wally Erskine who was on 
Picket duty in the tent also. 

Colonel Durnford informed me that the native picket in Erskine's charge had refused to remain at their post, although this news was 
disagreeable it was not altogether a surprise to one who had been brought up amongst the Natal natives. The names Tahaka and 
Cetywayo were terrifying to these poor devils, for as far as they could remember the native abafazi (woman) had used those names to 
frighten the children when they became unruly and they had never been allowed to forget the mighty deeds performed by the Zulu 
armies. I might mention that the Amangwana regiment of which I was in charge were Chief Nowadis men and were drawn from the 
district of Little Tugela. 

Harry Davis was in charge of Jantjies Hlubis. It has always been my opinion that the formation of the native Contingents as a fighting 
unit was a force. The terror of Zulu Impis held them spell bound and to their minds the Zulu army was invincible. After placing 
Lieutenant Andrews in charge of a fresh picket the rest of the evening was spent over a game of cards. The popular games in those 
days were 'Twenty-five' and 'All -four'. A chap by name Lieutenant Black who had not been long out in this Country was the loser and 
I remember that officer staking his farm in Zululand against his opponents prospective piece of ground. I jokingly told him that the only 
plot of ground he would ever get in Zululand [was] one measuring seven foot by four feet. There is many a true word said in jest, and 
sad to relate the poor fellow fell from a Zulu Assegai about thirteen hours later at the Massacre of Isandhlwana. 

We had not long turned in when orders were received to break up camp owing to a despatch come through with Lieutenant Cochrane 
to the effect that the column was to move up to Isandhlwana. At daybreak the whole column was well under way and it must have 
been between 8.30 a.m. and 9 a.m. that we arrived at the fatal spot when, I understand the movements of large bodies of the enemy 
had already been reported by the scouts. The horses had been off-saddled and breakfast was hardly thought of when Captain Barton 
was Senior Captain was sent for by Colonel Durnford. Captain Barton could not be found at the moment, so I duly reported when 
Colonel Durnford instructed me to accompany him. Together we rode eastwards through the camp to where the artillery were Colonel 
Pul leine were posted (sic). 

Colonel Durnford and Captain Shepstone entered Pulleine's tent whilst I remained outside. 

From what I could hear an argument was taking place between Pulleine and Durnford as to who was the senior. Colonel Pulleine 
appeared to give way and I heard Colonel Durnford say "You had orders to draw in the camp." Alas there was no time for this now as 
the fighting had already commenced. It is understood that Lord Chelmsford who moved out of Isandhlwana the previous day, to attack 
Matyana and a Zulu force twelve or fourteen miles off, left explicit instructions for the Isandhlwana camp to be drawn in by Pulleine, 
who was in command until the arrival of Colonel Durnford. 

I can never understand to this day why this was not done. 

The advice to form laager in every camp, when campaigning against Zulu, had been told and retold to the British by the Boer advisers 
over and over again. It was the old, old mistake of under rating an enemy that had been made by the British before and also the fatal 
mistake at Isandhlwana. 

I am of the opinion and what I say was confirmed at Rorke's Drift, that had a laager been formed at Isandhlwana with the wagons, 
boulders, boxes etc., we could have withstood the Zulu armies at any rate until such time as reinforcements arrived. 

After leaving Pulleine's tent we rode back and Colonel Durnford gave orders that full ammunition was to be issued. It may here be 
mentioned that the native Contingent were armed with rifles to the extent of one to every ten men, that remainder carrying assegais and 
shields. 

The newly arrived troops were in action a very short time after their arrival in camp. Lieutenant Russell with his Rocket Battery, and 
who lost his like that day, was ordered to the extreme right and about 200 yards away. It is hard what position the other officers 
occupied but we were all in a line on the first ridge of Isandhlwana and by the time these dispositions had taken place there was a 
force of some 2,000 Zulu steadily advancing about 700 yards off. My first shot at 800 yards went over the enemy and I distinctly 
recollect the second shot with my sight at 700 yards to have got on the target. This is how I judged the distance of the enemy at the 
[time] I ran over to Barton and asked him to let Colonel Durnford know that a large force of the enemy was in front of us. He pulled out 
his pocket book, wrote down the message and sent it over by a native messenger. Barton then suggested that we close up our forces, 
which we did, and the firing now became general. 

The Zulu Impis continued their steady advance, splendidly their savages pressed forward and when within 300 yards the native 
Contingents began to waver and bolted. When we came within sight of the ravine separating the flat from the hill I found that our 
companies were the last to bolt, and that the whole of our forces had retired to this position and were still there when we arrived. 

The one exception being Lieutenant Roberts of Pinetown who had managed to get his men into a cattle Kraal on the ledge of the ridge. 
I heard subsequently that this officer and his men had been shelled by our Artillery and that Roberts met his death as a result of this 
blunder. 

Our Artillery fire was erratic owing to the fact that the guns had not been unlimbered and were on the carriages to which the horses 
were naturally excited and became unmanageable. The ammunition by this time was running very short. 

I rushed back to camp to get further supplies. This took time as in those days the ammunition boxes lids were screwed down with nine 
screws and unlike the present day box which is never easily opened. On returning to my post with the ammunition box, assisted by 
[one] of my Indunas whose name was "Intini" and who lost his life shortly after, I noticed that the whole of our force was retiring on to 
the camp in the face of the enemy, who were in crescent formation, the horns being thrown out well to the left and to the right. 

The first man to come up to me was Charlie Raw who said "Stafford where is your horse?" I replied that I had left it tied to the wagon. 
He said "You had better get hold of it as it is all up with us. There appeared to be no one in command. Colonel Durnford had been 
killed. The only orders that I heard given out at the camp were by a young Imperial officer of the 2nd 24th Regiment who was 
endeavouring to rally the remnants of his men and actually got them into some sort of formation. 

It is well known that in every camp there are a number of non-combatants, and men on the sick list, who are termed 'the sick, lame 
and lazy'. From what I saw afterwards these men quitted the camp when they realised the first danger and we passed many killed who 
could not possibly have taken part in the fighting. A great many of these unfortunate men were cut up by the encircling movement of 
the right horn which had now commenced to work round to our rear and cut off any retreat by the Main Road on the side of 
Isandhlwana. This was the road we travelled when entering the camp earlier in the day. 

The battle had now developed into hand to hand fighting and small parties of men were selling their lives dearly in the fearfully 
unequal contest brought about by blundering and incompetence. 

The silent advance of the Zulus had developed into a quick run, accompanied [by] exultant shouting and the camp was being fast 
surrounded. There was no hope of escape for the infantrymen, no quarter was expected and none given. It was now a case of every 
man for himself and a chance was offered the mounted men owing to a gap between two of the Zulu regiments neglecting to make a 
junction. 

When attempting to retreat by the road we were forced to verge to the left. It was one of those incredible short spaces in a man's life 
which live in his memory. Moments which fill a life time. Thanks to the noble animals we rode to which terror seemed to impart 
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strength and speed we fought our way through and then commenced a race for life over country consisting of dongas and stone, where 
one would hesitate to travel in ordinary circumstances. 

The fleet footed Zulu kept at our heels and a small distance gained was temporarily lost owing to the fact that at one of the dongas I 
came across a wounded man and after several attempts to get his foot into the stirrup iron of my saddle I eventually pulled him up 
behind me. He has an assegai wound under his arm and was already so weak from loss of blood that I could hardly feel his grip on me. 
All went well for a few hundred yards during which time he managed to tell me that his name was Young of Lonsdale's Horse. We 
were now approaching a wide donga about twelve feet in width and in taking the jump my horse's hind feet could not have gained a 
firm footing on the other side and during the horse's recovery poor Young lost his seat and fell back. By this time the pursuers were 
were right on us and Harry Davis came up alongside and made a splendid revolver shot putting a bullet through the head of the nearest 
Zulu. I was carrying a Martini Henri Carbine on my thigh and using it at every available opportunity but I had only seven rounds of 
ammunition left. 

Shortly after we came across Lieutenant Erskine who was lying against a rock with an assegai wound through the calf of his leg quite 
exhausted and unable to proceed further. Opportunely I was able to get Erskine up behind me just in the nick of time. The scene now 
baffles description. It was a perfect pandemonium. Loose mules and pack horses and oxen, some with ghastly gashes were galloping 
over the veld at will, some with saddles and others with blinker only. How sad to think what these noble animals are called upon to 
suffer in their masters' wars. Fortune favoured us now as a large white horse with a rein round his neck came up alongside us evidently 
instinct prompted him to seek protection and we were able to catch the charger. The rein was twisted round the lower jaw, as all 
youngsters who are brought up on a farm learn to do, and Erskine was pleased to have his brave back. 

The river was banks high as quite to be expected in the rainy months of January. A strange sight greeted us as we got to the edge. Men 
were struggling in the water. The various uniforms presented all the colours of the rainbow. Half a dozen bodies were washed ashore 
and [on] the bank at the end of the river on our side. This confirmed my opinion that those non-combatants left the camp when the first 
danger was noticed. 

The bank of the river that we came to was very steep, rugged and bushy and to the best of my recollection there was [a] narrow flat on 
this side running into a Krantz higher up. The remnant of our men were gathering there. I noticed the late Joseph Lester amongst them. 
He was an old Pondal and trader from my part of the world and he and I were well acquainted. Old Lester was very excited and could 
not swim. I advised him to go up to where the current was not so strong and that directly my horse got into the water I would slip off its 
back and catch hold of its tail and be towed to the other side and advised him to do the same. By this method all those who could not 
swim were safely brought across the river. I think there were thirty-three in all. 

When slipping off the back of my horse as it got into the river I noticed that he had an assegai wound about 6 inches from the crupper 
staple of my saddle and was bleeding profusely. How he got the wound and when, I have no idea, unless the assegai was thrown when 
poor Young fell off into the donga. 

It may be of interest to the Botha family of Greytown to learn that my horse was purchased from a Mr Botha of Krantzkop, the horse 
ridden by Davis was bred by my late father Edward Stafford of Stafford's Post near Harding, Natal, bred by a stallion purchased from 
the late Thomas Foster of 'Stainton' Ixopo, Natal. 

The only Imperial Army officer with us who escaped was Captain Essex of the 2nd 24th Regiment and one of the Mounted Infantry men 
who ran all the way and kept up to us. He was gifted with marvellous staying power. 

It was here decided to climb to a very high point which was as high as the hills on the opposite side of the river. There was no sign of 
the enemy, who, evidently finding that we had out paced them, either made off to intercept another party or returned to participate in 
the looting of the camp at Isandhlwana. 

Had it not been for the late Charlie Raw's advice, to whom I owe my life, I would certainly have suffered the fate of those whom lost 
their lives there. I had no intention whatever of looking for my horse as I never dreamt of the danger I was in being inexperienced and 
firmly convinced, from what had been drummed into me since I was a child, that the British soldiers were invincible and ~l thought 
that a stand would be made. 

After Fugitives Drift had been negotiated a consultation took place. We placed ourselves under Captain Essex's command. Our arms 
consisted seven rifles and 33 rounds of ammunition and it was decided to make for Helpmakaar, where we formed a laager and stood 
to arms all night. 

We know nothing about [the] Rorke's Drift fight and were fully under the impression that the Zulus had followed up the victory and 
were making their way to Maritzburg. At daybreak, therefore, when Captain Essex called for volunteers to take the news to Maritzburg, 
the ride was looked upon as one of great danger, I volunteered my service on the condition that I was allowed the service of 
companion Harry Davis. 

Both of us were from the Harding district. We started off on our long ride which was to take us 24 hours, and we rode hard and fast. At 
Mooi River (Natal) we meet Major Grenfell with a party of Engineers, whom we acquainted with the bad news. He gave me a letter to 
Sir Bartle Frere stating that he knew me personally and that thorough reliance could be placed on what I said. He provided two fresh 
horses for Davis and myself and a warrant empowering me to commandeer what other horses we require en-route. We once more hit 
the breeze for Maritzburg. 

At Barrups Hotel we changed horses again and pushed on to Greytown where the Magistrate provided the needful in two fresh horses. 
After a hearty meal and a refresher at Mrs Plants Hotel we pressed on. At Seven Oaks we woke the post cart stable boys and took out 
two cream post horses to ride leaving the other two at the Post Cart Stable. The creams were not a success under the saddle so we 
changed them at Umgeni for two other mounts one, of which we commandeered from an old Kehla (ring headed native) at the bridge, 
whom we told to at the Plough Hotel in Maritzburg where he would be rewarded. 

It was at day break, tired and dead beat that Maritzburg was reached and we arrived at Government House when the native was 
preparing to light the early morning fire. I woke up the Hon. W. Lyttleton and handed him the despatches, who led us up to Sir Bartle 
Frere's room. 

After the detailed description was given by us we were instructed to go to our hotel and not say a word. In those days the post or mail 
Cart ran from Maritzburg to Kokstad and passed through my father's farm 'Stafford's Post' and as I met Baartman Uys the driver of the 
Cart, I asked him when passing to tell my people that we had met with disaster and that Harry Davis and myself were well, he must 
have told this to one or two of his friends as the news spread like wild fire. 

The whole of Natal that evening was in a state of panic and those people who possessed conveyances left the Natal Capital, and 
fortifications and barricades were erected in the centre of the town. On Lord Chelmsford's arrival a few days later Davis and I were 
sent for and closely questioned for an hour and we left the following day to join our respective units. 

About 9 months after the Zulu War I received [a letter] from Sir Garnet Wolsley in which he told me that he had received a letter from 
Lieutenant Erskine giving him an account of how I had saved his life and that I should receive some recognition for any service. I regret 
to say that I ignored his letter and nothing further transpired. Later I handed this document to a Mr Coter of Kokstad, a friend of our 
family and some months later he informed me he had lost it. The last I saw of Lieutenant Erskine was at Helpmakaar lying in some 
biscuit boxes. He thanked me and said when I found him and picked him up on the veld he was praying for a merciful death. Those are 
passing moments in the lives of men which endear them to one another. 

I have now stated my experiences as a lad of 20 years. I subsequently took part in the Basuto War 1880-1881 having before the Zulu 
War taken part in the Griqua Rebellion at Kokstad in 1878. In conclusion I would like to add that the gifts of farms to those who took 
part in the Zulu War never materialised.

He was detailed to accompany Colonel Durnford into Zululand and 
was present at the battle of Isandhlwana and I am pleased to state that it has been reported to me that he has fulfilled the trust which I 
placed in him in promoting him, as he acted with Heroism in saving the life of his Lieutenant W. Erskine who was wounded and whom 
he carried out to safety behind his horse.

Matthew McCandlish was born in Glasgow, Scotland, and attested for the Seaforth Highlanders at Fort George, Inverness, in January 
1892. He served with the 2nd Battalion in India, December 1893 - January 1897, and in South Africa, March 1900 - September 1902. 
McCandlish was discharged 26 January 1904, having served 12 years with the Colours. 

McCandlish re-engaged as a Sergeant Cook for service during the Great War with the 1/3rd Scottish Horse. He served with the 
Battalion as part of the 1/1 st Scottish Horse Brigade in the Gallipoli theatre of war from 1 September 1915. The Regiment landed on C 
Beach, Suvla Bay from 10pm on 1 September. All three Battalions of the Scottish Horse were caught in shell fire on leaving the beach 
the following morning. Two officers were wounded, 46 other ranks wounded and three were killed. McCandlish, aged 45 years old, 
was amongst those killed, and he was buried in Lala Baba Cemetery, Turkey. 
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The superb Omdurman charger's group of twelve awarded to Major the Hon. Sir Richard Molyneux, K.C.V.O., Royal 
Horse Guards, attached to the 21st Lancers in the Sudan, who, having been severely wounded and his horse killed, 
was rescued from certain death by Private Thomas Byrne, whose gallantry was rewarded with the Victoria Cross; 
while recuperating in Cairo Molyneux received a skin graft from the forearm of Winston Churchill, who perhaps 
regretted his decision to visit him: / While we were talking, the doctor came in to dress his wound. It was a horrible 
gash, and the doctor was anxious that it should be skinned over as soon as possible. He said something in a low tone 
to the nurse, who bared her arm. They retired into a corner, where he began to cut a piece of skin off her to transfer 
to Molyneux's wound. The poor nurse blanched, and the doctor turned upon me. He was a great raw-boned Irishman. 
"Oi'll have to take it off you," he said. There was no escape, and as I rolled up my sleeve he added genially, "Ye've 
heear of a man being flayed aloive? Well, this is what it feels loike." He then proceeded to cut a piece of skin and 
some flesh about the size of a shilling from the inside of my forearm. My sensations as he sawed the razor slowly too 
and fro fully justified his description of the ordeal. However, I managed to hold out until he had cut a beautiful piece 
of skin with a thin layer of flesh attached to it. This precious fragment was then grafted on to my friend's wound. It 
remains there to this day and did him lasting good in many ways. I for my part keep the scar as a souvenir.'

The Honourable Richard Frederick Molyneux was born in London on 24 March 1873, the third son of William, 4th Earl of Sefton. He 
joined the Third Battalion, Lancashire Fusiliers on 3 August 1892, before transferring to the Royal Horse Guards on 11 November 1896, 
as well as being promoted Lieutenant. In 1897 he saw active service on the Northwest Frontier of India with the Tirah Expeditionary 
Force, serving as orderly officer to Sir William Lockhart. 

In the Sudan, during the Nile campaign of 1898, he was attached to the 21st Lancers and served in “C" squadron in their memorable 
charge at Omdurman. Molyneux was severely wounded, his horse killed, and he was only saved from certain death by the gallantry of 
Private Thomas Byrne, who was subsequently awarded the Victoria Cross. 

Winston Churchill gives a good account of the episode in The River War: 

'As the charging squadrons of the 21 st Lancers closed with the enemy in the action of 2nd of September, Private Byrne was struck by a 
bullet, which passed through his right arm and inflicted a severe wound. His lance fell from his hand, but he succeeded in drawing his 
sword. This delayed him, and he was one of the last men to get clear of the stabbing and hacking mass of Dervishes alive. Safety was 
then in sight. Lieutenant R. F. Molyneux, of the Blues, had however been wounded. Dismounted, disarmed, and streaming with blood, 
this officer was still endeavouring to make his way through the enemy, and to follow the line of the charge. He was beset on all sides. 
He perceived Private Byrne, and called on him for help. Whereupon, without a moment's hesitation, Byrne replied, "All right, sir," and 
turning, rode at four Dervishes who were about to kill his officer. His wound, which had partly paralysed his arm, prevented him from 
grasping his sword, and at the first ineffectual blow it fell from his hand, and he received another wound from a spear in the chest. But 
his solitary charge had checked the pursuing Dervishes. Lieutenant Molyneux regained his squadron alive, and the trooper, seeing that 
his object was attained, galloped away, reeling in his saddle. Arrived at his troop, his desperate condition was noticed, and he was told 
to fall out. But this he refused for some time to do, urging that he was entitled to have "another go at them". At length he was assisted 
from the field fainting from loss of blood.' 

The Victoria Cross to Private Thomas Byrne, 21 st Lancers, was announced in the London Gazette of 15 November 1898: 

'At the battle of Khartoum on the 2nd September, 1898, Private Byrne turned back in the middle of the charge of the 21 st Lancers and 
went to the assistance of Lieutenant The Honourable R. F. Molyneux, Royal Horse Guards, who was wounded, dismounted, disarmed, 
and being attacked by several Dervishes. Private Byrne, already severely wounded, attacked these Dervishes, received a second severe 
wound, and, by his gallant conduct, enabled Lieutenant Molyneux to escape.' 

Churchill graphically describes his next encounter with Molyneux in My Early Life: 

'The defeat and destruction of the Dervish army was so complete that the frugal Kitchener was able to dispense immediately with the 
costly services of a British cavalry regiment. Three days after the battle the 21st Lancers started northwards on their march home. I was 
allowed to float down the Nile in the big sailing-boats which contained the Grenadier Guards. In Cairo I found Dick Molyneux, a 
subaltern in the Blues, who like myself had been attached to the 21st. He had been seriously wounded by a sword cut above his right 
wrist. This had severed all the muscles and forced him to drop his revolver. At the same time his horse had been shot at close quarters. 
Molyneux had been rescued from certain slaughter by the heroism of one of his troopers. He was now proceeding to England in charge 
of a hospital nurse. I decided to keep him company. While we were talking, the doctor came in to dress his wound. It was a horrible 
gash, and the doctor was anxious that it should be skinned over as soon as possible. He said something in a low tone to the nurse, who 
bared her arm. They retired into a corner, where he began to cut a piece of skin off her to transfer to Molyneux's wound. The poor 
nurse blanched, and the doctor turned upon me. He was a great raw-boned Irishman. "Oi'll have to take it off you," he said. There was 
no escape, and as I rolled up my sleeve he added genially, "Ye've heear of a man being flayed aloive? Well, this is what it feels loike." 
He then proceeded to cut a piece of skin and some flesh about the size of a shilling from the inside of my forearm. My sensations as he 
sawed the razor slowly too and fro fully justified his description of the ordeal. However, I managed to hold out until he had cut a 
beautiful piece of skin with a thin layer of flesh attached to it. This precious fragment was then grafted on to my friend's wound. It 
remains there to this day and did him lasting good in many ways. I for my part keep the scar as a souvenir.' 

Molyneux served in South Africa from 1899 during the Second Anglo-Boer War as Aide-de-Camp to Lord Errol I, commander of a 
brigade of Imperial Yeomanry. In May 1904 he was promoted Captain, but shortly afterwards he resigned his commission and was 
placed on the reserve list. However in October 1914, after the outbreak of the First World War he departed with his regiment for 
France and Belgium, where he served from October 1914 to March 1915. He ceased to be employed with the regiment in September 
191 6 but was appointed as an extra A.D.C. to the Commander-in-Chief Home Forces from September 1916 to May 1918. 

After the war he finally retired from the army in 1919 with the rank of Major. In 1919 he was appointed groom in ordinary to King 
George V. He was groom in waiting to King George from 1933 to 1936 and in 1935 was created K.C.V.O. After the death of the King 
in 1936 he became, until her death, extra equerry to Queen Mary, whose interests "he shared to the full ... in furniture and pictures and 
had more than an amateur's knowledge of the subject. Gifted with a high and equal degree of taste and tact he proved an admirable 
and always helpful adviser to her in her self-imposed task of arranging the many treasures in the royal residences to show them to the 
best advantage. From time to time such was his taste and skill, he was even able to make small but effective additions to the royal 
collections ..." 

Sir Richard Molyneux was unmarried and lived in London, in Berkeley Square. He died in London on 20 January 1954, at the age of 
eighty. Reading his obituary, Sir Winston mused to his doctor, Lord Moran: "He will take my skin with him, a kind of advance guard, 
into the next world." 

The diaries of Sir Richard Molyneux are held at The National Archives, Kew.

Jocelyn Hume Thomas was born in Cumberland in 1868, and was educated at Harrow and Dulwich College. He was one of three 
members of the Thomas family who served with the Ceylon Mounted Infantry during the Second Boer War. His elder brother E. H. 
Thomas served as a Lieutenant, and his son E. H. L. Thomas also served in the ranks. Jocelyn Thomas left Ceylon as part of the 1st 
Contingent bound for South Africa, 1 February 1900. 

Jocelyn Thomas signed for all three Q.S.A.'s, doubtless each with clasps loose as issued. His brother and his son were entitled to the 
clasps Driefontein, Johannesburg, Diamond Hill and Cape Colony. Jocelyn Thomas was additionally entitled to Wittebergen, which 
does not appear on his medal. It is highly likely that the clasps were confused upon distribution between the family members. 

Jocelyn Thomas returned to Ceylon after the war, and managed the Combewood Estate, 1904-1925. He continued to serve and was 
awarded the Colonial Auxiliary Forces Long Service Medal, 23 August 1911. Thomas died in Hailsham, Sussex, in 1947.

Nomad, launched an attack on the German Battle Cruisers; both Nestor and Nomad were sunk in the ensuing action, with the captain 
of the former, Commander the Hon. Edward Bingham, being awarded the Victoria Cross for his gallantry in leading the attack. 

Smith was shore pensioned on 5 October 1925, after 22 years' service, and joined the Royal Fleet Reserve the following day.

The 
Battalion suffered heavy casualties, and had to be reinforced by the 1/1 st Ayrshire Yeomanry in December 1915. Niven was killed in 
action, 13 December 1915, and is buried in the Lancashire Landing Cemetery.

William Huggins resided at 15 Ferrol Road, Gosport. He served during the Great War as a Private in the Royal Marine Light Infantry, 
and was present aboard H.M.S. Vindictive for the Zeebrugge Raid, 23 April 1918. The Zeebrugge Raid, in particular, was a remarkably 
daring enterprise, as naval and marine storming parties landed on the Mole from the Vindictive , Daffodil and Iris to act as a diversion 
while block ships filled with concrete were sailed into the canal entrance and sunk. Casualties were heavy and such was the bravery of 
all those involved aboard the three vessels that Article 13 of the Victoria Cross warrant was invoked. This stipulates that, when a corps 
or unit so distinguishes itself as to make it impossible to single out individuals, crosses should be awarded by a ballot of those who 
survived. Two VCs were awarded to the Royal Marines by this method and another two to the naval personnel. In the case of the naval 
contingent, the highest number of votes went to Captain Carpenter, the commander of the Vindictive, and AB McKenzie, who was 
among those who stormed the Mole. 

Under Article 13, all those who did not receive the VC had their records of service annotated to the effect that they had participated in 
the ballot for the VC. This applied to all those who crossed to Zeebrugge on the Vindictive , Daffodil and Iris, whether they were killed, 
wounded or survived. Huggins was killed during the raid, and at the request of his widow, he was buried in St. Ann's Hill Cemetery, 
Gosport. His tombstone reads, 'PO.12926 Pte. W. Huggins R.M.L.I. Killed in Action at the landing of R.M. Battalion at Zeebrugge from 
H.M.S. Vindictive April 23rd 1918, erected by the Po. Division, R.M.L.I. and his wife Mrs D. E. Huggins.'

- total casualties that day were 437 all ranks. Walker has no known grave, and is commemorated on the Thiepval Memorial, France.

The 1st Class was given to Earl Haig, 
Lord Allenby and Admiral Beatty, while the 3rd Class was given to six officers, Lieutenant West being the only officer of the British 
Army to receive this class. 

John George West was born, according to accompanying family notes, at Loch Awe, Argyllshire, in 1893. His father died when he was 
18 months old and the family moved to Edinburgh, where he was educated at Daniel Stewart's Merchant Company School. He joined 
the 4th Royal Scots Territorials in 1909 but was discharged on medical grounds. When war broke out he was in civil employ as 
company clerk to a Major at H.Q. Yeomanry, buying horses for the army. He enlisted at Edinburgh into the 9th Battalion, Royal Scots, 
quickly rose to the rank of Sergeant and was commissioned into the same battalion. The 9th went to France in early 1915 but he was 
posted east and, attached to the 7th Battalion, Royal Scots, served in Palestine from 31 July 1917. He 'took part in the 3rd Battle of 
Gaza and on to Tel-Aviv. Slightly wounded at Esdied, Gaza, in the advance to the Judean Hills. Turkish machine guns, 100 yards away 
had the wadi covered, received a bullet hole in his haversack and a flesh wound in his arm... Sent to hospital in Alexandria. Got back 
after advance to Jerusalem. The decoration could be associated with the crossing of the river Arja, the river was in flood, and the 
Division crossed on small box-like rafts, pulled by ropes, 2 to 3 hours behind schedule. The Transport Officer said to him "I bet you a 
fiver you get the M.C." He was recommended for it, but did not get it.' He afterwards served in France with the 53rd Division.

Gilbert Budden was born in October 1890, the son of a school master from 
Macclesfield, Cheshire, and was educated at Clifton College and Manchester 
University, where he gained a BSc in engineering in 1912. 

By the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914 he was employed as a mining 
engineer out in Mexico, but he made his way home and was commissioned as a 
2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Engineers in April 1915. And going out to France in 
12th Field Company, R.E. in July 1915, he would have been present in the 
Hooge operations in the following month, thereby qualifying for the 1914-15 Star 
- the whereabouts of which remains unknown. 

Transferring to the Royal Flying Corps in the summer of 1916, Budden attended 
No. 2 School of Aviation prior to being posted as a pilot to No. 70 Squadron in 
March 1917, but was hospitalised with shock on 23 April after a heavy crash¬ 
landing. Returning to duty in the following month, he fought in combats over 
Menin on the 4th and Roulers on the 5th, while his Sopwith Camel was damaged 
by A.A. fire during a photographic reconnaissance on the 12th. Budden also 
participated in ground strafing operations, an attack on enemy transport near 
Menin being a case in point, when 250 rounds resulted in two lorries colliding. 


But his most memorable sortie occurred on 5 August 1917. Norman Franks and Hal Giblin take up the story in Under the Guns of the 
German Aces : 

'Many of Goring's successes occurred in the evening hours and this proved no exception. Ten of Jasta 27's Albatross Scouts took off at 
19.45, formed up and headed for Ypres looking for trouble. They found what they were looking for almost half an hour later when they 
ran into a patrol of Sopwith Camels from No. 70 Squadron. Goring picked out an opponent and attacked. The Camel's pilot seemed 
anxious to keep the fight above the trench lines and to avoid straying too far over the German side. Goring followed him closely, firing 
at a range of no more than 50 metres. According to Goring, flames began to come from the Sopwith and, trailing smoke, it went into a 
spin and was lost in a cloud. The Staffelfuhrer was certain he had shot the Camel down and it seemed his judgement was vindicated 
when, on 29 August, he was officially credited with the victory. 

In fact, Goring's opponent was Lieutenant Gilbert Budden and although he was wounded in the combat and his machine badly 
damaged, he still managed to land the Camel near Bailleul.' 

Declared 'unfit for any service' for many months as a result of the serious nature of the wound to his left arm, Budden returned to 
instructional duties on the Home Establishment shortly before the Armistice and was transferred to the Unemployed List in September 
1919. 

After the War, he took up posts as a metallurgical engineer with the Marzipil Copper Company in Mexico and the U.S.A., but he 
returned to the UK on the renewal of hostilities in September 1939, and served as the Assistant County Secretary for the Red Cross in 
Cambridgeshire. He died in June 1953, aged 62 years.

John Short Lindsay served with the Royal Air Force during the Second World 
War and qualified as an Air Observer Navigator on 15 June 1940. Posted to the 
Takoradi Ferry Flight on 26 January 1941, he flew a variety of aircraft over Africa, 
on the 3,600 mile delivery route from Takoradi on the Gold Coast to Cairo, 
including Blenheims, Lockheed 14s, Junkers 82s, Bombays, and D.H. 89s. A 
typical route was Takoradi- Accra- Lagos- Kano- Maiduguri- El Geneina- El 
Fasher- Khartoum- Wadi Haifa- Luxor- Cairo, and would typically take 5 days to 
complete: 

It was certainly a route over which the wireless would come in useful. The first 
stage, 378 miles of humid heat diversified by sudden squalls, followed the palm- 
fringed coast to Lagos, with a possible halt at Accra. Next came 525 miles over 
hill and jungle to an airfield of red dust outside Kano, after which 325 miles of 
scrub, broken by occasional groups of mud houses, would bring the aircraft to 
Maiduguri. A stretch of hostile French territory some 650 miles wide, consisting 
largely of sand, marsh, scrub and rocks, would then beguile the pilot's interest 
until he reached El Geneina, in the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan. Here, refreshed with 
the knowledge that he had covered nearly half of his journey, he would 
contemplate with more equanimity the 200 miles of mountain and burning sky 
which lay between him and El Fasher. 


A brief refuelling halt, with giant cacti providing a pleasing variety in the vegetation, before the 560 mile run to the Sudanese capital of 
Khartoum, this time facing typical sandstorms of East Central Africa. Upon arrival the wearied airman might brave the disapproving 
glances of immaculate figures in khaki, and luxuriate for a few hours in the comforts of Khartoum. Thence, he had only to fly down the 
Nile a thousand miles. Stretching out 560 long miles to Wadi Haifa, where orange trees and green gardens contrast strangely with the 
desert, and a house built by Gordon and used by Kitchener shelters the passing traveller, he would re-fuel before heading to Luxor and 
finally, after five days over the perilous jungle and thunderstorms of Equatorial Africa, barrens and desolate landscapes of the semi- 
deserted southern Sudan, and the green vegetation on the banks of the Nile, there came in sight the greatness of the pyramids and the 
historical intriguing city of Cairo, the outpost of Middle East Command. When he got there his airmanship would be doubtless be all 
the better for the flight. Not so, however, his aircraft.' 

More than 5,000 aircraft of several types were ferried across that route from 1940 to 1943. Many aircraft crashed in the desert due to 
running out of fuel or mechanical failure but when they were spotted the R.A.F. rescue teams were soon despatched and the crew¬ 
members and plane were saved. 

After a year on the Takoradi Ferry Flight, Lindsay transferred to the Aircraft Delivery Unit, R.A.F. Middle East on 4 January 1942, and 
adding D.C. 3s to his repertoire.

Alfred Henry Weston was born on 20 August 119, and attested for the Essex Regiment on 8 February 1938. He qualified as a Driver 
Mechanic on 21 August 1940, and completed a Carrier course on 12 July 1942, and a Carrier Maintenance course on 12 December 
1943. He served during the Second World War in north-west Europe post D-Day. 

Weston qualified as a Marksman with a light machine-gun on 16 June 1948, and served with the advance party of the 1st Battalion in 
Korea. The Battalion was due to relieve the 1st Royal Fusiliers and the advance party were attached to the Fusiliers immediately prior to 
the ceasefire on 27 July 1953. This body of 32 Officers and men were therefore the only members of the Essex Regiment to receive the 
Queen's Korea Medal. 

Advanced to Corporal, Weston subsequently served with the 1/3rd East Anglian Regiment in Malaya in 1959.

James John Spencer Kirkwood was born 'in Scotland on 3 February 1922 — although his birth was registered in London to which he 
escaped at a very early age. He arrived in this country, after six years in the Royal Air Force where — as an air gunner and later as a 
pilot — he earned the Distinguished Flying Cross, and the rank of Flight Lieutenant, to take up farming early in 1949. He joined the 
Police Reserve in 1955 and, on moving from Banket to Salisbury, became a full-time PR instructor late in 1960 with the rank of R/Sgt. 
Soon afterwards he was attached to the Police Reserve Headquarters staff at PGHQ and also became an active member of the then 1 B 1 
Reserve — a most unusual dual role only partially explained by the fact that Jim was regarded as a civil servant in his PGHQ capacity, 
rather than a full-time policeman. It is fair to say that Jim never gave up this "double life" even in later years. At the end of 1963 he 
changed his "civilian" employment to join the Public Services Board. This meant no reduction of his PR role and within three years he 
was the "Administrative Officer" of the 1 B 1 Reserve. 

After more than a decade of being "urbanised", Jim answered the call of the wilds made by PATU on the latter's formation and if— in 
his mid-forties — he could be maligned as being over the hill, he countered such insult by putting himself and other members of his 
PATU HQ section on top of the steepest, almost unclimbable hills to maintain radio communications. When on the lower plane, he 
was on top of the cooking, the general administration, moving base camp when necessary and — always — the peak of cheerfulness: 
Even when Jim and his companions were being lashed by wind - and rain on some rocky gomo, to hear his voice (and the latest sports 
news) on the relay was comfort for those enduring hardships below. About the only thing to rub Jim up the wrong way was the 
suggestion that he became a mere radio operator instead of a PATU HQ founder member who consequently knew exactly what was 
needed on a PATU relay. 

Jim had long experienced medical problems with his legs and it was a sad day in late 78 when one of his limbs had to be amputated. 
On being visited in hospital by his OC, his one concern was to get mobile in time to spend Christmas running the relay on his favourite 
mountain. Last year was an uncomfortable one for Jim but, he couldn't be kept out of involvement in this year's elections, joining the 
PATU standby details at their headquarters and, of course, hogging as much of the radio and the administrative chores as he could 
bully others into letting him perform. 

Almost overlooked here has been Jim's later civil service role as secretary to the Minister of Law and Order during hectic — but always 
ever-helpful — years, but Police Club Secretary, Butch Buckley, fills in other aspects of talent — those "confined" to the sports field. 

"Jim's sporting career began at Chiswick School in England where he received colours for cricket, soccer and athletics. Cricket, 
however, was his first love and he represented the Middlesex Colts in 1946/47. 

When he arrived in Rhodesia in 1949 to turn his hand to farming, he played cricket in Banket. Moving subsequently to Ayrshire, he 
was a founder member of the Ayrshire Country Club, played for them from 1950 until 1960 and captained the team towards the end of 
the decade. On four occasions he played for the County Districts XL 

Jim was an all-rounder — he used the new ball and batted at No.4. He played his cricket with good taste and reserve and his splendid 
quick bowling will be ruefully testified to by many Mashonaland Country District participants. He collected two centuries in the 
Districts Lithurbridge Cup Competition and against Shamva in 1959 he took all ten wickets for 42 runs. He moved to Salisbury in 1960 
and joined the Police Sports Club. Although his playing career was just about over, the 2nd XI was having difficulties and we 
persuaded him to take the team under his wing. This he did efficiently, quietly and unobtrusively. 

Jim then turned from cricket to bowls where he became one of the stalwarts of that section. He won the Police Club Singles 
Championship in 1972, 1973 and 1977. This was no mean feat especially with the 1977 Competition when his health was already 
failing. His grit and determination will always be an example for others. His sad passing will be felt by many." 

On behalf of PATU members, Jim's many other friends in the Force and all over Zimbabwe, we'll leave the closing lines to Butch, 

"I can only conclude in saying that I was privileged to know Jim Kirkwood as a friend and the phrase 'the salt of the earth' could well 
have been coined especially for him. Rest in Peace, Jim. We will miss you." ‘ ( The Outpost , May 1980 refers) 

Kirkwood did serve with the Royal Air Force during the Second War. He was initially employed as an Air Gunner, and was posted as a 
Pilot Officer to 158 Squadron in July 1944. It would appear, however, that he 'awarded' himself the D.F.C. as there is no record of him 
receiving it. Another 'James Kirkwood' of 207 Squadron was awarded the D.F.C. in January 1944, and he was later killed in action 
during the war. 
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J. J. S. Kirkwood was awarded the M.S.M. (Security Forces Division) in November 1976, and the Police Reserve Long Service Medal in 
July 1971. He went through his entire civil service and police reserve career not only claiming the award, but also wearing it on official 
occasions (photographic images of M.S.M. investiture included in the lot illustrates). Further gloss is added by an extract from P. Gibbs' 
book Blue and Old Gold : 

'Communications were, of course, absolutely essential for PATU to function to full effect and many relay posts were established atop 
high Kopjes and manned by reservists supplied by Helicopter. One such radio operator was James "Jim" Kirkwood, DFC. As air gunner 
and, later pilot, he had been shot down over France during the 1939-45 conflict. He managed to escape internment with the aid of 
French prostitutes who passed him from one brothel to another, giving rise to his claim that he was the only airman who had 
"fornicated his way to freedom".'

John McMaster Boyd was born at Ballymena, County Antrim, on 10 May 1922, and enlisted into the Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers on 29 
December 1938. During the Second World War he was attached to No. 4 Commando and underwent training at Troon, Ayrshire, 
under Major the Lord Lovat. No. 4 Commando under Lord Lovat, with Lord Louis Mountbatten in overall command, was embarked 
aboard the Prince Albert for operation 'Jubilee', the raid on Dieppe, 19 August 1942, with the specific task of attacking and destroying 
the Hess Battery, the success of which was one of the few positive results of the raid. Captain Pat Porteous was awarded the V.C. for 
leading a bayonet charge through withering machine-gun fire and despite wounds led the commando unit to the destruction of the final 
gun. 

Boyd was wounded and taken prisoner during the raid. His M.1.9 debrief report states that he was held at Lamsdorf Oberschlessa 
(Camp VIII B) from 28 August 1942 to 18 March 1945, and at Terletz (Camp IV C) from 18 March to 7 May 1945. Upon capture his 
interrogation comprised 'encirclement of armed German[s] using brutal threats which were not carried out'. During his time at 
Lamsdorf Boyd was put to work mining coal in a working camp, from where he made a 'partly successful escape from Sasonowitz, 
Poland on 8.2.44. Civil clothing. Map. Compass. Walked to near Lemberg. Recaptured with German Gestapo on the 20.2.44. Good 
assistance from Poles'.

Dennis J. Cole was educated at the Mining and Technical Institute, Neath, Glamorganshire, and attested for the South Wales Borderers 
in 1945. He served with the Army Air Corps in Palestine and Malaya, and was advanced to Warrant Officer 1st Class (Regimental 
Sergeant Major) in the South Wales Borderers. He was discharged in December 1966, after 21 years' service, having latterly been 
employed with the All Arms Junior Leaders Regiment. A keen athlete, he represented the Army in the Pole Vault in various Inter-Service 
and B.A.O.R. Athletic Championships, and in 1953 won the B.A.O.R. Championships and was runner-up in the Army Championships 
at Aldershot.

John Barker grew up in wartime Worcestershire. Post-war he served a School of Electronics electrical engineering 
apprenticeship at the Telecommunications Research Establishment (T.R.E.) at Malvern, later renamed Radar 
Research Establishment (R.R.E.). After two years working on electronics at the Department of Atomic Energy’s 
Windscale Works in Cumberland, and gaining Graduate membership of the Institute of Electrical Engineers, 
National Service requirements had to be met. The Royal Air Force decided he would be useful as an Electrical 
Engineer officer and thus began a 33-year service career. John’s interest in medals was sparked by an existing 
Orders and Medals Research Society member, the late Lieutenant-Commander Derek Woollett, and so, in January 
1970, he became Member no. 904. His initial, wide, Royal Air Force medals interest led to a ‘R.A.F. Between 
the Wars (1919-1939)’ theme and this has been maintained ever since. Following his retirement from the Royal 
Air Force in 1988, he decided to research the family medals of two uncles who had been young Great War army 
officers killed within a week of each other in 1918, one of whom had been awarded the Military Cross whilst 
serving with the Royal Field Artillery, whilst the other had served in the Worcestershire Regiment; thus began 
his second medals collecting theme, ‘The Worcestershire Regiment and its Predecessors’.John presently assists 
with medals research at the Mercian Regiment Museum Archives at Worcester, and is a member of both the 
Birmingham Medal Society and the Cotswold Branch of the OMRS.

Edward Hugh Bearcroft was bom in 1852, the son of a Magistrate and landowner, Edward Henry Bearcroft of Mere Hall, Hanbury, 
Worcestershire. He was educated at Eton and the R.M.C. Sandhurst, before being commissioned Lieutenant in the 3rd (Militia) 
Battalion, Worcestershire Regiment in March 1871. 

Bearcroft advanced to Captain in August 1880, and to Major in April 1890. He was given command of the 4th (Militia) Battalion in the 
rank of Lieutenant-Colonel in August 1897. 

Owing to the fact new Regular Army units were being raised for service in the Boer War, his unit was re-titled the 6th (Militia) Battalion 
in 1900, and he commanded it (22 officers and 560 men) in South Africa in 1902. He was appointed C.B. in the following year and 
retired as a Colonel in August 1905. He died at Mere Hall in January 1932.

Edward Thomas John Kerans was born in February 1880, the son of Brigade Surgeon W. R. Kerans, Army Medical Department. As a 
student (aged 13) at great personal risk, Kerans attempted to rescue Martin McNamara from drowning in the Camcor River, 
Parsonstown, Ireland, on 10 June 1893. McNamarra while bathing was carried into a deep hole by the current, and was sucked down 
by an undercurrent. Kerans was bathing some distance away, and ran to the spot McNamarra went under before attempting to swim 
out to him. He dived several times but was unable to rescue him. (Ref. R.H.S. Case No. 26,842). For his efforts Kerans was awarded the 
R.H.S. Medal in bronze (unsuccessful). 

Kerans served during the Second Boer War in the ranks of the 45th Company (Dublin Hunt), 13th Battalion, Imperial Yeomanry. He 
was commissioned as a Militia Second Lieutenant into the Rifle Brigade (The Prince Consort's Own), in December 1901. Kerans was 
attached to the 5th Battalion (Queen's Own Rifles Tower Hamlets Militia), and served with them in operations in the Transvaal, 
November 1900-August 1901; operations in the Orange River Colony and Cape Colony, January-May 1902, and in operations on the 
Zululand Frontier of Natal, September-October 1901. He was commissioned into the Regular Army in January 1903, and was posted 
for service with the 3rd Battalion, Worcestershire Regiment. Kerans transferred to the 4th Battalion, and served with them in Barbados 
later that year. He was a member of the Battalion's polo team, which won the West Indies Polo Cup whilst he was stationed there. 

Having advanced to Lieutenant, Kerans was attached to the West African Regiment in 1906. He rejoined the 4th Battalion, 
Worcestershire Regiment in India, in 1911. Kerans was appointed Adjutant of the Battalion in 1913, and was serving in that capacity at 
the outbreak of the Great War. He advanced to Captain in September 1914, and embarked with the 4th Battalion for the Dardanelles, 
22 March 1915. The Battalion formed part of the 29th Division, and served with distinction during the landings at Gallipoli and in the 
subsequent battles of Krithia. Kerans was wounded in action, 27 April 1915, and sent back to the UK to recuperate. 

Kerans advanced to Temporary Major, and returned to his Battalion in Gallipoli, 26 October 1915. The Battalion had suffered heavy 
casualties in his absence, and he was immediately appointed Officer Commanding. Kerans led the Battalion throughout the severe 
floods of November, the evacuation of Suvla and the subsequent evacuation of Helles (Brevet Major London Gazette 3 June 1916). He 
moved with the Battalion to Egypt, and then on to France. He commanded the 4th Battalion, as part of the 88th Brigade, 29th Division, 
on the Somme and 'From Louvencourt moved forward via Acheux Wod and Mai I ly-Mai I let to reserve positions at Auchonvillers (30/6). 
What was left of the Newfoundlanders after the fighting at Beaumont-Hamel passed through (1/7). Moving forward for an attack at 
11.30am some 100 men would be lost before reaching British front line. There is an interesting account in the Battalion's War Diary 
which illustrates the chivalry that often existed between each side. A member of the Battalion was out all night tending one of the 
wounded. At dawn the mist would lift to reveal that the two soldiers were only a few yards from the enemy. Immediately the Germans 
lifted their rifles but were soon ordered to stand down. Then an officer asked the Worcester in English if he would like to come in or 
return to his own lines. The man answered 'I'll go back to my own trenches sir' - he was then allowed to do so. Later 2 stretcher- 
bearers would go out and bring in the wounded man. Relieved and to Mailly-Mallet Wood (14/7).' ( British Battalions on the Somme , by 
R. Westlake refers) 

After the Somme the Battalion was engaged in the Battle of Arras, and then heavily engaged in the Second Battle of the Scarpe, 23 April 
191 7. At the latter the Battalion attacked at the head of the 88th Brigade and won their way forward to their objective, capturing three 
lines of German trenches within half an hour. However, they became isolated as the right part of the attack failed to match their 
progress. Hastily entrenched on a little copse at the southern end of the spur, the 4th Battalion soon became the focus of the German 
artillery and the subsequent counter-attacks. The Regimental History offers the following account: 

'At 4pm [the attack had commenced at 4.45am], after a crushing bombardment by heavy howitzers, the Germans delivered an 
overwhelming attack. A great flood of the enemy poured up the slope. The remnant of the Worcestershire detachments which had 
defended the copse all day still fought to the last. Desperate hand-to-hand fighting ensued until the last of the Worcestershire lads had 
fallen and the copse was in the enemy's hands. The loss of that copse exposed the position on the spur to enfilade fire, so Colonel 
Kerans collected such men of the right flank companies as he could find, some fifty in all, and led them across the open and down the 
slope into "Shrapnel Trench," where he reorganised the line and continued the defence. North of the copse, the survivors of the left 
flank companies held firm on the ground that they had won, and at nightfall they were still holding the crest-line of the captured spur. 

As darkness closed in, Colonel Kerans (subsequently awarded the D.S.O.), who then commanded what was left of the Brigade 
organised a counter-attack against the copse. He collected the few available men of the 4th Worcestershire, the attached company of 
the 16th Middlesex and some forty men of the 2nd Hampshire. The counter-attack was bravely made, but it had no chance against the 
superior numbers of the enemy, and eventually the attempt to retake the copse had to be abandoned. 

In the darkness the weary troops dug in, all three battalions intermixed. The survivors of the 4th Worcestershire were utterly exhausted, 
and, to make matters worse, very little food or water was available; for the enemy's guns had shelled the main road all day and the 
Battalion transport had suffered severely.' 

The 4th Battalion Worcestershire Regiment suffered casualties of 8 officers and 34 other ranks killed, 1 officer and 53 other ranks 
reported missing, and 3 officers and 325 men wounded during the course of the action. Kerans was awarded the D.S.O. for his 
gallantry during the battle. Shortly after the battle Kerans health broke down, and he was invalided back to the UK to recuperate. 

Kerans advanced to Major in January 1918, and was employed as an Instructor in England. He returned to the French theatre of war in 
Spring of 1918, and was attached to HQ 29th Division. He subsequently commanded the 2nd Army Musketry School for the remainder 
of the war, and was present at Worcester Cathedral for a special service of thanksgiving for the return of the men of the Worcestershire 
Regiment after the war. Kerans transferred as an Instructor for employment with the Royal Tank Corps in 1921, and served with them in 
Ireland and Palestine, before dying in service 15 October 1927. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Kerans was the father of Lieutenant Commander John Kerans, R.N., who was awarded the D.S.O. for his part in 
effecting the escape of H.M.S. Amethyst in the Yangtze Incident of 1949.

Quickly grasping the state of affairs, he made excellent dispositions, and refused re¬ 
inforcements, although they were offered to him, acting with such determination and good judgement that from the moment he took 
over this sector there was never any doubt that the position would be maintained/

Percy Roger Whalley was born at South Hook Fort, Herbranston, Pembrokeshire, in September 1881. He was the son of Lieutenant- 
Colonel P. Whalley, R.A., and was educated at Kelly College, Tavistock and R.M.C. Sandhurst. Whalley was commissioned Second 
Lieutenant, 2nd Battalion, Worcestershire Regiment in March 1901. He served during the Second Boer War with the Battalion in 
operations in the Transvaal in May 1901, and in the Orange Free State, May 1901 - May 1902. Whalley served as a Railway Staff 
Officer, 26 November - 21 December 1901, and advanced to Lieutenant in April 1902. Whalley and the 2nd Battalion finally left South 
Africa in September 1904, and he continued to serve with the Battalion in India from 1906. 

Whalley, in company with Lieutenant L. Watson, received the Battalion's new Colours during a presentation by the Viceroy of India. 
He advanced to Captain in March 1909, and served with the 5th (Militia) Battalion, Worcestershire Regiment. Whalley was appointed 
Adjutant of the 1 /8th Battalion, Worcestershire Regiment in April 1914, and was serving in that capacity at the outbreak of the Great 
War. He served during the Great War with the Battalion in the French theatre of war from April 1915. 

The 1 /8th Battalion found themselves in or near the front line covering Ploegsteert Wood, north of Armentieres, between April - June 
1915. The following month they moved south to the Picardy area, as part of the 144th Infantry Brigade. Whalley served as Brigade 
Major, 144th Infantry Brigade, October 1915 - March 1916. He served in the same capacity with 143rd Infantry Brigade, March - 
September 1916, before being appointed to the command of 3rd Battalion, Worcestershire Regiment, with the rank of Acting 
Lieutenant-Colonel, 5 September 1916. 

Whalley commanded the 3rd Battalion from September 1916 - April 1919, apart from 16-22 September 1918 when he was required 
to temporarily assume command of the 57th Infantry Brigade. Whalley joined his battalion when they were in the line at 
Ovillers/Leipzig Salient/Thiepval area. They moved north in October, and wintered at Armentieres. Whalley distinguished himself 
during the Capture of Westhoek, Ypres, 10 - 12 August 1917. During the aforementioned action the 3rd Battalion Worcestershire 
Regiment were present as part of the 25th Division against Westhoek: 

The attack of the 25th Division was to be made by the 74th Brigade, with the 7th Brigade in close support. After dark on August 9th 
the 3rd Battalion Worcestershire moved into the support trenches on the Bellewaarde Ridge, the trenches which they had held a week 
before. An hour before the attack was due to start, "A" and "C" companies were ordered forward to take position close behind the right 
battalion of the attacking Brigade, the 13th Cheshire. 

At dawn on August 10th the British artillery opened fired simultaneously with one tremendous crash, and the assaulting battalions 
charged forward as swiftly as was possible in the heavy mud. They just avoided the reply of the enemy's artillery, which in three or four 
minutes struck all along the line of the British front trenches. The two companies of the Worcestershire lying in close support suffered 
more severely than did the attacking troops who, taking the enemy by surprise, fought their way forward up Westhoek Ridge, topped 
the crest-line and pushed down the further slope. There advance was checked. The reverse slope of the Ridge sheltered several 
concrete block-houses, still undamaged. The 13th Cheshire were held up and sent back messages for help. 

"A" and "C" companies of the 3rd Worcestershire were ordered forward. 2nd Lieut. A. W. Vint led "A" Company up and over the 
Ridge. By the time he reached the forward platoons of the Cheshire the protecting barrage had lifted and the enemy's machine-guns 
were sweeping the bare ground. He organised an attack and led his men forward, working from shell-hole to shell-hole across several 
hundred yards of bare ground till he could close on the block-house, which was captured by a bold rush. Within half-an-hour from the 
start the objective of the attack had been gained and the victorious troops were endeavouring to establish defensive posts along the 
swampy valley of the Hannebeek. Orders were sent back for "B" and "D" companies of the 3rd Worcestershire to move up to the old 
front line below the Westhoek Ridge. 

Then, as had been anticipated, began the severest trial. From north, east and south the enemy's shells came tearing to burst along the 
captured ridge; worse still, on the right flank the 18th Division after a hard struggle in Glencourse Wood had been driven back to that 
wood's western edge, thus exposing the right flank of the 13th Cheshire. Soon they were taken in enfilade by machine-guns from the 
wood on the slope above them. By 11 o'clock all the senior officers of the Cheshire battalion had been hit and, at the request of their 
wounded C.O., Lt. Colonel P. R. Whalley, commanding the 3rd Worcestershire, went forward, and took command. 

By that time enemy counter-attacks were beginning. Bodies of the enemy could be seen struggling forward through the swamps of the 
Hannebeek. Again and again they came on, but they were easily shot down by the British fire. 

All counter-attacks were repulsed, though the fire from the machine-guns still swept the ground from the right flank. Throughout the 
day, Colonel Whalley commanded both battalions inspiring all with his courage and determination (awarded the D.S.O.). 

Darkness closed down. The 3rd Worcestershire reassembled west of the Ridge and reckoned their losses - some fifty in all, including 
three officers: marvellously light considering the intensity of the fire.' ( The Worcestershire Regiment in the Great War , by Captain H. 
FitzM. Stacke, M.C., refers) 

Early during the German offensive of March 1918, Whalley was ordered to report for duty at HQ 74th Infantry Brigade. He returned to 
the 3rd Battalion during the first week of April, and was invalided on 6 April 1918. After a period of recuperation in England, he 
rejoined his battalion in France, 10 June 1918. Whalley temporarily commanded the 57th Brigade, 16-22 September 1918, before 
returning to lead the Battalion at The Affair of Shepherd's Redoubt', 25 September 1918. The success of which was duly noted by the 
Divisional Commander , 'a warm message of congratulation to Colonel Whalley and the whole Battalion was sent by the Divisional 
Commander General Jeffreys; and the Brigadier [A. J. F. Eden, commanding the 57th Brigade] in forwarding the message added, "I 
realise that the Regimental Motto "FIRM" is as much inwardly implanted in the mind of every officer and man of the 3rd Battalion The 
Worcestershire Regiment as it is outwardly displayed.' (Ibid) 

After the war Whalley served as Brigade Major, Gloucestershire and Worcestershire Infantry Brigade, Southern Command, April 1920 - 
March 1922. He advanced to Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel and was posted for service with the 1st Battalion, Worcestershire Regiment, at 
Meerut, India, in November 1923. Whalley was appointed Lieutenant-Colonel, Reserve of Officers, and served as commanding officer 
of the 2nd City of London Regiment (The Royal Fusiliers), Territorial Army for four years until May 1930. In later life he resided at 
Hunstmead, Moretonhampstead, Devon, and died at a nursing home in Torquay, 19 February 1956.

John Richard Wall was born in Holdgate, Shropshire, and attested for the 
Worcestershire Regiment in 1890. He served as a Sergeant with the 1st Battalion 
during the Second Boer War. During service in South Africa he advanced to 
Colour Sergeant, was brought to the notice of the Divisional Commander, and 
twice Mentioned in Despatches (awarded L.S. & G.C. April 1909). Wall was 
discharged 28 February 1914, having served 23 years and 121 days service with 
the Colours. 

Wall re-engaged for service during the Great War, and was appointed Quarter 
Master and Honorary Lieutenant with the 8th Battalion, Worcestershire 
Regiment, 12 May 1915. He served with the 2/8th Worcestershire Regiment in 
the French theatre of war from May 1916. Wall advanced to Captain, and 
remained in the French theatre of war until November 1918 (he was awarded his 
M.C. for services during 1918, and presented with it 29 January 1919). He 
remained with the Battalion in France until April 1919, when they received 
orders to proceed to Egypt. Stationed at Sidi Bish, near Alexandria, they were 
employed on guard duty, picquets and escorts to prisoners of war. 

The 2/8 Worcesters War Diary records that on 30 July 1919, Wall and 11 other 
ranks embarked at Alexandria as part of an escort for Turkish prisoners of war. 
Orders for the unit's disbandment came through in September 1919, and Wall 
returned to the UK. He was finally discharged in May 1923, having completed 
33 years service with the Regiment (awarded M.S.M. in 1953).

During an attack by his battalion this officer led his platoon forward to a position 
some 300 yards in front of the main position, whence he was able to deal with the enemy's snipers and machine guns with great effect, 
thus rendering much assistance to the troops behind him. He maintained his position for eighteen hours, in spite of heavy fire. On 
another occasion, when his men were under heavy machine-gun and rifle fire at short range, he moved about in the open from post to 
post with complete unconcern for his own safety, encouraging and directing the men, to whom he set an example of gallantry and 
composure.'

Thomas Joseph Sellis was born at Wainscott, Rochester, Kent, the third of four sons, in May 1891. He was educated at the Board 
School at Wainscott, and attested for the Worcestershire Regiment in March 1909. Sellis served in the ranks of the 2nd Battalion, 
Worcestershire Regiment, at Ahmednagar and Jhansi in India until 1913. Having returned to the UK, the Battalion was serving at 
Aldershot with the outbreak of the Great War. 

Sellis served during the Great War with the 2nd Battalion, Worcestershire Regiment, in the French theatre of war from 14 August 1914. 
The Battalion served as part of the 5th Infantry Brigade, 2nd Division, and were actively engaged in the Battle of Mons, the subsequent 
retreat, and the battles of the Marne and the Aisne. Sellis advanced to Sergeant, and was commissioned Second Lieutenant in the 1st 
Battalion, Sherwood Foresters (Nottinghamshire and Derbyshire Regiment) in April 1918. He advanced to Lieutenant in October 1919, 
having completed his posting to the School of Musketry, Hythe, earlier in the year. 

From 22 January 1920, with the 1st Battalion, Sellis served in the Plebiscite Area of Schlesvig-Holstein, the land bordering Denmark 
and Germany. At the peace treaty of 1864 between Denmark, Prussia and Austria, it was decided that if a plebiscite could prove that 
the northern half of Schlesvig had a clear Danish majority in her population, this part should be returned to Denmark. The Prussians, 
however, cancelled this decision and refused to take part in any talks. It was not until Germany had lost the Great War that the 
Plebiscite, supported by the British and French Governments, was held in 1920. During the voting period, Allied forces occupied the 
area; the 1st Battalion, Sherwood Foresters and the Chasseurs Alpin were the representative troops. 

The Sherwood Foresters were based at Flensburg, whilst the voting in the Northern and Southern Sectors took place. The voting in the 
Northern Sector took place without any disturbances on 10 February 1920. The voting in the Southern Sector was to take place 14 
March 1920, 'On the 13th three small detachments of ten men under the command of Lieuts. Brittan, Twamley, and Sellis were sent 
out to the Ringsburg, Frorup, and Lindewitt to supervise the voting, and on the same day the Battalion moved into Flensburg to patrol 
the streets and keep order during the voting, and was quartered in St. Nicholas Schools.... No sooner had the plebiscite in the second 
zone been taken than the Kapp Revolution broke out in Germany, and it was reported that a force of Kapp revolutionists was 
concentrating near Hamburg, with a view to advancing on Flensburg. 

It was therefore decided to send three small outposts out on the main roads on the southern boundary of the southern zone and on the 
20th three detachments, under Lieuts. Mason, Warneford, and Sellis, moved out to Oversee, Neu, and Stedesend.' {1920 Regimental 
Annual , The Sherwood Foresters , refers) 

The above manoeuvres seem to have had the desired effect as no further disturbances occurred. Before the Battalion left Flensburg, the 
Danish Government requested to be allowed to fete those troops involved with the Plebiscite in Copenhagen. On 17 June 1920, 
together with the RN officers and ratings of H.M.S. Carysfort, they all received a commemorative medal presented by H.M. King 
Christian X of Denmark. 

In September 1920, Sellis was seconded for service with the West African Frontier Force. He returned from Nigeria in December of the 
following year, and transferred to the Regular Army Reserve of Officers in June 1922. 
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Sellis re-engaged for service during the Second War with the Auxiliary Military Pioneer Corps in December 1939. He served with No. 
58 Company, and landed with them in France, 29 March 1940. They were employed as part of 14 Group, and the Company consisted 
of approximately 280 men. On 15 June 1940, the Second in Command with 210 other ranks departed to embark for the UK. The 
Officer Commanding, Lieutenant Sellis, and 44 other ranks remained on defence duties. The Company War Diary records that two days 
later, this rear party with 30 men from each of the three other Pioneer Companies were formed into one Composite Company and 
entrained for St. Malo. Their train came under aerial attack, and was set on fire destroying all of their kit in the process. They continued 
by road and were evacuated by ship to Southampton as part of Operation Ariel, 1 7 June 1940. 

Upon returning to England, No. 58 Company was posted to carry out defence works on the South Coast. Sellis advanced to Captain, 
and was briefly posted to No. 4. Training Centre at Clacton, before being posted as Second in Command of the newly formed No. 247 
Company at Clacton, in January 1941. He continued to serve in this capacity until January 1943, after which he served with No. 135 
Company and No. 276 Company. The last two years of the war he was employed as Adjutant of a Convalescent Depot, and from 
December 1945 he took over as Second in Command of No. 622 (Italian) Prisoner of War Company based at Winchfield, Hampshire. 

Sellis retired as Honorary Captain in December 1947, and died in Kent, 30 October 1969. 


William Edward Sellis was the eldest brother of T. J. Sellis, and was born at Wainscott, Rochester, Kent, in September 1886. Sellis 
served during the Great War with the 2nd Battalion, Worcestershire Regiment, in the French theatre of war from 30 August 1914. The 
Battalion served as part of the 5th Infantry Brigade, 2nd Division, and were actively engaged in the Battle of Mons, the subsequent 
retreat, and the battles of the Marne and the Aisne. 

Sellis subsequently transferred to the 1 /8th Worcestershire Regiment, and was serving with C Company when he was killed in action, 
24 April 191 7. On the latter date the 1 /8th Worcestershire Regiment War Diary records that the Battalion was involved in the attack on 
Gillemont Farm, and that the men of C and D Company took heavy casualties during the attack. 

W. E. Sellis is commemorated on the Theipval Memorial, Somme. The Sellis family also lost another son during the Great War - A. J. 
Sellis was a Stoker in the Royal Navy, and was drowned 1 January 1915, when H.M.S. Formidable was torpedoed off the Devon coast.

George Fuller Stone was born in Evesham, Worcestershire, in April 1889. He was the eldest son of W. G. R. Stone, editor of the The 
Worcester Herald. Stone was educated at Worcester Royal Grammar School, and enlisted as a Private in the 8th Battalion, 
Worcestershire Regiment (T.A.) in February 1909. The Battalion was embodied at the outbreak of the Great War, and Stone served with 
the 1 /8th Battalion, Worcestershire Regiment in the French theatre of war from 1 April 1915. He served with his younger brother 
Harold in 'A' Company, and was able to go to Harold's funeral when he died of wounds, 31 May 1915. 

Stone advanced to Lance Corporal in June 1915, and applied for a commission later that year. He was commissioned Temporary 
Second Lieutenant in the 14th (Service) Battalion, Worcestershire Regiment (Severn Valley Pioneers) in January 1916, and returned for 
service in France with the Battalion in September of the same year. Stone advanced to Temporary Lieutenant in July 1917, and was 
appointed 63rd Divisional Tramway Light Railway Officer. He served in the latter capacity until September 1917, and advanced to 
Acting Captain in March 1918. Stone served as Adjutant of the Battalion for the latter part of 1918, and carried the Colours as they 
were laid up in Worcester Cathedral, 23 June 1919. 

After demobilisation, Stone was a regular attendee of Worcestershire Regiment Reunion dinners and Chairman of the 14th Battalion's 
equivalent. He was residing in London at the outbreak of the Second War, and was commissioned Captain in the City of London Home 
Guard, 1 February 1941. Stone initially served with the 13th City of London (West Ham) Battalion, before advancing to Major with the 
6th City of London (Silvertown) Battalion. In later life he resided at 66 Bromwich Road, Worcester, and died in October 1975.

'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty. He personally stopped two counter-attacks on his front with a mere handful of men. 
He himself firing the machine gun with great accuracy and determination. Although his right flank was cut off, he remained for 48 
hours until relieved.' 
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Howard Baker Wakes Williamson was born in Bellair, Durban, South Africa, in August 1889. He was educated in South Africa, and 
initially employed with the Defence Department of the Natal Government, before working as a Metallurgist. Williamson travelled to 
the UK in 1915 and, aged 26, joined the Inns of Court O.T.C. in December of the same year. He joined No. 11 Officer Cadet Battalion 
in May 1916, and was commissioned Second Lieutenant in the 6th (Reserve) Battalion, Worcestershire Regiment in September 1916. 

Williamson was posted to the 4th Battalion, Worcestershire Regiment, and served with them in the French theatre of war from 25 
October 1916. He initially served as their Lewis Gun Officer, before handing over the duties in February 1917. Two months later the 
Battalion served as part of the 88th Brigade, 29th Division, in the trenches at Monchy Le Preux. Williamson distinguished himself on 23 
April 191 7, when the Battalion was engaged in the Second Battle of the Scarpe, as part of the Battles of Arras: 

'Just as the first light showed pale over the crest of Infantry Hill the British guns broke out in intense fire. The platoons of the 4th 
Worcestershire rose to their feet and charged forward down the slope through a storm of shells. The German front line was easily 
crossed, and the few survivors of the defence were killed or captured. The Worcestershire companies reached the bottom of the hollow 
and pushed up the slope. Officers and men fell at every step, but the enemy's second line was stormed... the attackers reached their 
goal, the crest-line of the spur which runs south from Infantry Hill. Within half-an-hour from the start, the 4th Worcestershire had 
advanced nearly a mile, had reached their objective, and had commenced to entrench. 

The right flank of the new position rested on a little copse at the southern end of the spur: thence northwards the line ran along the 
crest of the spur to near the rounded summit of Infantry Hill. To the left, the other battalions of the 29th Division had similarly gained 
ground, but on the right the attack of the 15th Division had failed. 

Soon it was clear that the failure on the right had made the position of the Battalion most dangerous. The enemy's guns concentrated 
their fire on the captured spur and brought down a terrific bombardment. Through that storm, 2nd Lieutenant H. B. Williamson led up 
reinforcements to strengthen the thin line on the spur. 

At 10am came the first German counter-attack. Lieutenant Croom-Johnson sent up flares and at that prearranged signal the British 
artillery put down an intense barrage.... But the enemy were determined to regain the spur. A fresh advance encircled the right flank of 
the Worcestershire and once again the enemy attack up the slope. The musketry of the defence held back the attack, but the German 
bombardment shattered the hasty entrenchments on the spur, and the fire of the Worcestershire platoons grew weaker as the soldiers 
collapsed, killed or wounded. Lieutenant Croom-Johnson directed the defence, dashing from one shell-hole to another, reorganising 
those who had lost their leaders and inspiring all to resist to the last: but presently he was wounded a second time and disabled. The 
command passed to 2nd Lieutenant Williamson, the only surviving company officer.' (The Worcestershire Regiment in the Great War , 
by Captain H. FitzM. Stacke, M.C., refers) 

Despite all the surrounding positions falling into German hands, and being separated from the rest of the Battalion, Williamson's men 
on the spur remained resolute. At nightfall Colonel Kerans [see Lot 321], the 4th Battalion's commanding officer, attempted to lead a 
counter-attack on the copse in an effort to break through to Williamson. The German's overwhelming numbers put pay to the attack, 
and it was not until 'long after midnight came news of relief. About 2am the 2nd Royal Fusiliers came forward to the ridge, and before 
dawn they had relieved the mixed collection of troops in the valley and facing the copse. But on the crest of the spur the survivors of 
the left flank companies of the 4th Worcestershire, 42 men under 2nd Lieutenant Williamson, were not relieved before dawn. It was 
impossible to move across the open in daylight, so those brave men clung to the ground they had won until the following evening, 
assisting in the work of consolidation. 

Meanwhile the remainder of the Battalion had marched back down the main road to Arras. On April 22nd the "Battle Strength" of the 
Battalion had been 17 officers and 520 rank and file: on April 24th 2 officers and 64 men marched back (this is exclusive of 2nd 
Lieutenant Williamson's party)... On the evening of April 25th 2nd Lieut. Williamson and his party rejoined.' (Ibid) 

Williamson advanced to Acting Captain in August 1917, before returning to the UK to recuperate from illness in December 1917. He 
relinquished his commission in November 1920, and returned to South Africa. In 1924 he changed his name by legal deed, at the 
request of his maternal grandfather who had no son, to Howard Baker Wakes Williamson. 

Despite turning 50 in August 1939, Williamson applied to be appointed to the Reserve of Officers, Infantry Branch, South African 
Defence Force at the outbreak of the Second War. He was employed as a Captain at various training establishments including a two 
month attachment to the South African Tank Corps. Williamson advanced to Acting Major in December 1940, and was posted as 
Officer Commanding Troops at the Union Defence Forces Broken Hill Base Camp, Northern Rhodesia. From August 1941 he served as 
a Staff Officer at H.Q. Natal Command, before being appointed Camp Commandant, Clairwood Race Course Camp in September the 
following year. 

Willamson was appointed Temporary Major in October 1942, before being found medically unfit for further military service in January 
1944. He died in Durban in June 1965.

M.C. London Gazette 9 December 1943. The original recommendation states: 

This officer was captured at Rigel Ridge, Libya, on 14 June 1942. He was transferred to Italy and was imprisoned in Campo 21 at 
Chieti from 4 August 1942 to 4 August 1943. During this time he was involved in three escape schemes. 

On 4 August 1943, he was moved to Campo 19 at Bologna, whence he escaped on 12 September 1943, three days after the 
occupation of the camp by the Germans. With four other prisoners, Lieutenant Cross hid in an uncompleted tunnel which had been 
begun on 24 August 1943. He was the second officer to leave the tunnel and was able to climb out of the camp unobserved. In bare 
feet he followed the railway from Bologna to Castel S. Pietro where he obtained civilian clothes, food and 300 lire from English- 
speaking Italians. He then walked to Imoli and caught a train to Termoli where the train was taken over by the Germans. He evaded 
them and made his way from Termoli to Bari, receiving a good deal of help en route from Italians. At Bari he was able to contact British 
paratroops. 

In view of this officer's enterprise and determination to rejoin the Allied Forces, I strongly recommend that he be awarded the Military 
Cross.' 


Charles Napier Cross was born in Edmonton, Llandaff, Cardiff, in April 1913. Prior to the Second War he was employed as a Director 
of a company in Bridgend, and played for Cardiff Rugby Club, as well as being a former captain of Glamorgan Wanderers. Cross was 
commissioned Second Lieutenant in the Worcestershire Regiment, in April 1941. He served with C Company, 1st Battalion, 
Worcestershire Regiment in North Africa, and was present when the Battalion fought in a gallant defensive action against the 21st 
Panzer Division at Rigel Ridge, south-west of Tobruk, 14 June 1942. Cross was part of a small number of men left to cover the 
withdrawal of the main force, and was eventually taken prisoner of war. 
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The story of Charles Napier Cross' remarkable 450-mile journey through German-occupied Italy, is reported at great length in his MI9 
Debrief, and was retold in a wartime feature that appeared in the Western Mail & South Wales News , on 11 December 1943, from 
which the following extract has been taken: 

' ... Six British officers continued their tunnelling operations, and decided to make a new passage under the cookhouse. They knew the 
officers were going to be moved, and their idea was to stay in the hole, for days if necessary, and come out after the camp had moved. 

Then came their first shock. Five of them got into the hole and waited for 1 5 hours. Coming out to reconnoitre they found that instead 
of the Germans having left the camp they had moved the British officers and taken the camp over as a barracks. 

Then there was a dash for freedom, Lieutenant Cross was second of the five to escape over a 12 ft. wall surmounted by another 4 ft. of 
wire. Bare-footed he went over another barrier of barbed wire, ran into the vineyards and began his great trek. 

After walking some miles with swollen legs and blistered feet he called at a villa and asked for shoes or boots. The occupants gave him 
boots and civilian clothes, and speaking Italian he was able to pass as an Italian civilian. 

After walking another 10 miles, he came between the railway and the road that ran to a town and jumped on a train in a siding. With a 
handkerchief over his head to the complete the illusion that he was an Italian, he travelled for 100 miles as a passenger. At the end of 
this journey the Germans searched passengers for arms, but his nationality escaped detection, and he made for open country. 

Occasionally, he got lifts in a mule cart; more often he walked, passing from village to village until at last he decided to make for 
Naples. A peasant warned him that it was impossible to get over the hills so he turned back to a town on the Adriatic coast. 

He had little sleep, rising at about one a.m. and travelling through the night and day until 10 p.m. when he had a couple of hours' 
sleep and was off again. For food he helped himself from the vineyards. In the villages he bought macaroni and spaghetti and sat at cafe 
tables with other Italians. 

Sometimes he was asked too many questions. He escaped from a difficult situation by saying he had been with one of the Bersaglieri 
regiments, and, pointing to a mark on his face, said he had suffered a wound which made talking difficult. 

He had little trouble in bluffing the Germans. Sometimes an Italian who guessed his identity would shake hands with him, and, with a 
sly wink, help him on his way. 

When some 30 miles from the British lines a group of Italians mistook him for an escaping German and put him in a local gaol. But he 
managed to get out and shortly afterwards arrived at a town where he met a platoon of British paratroops. 

Lieutenant Cross, who has owned a business in Bridgend for the past seven years, is a son of the late Mr. Ernest Cross, managing 
director of Messrs. Cross Brothers, Cardiff, and will be remembered among Cardiff Rugby followers as a former player with Cardiff 
Rugby Club and a former captain of Glamorgan Wanderers.' 

Cross managed to make contact with British Paratroops at Bari, 18 September 1943, and after a debrief at HQ 5 Corps was sent the 
following day to Brindisi. Whilst at the latter he was interviewed by General Mason-Macfarlane, Chief of the Armistice Commission. 
Cross was deemed useful and travel orders were raised for him to escort Herr Thisson (former German Consul at Bari) and his wife from 
Brindisi to Algiers by air (see original documentation included in lot). Having carried out his duty he returned to the UK via Marrakech, 
and advanced to Temporary Captain in May 1944. After the war Cross resided at 1 Rectory Road, Penarth, Glamorgan, and died in 
August 1964.

D.C.M. London Gazette 18 February 1919 (details appeared in London Gazette of 10 January 1920): 

'For great gallantry on 6th November, 1918, during the attack on Petit Mauberge. He led forward his platoon and rushed an enemy 
machine-gun post, capturing the gun and crew. Later he rushed a second machine gun, taking six prisoners, and assisted during the 
advance in capturing two other machine guns. He showed marked courage and leadership/ 

D.C.M. Second Award Bar London Gazette 18 February 1919 (details appeared in London Gazette 10 January 1920): 

During the attack on the night of 25th/26th October 1918, at Englefontaine, he, with utter disregard for personal safety, rushed an 
enemy machine-gun post, killed the team and knocked out the gun. His fine courage and initiative undoubtedly prevented many 
casualties.' 

Herbert Yates served during the Great War with the 2nd (not 20th - this a naming error, as no such battalion existed) Battalion, 
Worcestershire Regiment in the French theatre of war from 4 April 1915. He advanced to Sergeant and served with distinction, in 
particular throughout 1918, when his actions at Selle and Petit Mauberge saw him awarded the D.C.M. and Bar - 1 of 7 awarded to the 
Regiment. 

His exploits are recorded in The Worcestershire Regiment in the Great War, by Captain H. FtizM. Stacke, M.C.: 

'Throughout the ensuing day (October 25th) the 33rd Division stood fast, while the Divisions on right and left fought their way forward 
into line. Preparations were made and plans amended for a fresh attack. 

At 1am on October 26th the new attack was launched. All three Brigades of the 33rd Division attacked. On the left the 19th Brigade 
led by the 1st Queen's attacked the western side of the village [Englefontaine]; on the right the 98th Brigade attacked it from the east; 
and in the centre the 2nd Worcestershire and Glasgow Highlanders of the 100th Brigade attacked the village from the south. 

The enemy were strongly posted on the outskirts of the ruined village with machine-guns skilfully disposed to sweep the open ground. 
In spite of the crashing barrage the German machine-gunners opened fire as soon as the advancing platoons appeared out of the 
darkness. One machine-gun was shooting straight down the Landrecies road; but 2nd Lieutenant B. Kelly charged the machine-gun at 
the head of a small party, plunged in among the machine-gunners, killed two with the bayonet and captured the rest. Further along the 
line Sergeant H. Yates boldly attacked a second machine-gun, killed the machine gunners and cleared the way. Nevertheless there 
were many casualties; and both the officers of one company were hit. Sergeant F. Field took command of the company and led his men 
forward into the village. 

The British attack had been launched at the very hour at which the German troops in Englefontaine were being relieved; and the 
inevitable confusion among the enemy greatly helped the attackers. The German battalions which had stood the strain of the previous 
three days of battle were at the end of their strength, and the fresh troops, ignorant of the situation, were easily demoralised. The 
attackers fought their way into the wrecked village and for a time a wild struggle raged around the ruins of the houses.... 

Before dawn the German resistance was broken; and in the first light (October 26th) the last enemy in the village gave themselves up. 

By sunrise Englefontaine was entirely in our hands, with more than five hundred prisoners and many machine-guns. 

[The Pursuit to Mons]... A few miles to the northward, the 2nd Worcestershire had remained in reserve during the great battle on 
November 4th [1918]. Since the close of the Battle of the Selle the Battalion had remained billeted in Forest. There the 2nd 
Worcestershire remained during the first hours of the battle.... Presently word came that the 38th Division had gained their objectives; 
and that the 33rd Division would advance. The 100th Brigade marched up the main road to Hecq, past troops of prisoners... the 
advance was resumed to the edge of the Mormal Forest, where the troops settled down for the night. 

An attack was planned for the next morning; but before dawn it was found that the enemy had retired. The advance was resumed, the 
direction this time being eastward through the Forest. The 2nd Worcestershire marched at the rear of the Brigade.... At Sartbaras, on the 
western edge of the Forest, the 100th Brigade debouched into the open. In front some parties of the enemy were still west of the River 
Sambre, and a little manoeuvring and shooting was necessary to drive them away. In the course of those operations "A" and "B" 
Companies of the Battalion occupied the village of Sassegnies, without loss. After dark the Battalion took over position along the banks 
of the River Sambre. In front the German rearguards were holding Aulnoye and Leval. Orders were received for an attack across the 
river next day. During that night the indefatigable sappers put a light bridge across the river. At 5.30am (November 6th) such guns as 
were available opened fire. The leading Worcestershire platoons rushed across the bridge, formed up on the rising ground beyond and 
advanced to the attack. 

Several machine-guns fired at them from the outskirts of Petit Mauberge; but 2nd Lieutenant J. E. Morrison led his men forward with 
speed and skill, outflanked a large party of the enemy and drove them off in flight. Sergeant H. Yates led his platoon in a swift rush 
which captured a machine-gun and its crew. The enemy gave way on all sides. A German field-gun opened fire at point-blank range in 
a vain effort to hold back the pursuit; but 2nd Lieutenant Morrison outflanked the gun and captured it without loss. Three more 
machine-guns were rushed and captured [see citation above], the German rearguard was scattered. In less than an hour the villages of 
Leval and Petit Mauberge had been cleared at trifling cost. 

The 2nd Worcestershire were now on historic ground. On August 25th 1914 the Battalion had marched through Leval from Aulnoye 
during the retreat from Mons. Now the British Army was fighting its way back across the ground over which it had then retreated.'

He led forward his company after all the officers had become casualties and 
organised the defence of the line reached.'

David Charles Sumner was born in Ash, Surrey, in June 1887. He served in the 3rd Battalion, Worcestershire Regiment, prior to the 
Great War and had advanced to Corporal by 1911. Sumner served during the Great War as a Lance Sergeant with the 2nd Battalion in 
the French theatre of war from 12 August 1914. The Battalion fought in the Battle of Mons, the Retreat from Mons, the Battles of the 
Marne, the Aisne, Langemarck, Gheluveltand Nonne Bosschen. 

In 1915, the Battalion were engaged at Festubert and at Loos - the latter from 25 September to 8 October 1915. Sumner advanced to 
Company Sergeant Major, and distinguished himself early in the morning of 27 September 1915. The previous day the Battalion had 
suffered grievous casualties trying to capture the Quarries, and when 'night fell amid pouring rain, and it became possible to collect the 
wounded and count the loss. Of the 2nd Worcestershire nearly half had fallen - 13 officers and more than 300 NCO's and men. The 
2nd-in-Command, all four Company Commanders, the Machine-Gun Officer, the Medical Officer and three out of the four Company 
Sergeant Majors [with the exception of Sumner] were casualties. Of the officers of the Battalion there now remained the C.O., the 
Adjutant, and six young 2nd Lieutenants to command the four companies, which between them could muster some five hundred 
NCO's and men. All through the night the stretcher-bearers worked across the field of battle, searching for the wounded amid 
intermittent rifle and machine-gun fire, whilst the fighting troops laboured to improve the half-dug trench and to protect their front by a 
wire entanglement. 
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All night officers and men worked hard, and by dawn [27th] the new line was fairly consolidated. On the left flank a deep 
communication trench ran forward from the position of the Battalion to the enemy's line, and at 5am a strong German bombing party 
advanced along that trench. A sharp fight ensued, evidently as a preliminary to a general attack, for bayonets were seen bristling up 
from the enemy's parapet all along the line. The Worcestershire companies opened rapid fire, the bombers in the communication 
trench were driven back after a determined fight and for the moment the danger passed. In consolidation of the position, splendid work 
was done by Sergt. D. C. Sumner, who had gallantly led his company forward after all the officers were hit. He was ably assisted by 
Sergt J. Birch. Both were awarded the D.C.M.' ( The Worcestershire Regiment in the Great War , by Captain H. FitzM. Stacke, M.C., 
refers) 

The 2nd Battalion moved to the Bethune sector as part of the 33rd Division in early 1916. Sumner was mortally wounded, 7 May 1916, 
the circumstances were recorded in the diary of Captain C. H. Pigg (later published in the regimental journal Firm, Volume 16): 

That night the battalion suffered a great loss in the death of Company Sergeant Major D. C. Sumner, of "B" Company. He was a 
splendid soldier, robust and cheerful, and it was a tonic merely to see him. He had won a Distinguished Conduct Medal at Loos, and 
only in February had been decorated with the Medaille Militaire, the highest French decoration for gallantry in action. He went out to 
help and encourage a corporal and two men who were putting up wire at a point less than a hundred yards from the enemy, and was 
shot through the heart. Not long before he died he had given me a particularly good specimen of the nosecap of a German shell which 
he had picked up in the line; it is one of the few souvenirs of the war which I still keep.' 

Company Sergeant Major Sumner died 8 May 1916, and is buried in Bethune Town Cemetery, France.

'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty. He showed great courage and initiative in rallying and leading the men of his own 
and another unit at a critical time.' 


Frank Alfred Morrow was born in Limehouse, London, in September 1892. He was the son of G. E. Morrow, a Master Oar and Scull 
Maker, who was born in Melbourne, Australia. Morrow worked in his father's workshop prior to serving during the Great War with the 
Worcestershire Regiment in the French theatre of war from 2 April 1915. He advanced to Sergeant, and was serving with the 3rd 
Battalion by the summer of 1916. 

The 3rd Battalion, Worcestershire Regiment served as part of the 7th Brigade, 25th Division on the Somme. Morrow distinguished 
himself in action on the Leipzig Salient as part of the Battle of Thiepval, 7 July 1916. His gallantry is recorded in The Worcestershire 
Regiment in the Great War, by Captain H. FitzM. Stacke, M.C.: 

'Dawn of July 3rd found the 3rd Worcestershire crowded in narrow shelter-trenches inside Aveluy Wood. Around them the trees were 
broken and stripped by shell-fire. On every side shells burst incessantly. On the far side of the river valley the steep Theipval Ridge 
loomed up sharply against the growing light, and on that Ridge the troops in front were fighting fiercely in a tangle of German trenches 
- the Leipzig Salient. The German front line had been captured, but the supporting trenches were resisting all attacks. 

The Battalion remained in reserve for forty-eight hours, momentarily expecting to advance and bombarded from time to time with 
heavy shells. Not until after dark on July 4th did the companies move forward across the River Ancre into reserve trenches at Authuille. 

Further forward, the 1st Wiltshire had taken over the captured German front line and were fighting fiercely among the complicated 
inner defences of the Leipzig Salient. The fighting swayed to and fro. Before dawn on July 5th the enemy made a sharp attack. The 
Wiltshire held their ground but their losses were so heavy that about midday two companies of the Worcestershire were sent up to their 
support. Rain had been falling, and the trenches up which the two companies struggled were choked with mud. That evening, after a 
heavy bombardment, the Wiltshire attacked and gained a little ground, but only with heavy loss, and another company of the 
Worcestershire was sent to their aid. 

Thenceforward for forty-eight hours (July 6th and 7th) Wiltshire and Worcestershire lads fought desperately in the deadly salient. The 
two battalions were intermixed in a maze of trenches under continuous heavy shell-fire. Bombing attacks were made by each side 
whenever enough bombs could be brought up along the choked communication trenches. 

One company of the 3rd Worcestershire lost all its officers, killed or disabled: but Sergeant C. Price took command and, although 
wounded himself, he reorganised and consolidated the position, refusing to leave until his men were secure. At another point, where 
casualties had been very heavy, all the officers, both Worcestershire and Wiltshire, had fallen. Sergeant F. A Morrow took command of 
the leaderless men of both units, held his ground and re-established his position. (Sergt. Price and Sergt. Morrow were both awarded 
the D.C.M.) Attack and counter-attack followed in quick succession and the losses were heavy; but all the troops fought splendidly. 
"When I got into the Leipzig Salient," a staff officer wrote of the fighting on July 7th, "I found the place in a most awful state. The 
enemy's shelling was tremendous, trenches were obliterated and the rain helped to make what was left of them crumble away; dead, 
dying and wounded were all over the place. The two companies of the 3rd Worcestershire were only 50 men all told, the Wiltshire had 
only three officers left, and there seemed no end of the German shells and the consequent casualties." ' 

Morrow was commissioned Second Lieutenant in the 5th (Reserve) Battalion, Worcestershire Regiment, on 25 September 1918. Having 
been discharged after the Great War, he re-engaged for service during the Second War. He was commissioned Temporary Captain, 
Royal Marines in January 1942. He served as a Company Commander in the 19th Royal Marine Battalion, and the latter were engaged 
as part of the Mobile Naval Base Defence Organisation (MNBDO). Morrow was discharged from service, and died at Southend 
Municipal Hospital in June 1944.

Stephen James Horne was born in Birmingham, in July 1894. He attested for the 5th (Special Reserve) Battalion, Worcestershire 
Regiment, at the city of his birth, in February 1914. Horne transferred to the 2nd Battalion with the outbreak of the Great War, and 
served with them in the French theatre of war from 24 November 1914. 

The 2nd Battalion took part in a successful raid on Auchy, 1 - 2 July 1916, during which Horne received a gunshot wound to the eye 
and was hospitalised. He returned to active duty on 11 July 1916, to discover that in XI Army Corps Routine Orders of 10 July he had 
been awarded an Immediate Military Medal, his being one of 9 listed to the 2nd Battalion presumably all for gallant conduct during the 
raid. 

After a period of leave in the UK, Horne returned to the Battalion and was wounded in action again - this time at Croisilles, 23 May 
1917. He suffered another shrapnel wound, 27 September 1917, and was hospitalised for several weeks. Horne rejoined the Battalion 
in November, as they were in trenches east of Passchendaele. The 2nd Battalion were withdrawn back to a support position near Seine 
Farm, and Horne was killed in action on 4 December 191 7. He is commemorated on the Tyne Cot Memorial, Belgium.

John /Eneas Duncan purchased a commission as an Ensign in the 54th Foot on 7 August 1835, and was promoted to a Lieutenancy in 
the 31st Foot on 26 October 1893. He served with the 31st throughout the Afghanistan campaign of 1842, including the actions of 
Mazeenai, Tezeen, and Jugdulluck, occupation of Cabul, and different engagements leading to it (Medal). He transferred to the 29th 
Foot in August 1842, with regimental seniority of 8 April 1842. At the outbreak of the First Sikh War at the end of 1845, Duncan was 
away from the regiment 'doing duty with invalids since 1 October 1845' and so missed the opening actions of the campaign. He 
rejoined the regiment, however, in time to take part in the battle of Sobraon when he was severely wounded (Medal). Promoted to 
Captain on 30 July 1846, he returned to England and did duty with the Depot companies until October 1849, when he was appointed 
to the Grenadier company. The following month he was transferred to the Light Infantry company which he commanded until 
December 1853. On 24 June 1857 he embarked at Rangoon with a wing of the regiment for duty at Calcutta, where he died of cholera 
while on guard duty at the Mint, on 12 August 1 857. In the monthly Army List obituary, he is erroneously returned as 'killed in action'.

Lindsay Farrington was born at Meerut, India, on 7 February 1826. He was a cadet at the Royal Military College, Sandhurst, from 
where he was gazetted as an Ensign into the 86th Foot on 23 June 1843, aged 1 7 years 4 months.

August 1843, and was promoted to Lieutenant on 27 September 1844. He exchanged into the 29th Foot on 22 February 1845, and was 
appointed Adjutant on 1 March 1 850. The dates of his subsequent promotions in the 29th Foot were Captain, 9 July 1850, by purchase; 
Major, 2 December 1859, without purchase; Lieutenant-Colonel, 25 March 1862, by purchase; Brevet Colonel, 25 March 1867; retired 
on half-pay, 31 October 1871. He was advanced to Major-General on 1 October 1877, and to Lieutenant-General on 1 October 1882. 

Lieutenant-General Farrington served with the 29th Regiment in the Sutlej campaign of 1845-46, and was present at the battles of 
Ferozeshuhur and Sobraon (Medal with Clasp). He served also in the Punjab campaign of 1848-49, including the Passage of the 
Chenab and battles of Chilianwala and Goojerat (Medal with two Clasps). His final appointment was as Colonel of the Dorsetshire 
Regiment on 28 March 1909. Lieutenant-General Lindsay Farrington died in London on 2 February 1910, and is buried in Brompton

William Hay was born in the Parish of Melrose, near Galashiels, Roxburgh, and attested for the 29th Foot at Edinburgh on 18 January 
1841, aged 19 years. He went to India with the regiment in 1842, was promoted to Corporal in October 1843 and to Sergeant in 
September 1845, but did not see service during the Sutlej campaign of 1845-46. He did, however, serve throughout the Punjab 
campaign of 1848-49, and was present at the Passage of the Chenab, and battles of Chilianwala and Goojert, being wounded at 
Chilianwala (Medal with 2 Clasps). He took part in the suppression of the Indian Mutiny in 1858, serving with the Field Force under the 
command of Colonel Turner, C.B. (Medal). He was promoted to Quarter-Master Sergeant on 1 April 1859, and returned to England 
with the regiment at the end of that year. Hay was awarded the L.S. & G.C. medal with a Gratuity of £15 on 19 July 1860, and was 
discharged at Aldershot on 21 January 1862, after 21 years service, 1 7 of these years on the East Indies station. 

In April 1880, Hay's career in the 29th Foot was remembered in a 16-verse poem penned by a former colleague, Colour-Sergeant J. 
Murray titled To W. Hay , Late Quarter-Master Sergeant, 29th Regiment in which he recounted their long time together in the 
regiment, particularly in India: 

Of our engagements we could tell, 

Fought near the Punjaub's Rivers, 

Where hundreds of our comrades fell, 

By arrows from death's quivers. 

We bivouac where the dead lie, 

On the red field of slaughter, 

And at night have heard the wounded cry 
For water, "bring us water." 

We were in the field with Gough and Clyde, 

When cannons loud were ringing, 

And we did our best to stem the tide, 

That threatened England's dominion. 

We have marched together in the van, 

When death round us did hover, 

And have grasped each other by the hand, 

When the battle's storm was over.

John Igoe was born in the Parish of BallinakilI, Ballymore, Galway, and attested for the 29th Foot at Liverpool on 14 May 1846, aged

weeks. Thereafter he seems to have avoided further conflict with higher authority, being promoted Corporal in July 1850, and Sergeant 
in January 1852. He had by this time served in the Punjab campaign of 1848-49, including the Passage of the Chenab and the battles of 
Chilianwala and Goojerat (Medal with two Clasps). After further service in the Indian Mutiny of 1857-58, he returned with his regiment 
to England.

Gerald Ernest Lea, Worcestershire Regiment, the son of his Hon. Judge George Harris Lea, was born in Hampstead, London, on the 
30th June, 1877, and was educated at Locker's Park and Charterhouse. He received his first commission from the Militia in 1897; was 
appointed Adjutant of his battalion in November, 1900, while in South Africa, and promoted Captain in December of the same year, 
after a little more than three years' service. He remained in South Africa for three years, serving chiefly in the Orange River Colony, and 
was awarded the King's and Queen's medals, each with two clasps, for the Boer War. In 1912 he passed the final examination of the 
Staff College, thus obtaining the right to the coveted letters p.s.c. after his name. 

At the commencement of the Great War he proceeded to the Continent with the 1st Army Corps of the Expeditionary Force; was 
present at the Battle of Mons, all through the retirement from Mons to the Marne; and then in the advance from the Marne to the Aisne. 
At the Battle of the Aisne, on the 14th September, 1914, near the village ofVerneuil, he was struck on the head by a piece of shrapnel 
and died three hours afterwards. 


He married on the 7th August, 1912, Brenda, the only child of H. A. Wadworth, Esq., of Brenton Court, Herefordshire, and left one 
child, Marigold Geraldine, born on the 28th October, 1914. Captain Lea was a member of the Army and Navy Club (The Bond of 
Sacrifice refers).

Edward Scheel Cripps Hobson was born in New York, on 14 July 1869, the son of J. C. Hobson, Esq., of Maywood, Leamington. He 
was appointed 2nd Lieutenant in the 3rd (Militia) Battalion, Worcestershire Regiment, on 5 May 1888, and promoted to Lieutenant on 
5 October 1889. He was appointed a Regular Army 2nd Lieutenant in the Worcestershire Regiment on 17 January 1891, becoming 
Lieutenant on 6 July 1892, and Captain on 21 December 1899. He embarked at London Docks on the S.S. British Prince on 6 January 
1900 with the Mounted Infantry Company of the 2nd Battalion, Worcestershire Regiment, which formed part of the 5th Mounted 
Infantry. Landing at Cape Town on 27 January, the regiment proceeded by train to Hope Town. Hobson was then detailed to escort a 
convoy to Belmont, but on 9 February was ordered to hand it over to another escort and make his way to Ramah where, on arrival next 
day, he found the whole of the Mounted Infantry Division concentrated. On the 11th he was engaged at Wolvekraal, and next day 
joined General French's column at Ramdam. He took part in the Relief of Kimberley; operations in the Orange Free State including 
Paardeberg, 17-26 February, action at Poplar Grove, 7 March, and advance via Petrusburg on Bloemfontein. Here Captain Hobson, 
who up to this time had been doing duty as a Subaltern, took up the adjutancy of the 5th Mounted Infantry, which regiment, joining 
Lieutenant-General Ian Hamilton's force, marched from Bloemfontein on 22 April; he was present at the capture of the Waterworks, 22 
April, Israel's Port, 25 April, operations round Thaba'Nchu on the 26th and 27th, action at Houtnek (Thoba Mountain) 30 April to 1 
May, Welkom, 4 May, Vet River, 5-6 May, Zand River and occupation of Kroonstadt, 9-12 May. 

At Kroonstadt, Hobson took over command of the Mounted Infantry Company of the 2nd Worcesters which he retained until wounded 
at Bethlehem. He was present in the rear guard action at Lindley, 20 May; operations in the Transvaal including action at Doornkop, 29 
May, the occupation of Johannesburg, action outside Pretoria, 4 June, Diamond Hill, 11-12 June; operations in the Orange River 
Colony, including actions at Lindley, 26 June, and Bethlehem, 20 July, when he was dangerously wounded by a gunshot in the chest. 
He was invalided home and left Cape Town on the S.S. Dunera on 26 September 1900. On recovery from his wound he was posted to 
the 1st Battalion with which he took part in operations in the Orange River Colony from 1 July 1901 until the end of the War 
(Despatches London Gazette 10 September 1901). Hobson left Cape Town on 7 June 1902, having been sent home on the S.S. 
Bavarian to represent the 1st Battalion at the Coronation of King Edward VII. He was promoted to Major on 8 October 1904, and 
retired on 11 June 1910. 

In April 1914 Hobson was appointed a District Remount Officer for No. 13 (Central Warwickshire) District. He went to France and 
Flanders prior to 22/23 November 1914, and from 1 April 1915, for the remainder of the war, held a staff appointment as a Deputy 
Assistant Director of Railway Transport. After the War he remained in the Reserve of Officers on retired pay as a Major until he died, 
prematurely, aged 54 years, on 22 August 1923, at Leamington. Sold with comprehensive research including a good number of copied 
images taken from regimental albums.

Walter Charles Owen was born at Sedgley, Staffordshire, on 23 November 1873, and attested for the South Staffordshire Regiment at 
Birmingham on 8 March 1892. He served in South Africa from March 1900 to July 1902, and was transferred to the Army Reserve in 
April 1903. In March 1904 he re-engaged for a further 4 years service in the Army Reserve. He attested for the Worcestershire Regiment 
at Worcester on 14 September 1914, was posted to the 11th Battalion and by the end of November had been promoted to Sergeant. 
After a period of training the battalion was sent to France on 22 September 1915, but by the end of November they had been 
transported to Salonikia. Promoted to Company Sergeant-Major in April 1916, he was mentioned in despatches for services in Salonika 
and awarded the M.S.M. He completed his war service with the Labour Corps, being transferred on 1 January 1918, and returned to the 
U.K. the following June.

Johnstone Percy Lipyeatt Stoney was born on 27 April 1881, at Cloughjordan, King's County, Ireland. He was appointed a 2nd 
Lieutenant in the 4th (Militia) Battalion, East Surrey Regiment, on 18 January 1901, until, as a University candidate applicant, he was 
appointed 2nd Lieutenant with the 2nd Battalion, Worcestershire Regiment, on 4 May 1901. He served in South Africa, in the 
operations in Orange River Colony, from September 1901 until April 1902. He was originally issued with the Queen's Medal with 2 
clasps and the King's Medal with 2 clasps, but a note on the roll states that the King's Medal 'was issued in error as this officer had less 
than 18 months service in S.A.' The roll further notes that Stoney was advised that no recovery action was necessary on his part. The 
addition of the extra two clasps to his Queen's Medal was finally recognised in his War Services entry in the Quarterly Army List in 
1920. 

Following service in South Africa, Stoney served with the regiment in Ceylon, 1905-07, and then in India until March 1913. Captain 
Stoney joined his battalion in France on 5 September 1914, taking part in the battle of the Marne. He was wounded shortly afterwards 
during the battle of the Aisne on 15 September 1915, by a gunshot to his right leg.

Thomas Cubberley was born at Powick, Worcestershire, on 21 February 1857, and attested for the 22nd Infantry Brigade Depot at 
Worcester on 1 April 1879, aged 22. He was posted to the 36th Foot on 12 June 1879, the regiment being re-designated in July 1881 as 
2nd Battalion, Worcestershire Regiment. He was promoted to Corporal in March 1881, and to Sergeant in November 1882. He was 
married in February 1883 to Emma Caldwell, and by 1899 they had had eight children, including five sons, all of whom served during 
the Great War. Cubberley was promoted to Colour-Sergeant in March 1884, and in December 1885 was transferred as Permanent Staff 
to 4 (Militia) Battalion, Worcestershire Regiment. In August 1890 he was promoted to Sergeant-Major with rank of Quarter-Master 
Sergeant. 

Cubberley's L.S. & G.C. medal was announced in Army Order 96 of July 1897, but in the regimental register of these awards his rank of 
Quarter-Master Sergeant has been amended to read Militia Sergeant-Major and his medal duly corrected. Upon the formation of two 
new regular battalions of the Worcestershire Regiment in 1901, the 4th (Militia) Battalion was renumbered and became 6th (Militia) 
Battalion, embodied for service in South Africa on 9 December 1901. Cubberley went with the battalion to South Africa as Regimental 
Sergeant-Major, where they were employed manning block houses throughout Cape Colony. He was mentioned in Lord Kitchener's 
final despatch, dated 23 June 1902. 

The recommendation for Cubberley's M.S.M. with annuity was submitted in March 1903, and he was selected for the award with an 
annuity of £10 with effect from 1 April 1904, the award being announced in Army Order 5 of January 1905. He was finally discharged, 
as Sergeant-Major, at Worcester on 31 October 1905, aged 48 years 9 months. He died at Gillingham, Kent, on 31 January 1947, just 
three weeks short of his 90th birthday. 

Frederick Norton Cubberley was the second son of Sergeant-Major Thomas Cubberley With regimental number 6255 he served as a 
Sergeant with the 3rd Battalion, Worcestershire Regiment, in France and Flanders from 12 August 1914. He was killed in action on 1 
June 1916 and is buried in Ecoivres Military Cemetery, France.

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James Martin was born in Islington, London, on 14 October 1877. He enlisted as a Boy Musician into the Gloucestershire Regiment at 
Hounslow on 3 October 1 892, and served in Ireland before being posted to the 2nd Battalion of that regiment overseas. After service in 
India and Aden he returned to England with the Battalion. Serving then in the South African War, he held the Queen's Medal, but his 
being invalided home caused him to miss the award of the King's Medal. He transferred to the Worcestershire Regiment in 1909 as 
Sergeant Drummer and acted as Band Master at the Depot at Norton Barracks, completing his Regular Service in 1919. 

He then took up employment in a civilian capacity at Norton Barracks, but it was not long before he was appointed Band Master of the 
8th Battalion and served as such until 1938. He then held the Territorial Efficiency and Long Service and Good Conduct Medals. 
However, his musical career did not finish with his leaving the 8th Battalion. He will be remembered by the Worcester Royal Grammar 
School for his training of their Cadet Band and also by the Air Training Corps. He started the local Squadron Band and continued to 
teach music to the Cadets until his eightieth birthday. He was intensely interested in the boys and their after-careers. He loved his 
county and was devoted to the Regiment which he served so faithfully for so many years. He was closely associated with Brigadier B. 
C. S. Clarke in starting the Annual Regimental Reunion after the 1914-18 war. Bandmaster James "Peg" Martin died in the Worcester 
Royal Infirmary on 1 7 October 1959, aged 83. (Obituary from the regimental journal Firm refers)

Edgar Nathaniel Loftus Brock was born in London on 12 May 1867, only son of Edgar Philip Loftus Brock, an architect. He was 
educated at St Andrew's University before being appointed 2nd Lieutenant in the Worcestershire Regiment on 23 March 1889. He was 
promoted to Lieutenant in 1890, and joined the 2nd Battalion in Ireland before proceeding with a small draft to Bombay in February 
1891, to join the 1st Battalion then stationed at Poona. Promoted to Captain on 10 May 1899, he was seconded, 24 June, for service 
with 2 British Central African Rifles, joining them in Mauritius. After participation in operations in Somaliland, January to July 1900, he 
then sailed to the Gold Coast and took part in operations in Ashanti, including the actions at N'Dachi and Ofesu, and with the 
Kintampo Column (Medal). He transferred to 2 Gold Coast Regiment in June 1901 and remained with them until June 1905, when he 
returned as a Supernumerary Captain to the 1 st Worcesters. He was appointed Captain with the 3rd Worcesters on 12 September 1905, 
retired on half-pay in May 1907 but in the following September was appointed Captain with the 5th (Militia) Battalion, Worcester 
Regiment, and subsequently placed on the Reserve of Officers. Recalled from the Reserve on the outbreak of war in 1914, he was 
posted to the 3rd Worcesters and proceeded to France on 2 February 1915. He was killed in action, through bombing or sniping, on 20 
May 1915, south of Ypres, in trenches facing St Eloi, and is buried in Dickebusch New Military Cemetery, Ypres.

He entered the army through a militia commission on 4 February 1888, as a 2nd Lieutenant in the 4th (Militia) Battalion, 
Liverpool Regiment, being promoted Lieutenant on 9 April 1890. He obtained a regular army commission as 2nd Lieutenant in the 
Worcestershire Regiment on 9 September 1891, being promoted Lieutenant on 24 December 1892. He joined the 2nd Battalion and 
saw service at Malta, November 1895 to October 1897, and then in Bermuda until November 1899, when the regiment returned to 
England in preparation for service in South Africa. Jackson, however, had been seconded on 28 September that year for service with the 
Northern Nigeria Regiment in West Africa, where he arrived on 28 September. 

Promoted Captain in the Worcester Regiment with effect from 10 January 1900, he was appointed Captain in the Northern Nigeria 
Regiment on 1 March following and took part in operations in Northern Nigeria that year with the 1st Battalion, as part of the West 
African Frontier Force (Medal with Clasp). During the Aro operations of 1901-02 Captain Jackson commanded No. 1 Column in the 
advance on and occupation of Arochuku (Medal with Clasp). By July 1902, Jackson was back in England and living in London where 
he died on 13 June 1903, from an illness contracted while serving with the Aro Field Force, having been afflicted with liver disease for 
5-6 weeks and chronic dysentery for several months. He was buried in Kensal Green Cemetery.

He was 
gazetted as a 2nd Lieutenant in the Worcestershire Regiment on 28 November 191 7, and entered on the strength of the 8th Battalion.

Battalion served in that campaign. The Diary of 2/4th Battalion The Border Regiment 1914-19 , records, '2 June 1919: The armoured 
train between Pabbi and Jamrud was attacked and partially derailed by tribesmen between Kacha Garhi and Jamrud at 00.30 hours.

He served with the 36th Foot in the 
Peninsula from September 1811 to April 1812, and, as Captain in the 14th Portuguese Infantry from 23 May 1812 until April 1814. He 
was present at the 'sieges of Ciudad Rodrigo and Badajoz; also at the battles of Vittoria, Nivelle, Nive, and Orthes; attack on the Pass of 
Maio, the battle of St Pierre, 13th December 1813, defence of Alba de Tormes, and the battle of Toulouse, and various minor affairs.' 
He was appointed Captain in the 2nd Portuguese Infantry on 15 December 1814, and placed on half-pay on 25 December 1814. 
Restored to full-pay as a Captain he was appointed as Sub-Inspector of Militia, Ionian Islands, from 24 September 1823, until he retired 
as a Captain half-pay unattached on 23 November 1827. He was made Brevet Major in the 69th Foot on 10 January 1837, and 
promoted to Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel in the same regiment on 11 November 1851. Lieutenant-Colonel Graham Henry died at 
Lambridge, Bath, on 25 December 1861.

George Atkinson was born in the Parish of Spalding, Lincolnshire, and enlisted into the 36th Foot at Hull on 22 April 1805, for 
unlimited service, aged 21 years, a labourer by trade. He served with the regiment at Monte Video in 1807, and in the Peninsula 1808 
-09 and 1811 -14. He was discharged at Dublin on 31 October 1827, in consequence of length of service and being worn out, and was 
admitted to an out-pension at Chelsea Hospital on 12 December 1827.

Henry Torrens Metge was first commissioned as an Ensign into the 75th Foot on 28 January 1842, and exchanged into the 29th Foot on 
13 October 1842. He served in the Sutlej campaign of 1845-46 and was present at the battle of Sobraon (Medal). He served in the 
Punjab campaign of 1848-49, including the Passage of the Chenab, and was very severely wounded at the battle of Chilianwala, 13 
January 1849, when in command of the Light Company of the 29th, and died from his wounds on 19 January. 

Colonel Mountain, C.B., in his Memoirs & Letters , writing on 19 January, states: 'Poor Metge died of his wounds this morning. I had 
hoped he would live, for I saw him fall; and it pained me not to assist him; but we were under a tremendous fire, and all depended 
upon keeping up the charge. I could not have stopped for my brother. He was a fine young fellow, always foremost in any sport, as in 
the field. I saw him yesterday, and asked him if he saw me when he fell. He said Yes. I told him how sorry I was not to assist him, 
kissed his forehead, and commended him to God. His body was doomed. I trust his soul may, through Christ, have been accepted.' 

Colonel Everard notes in Officers Services of the 29th Foot , 1694-1909: 'When later on, the regiment passed near where Lt. Metge had 
been buried, his servant went to visit the grave, and found it had been disturbed; lying on the ground near by was a piece of the yellow 
facing, off the cuff of his late master's shell jacket, this he brought away and subsequently gave it to Capt. Colvill of the regt. who gave 
it to me and it is now in a case with some fragments of our Sutlej and Punjab Colours, received from officers who had served under 
them.' Sold with full research.

Kenneth Murchison was born at Inverness, Scotland, on 18 September 1804. He joined the 29th Foot from the 1st Battalion, Scots 
Guards, when, at age 27, he was appointed to be Colour-Sergeant and Acting Sergeant-Major of the 29th Foot Reserve Companies on 1 
March 1831. He joined the Service Companies in October 1834 at Port Louis, Mauritius, where the regiment had been serving since 
September 1826. Murchison was appointed Regimental Sergeant-Major in December 1834 and, returning to England in 1838, was 
commissioned as Ensign on 1 February 1839, and appointed Adjutant in March 1840. He was promoted to Lieutenant on 20 May 
1841, and embarked with the regiment for India in the following year. He served in the Sutlej campaign of 1845-46, and was present at 
the battle of Ferozeshuhur, 21-22 December 1845, receiving 'field' promotion to the rank of Captain with effect from 22 December 
1845. The regimental history records: 

'Lt. A. A. Simmons... who was commanding the Grenadier Company in Capt. Lucas' absence (serving as Brigade Major, and K.I.A.), 
had been wounded in the foot, and was limping away, leaning on Lt. Murchison, when a bullet struck him in the head, and he fell 
dead at Lt. Kirby's feet.' 

At the ensuing battle of Sobraon, 10 February 1846, Murchison was slightly wounded (His Sutlej medal was sold at Glendining's in 
October 1983). Captain Murchison served in the Punjab campaign of 1848-49, in command of the Grenadier Company, including the 
Passage of the Chenab, the battles of Chilianwala and Goojerat, and the pursuit of the Sikhs to the Jhelum (Medal with two Clasps). 
Murchison retired on 10 December 1852, and was advanced to the rank of Major on 28 November 1854. Major Murchison died at St 
Helier, Jersey, on 24 December 1 883. Sold with extensive research including a portrait photograph copied from a regimental album.

Edward James Henry Spratt was born at Malta on 30 August 1846, son of Admiral Thomas Abel Spratt, R.N. He was appointed Ensign 
in the 29th Foot, by purchase, on 3 March 1865, and served subsequently at Malta, and in Canada and the West Indies, becoming 
Lieutenant in December 1868, and Adjutant in June 1870. He was promoted to Captain in August 1878, and two months later 
appointed for Special Service in South Africa, where he served until 20 February 1880, and was a Sub-Director of Transport throughout 
the Zulu War of 1879. He generally served on the lines of communication and at the Durban base of operations during the campaign, 
but he was present with the 2nd Division in the engagement at Ulundi. In the operations against Sekukuni, he was present, as Orderly 
Officer to Colonel Russell, commanding the troops, at the storming of the stronghold, and capture of the Fighting Kopjie, being 
mentioned in despatches London Gazette 16 January 1880: 

'My acting Orderly Officers for the day Commissary Reeves, Captain Spratt, 29th Regiment, Captain Lawrell, 4th Hussars (killed), and 
Captain Christian, Frontier Light Horse, rendered me most valuable assistance, and carried my orders to the different parts of the field 
under a very heavy fire with the greatest coolness and accuracy.' 

He was advanced to Brevet Major on 24 July 1880, and served in the Boer War, 10 January to 6 June, 1881, as Deputy Assistant 
Adjutant and Quarter Master General, in the Transvaal. He rejoined his regiment, newly designated the 1st Battalion, Worcestershire 
Regiment, in India in November 1881, and served there, with periods of home leave, until March 1895, latterly in command having 
been promoted to Lieutenant-Colonel in March 1891. In October 1897, as a Colonel, he was called up from half-pay to command the 
8th and 40th Regimental districts at Warrington, a position he held until January 1901. Colonel Spratt died in London on 6 May 1827, 
aged 80.

Henry Lawrence Haughton was born at Tavoy, Mergui, Lower Burmah, on 1 October 1857, the third and youngest son of Lieutenant- 
General John Colpoys Haughton, C.S.I., Bengal Army. He was educated at Winchester and Emmanuel College, Cambridge, from where 
he matriculated in 1875. He was a cadet at the Royal Military College before being appointed a Second Lieutenant in the 29th Foot on 
11 May 1878. Embarking with the regiment for India in January 1879, he there volunteered for duty as a Transport Officer and served 
in the Afghan campaign from 21 October 1879 to 31 May 1881. As Brigade Transport Officer he accompanied the force under Major- 
General R. Phayre in its advance to the relief of Kandahar (Medal). He was promoted to Lieutenant on 1 December 1880. He was 
appointed a probationer to the Bengal Staff Corps with effect from 16 March 1882, attached to the 10th Bengal Native Infantry as an 
Officiating Wing Officer. He was selected to proceed to Egypt as A.D.C. to Major-General R. J. Hughes, of the Indian Contingent, but, 
before he was able to take up his appointment, he died of cholera at Benares on 9 July 1882.

Stephen James Swain was born in London on 28 May 1873, and enlisted into the 15th Hussars on 18 October 1889, aged 16 years 5 
months. After more than 11 years service with the 15th Hussars, he undertook the Bandmaster's Course at the Royal Military College of 
Music, Kneller Hall, and obtained the Licentiate of the Royal Academy of Music (L.R.A.M.). Following completion of his course on 18 
May 1901, he was appointed Bandmaster of the 4th Battalion, Worcestershire Regiment. He served with this battalion throughout their 
West Indies posting, and afterwards at Malta. His L.S. & G.C. medal was announced in Army Order 254 of October 1908. He went 
with the battalion to India in 1909 where they were stationed at Bareilly for some 5 years.

George Hall was born at Castle Donnington, Leicestershire, in 1827, and attested for the 36th Foot at Brockhall, Northants, on 27

of 27 years 1 79 days with the 36th Foot, having been 2nd Class Instructor of Musketry for nearly 14 years. He served almost 21 years 
abroad, in the Ionian Islands, West Indies, and India. He afterwards served 5 years 67 days in the 1st Royal Cheshire Militia, and for a 
further 5 years in the 2nd Cheshire (Earl of Chester's) Rifle Volunteers, being discharged on 11 December 1884. The award of the M.S.

He was appointed Lance-Corporal in 
December 1881, promoted to Corporal in April 1882, and to Sergeant in 1883. He left the 2nd Worcesters on 31 January 1885, to 
serve with the Militia of 29th Regimental District as Sergeant Instructor of Musketry of 2nd (Militia) Battalion, Worcestershire Regiment, 
later renumbered 5th (Militia) Battalion.

Samuel May was born in Belfast, County Antrim, and attested for the Royal Artillery at Lisburn on 4 May 1813, joining the 9th Battalion 
as a private, aged 1 7 years. Just 79 days after completion of his 'under-age' service, he was discharged on reduction of the unit. Nearly 
three years later, on 14 May 1817, he re-enlisted into the 98th Foot, but this period of service lasted just over a year before he was 
again discharged. After nearly three months he re-enlisted again, as a private with the 94th Foot, on 19 August 1818, but this service 
lasted only 4 months before he was again discharged on reduction of the regiment. Four days later he re-enlisted into the 29th Foot on 
18 December 1818, with whom he remained for the rest of his service. He was promoted to Corporal in April 1825, and to Sergeant in 
April 1826, serving with the 29th in Mauritius from September 1 826 to March 1838. As a School Master Sergeant he elected to take his 
discharge on 11 April 1839, having completed well in excess of the 21 years actual service required to qualify for his L.S. & G.C.

After 4 years 6 months service he attested for 
the Militia Reserve at Worcester on 4 August 1891. Following the outbreak of the Boer War he was embodied as a private on 8 May

returning to England on on 26 June 1901 (Q.S.A. with clasps for Cape Colony, Transvaal and Wittebergen). He was finally discharged 
form 6 (Militia) Battalion on 9 February 1905, after a total of 18 years service.

Private H. Harris was a member of "D" (Evesham) Company in the 2nd Volunteer Battalion, Worcestershire Regiment, when, on 10 
January 1900, he volunteered for service in South Africa. He was a member of the first contingent which became known as the 1st 
Volunteer Company, Worcestershire Regiment, which arrived at Cape Town on 1 7 March 1900. Harris returned from South Africa on 9 
June 1901, having earned the Q.S.A. with clasps for Cape Colony, Orange Free State and South Africa 1901. A resident of Bewdley 
Street, Evesham, he was, in addition to the 'Worcester Jewel' described above, presented with a specially prepared watch and a mint 
1901 Sovereign by the people of Evesham for his services in South Africa at a banquet held at Evesham Town Hall on 18 June 1901. 
The watches were engraved with the recipient's name, the occasion on which they were given, the name of the maker and the old

Edwin Hay Pickwoad was born in 1853 and received a commission as Lieutenant in the Royal Artillery in 1873. He served with "D" 
Battery, 2nd Brigade, Royal Artillery in Afghanistan 1878-80; was advanced Major; and was appointed Commander of the Artillery in 
South Africa in 1889. Promoted Lieutenant-Colonel, he served during the Boer War in command of the 2nd Brigade, Royal Artillery, 
and commanded the Artillery at Talana, Dundee, FarquhaCs Farm, and during the Defence of Ladysmith. He was severely wounded at 
Ladysmith on 1 March 1900. For his services during the Boer War he was four times Mentioned in Despatches and was created a 
Companion of the Order of St. Michael and St. George. He retired with the rank of Colonel in 1903, but was engaged during the Great 
War in the purchase of horses for the B.E.F. in August 1914, operating from his residence at Haversham Manor, Buckinghamshire. He 
died in 1932.

John Crosby Halahan was born in 1878, one of six sons of Surgeon-Colonel Samuel Halahan of Sydenhurst, Chiddingford - two of 
whom went into the Royal Navy, two the Army and two the Royal Air Force. Young John, like his brothers, was educated at Dulwich 
College, and commenced his military career on appointment as a 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Dublin Fusiliers in May 1899. Quickly 
witnessing active service in South Africa, where he was present in the relief of Ladysmith operations and at Val Krantz, Pieter's Hill and 
the Tugela Heights (Medal & 2 clasps), he gained advancement to Lieutenant in February 1900. 

Appointed Adjutant of the 4th Battalion in March 1907, Halahan was advanced to Captain in June 1908 and placed on the Reserve of 
Officers in June 1912, following which he gained attachment to the fledgling Royal Flying Corps and took his Royal Aero Club 
Certificate (No. 354) in October of the same year. 

Following the outbreak of hostilities, Halahan went out to France as a pilot in No. 4 Squadron in August 1915, flying the unit's B.E. 2s 
in a reconnaissance and bombing role, and, as verified in R.F.C. Communiques of the same year, quickly fought his first combat: 

'11 September 1915: Captain Halahan (pilot) and Lieutenant Evans (Observer), No. 4 Squadron, in a B.E. 2c with Lewis gun and rifle, 
when on reconnaissance north of Bapaume were attacked by a hostile machine, probably an Aviatik, which bore down on the left rear 

of the B.E. 2c firing from a distance of half a mile. It was this premature opening fire which attracted the attention of Captain Halahan, 

who put his Observer on the alert. About half a drum was fired at the Aviatik, which sheered off and flew round the B.E. 2c being much 
faster: during this the Observers were firing at one another. After a short time the German threw overboard two silver balls which burst 
into a shower of white puffs. Thinking this was a sign to the A.A. guns giving the height of his machine, Captain Halahan dived to 200 
feet when seven shells burst just above and all round his machine. After further shooting between the aeroplanes, the German dived 
and went quickly to ground in a long circular glide, landing in a field three miles south of Bapaume.' 

And the same source reveals another combat fought by Halahan in the following month: 

'28 November 1915: Captain Halahan and Captain McLeod, in a B.E. 2c of No. 4 Squadron, while taking photographs of Clery, and 
the Observer doing a special reconnaissance, encountered a Fokker about 200 yards away. The enemy approach was at first unnoticed, 
but the Lewis gun was soon brought to bear on him and the B.E. 2c headed straight for him. The enemy, after a few rounds, turned 
sharply to his left and headed for Peronne, followed by the B.E. 2c. The hostile machine eventually disappeared apparently without 
sustaining damage.' 

Halahan, who also participated in some of the earliest bombing raids of the War, departed No. 4 Squadron at the end of the year, but 
returned to France as C.O. of No. 12 Squadron at Avesnes-le-Comte in 1916, as part of Twelfth Wing, III Brigade, and subsequently 
commanded it throughout the Somme operations. In the following year, Halahan served as C.O. of No. 39 and No. 78 Squadrons, 
while in August 1917 he was appointed Wing Commander of No. 50 Wing and, in March 1918, No. 48 Wing, most of these senior 
commands being on the Home Establishment. He was awarded the C.B.E. and A.F.C. and attained the rank of Group Captain before 
being placed on the Retired List. 

His only son, Squadron Leader P. J. H. "Bull" Halahan, gained fame as C.O. of No. 1 Squadron out in France in 1939-40.

Albert Charles McLachlan was commissioned as a Second Lieutenant in the 18th Hussars on 23 December 1893, and was promoted 
Lieutenant on 4 August 1899, on the eve of the Boer War. Subsequently employed in the Natal operations, he was wounded and taken 
prisoner at Talana on 20 October 1899. 

On that date, as verified in The 18th Hussars in South Africa, he served in 'B' Squadron and acted as his C.O's galloper and, in 
common with most of his comrades, and attached elements of the Mounted Infantry, was taken prisoner. The same source states that he 
was one of 13 men who remained in enemy hands until sent into Ladysmith during the investment, but as a prisoner on parole, he was 
'debarred from taking any further part in the war'. Subsequently attached to the West African Frontier Force, McLachlan participated in 
the North Nigeria operations of 1902, when he was present at Argungu and mentioned in despatches ( London Gazette 28 October 
1904), and afterwards in the Kano-Sokoto campaign of 1903. 

During the Great War, he first landed in France on 19 May 1915 and, in addition to being awarded the Military Cross, was twice 
Mentioned in Despatches ( London Gazettes 1 January 1916 and 15 May 1917) and promoted Major. On 25 May 1915, the date 
inscribed on the reverse of the recipient's M.C., the Germans launched a gas attack in their last but one major attack in the 2nd Battle 
of Ypres.

John Horswell was born in Plymouth, Devonshire on 26 August 1864 and attested there for the Devonshire Regiment on 3 February 
1888, having previously served in the 2nd (Volunteer) Battalion. Promoted Corporal on 29 October 1890, he served with the 1st 
Battalion in Egypt, January 1891 until December 1892, and in India, December 1892 to September 1899, taking part in the operations 
in the Khanga and Chi I las Valley in 1893, and with the Tirah Expeditionary Force on the North-West Frontier in 1897-98, and was 
promoted Sergeant on 15 April 1893 and Colour Sergeant on 2 January 1894. 

Arriving in South Africa with his Regiment on 21 September 1899, he was awarded the Distinguished Conduct Medal for his gallantry 
at the battle of Elandslaagte, 21 October 1899, and subsequently took part in the Relief of Ladysmith, being Mentioned in General Sir 
Redvers Buller's Despatch after the Relief (London Gazette 8 February 1901). Promoted Quartermaster Sergeant on 20 September 1902, 
he was posted as Quartermaster Sergeant of the 4th Battalion on 31 March 1904, and then, in the same role, to the 3rd Battalion on 28 
July 1908. He was discharged on 2 February 1909, after 21 year's service. 

Horswell was appointed Quartermaster of the 7th (Cyclist) Battalion, Devonshire Regiment, and was Commissioned Lieutenant on 21 
March 1914. He served with them at home throughout the Great War and retired in 1920, having reached the upper age limit, and 
retained the rank of Captain. He was awarded the Meritorious Service Medal, together with an annuity of £10, on 8 September 1938, 
and died in 1942.

George Jasper Lindfield was born in Chelsea, London, and attested for the Royal Artillery in 1887. Advanced Sergeant in 1896, he 
served with the 69th Battery Royal Field Artillery from April 1897-July 1901, during which time the battery was 'along with the 13th 
and 67th, at Talana Hill, 20th October 1899 and at Lombard's Kop... when along with the 21st, they were sent to support General 
French. On that occasion their services were most valuable... The battery moved north with General Buller to Volkrust, and was present 
at the turning of Laing's Nek... the 69th were said to have distinguished themselves at Amersfoort. In 1901 the battery was employed in 
the south-east of the Transvaal, and a section was present with Major Gough when his force was cut up and the two guns were 
captured, 17th September 1901. Two guns were at Fort Itala, Zululand, when that place was attacked on 26th September. On that 
occasion the section lost 1 officer and 4 men wounded. Five non-commissioned officers and men gained mention for conspicuous 
gallantry: of these, Driver Bradley gained the V.C.' ( British Regiments in South Africa 1 899-1902, J. Stirling, refers). 

Lindfield was wounded at the Battle of Talana Hill, Dundee on 20 October 1899, but recovered and was promoted Battery Sergeant 
Major on 29 June 1901. He served during the Great War in the Egyptian Theatre of War from 5 November 1914, and was discharged 
on 1 December 1916. 
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A 'Boer War' D.C.M. pair awarded to Battery Sergeant Major W. J. Bell, Royal Field Artillery, who died of disease at 
Dundee on 27 June 1901

Helpmakaar, and also the actions at Botha's Pass and at Laing's Nek. On 14 November 1900 a convoy to Vryheid was attacked. Lord 
Roberts, referring to this, said: "The Boers were driven off without any casualties on our side by the good practice made by the 67th 
Battery", and it is therefore possible that Bell's D.C.M. was in part for this action. In 1901 the Battery was chiefly employed on the 
Zululand border, and Bell died of disease at Dundee on 27 June 1901.

George William Mortiboy, was born in Edmonton, Middlesex, in 1864 and attested for the 18th Hussars in October 1884. He was 
promoted Corporal in May 1888 and Sergeant in September of the following year, and served with the Regiment in India from 
September 1891 to October 1898, being promoted Squadron Sergeant Major in May 1894. He sailed with the Regiment to South Africa 
in October 1898, and saw action during the Boer War, both with the 18th Hussars and subsequently on attachment with Lieutenant- 
Colonel Bethune's Mounted Infantry from 20 December 1899: 

'While we were at Ladysmith a force under Colonel Bethune had been holding Greytown and the line of the Tugela, that force being 
five squadron's Bethune's Mounted Infantry, one squadron Umvoti Mounted Rifles, two 12-pounders, R.G.A., two 7-pounders, Natal 
Field Artillery, two Hotchkiss, Natal Field Artillery, and six companies of Imperial Light Infantry. This force I had directed to advance 
concurrently with our advance on Vermaak's Kraal, and we established connection with it on the morning of 13th May. Colonel 
Bethune's arrangements had been very good. He had seized during the night, with his left, the hills which commanded the southern 
sides of the pass up which we had approached. Shortly before noon we advanced up the pass. The enemy made a poor defence and 
fled, pursued by the Colonial mounted troops, and Natal was, almost without loss, cleared of the enemy.' (General Buller's Despatch, 
dated 24 May 1900 refers). 

Mortiboy was twice Mentioned in Despatches ( London Gazettes 8 February 1901 and 29 July 1902), the first being in the Despatch 
quoted above, and was awarded the Distinguished Conduct Medal. Returning home, he was awarded the 1902 Coronation Medal for 
forming part of the Coronation contingent, and received his Army Long Service and Good Conduct Medal on 11 April 1903. He 
transferred to the City of London Imperial Yeomanry (Rough Riders) on 16 May 1903, and retired as Squadron Sergeant Major on 1 
May 1911. He re-enlisted for service during the Great War in the City of London Yeomanry Reserve on 14 September 1914, and served 
throughout the War at home as regimental Sergeant Major, finally being discharged on 23 May 1919. He was awarded his Meritorious 
Service Medal in June 1939, and died in Aylesbury, Buckinghamshire, on 12 March 1948.

Henry Osborne was born in Sneinton, Nottinghamshire, in 1871, and attested for the King's Royal Rifle Corps at Nottingham on 12 
February 1890. Posted to the 2nd Battalion, he transferred to the 4th Battalion on 18 September 1891, and proceeded to Burma to join 
up with his new battalion, He served with the Regiment in Burma and India and was present at the action of the Malakand Pass, 3 April 
1895. On 10 December 1896 he sailed for the Cape from Bombay on the R.I.M.S. Warren Hastings , and arrived in Cape Town on 28 
December of that year. It was on her return journey to Bombay that the Warren Hastings ran aground off the Island of Reunion. 
Osborne served with the Rifle Corps in South Africa until 3 March 1898, transferring to the Army Reserve on 21 April 1898. Recalled to 
the Colours for service during the Boer War on 9 October 1899, he was posted to the 3rd Battalion, and served with them in South 
Africa from 4 November of that year. He was wounded in action at Spion Kop on 24 January 1900, when the Battalion suffered 3 
Officers and 18 other ranks killed, and 4 Officers and 58 other ranks wounded. Osborne returned to the U.K. on 2 August 1902, and 
was discharged two days later, after 12 years and 1 74 days' service.

Sir Edgar Francis Egerton Curtis, Bt., was born in Victoria, British Colombia, Canada, on 18 December 1875, and was educated at 
Shrewsbury School. Returning to Canada, he was employed as a rancher before attesting for Lord Strathcona's Horse at Vancouver on 8 
February 1900. He served with "C" Troop in South Africa, being advanced to Sergeant, and was discharged at his own request on 15 
May 1901. He subsequently served during the Great War as a Major on the General List in Egypt and Palestine, and was appointed 
Military Governor of Hebron in 1917. According to family tradition he 'served with Lawrence of Arabia's lot', although nothing has 
been found that can confirm this. 

Sir Francis succeeded his cousin Sir William Curtis as 5th Baronet Curtis, of Cullands Grove, Middlesex on the latter's death on 19 
December 1916. He married twice but died without issue at Wimbledon Hospital on 9 August 1943, after falling in front of a Piccadilly 
line train at Knightsbridge Underground Station. He was succeeded to the Baronetcy by his cousin; the title is extant. 

Approximately 50 medals with the dated reverse were issued, mostly to men of Lord Strathcona's Horse. At the time, the medals were 
issued without clasps, with the clasps subsequently being sent to Canada to be attached to the medals privately.

Herbert Henry Paris was postmaster and telegraph officer at Dundee, Natal, from January 1898, and afterwards acting postmaster at 
Ladysmith from August 1902. 

In a contemporary magazine Review of the Week is an article entitled "Unofficial Heroes", by Hamish Henry: 'Figure to yourself that 
postmaster at Dundee, who was suddenly plucked from the sale of postage stamps to play the part of hero. He was a man 
indispensable, the connecting link between a field force in extreme danger and its supports at Ladysmith. Again and again he faced the 
shells from the enemy's guns in order to get the anxious messages over the wires to General White. Yet... he does not dwell on the 
danger. His pride... is centred in the fact that he did his duty. He did not panic on finding he and his men had been abandoned. Cooly 
he collected cash and stamps. There is the simple hero in action.' 

Sold with detailed research including Gordon Everson's article on Mr Paris entitled "The Simple Man", which gives his eye-witness 
account of the battlefield after the action at Talana: 

'At the outbreak of the Boer War the Postmaster of Dundee, Natal was Mr. H.H. Paris, a Liverpudlian of some 33 years of age. 
Favouring winged collars and ties with knots four inches across, he was tall and a bit of a swell. Monocled, with carefully barbered 
curly hair, his generous moustache was neatly clipped. Educated at Liverpool College, he trained as a Telegraphist in the Liverpool Post 
Office where he caught the eye of the Postmaster. An opportunity arose for a Telegraphist in South Africa and Paris was offered a 
recommendation should he care to apply for the position in Durban Post Office. This he did successfully and spent a couple of years in 
Durban before being invited to take the position at Pietermaritzburg of Private Secretary to the Postmaster-General of Natal. His next 
step took Mr. Paris to Dundee and the position of Postmaster. After he had settled in the job he came home on leave, but he kept an 
eye on the political situation and returned to Dundee only weeks before the outbreak of hostilities. General Penn-Symons commanded 
the British forces in the district and, hoping to invest the town, the Boers arrived in strength on 19 October. In this threatening situation 
Paris decided to sleep in his office and early the following morning he was rudely awakened by one of his clerks to be told that the 
Boers had commenced operations. They could be seen crowding the hills to the east of the town and, dressing hurriedly, the Postmaster 
was in time to see the first enemy shells over shooting the Post Office as the Boers tried to find the range of the army camp. In a letter to 
his father he stated: 'From the office window we could see them [enemy shells) ploughing up the ground. Owing to bad fuses only a 
few of them burst. Then our artillery came out at a gallop past the Post Office and we gave them a ringing cheer ... [they] started 
shelling the Boer guns which [were] ... soon put out of action. Then they directed their fire on the crowded mass of Boers on the 
summit who could be seen running ... but time after time they returned. The shelling [lasted] seven and a half hours and how the Boers 
stuck to their position is a marvel. 1 Paris goes on to describe the battlefield of Talana: 'Peter Smith's Hill, or Talana Hill, is very steep 
and is covered with great stones ... [also] two stone walls ... [run] across the hill. I was near the artillery the whole of the day and saw a 
bugler's head blown off ... his brains and blood were diffused over his horse's flanks. 1 Postmaster Paris continues: 'I went over the 
battlefield and saw the dead and wounded. I saw General Penn-Symons brought in mortally wounded in the stomach. He was suffering 
intense agony and craved champagne or whisky. He said "Oh! Tell me they have taken the hill yet?" ... From 9 a.m. to 10 p.m. the 
main street of Dundee was occupied by the Indian bearers bringing the wounded from the battlefield ... I went up the hill with the 
burial party ... Eight officers lay in an outhouse of Peter Smith's farm. In another were twenty-two men all lying like waxwork models 
but exhibiting the most frightful wounds. Some had their eyes tom away, others their jaws; ... as I was coming down the hill the Boers 
opened fire. In one house lay about eighty wounded Boers with only one doctor ... they were very downhearted and said they had no 
idea our artillery fire was so terrible.' 

Orders were given to leave the town and Paris tells of the march through torrential rain in pitch darkness. General Yule was now 
commanding and hoped for reinforcements. He asked Paris to return to the town and send various messages by telegraph. As the 
Postmaster rode into Dundee with two or three of his staff they came under fire from two 40-pounder guns. The Boers hesitated to enter 
the town and were content to fire at any sign of activity ... 'The shells went whizzing over the office and you may be certain I got the 
messages sent as soon as possible.' One of the communications from General Sir George White made it clear to Yule that he had to 
prepare to retreat to Ladysmith. In consequence Paris made three more trips back into town, telegraphing Ladysmith and 
Pietermaritzburg, each time attracting the attention of the Boer observers. The following morning, 22 October, Yule asked him to make 
a final journal to his post office to destroy all military messages. Unable to obtain horses, the small party of postal workers had to go on 
foot, but Yule assured them that he would send a mounted Orderly to inform them should the troops march out. 'We kept up 
telegraphic communication with Pietermartizburg. The Postmaster-General congratulated us on sticking to our posts to the last. The 
Camp Field Telegraph had bolted the day before.' Shortly before midnight a military scout saw lights at the Post Office and rode up to 
investigate. Surprised to find civilians still in Dundee he told Paris that the troops had pulled out. Yule had forgotten all about his 
devoted civilian telegraphists: 'We soon had the lights out after cramming the registered letters in the safe and carrying away what cash 
and stamps we could, amounting to 200 pounds! They caught up the last wagon and walked in the rain, splashing through mud and 
slush. On the move from Sunday to midday Thursday they were exhausted and starving, having covered about 70 miles over broken, 
hilly ground mostly after dark. It was hard on men from sedentary occupations and Paris managed to get a lift on a wagon every now 
and again. On half rations he said that he 'would not dilate on the miseries and discomfort of that jolting journey.'

He served with the Royal Garrison Artillery in South Africa, 
February-July 1900, and transferred to the Army Reserve in February 1906. He was discharged on 19 February 1911, after 12 years' 
service.

Frederick John Choles was born in Wolverhampton on 24 December 1846, and was educated at Wolverhampton Grammar School 
and as an Engineer at the London and North Western Locomotive Engineering Departments. He served in the Bombay Ordnance 
Department under Major-General Worgan, Inspector-General of Ordnance, and was specially employed at the Gun Powder Mills and 
Snider factories at Kirkee and later at the Grand Arsenal and Government Dockyards at Bombay. In 1874 he was on special duty at the 
Arsenals at Mhow and Neemich, Central India. 

He was appointed to the Natal Defence Force Department in 1879 (too late to qualify for a Zulu War Medal), and served as Ordnance 
Officer in the Natal Militia Staff. Was still serving as such in 1906, he was the oldest member of the Militia Staff. During the Boer War 
Wars of 1881 and 1899-1902, he served at the Militia's base of operations - Pietermaritzburg, Natal.

1897-August 1899 and in South Africa, August 1899-February 1900, being wounded in action at Elandslaagte, 21 October 1899 - 
suffering a wound to his left leg. Invalided home, he was convicted by the Civil Powers in August 1901 for a felony and given 6 weeks 
imprisonment. Then with the 3rd Battalion Manchester Regiment he served in St. Helena guarding Boer prisoners-of-war, July- 
December 1902, after which he was in South Africa, December 1902-January 1903. In December 1902 he was tried by District Court 
Martial for committing a civil offence (burglary) and was sentenced to 18 months imprisonment and the forfeiture of his Queen's South 
Africa medal. Unsurprisingly, he was then discharged for misconduct on 10 October 1903. It would appear that he was later awarded a 
replacement medal, which may or may not have been issued with the clasp Elandslaagte.

Henry Hindes was born at Upper Wallop, near Andover, Hampshire, in 1876, and attested for the Royal Artillery in July 1897. He 
served with 66th Battery, Royal Field Artillery in South Africa, and was killed in action at Colenso on 15 December 1899, on which 
occasion 14th and 66th Batteries were galloped too close to the Boers and in advance of the infantry by Colonel Long, the 'damned 
gunner' that Builer subsequently blamed for his defeat. In the face of withering fire from the Boers across the river, officers and men 
fought their guns to the last, numerous acts of gallantry being enacted until most had been killed or wounded - and their seven guns 
stood abandoned on the veldt. Bui ler asked for volunteers to save the guns and in the ensuing acts of heroism, six Victoria Crosses were 
won, including that by Lieutenant the Hon. F. H. S. Roberts, the son of Field-Marshal the Lord Roberts of Kandahar.

December 1899 (listed as 'Puckbridge' in the latest published casualty roll). He was discharged at home on 4 March 1902. 
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The Q.S.A. awarded to Private J. Royle, Lancashire Fusiliers, who was killed in action at Spion Kop, 24 January 1900, 
receiving a posthumous D.C.M. 'for conspicuous gallantry in carrying several wounded men from the firing line'

Charles Godden enlisted into Major Childe's Squadron of the South African Light Horse in November 1899, the month in which the 
unit was raised by Lieutenant-Colonel Byng. Subsequently attached to General Buller's Natal Field Force in the second attempt to 
relieve Ladysmith, the S.A.L.H. arrived at the heights on the southern bank of the Tugela river on 11 January 1900. Before a crossing 
could be attempted, however, the Boers had to be dislodged from the heights on the opposing bank. 

Lord Dundonald, commanding the Cavalry Brigade, seized the initiative and decided to capture the ferry boat at Potgeiter's Drift and 
send an attacking force across the Tugela. 'On his calling for volunteers to swim the swollen river and bring over the ferry boat,' wrote 
Bennet Burleigh, 'a party of "G" Squadron (Major Childe) South African Light Horse readily took upon themselves the task. Lieutenant 
Carlisle was in command, and down into the Tugela went with him Sergeant Turner, Corporals Cox and Barkley, and Troopers Howell, 
Godden and Collingwood'. Winston Churchill, then a Lieutenant in the S.A.L.H., later described how the swimmers, '... protected by a 
covering party of twenty men, swam the flooded Tugela and began to haul the punt back, whereat the Boers concealed in the kopjes 
opened a brisk fire at long range on the naked figures, but did not hit anyone nor prevent them from bringing the punt safely to our 
side; a dashing exploit, of which their regiment - the 'Cockyolibirds', as the Army, with its customary irrelevance, calls us on account of 
the cock's feather cockades we wear in our hats (miserable jealousy!) - are immensely proud.' 

Following the crossing of the river and in the days prior to the battle of Spion Kop, the S.A.L.H. were involved in a number of clashes 
with the Boers. On 20 January 1900 General Sir Charles Warren advanced his whole force to the attack. Part of the Boer forces 
occupied Bastion Hill, a high feature from which they could observe the advancing forces and bring down a devastating fire. Major 
Childe decided to seize it and led his Squadron in a charge up the hill. The Boers bolted and Trooper Tobin rushed to the top and 
waved his hat to signify to the rest of the Army that Bastion Hill had been taken. 

The Boers promptly directed artillery fire onto the hill and Churchill, who had delivered a message to Major Childe, wrote that 'two 
percussion shells burst on the exposed side of the hill, and then a well-exploded shrapnel searched its summit and found what it 
sought. Major Childe was instantly killed by a fragment that entered his brain, and half a dozen Troopers were more or less seriously 
wounded.' Creswicke records that several 'were slain, among them Godden, who had been one of the seven who distinguished 
themselves in the punt exploit'. Godden had, in fact, been seriously wounded and died of wounds on 16 February. 

Lieutenant Carlisle and his six gallant swimmers, including Godden (posthumously), were mentioned in despatches by General Builer 
in his despatch dated 30 March 1900.

He served with the Brigade in India and Hong Kong from October 1890 until February 1896, and transferred to the Army Reserve in 
that latter month. He was recalled to the Colours on the outbreak of the Boer War on 15 February 1900, and served in South Africa 
from March 1900. He was killed in action during an attack on a strong Boer position at Bergendal on 27 August 1900: 'The Rife 
Brigade again advanced by rushes, and "there never was a waver from start to finish". The Boers were routed, 19 prisoners were taken 
and 14 of their dead were found. The Rifle Brigade lost 3 officers killed or mortally wounded, and 21 riflemen killed or died of wounds, 
with 7 officers and 63 men wounded. Many heroic deeds were done in the assault, and Rifleman Durant was awarded the Victoria 
Cross for carrying Corporal Weller a distance of 200 yards under a very heavy fire.' (Our Regiments in South Africa refers).

C.B.E. London Gazette 8 Lebruary 1945, the recommendation states: 

'Arakan 16 Nov 43-15 May 44. Brig. Jacques was C.E. 21 Corps before being appointed C.E. 15 Ind Corps. 

He has had under his control a great number of additional formation engineers and corps and army units which he has dealt with 
without any increase in staff. 

He is a good adviser and all his forecasts have been accurate. 

The results of his projects compare very favourably with any others in Arakan. 

His service has not yet been recognised in this war, and as the success of the campaign rested largely on communications I consider 
that his services are now worthy of recognition.' 

M.C. London Gazette 8 March 1919: 

'Lor marked gallantry and devotion to duty at Knocke, on 21st October, 1918, when he carried out a reconnaissance of the Canal 
crossing and constructed a bridge in the face of very heavy rifle and machine-gun fire. Throughout the operation he showed great 
coolness and determination and set a high example to his men.' 
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Leslie Innes Jacques was born in December 1897, and was educated at Clifton and the Royal Military Academy, Woolwich. He was 
commissioned Second Lieutenant in the Royal Engineers in April 1916. Jacques served during the Great War on the Western Front, 
September 1916 - November 1918, and was mentioned in despatches by Sir Douglas Haig for his services with 223rd Field Company, 
R.E. for the period February to September 1918. The latter dates encompass the retreat on the Somme in March, the fighting at La 
Bassee Canal and the Battle of Lys (London Gazette 23 December 1918). His subsequent M.C.-winning exploits were for bravery at 
Knocke in October 1918, by which time he was a substantive Lieutenant. 

Jacques briefly served out in Egypt after the War, returning to appointments at Cambridge, Chatham and Bulford until the mid-1920s, 
when he was advanced to Captain and attached as Adjutant to the 50th Northumbrian R.E. Territorials. During the 1930s Jacques was 
attached to Queen Victoria's Own (Madras) Sappers and Miners in India. He advanced to Major in November 1934, but did not win 
entitlement to any further awards. Jacques served as C.R.E. 10 Indian Division in India, Syria, Iraq, Persian and on the Middle Eastern 
fronts between 1940-42. He was appointed Chief Engineer, 21 Indian Corps, in 1942, and having advanced to Lieutenant-Colonel he 
served with distinction in Arakan (C.B.E.; M.I.D. London Gazette 9 May 1946). 

Having advanced to Colonel in September 1944, Jacques returned to the UK as the Chief Engineer, Northumbrian District, 1946-48. He 
served as Chief Engineer, West Africa Command, 1948-50. Jacques retired as a Brigadier in December 1953, a few months after being 
awarded the C.B. in the Coronation Honours List.

Joseph Hastings Elwin Nash was born in May 1903, and was commissioned Second Lieutenant, Indian Army in August 1923. He was 
posted to the 4th Hazara Pioneers in October 1924, and advanced to Captain in August 1932. Nash initially served as a Major with 
13th Frontier Force Rifles during the Second War, before being placed on the Unattached List, and taking up various key administrative 
appointments including as Deputy Adjutant and Quartermaster General of XII Army. He was particularly involved as part of the Civil 
Affairs Staff (Burma). Nash was gazetted Major (Honorary Brigadier), Royal West Kents in January 1950, having retired Lieutenant- 
Colonel (Honorary Brigadier) in January of the previous year.

Devonshire served in the ranks for 3 years and 82 days before his discharge in 
April 1929. He was commissioned Second Lieutenant in the East Lancashire Regiment in October 1939, and served during the Second 
War as a Temporary Major and Temporary Lieutenant-Colonel, attached Army Air Transport Organisation, 1944-1945. Devonshire was 
discharged Honorary Lieutenant-Colonel in October 1945.

'At Sangshak on 22 Mar 44 this offr was in comd of a coy. In the morning he was ordered to move out and lay on an ambush for the 
enemy who could be seen moving up in the direction of Finchs Corner. He carried out this task at short notice with considerable 
success and returned to Sangshak by 1 700hrs. At this juncture the enemy started to move up to the West end of the Sangshak ridge and 
by sniping and MMG fire was seriously harassing our troops moving into the Sangshak box from the Sheldons Corner area. Capt. Steele 
was ordered to attack and hold the enemy posn. till our troops were all in. He led his coy. into the attack with great speed and dash 
and his orders and bearing were a model of brevity and coolness. He held the posn. against fierce enemy attacks till ordered to 
withdraw and carried out the withdrawal with his tired troops in a most cool and exemplary manner. The successful withdrawal of 
troops into the box was almost entirely due to his courage resolution and the quickness with which he carried out his orders.' 

M.C. Second Award Bar London Gazette 16 November 1944: 

'On 26th July 1944, 4 Mahrattas had been given the task of establishing a road block at about milestone 61 on the Imphal - Tamu Rd. 
The leading coy. made good the actual road itself while D Coy. Commanded by Major H. R. R. Steele was given the task of taking a hill 
immediately to the South of the road which commanded the area where the road block was to be established. 

As Major Steele advanced he left one section to picquet a minor feature on his left flank to protect him as he advanced. At this time 
except for about 20 men who had been killed wounded or put to flight by the leading coy. no enemy were to be seen. The coy. only 50 
strong advanced in open order up the hill which was covered in long grass which after some 100 yds merged into jungle. 

After advancing some 300 yds up the hill the coy. was suddenly fired on by the enemy from well dug-in posns. from very short range 
and the leading secs were thrown into some confusion. Major Steele re-organised his coy. and attacked the enemy. The posn. was held 
by about 50 - 60 of the enemy and the approaches were covered by cross L.M.G. fire. The attack failed to drive the enemy out. 

Another coy., A Coy., had been sent round the right flank to assist D Coy. in taking the posn., before this attack came in, the enemy 
counter attacked D Coy. from the left flank in considerable strength with fresh troops from other posns. on the top of feature. 

Major Steele again re-organised his coy. and held off the enemy while A Coy withdrew through him and successfully evacuated all his 
wounded several of whom were stretcher cases. The enemy by this time had killed or wounded the entire sec. picquet on his left flank 
and had worked round behind him. They had been re-inforced both from the direction of Lokchao by some 100 men and also by 
troops from the direction of Tamu. Having seen A Coy through and evacuated his wounded Major Steele successfully withdrew his coy. 
behind the next covering coy. 

Within 5 minutes after his rear sec. reached the Bn. boxed posn Major Steele reported his coy. was ready for action and he took over 
the perimeter. 

While digging-in in this posn. his coy. was subjected to continual sniping, mortaring and L.M.G. fire. Seeing his men were rather 
shaken by the heavy fire Major Steele moved from one PI. to another encouraging his men. During this period he must have been a 
very conspicuous target owing to his completely different build and stature from the men. 

During a subsequent withdrawal to a hill some 300 yds away from the above mentioned posn. Major Steele with his coy. again 
covered the Bn. out and for over an hour held off the enemy who were now within 150 yards of his forward troops. During this period 
the coy. was subject to medium Machine Gun, Mortar and L.M.G. fire as well as being sniped and the enemy on his immediate front 
were over a hundred strong. 

Throughout this action as the only Coy. Comd. (with any experience) left in the Bn. Major Steele was called upon to do much that 
would normally have been shared by other Coys, and Coy. Comds. 

His courage and example had a very heartening effect not only to his own Coy. but to others around him.' 

Harmer Richmond Rae Steele was born in Madras on 25 March 1921 and was educated at King's School, Canterbury. After the 
outbreak of war he was commissioned into the Reconnaissance Corps, later transferring to the 5th Mahratta Light Infantry. After the 
war, Steele read Agriculture and Estate Management at King's College Cambridge and in 1949 joined the Bombay Burmah Corporation. 
Major Steele died on 13 January 1999.

M.C. London Gazette 13 September 1945: 

'Assam - Burma Frontier. Period 16 Aug to 15 Nov 1944. On 12 Oct '44 Subadar Chuni Lall was commanding a detachment of his 
company on PT.5955, a very vital feature. At 0430 Hrs his position was attacked by at least two strong platoons supported by artillery, 
mortar and MMGs. This attack was repulsed with a known 20 and an estimated 60 casualties to the enemy. This was undoubtedly due 
to the leadership and ability of this VCO who not only directed with conspicuous success the artillery fire which prior to the enemy 
attack had not been available but by the organisation of his sub-unit fire plan defeated all enemy efforts to penetrate his position. 

Again on a road block established by his company in the Tongzang area on 16 Sep '44, which accounted for 13 enemy dead, the 
success was due primarily to this Subadar who led the recce patrol which located the enemy infantry and gun positions. 

The personal courage and initiative of this VCO during the operations on the Tiddim Rd were an inspiration to all under his command. 
Previously during the period of the operations for the opening of the Imphal - Kohima Rd this VCO on two occasions led his platoon 
with conspicuous success in the Kanglatongbi box area and as company 2/i/c personally led the final attack which resulted in the 
capture of the crest of the Modbung feature. The consistently inspiring conduct of this VCO combined with his tactical ability displayed 
over a very long period are worthy of marked recognition/ 


Chuni Lall was a Dogra Rajput from the village of Jharoli in the Gurdasspore District of India. He enlisted in the Punjab Regiment in 
August 1931, and advanced to Jemadar in June 1942. Chuni Lall was made War Substantive Subadar in October 1946, having been 
awarded his M.C. for the period which incorporated the actions of Imphal, Kohima and Tiddim Road. 
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A good Second War Immediate 1945 'Irrawaddy River operations' M.C. group of six awarded to Major H. Bleasby, 
139th Field Regiment, Royal Artillery, who distinguished himself whilst attached as Forward Observation Officer to a 
column of the 15th Punjab Regiment, during operations for the extension of the Nyangu Bridgehead, 26 February 
1945. The column was ambushed, and despite being severely wounded, Bleasby continued to direct supporting 
artillery fire on the Japanese position. Weak from loss of blood he refused to be evacuated until finally laying a 
sufficient smoke screen for the whole force to withdraw

M.C. London Gazette 21 June 1945: 

'On the 26th February 1945, during the operations for the extension of Nyangu Bridgehead on the Irrawaddy River, 4th Bn. 15th 
Punjab Regiment was ordered to send a mobile column consisting of one rifle coy less one pi. with a F.O.O. and one sec of M.M.Gs to 
establish itself on the road Letpanchibaw - Ngatha Yauk with a task of cutting off any enemy retreating from the West. The column was 
proceeding along the road when it suddenly came under heavy fire from 3 machine guns, grenade discharger and rifle from a Jap 
position located on a high cutting astride the road. The leading pi. and the Column HQ sustained heavy casualties and were pinned to 
the ground on an open piece of ground only 250 yds from the Jap position. Capt. Bleasby 139 Field Regiment, R.A., was the F.O.O. 
with the party. He took up an exposed position on the side of the road and although under constant shell fire, machine gun fire and 
rifle fire he directed his guns on to the Jap position. The column comd. then ordered him to lay a smoke screen on the position in order 
that the leading pi. could withdraw to a more suitable position and casualties could be evacuated. Before he could give his orders he 
was hit by a burst of Jap L.M.G. fire in his leg but in-spite of this he carried on with his task of laying the smoke screen which enabled 
the forward pi. to extricate itself and bring all casualties back. Column HQ was then ordered to withdraw and Capt. Bleasby returned to 
the first layback position. By this time he was weak from loss of blood but realising that the PI. covering the withdrawal would still need 
smoke support, he refused to be evacuated and continued giving orders until the whole force had returned. 

The example set by this officer who although seriously wounded remained at his post for more than one hour was of the highest order. 
His courage, action and devotion to duty inspired all who saw him.' 


Flenry Bleasby was born in Birmingham, in June 1916. He served in the ranks of the Territorial Army for 316 days, before being 
mobilised as Second Lieutenant, Royal Artillery, in July 1940. Bleasby advanced to Acting Captain, before serving as Temporary 
Captain from November 1941. He served in the 139th Field Regiment, Royal Artillery, as part of the 33rd Indian Infantry Brigade during 
the operations in Burma.

M.C. London Gazette 9 April 1945: 

'During the battle of Monywa between 16 and 25 Jan 45 this officer's coy was employed on an encircling move round the enemy flank 
with the object of laying ambushes, cutting corns, and harassing the Japs in every way possible. This operation was a hazardous one 
and entailed risks considerably above the average. 

During the above period Major Rawson's coy was engaged in actions against the Japs in the Kadogon Lake area, at Kanbyagale, and at 
K.G. Wood. During all these actions this officer displayed skill and leadership of a high order and showed continuous personal bravery 
in the face of the enemy. 

His example was an inspiration to his men, and it was mainly due to his lead that considerable casualties were inflicted on the 
Japanese, and that his coy eventually occupied the two important enemy strong points at Kanbygale and K.G. Wood. On the 20th Jan 
alone, this officer conducted an operation against a strongly bunkered enemy position which entailed being under almost continuous 
fire for a period of three hours, and on account of which it was possible to make important gains elsewhere. 

His personal example, courage and skill throughout this long and almost continuous action are worthy of very high praise.' 


Peter Michael Joseph Rawson was the only son of the Reverend P. M. Rawson, of Serampore College, Bengal, and resided at 15 The 
Mall, East Sheen. He served during the Second War as Temporary Major with the 3rd Battalion, 8th Gurkha Rifles in Burma. He was 
awarded his M.C. for the battle of Monya, and the Regimental History gives the following: 

The next objective, Monywa - an important railroad junction, and once a flourishing Chindwin port - lay about 25 miles to the south. 
The 32nd Brigade group moved forward on 13th January, 1945. 

On 14th January, the Commander, 33rd Indian Corps (Lieutenant-General Sir Montagu Stopford), visited the Battalion. On 16th 
January, 1945, a Battalion commando force about 250 strong (consisting of "C" and "B" Companies with a detachment of H.Q. 
Company, under Major M. E. Ovens, M.C.), moved round east of Monywa with the objective of cutting the Monywa - Sagaing road. 
The enemy were engaged and casualties inflicted. On 19th January, Subadar Singhbahadur Gurung I.O.M., was wounded, and a 
rifleman killed. 

By 22nd January, 1945, the capture of Monywa was completed. Once again Northamptons, 3/8th Gurkha Rifles and 9/14th Punjab had 
scored a success. Monywa was in ruins. The final entry was somewhat of an anti-climax to the stiff fighting of the two days before, only 
a few snipers on the extreme south of the town being met with. 

The Battalion casualties were: Killed, 3 Gurkha other ranks; wounded, 7 Gurkha other ranks On 19th February... information was 

received of awards of the M.C. to Major P. M. J. Rawson, and three M.M.s for Monywa operations.' 

Rawson was killed in action, 1 March 1945, and the Regimental History continues: 

'It [3/8th Gurkhas] remained in reserve till 7th February when it came directly under command of the 20th Division. It continued its 
advance towards Myinbu. On 16th February, it crossed the Irrawaddy River near this place. In the early hours of the 22nd February, the 
Japanese made a determined attack which was beaten off with severe casualties to them. 

From the 17th, the 3/8th had been located at Kanlan. On 1st March, the Commanding Officer, Lt. Col. E. V. Whithead, Maj. P. M. J. 
Rawson, MC, and the Forward Observation Officer were killed due to Japanese shelling at Inna, just north-east of Myogon, when they 
were adjusting positions of the companies. On 2nd March, Myogon was captured.' 

Rawson is commemorated on the Rangoon Memorial.

D.C.M. London Gazette 8 February 1945: 

'At Kasom, Assam (Map Ref: Assam & Burma 83 L/NW 1/2" to 1 mile 692830) on the nights 15/16 April 1944 and 19/20 April 1944, 
during continuous attacks by the enemy, the conduct of this W.O. was of the highest order. By his coolness under heavy fire he was an 
inspiration to all the men of his Coy. When casualties occurred he was immediately on the spot, and personally attended to the 
wounded until they could be taken over by the M.O. During both nights whilst the fighting was at its fiercest, he continued to move 
from one part of the perimeter to another to encourage the men. Throughout, he showed unflinching courage and devotion to duty.' 

M.M. London Gazette 28 June 1945 (originally recommended for a D.C.M.): 

Throughout the whole of the operations lasting over the period March to July 44, the conduct of this W.O. has been of an 
outstandingly high order. He has consistently carried out his duties in the field with ability and success. In action he has been cool, 
brave and at all times showed a complete disregard for danger. At Kasom on the day of 15 April 44, and the night of 15/16 April 44, his 
Coy. was subjected to no less than five persistent and determined counter-attacks by the enemy. Each time they were repulsed with 
heavy loss and CSM Lightfoot did much by his personal example and devotion to duty to inspire the men to give of their very best. He 
kept moving from one section to another always ready by deed and word to encourage and urge them on. He gave of his best to help 
the wounded who could be evacuated at the time. Again on the night 18/19 April 44, his Coy. took over the defence of the village. 
Again the JAP made an all out attempt to capture the village, this time assisted by his 3 inch mortars whose bombs straddled the posn. 
Once more CSM Lightfoot gave his best, steadying and encouraging the men at every point. A man fell wounded by a mortar bomb 
outside the perimeter, and this W.O., at great personal risk immediately went forward and brought him in. At LAM-MU on 24 April 44, 
his conduct reached the same high standard. An enemy sniper cunningly concealed was giving the Coy. advance much trouble, and 
CSM Lightfoot went forward on his own, located and shot him. In subsequent operations at KHONGJOL on 18 May 44, at MALTA on 
30 May 44, at NIPPON on 24 July 44, this W.O. showed the same high standard of conduct and devotion to duty which were at all 
times an inspiration to the men of his Coy.' 
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Richard Lightfoot served during the Second War with the 1st Battalion, Seaforth Highlanders in Burma. In 1943 the Battalion was 
actively engaged on the Chindwin River, and gave particular assistance to the Chindit Forces during this period. The Japanese invasion 
of India developed in April 1944, and the Battalion was engaged as part of the 1st Indian Infantry Brigade, 23rd Indian Division, in the 
capture of Kasom and other subsidiary operations to stem Japanese progress. Lightfoot served with distinction during these operations 
as Company Sergeant Major of 'B' Company, under the command of Captain B. M. Manson. 

Major R. D. Maclagan, 1st Battalion, Seaforth Highlanders, provides the following account (published in Seaforth Highlanders , by 
Colonel J. Sym), the majority of which encompasses the operations during which Lightfoot's gallantry came to the fore - at Kasom, 
Lammu and Nippon Hill: 

'On 7th April, 1944, it was learnt that the Brigade Group was to move into the hills, to the West of Imphal, on an 'all pack' basis, with 
the object of getting behind the Japs, who were attacking down the Ukhrul Road. On 10th April, the Battalion left Wanging, by march 
route and harboured that night, with the rest of the Brigade Group, at Road Head. The march up into the hills continued during the next 
two days, the Battalion was given orders to attack and occupy the village of Kasom, destroy the Headquarters of the Jap 1 5th Division, 
which was thought to be there, and capture the Divisional Commander.... A move forward was made under cover of darkness on the 
13th, and the final advance to Kasom took place during the night of 14th/1 5th April. The Battalion reached a point on the spur, about a 
quarter of a mile away from Kasom, at first light after a very tiring and hazardous march. 

The plan, for the Battalion attack on Kasom, was as follows: C Company was to take North Pimple and then carry on and occupy South 
Pimple, while A Company took over North Pimple. After the occupation of the main feature, Battalion Headquarters and Headquarters 
Company was to come up between A and C Companies. B Company [Lightfoot's company] was then to search South Nala for the Jap 
Divisional Headquarters, followed by D Company, who were to search North Nala. The village was then to be occupied by B and D 
Companies. 

By 6.50am both North and South Pimples had been occupied, only a small enemy sniper opposition being encountered. It was soon 
seen that considerable damage had been done by the Royal Air Force, in their bombing raid, the evening before... B and D Companies 
found small parties of Japs in the Nalas, but no signs of the Divisional Headquarters. The village was occupied without difficulty by B 
Company, D Company remaining on Sausage Hill. Shortly afterwards, a Platoon of Japs approached the position from the direction of 
Litan, but withdrew on fire being opened on them. During the afternoon, the Japs tried to infiltrate back up the Nalas, and started 
sniping B Company in the village. The Battalion attack had of necessity been put in without any supporting weapons, but at 4pm the 
Battalion Mortars arrived up on mules. That night, B Company was attacked in the village three times [see Recommendations above] 
and, although the attacks were heavy and pushed in regardless of casualties, they were all beaten off successfully. Heavy casualties 
were inflicted on the enemy, with slight loss to ourselves, three Men were killed and the Company Commander, Captain B. M. 
Manson, and four men wounded. Sound fire control was undoubtedly responsible for our success on this occasion. 

The next day, C Company relieved B Company in the village and considerable activity was observed in Sokpao, to the North of Kasom. 
At dusk the position was shelled by Jap heavy mortars, and C Company was attacked several times during the night - mainly grenade 
attacks. These were all easily repulsed, C Company suffered only five casualties during the night; two Men were killed. Attempts to 
infiltrate forward, during the next two days, were unsuccessful. Meanwhile, the 1st Patialas attacked and eventually took Sokpao, and 
the enemy, in front of our position withdrew.... 

The Brigade moved off again, on 24th April, in another attempt to capture the Jap Divisional Commander, making for Shongphel 
where, according to Intelligence reports, he was supposed to be.... The Battalion left Kasom at 6.30am, with D Company, commanded 
by Captain J. S. Young, leading. The Battalion's objective was Lammu, while 1/16th Punjab and Brigade Headquarters moved 
Westwards towards Shongphel. 

At 7.45am D Company came under enemy fire from Lammu, about 1,000 yards from the village. The advance was continued, astride 
the road under cover trees for a further 600 yards, when the leading Platoon came under heavy automatic and mortar fire and was 
pinned down. The Commanding Officer then ordered C Company, under Major R. W. Kennard, to make an attack on the village from 
the left flank. The ground in that area consisted of a series of small spurs, with bare tops, sloping down Westward to the Thoubal River. 
C Company kept below the main ridge, but on reaching the lip of the Nala, running down from the village, it was met by a shower of 
grenades from a dug-in Jap position. At the same time it came under heavy fire and, as it could not advance on more than a Section 
front, owning to the nature of the ground, the leading Platoon was withdrawn slightly, along the spur. Artillery fire, from the Section of 
Mountain Guns in support, was then put down on the enemy's position, but without any effective result. Consequently, C Company 
was ordered to stay where it was, and contain the enemy. 

B Company, which had been guarding the mules and Rear Headquarters, was now brought up, and ordered to make a wider left 
flanking move, and come in on C Company's left. The village was now being constantly shelled by our guns and mortars. B Company, 
in moving round, found the going very difficult, and was observed by a Jap Observation Post. As a result, the Company Commander, 
Captain D. A. Mackay, decided to get right round behind the village, and attack from the rear. This he did, and by 2.30pm had got as 
far as the Christian Village, without opposition, when heavy fire was opened on them from Lammu village, and they also were pinned 
down. 

At 3pm the Commanding Officer asked for an Air Strike and B, C and D Companies were ordered to withdraw 500 yards from the 
village. At 4.15pm the Air Strike went in, followed by further shelling by the Mountain Guns, and C Company attacked once more, 
under covering fire from D Company. The affair this time was successful, but after getting into the village, C Company was held up by 
burning houses and had to work its way round to the East face of the hill on which the village stood, where it again came under heavy 
automatic fire. Here, it consolidated, and B Company, which had also moved into the village, took up a position at the South end of the 
village. D Company now moved into the village, followed by Tactical Headquarters and A Company.... This operation, which 
continued until 2nd May and took three weeks in all, achieved much in disrupting the Japanese attacks down the Ukhrul Road, causing 
them to abandon their plan to reach Imphal from this direction.' 

The 1st Battalion was rested until the end of the second week of May, when Lightfoot and company went on to distinguish themselves 
further in operations on Khongnjol and Malta positions. Lightfoot's B Company had one final attack left in them before the Battalion 
was withdrawn from the front line - the attack on Nippon Hill, 24 July 1944: 

'At 4.30am B Company was almost at the top of Nippon and Sections were deploying, preparatory to putting in an attack, when the 
3/10th Gurkhas, opened their attack on Scraggy. This caused a Jap Sentry, from the reverse of the slope of Nippon, to come up and see 
what had happened. He then spotted B Company, but was immediately shot. However, the alarm had been given, and immediately a 
shower of grenades came over the hill, causing a number of casualties . B Company then put in a bayonet charge, and captured the 
position. The Engineer Assault Detachment blew up the Jap Bunkers with Wade and Pole Charges. Patrols were then sent forward and 
by 6.30am B Company had captured and consolidated the whole of Nippon Hill, and was credited with having killed the entire Jap 
Force, which had held that position.' (Ibid) 

Lightfoot was one of only six recipients of a D.C.M., M.M. combination of awards for operations in Burma, and his is the only D.C.M., 
M.M. combination to the Seaforth Highlanders for the entirety of the Second War.

Only 207 Burma Gallantry Medals, and three Bars, were awarded during the period of its existence, from 1940-47. 

B.G.M. London Gazette 28 June 1945: 

'During the period 16 May to 15 August 1944 this Officer has been responsible for organising or personally commanding platoons of 
his Company who have ambushed Jap columns on eight separate occasions. 

On the 10th, 12th, and 16th July 44 respectively his men killed a total of 30 Japs. On 20th July 44 his command took 2 Jap prisoners. 
On the 9th August he again ambushed a party of Japs, killing 2 and wounding others. On the 11th August he was responsible for the 
capture of 2 Japs and 20 Jap women all attempting to make their way south from Myitkyina. 

This Officer has off and on commanded his Company and has always set a very high standard by personal example of courage and 
devotion to duty.' 

Sare Hpung was a Kachin from the village of Kaunghta, in the district of Myitkyina. He originally served during the Second War with 
the Burma Rifles in Myitkyina, before transferring to the Northern Kachin Levies in the Fort Hertz Area for service with the 14th Army. 
He died in Myitkyina in 1967.

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A superb Second War 1944 'Defence of Shenam - Scraggy Hill' Immediate M.M. and Second Award Bar group of four 
awarded to Naik Manbir Pun, 3rd Battalion, 5th Royal Gurkha Rifles, for his part in a gallant night raid on Japanese 
trenches only 30 yards from his own, 17/18 June 1944. Having crawled on top of a bunker with another Naik, they 
then proceeded to burrow with their hands through the soil and roof, before dropping their grenades in between the 
gaps in the rafters. All this was done in darkness whilst surrounded by enemy listening posts, only a matter of feet 
distant from their position. In the chaos that followed up to 20 Japanese soldiers were accounted for from 27 grenades 
thrown. Some official war correspondents were in the area at the time, and an account of the raid appeared in the 
Statesman under the heading "Gurkhas' night out." Manbir Pun was severely wounded in action 9 days later during 
the battle for Rajput Hill

M.M. London Gazette 4 January 1945: 

'On the night of 17/18 June 1944, at "Scraggy" Hill on the Palel/Tamu Rd, 10200 Nk Manbir Pun was 2 i/c of a raiding party sent to 
move into the Jap trenches, 30 yds from ours, and to kill the occupants. He accompanied his comdr up an old crawl trench and crept 
into the Jap position. There they could just see a long bunker, but were unable to find its entrance. So creeping up with his comdr this 
Naik got on top of the bunker and burrowed a hole in its roof. 

Scraping away the earth with his hands he came upon rafters; these he prized apart making a hole sufficiently large for a grenade to be 
pushed through. Into this hole two grenades were dropped. 

There was a muffled explosion and shouts and cries from inside the bunker. One Jap ran out of the far end of the bunker and jumped 
into a bagged post. He was followed by a grenade. There were shouts and cries all round and about ten Japs came tumbling out of 
bunkers into a crawl trench. These two men then threw six grenades at a range of ten paces. All the grenades burst in the trenches and 
shrieks and cries of pain were heard. 

More Japs left their bunkers to the North and threw grenades; meanwhile Naik Manbir Pun creeping back with his comdr picked up the 
other small parties and returned to our trenches. In all 27 grenades had been thrown. A minimum of 10 and a possible maximum of 20 
Japs casualties had been inflicted. Our casualties were nil. Throughout this action, this young Naik showed great coolness under fire 
coupled with fine offensive actions.' 

M.M. Second Award Bar London Gazette 28 June 1945: 

'Period 16 May 44-15 Aug 44. Naik Manbir Pun has been with his company throughout the last operations on the Assam - Murma 
border up to 27 June 1944, when he was severely wounded in the battle for Rajput Hill in the Shenam defences. 

Throughout this difficult and trying time he has shown himself to be a courageous and intrepid young leader - especially so, on the 
night of 17/18 June 1944, at Scraggy Hill feature, on the Palel/Tamu Rd.' The recommendation goes on to recount his actions at 
"Scraggy" Hill for which he received his first award. 


Manbir Pun was a Hindu Gurkha from the village of Thotneri, in the Baglung District of Nepal. He served during the Second War in 
Burma with the 3rd Battalion, 5th Royal Gurkha Rifles, as part of the 37th Indian Infantry Brigade. The History of the 5th Royal Gurkha 
Rifles (Frontier Force) 1929 to 1947 offers the following: 

'The tour from 15th to 19th [1944] was marked by a very successful raid on the enemy position on Scraggy by a small party from "C" 
Company (Major B. J. Hickey, M.C.). Some official war correspondents were in the area at the time, and an account of the raid 
appeared in the Statesman under the heading "Gurkhas' night out." The raid was a harassing one, its object being to inflict the 
maximum of damage on the enemy. The raiding party consisted of Naiks Narbahadur Gurung and Manbir Pun, with three men each 
carrying a number of grenades and two men with a Bren gun. Narbahadur led his party at 1am on 18th June to the edge of the 
Japanese-held north-eastern tip of Scraggy, dropped his Bren-gun team in a covering position and crawled into the position. They found 
a group of two large bunkers with a number of slit trenches and two listening posts. Narbahadur left his three men some five paces from 
the first bunker with orders to lie doggo and attack the bunker when they heard his own attack begin. These three men remained in 
position on one side of the bunker for about half an hour without discovery, although there was a Japanese listening post with three 
men in it immediately beyond the bunker. 

Meanwhile Narbahadur with Manbir crawled forward past another listening post to the second bunker. This they found to be over 
fifteen paces long and they could hear coughing and muttering inside. Fearing grenades thrown in at the end might not do enough 
damage, they decided to try the roof. They then proceeded carefully and deliberately to dig through the roof immediately over the 
heads of those inside and with enemy all around them. 
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The night was, of course, very dark and the unmelodious snoring which emanated from the bunker probably helped. Having removed 
about six inches of packed earth and a layer of sandbags, they then found a layer of large logs which luckily presented a small gap. 
Dropping two grenades through the hole, they followed up with more through the two ends, and then the party started. The listening 
post got the surprise of its life and probably the last it ever got as it received the next couple of grenades. Japanese came tumbling out 
of fox holes and slit trenches all round, while the two naiks lobbed grenades at all as they appeared with the strictest impartiality. As 
soon as the first grenades were heard the three Gurkhas at the first bunker lobbed in their grenades and dealt with their listening post, 
while the Bren gun farther down the hill opened fire on the rear of the Japanese position. Pandemonium is an inadequate description as 
the Japanese too began to fire wildly in all directions. Narbahadur, taking advantage of the confusion, collected and withdrew his party, 
which returned intact to its company having thoroughly enjoyed its "night out." Naik Narbahadur Gurung was awarded the I.D.S.M. 
and Naik Manbir Pun a M.M. for this gallant - perhaps audacious - exploit.' 

One of only 8 bars to the Military Medal awarded to Gurkha regiments for the Second World War, and one of only 21 to the entire 
Indian Army for the same period.

M.M. London Gazette 8 February 1945: 

'In Arakan. 

a) On 4th February [1944] when the situation was confused, by his calm and cheerful behaviour helped to restore confidence among 
stragglers and to form beginnings of a defence line East of the Admin Box, 7 Div. 

b) On 8th February he, in company with other volunteers went out into what was at that time No Man's Land and helped to bring into 
Admin Box heavy bridging and workshop lorries in full view of the enemy. 

c) While during this he found two wounded Gurkha other ranks and was responsible for bringing them into safety and to medical 
attention into the Admin Box. 

d) On 13th February after an enemy air raid had set fire to some 18 vehicles containing ammunition he in company with others helped 
to subdue the flames and remove vehicles threatened by fire. 

e) During the whole period 4-27 February he was consistently cheerful and although it was the first time he had been under fire he set 
a magnificent example to all ranks and was of assistance in bringing in wounded to the Rear Aid Post for treatment under shellfire. 

f) During the period 9-18 March he was attached to No. 5 Commando and again set a fine example in the Alethaungyaw area. On 
14th March he placed his effects to such good purpose that he was able to draw off fire from the main attack and although he knew this 
was likely to be the case, in order to ensure that his effects went off, he lighted them by hand. 

This man has since taken part in numerous successful patrols against enemy positions in connection with his work and although often 
carrying explosives has set a high example of initiative and courage.'

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A fine 'Immediate' Second War Burma operations M.M. group of five awarded to Gunner F. C. Walker, 500 Battery, 
136th Field Regiment, Royal Artillery, for his part as a Runner during the regiment's gallant stand on Artillery Hill, 11 
February 1944, as part of the Battle of the Admin Box

M.M. London Gazette 18 May 1944: 

'On 11 Feb. Gnr Walker was one of a number of men who had been holding Artillery Hill near the Nyakyedauk Pass for some days. 
The hill was repeatedly attacked on [the] 11th and Gnr Walker acted as runner between the posts - each time under fire. This he did 
several times and when wireless had failed, successfully took through a message to the officer in charge in another part, enabling 
reorganisation to take place. 

Throughout the period Gnr Walker showed complete indifference to his own safety and his unfailing good spirits and willingness were 
an inspiration to his comrades.' 

Frederick Charles Walker served during the Second War with 500 Battery, 136th (1st West Lancashire) Field Regiment, Royal Artillery 
in Burma. The latter were heavily engaged during the Battle of Admin Box, Arakan 6-25 February 1944, with Walker particularly 
distinguishing himself on the 11th. Lieutenant-Colonel Cole of 24th L.A.A./A. Tank Regiment was placed in command of the Admin 
Box and 'under his direction, all units were allocated defence areas and the 'Box' came into being. To 136 [R.A.] fell the task of 
occupying and defending Artillery and Ammunition Hills. These were not much more than adjacent 'pimples' with a sparse covering of 
trees. Ammunition Hill took its name from the fact that it was surrounded by large stacks of boxed ammunition of all types protected 
from observation from the air by camouflage netting.... During the 7th, Japs launched probing attacks at many places around the 
perimeter of the Box but their main attacks on both the East and West Gate did not fall until after dark. 

On Ammunition Hill the 8th February was spent by the gunners in deepening and extending their posts which had started as shallow 
slit trenches. Noisy fighting continued throughout the day in all directions and there was no knowledge of where either our own troops 
or the Japs were situated. Bullets from all directions constantly swept the area and it seemed common sense for everybody to remain in 
their posts. In the late afternoon a few Jap fighters appeared overhead briefly and dropped bombs, one of which fell at the foot of the 
Hill on the north side and started fires amongst the piles of ammunition. These continued throughout the night and explosions of 
varying degrees of violence occurred all too frequently, distributing flying pieces of metal and wreckage over a wide area. 

During the morning of 9th, Lieutenant Edwards established an O.P. on Ammunition Hill and re-established radio contact with 348 
Battery. Jap shelling of the Box now began in earnest. They had several guns, probably of 75mm. calibre, firing from positions on the 
higher ground overlooking the Box and, with the area containing a large number of vehicles as well as dumps of ammunition and 
supplies, they had an abundance of targets. Many of the Regiment's vehicles were distributed around the foot of the hill and soon 
several were hit and set on fire and this set alight the dry undergrowth on the lower slopes of the hill itself.... The Japs mortared the area 
as well.... 

The night of 9th/10th was a noisy one with frequent bursts of small arms fire from engagements around the perimeter which flared up 
briefly. The Japs continued a slow mortaring of the main dump areas throughout the night and inevitably hits were made on 
ammunition piles. Sometimes loud explosions followed if shells and bombs were set off, and the cordite charges burst into fierce and 
brilliant flames when they were ignited.... 

During the morning of 11th February the Japs got on to the hill feature overlooking the Box on its south side from where they could 
observe at close quarters all the gun positions and Artillery and Ammunition Hills. During the late morning they began to infiltrate on to 
Artillery Hill itself and fierce hand-to-hand fighting ensued with the Gunners defending their posts to the death. There was no quarter 
given on either side. To give an account of what transpired is almost impossible, for most of those members of the Regiment who were 
directly involved were killed in action. Each defence post usually held two men and one would be facing in one direction and his mate 
would be guarding his back. Both had to be constantly on alert for Jap movement in their immediate vicinity so their view of the action 
was usually very restricted. 

News of the infiltration on to Artillery Hill had been telephoned from the Ammunition Hill O.P. to Div. H.Q. as soon as it became 
apparent but it was not until the early afternoon that assistance could be given. Tanks of the 25th Dragoons took up positions around 
the foot of the hill and began to blast away at any sign of movement. Many of our Gunners were still on the hill but the tank crews 
seemed unaware of this.... 

To a Company of 2nd West Yorks., under Major O'Hara, fell the unpleasant job of assaulting our Hill and clearing it of Japs, a task they 
completed with great dash and determination. The Gunners then took over again, deeply impressed by the courage of those men who 
had just completed a truly frightening job... 

Although the announcement of awards was not made until a month later, it is appropriate to record here those given to Members of the 
Regiment who served in the Admin Box during the siege. The Military Medal was awarded to Gunner F. C. Walker of 500 Battery... For 
their bravery in driving many vehicles to safety from amongst exploding and blazing ammunition dumps Certificates of Gallantry were 
awarded to the following members of 348 Battery: Bombardier B. K. Webster, Gunner F. Birtwhistle, Gunner D. M. Hunter.' (The Rose 
And The Arrow refers) 

The 136th Field Regiment suffered 10 killed, 9 wounded, and 5 men reported missing as a consequence of their stand on Artillery Hill, 
11 February 1944.

Throughout the campaign in the Kabaw Valley and Bishenpur area from March to July 1944 L/Bdr King was quite outstanding for his 
personal bravery and skill in the handling of his armoured O.P. In particular when 20th Field Battery, R.A. position at Puttha was 
attacked on the night 15/16 Mar L/Bdr King drove his armoured O.P. out of the perimeter under heavy fire to take replenishments of 
ammunition to an isolated company, and brought back their wounded. Again on 20th May he took his O.P. party from Bishenpur gun 
box to the relief of HQ 17 Lt Ind Div. He came under heavy shell fire, and casualties were caused amongst the marching infantry. 
Instead of driving on to safety L/Bdr King with great presence of mind stopped his armoured O.P. in such a position as to act as a shield 
to the remaining infantry until such time as they had been able to move their wounded to safety, and he himself was ordered out of the 
danger area. 

His coolness, quick appreciation as how best to help others, knowing full well his armoured O.P. was bound to draw fire, showed great 
courage and a complete disregard for his own safety, and was an inspiring example to all around him.'

'On 29 March 44 in area Mile 101 Rd. Imphal - Tiddim after an enemy position had been taken by our troops the Japanese 
immediately counter-attacked and wounded a man in an O.P. about 50 yds outside the perimeter. This NCO with Lieut. Neville went 
out to bring the man in. Immediately this party with one other man came under fire and the man was wounded. Sgt. Hudson brought 
this man back. In attempts to reach the wounded man Sgt. Hudson went out four times under enemy fire guiding new rescue parties 
and directing their fire each time. The action lasted for two hours. During these two hours Sgt. Hudson was an example of both 
coolness and bravery allowing no thought for himself to deter him from his attempts to bring the wounded within the perimeter. He 
played a prominent part in the final successful rescue and it was largely due to his tenacity of purpose under fire that the wounded 
were finally brought in. This NCO's conduct throughout was of the highest order.' 
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An outstanding Second War 'Battle of Imphal' M.M. group of five awarded to Private S. W. Murrin, Devonshire 
Regiment, for gallantry during a four-man patrol which was ambushed on the Mombi Track, 4 April 1944. During the 
ambush the patrol's Bren Gunner was seriously wounded - and in an effort to escape, Murrin carried both wounded 
man and Bren Gun for an hour through dense jungle. On his way back to friendly lines he encountered three Japanese 
soldiers in a weapon pit - Murrin lay the wounded man down, and promptly dispatched the enemy soldiers with the 
Bren Gun

'At approx. 10.15 hrs on 4th April 1944 in the Mombi Track area a patrol of 1 N.C.O. and 3 men was sent to contact No. 12 PI. of 'B' 
Coy. On the way two Jap L.M.G.s opened fire on the patrol. Pte. Vanstone the Bren gunner was seriously wounded. Pte. Murrin carried 
Pte. Vanstone and the Bren Gun for about one hour through the jungle. On the way he encountered 3 Japs in a weapon pit. Pte. Murrin 
put down the wounded man, shot and killed the 3 Japs with the Bren and brought Pte. Vanstone back to the PI. position.' 

By the second week of March 1944 the main body of the 1st Battalion Devonshire Regiment were positioned on a feature that was 
given the name of Devon Hill, east of Sibong Bridge. Devon Hill was one of the high points covering the British withdrawal along the 
Imphal Road, and the latter were 'essential to the recovery of everything that might be salvaged: for hour after hour it was packed with 
slow moving columns of transport: anything that could not be moved back was destroyed but, for the lightly equipped Japanese 
advancing from the south, the east, and the north, the road and the main positions defending it had only to be avoided.... Using jungle 
tracks the route could be attacked whenever an opportunity arose using temporary road blocks, and ambushes and the like with the 
result that, as day succeeded day, the Brigade's command of the route became increasingly precarious.' (The Bloody Eleventh , History 
of The Devonshire Regiment, by W. J. P. Aggett refers) 

The Japanese brought up artillery to shell the ridge behind Devon Hill, and at night 'jitter parties' infiltrated the main perimeters firing 
tracer ammunition with the object of keeping the occupants on edge. As 'pressure increased, a particular danger point developed 
further back towards Palel in the area where a path known as the Mombi track, joined the road. (Mombi lay some 40 miles to the south 
west.) There, a platoon of the 1st Battalion was already part of a mixed Indian Force, commanded by a Sapper major, which was in 
such danger that Harvest was ordered to send assistance. 'A' and 'B' Companies, Battalion Tactical HQ and the Mortar Platoon set off 
along a hillside but soon ran into trouble. Harvest, moving with Battalion HQ and with 'B' Company as local protection heard the 
sound of firing from an ambush just ahead and a shout by Second Lieutenant Corderoy ordering his men to fix bayonets and charge. 
The ambush was dispersed by Corderoy was hit and rolled down a steep slope into the scrub.... 

For the next ten days the 1st was based at Devon Hill sending out patrols in various directions, most of which provided evidence that 
the enemy was present in strength on both sides of the road. The Mombi Track was the scene of much close-quarter fighting: the 1st 
Battalion had by that time learned the effectiveness of the hand grenade in these brief but deadly engagements.' (Ibid) 

It was during one of these 'brief but deadly engagements' that Murrin distinguished himself, and by the evening of 4 April (the day of 
his M.M. action) the Battalion had withdrawn to a position on Patiala Ridge. 

1 of 9 M.M.'s awarded to the Devonshire Regiment for services in the Burma theatre of operations. 
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A good Immediate 'Second Battle of Kohima - Garrison Hill' M.M. group of five awarded to Bombardier R. Moss, 16th

Post on Garrison Hill, 4 May 1944. Driving in convoy he reached a point within 300 yards of the D.C/s Bungalow, 
when he suffered engine failure under mortar and sniper fire. The two other members of the carrier crew were 
wounded by snipers, and he evacuated them to a tank some 50 yards away. Moss then returned to his stricken vehicle 
and waited with it, still under fire, for 2 hours before he could get a tow from a passing Bren Carrier.

'4 May 1944 Garrison Hill, Kohima. On 4th May 44 L/Bdr Moss was driving an 
A.O.P. for Lieut T. C. Davis RA, who was proceeding to relieve an O.P. on 
Garrison Hill, in Kohima. The A.O.P. was proceeding in a column with the D.L. 
I.'s Bren Carriers and had reached a point 300 yards beyond the D.C/s 
Bungalow, on the Imphal Road. The D.L.l/s Carriers suddenly all turned round 
and went back. L/Bdr Moss started to turn round when the engine failed. Mortar 
bombs were landing fairly close and snipers' bullets were hitting the A.O.P. Lieut 
T. C. Davis said "We will try and push the vehicle downhill and start it." He and 
another singaller, Gnr Williams V., jumped out and two minutes later heard Gnr 
Williams say "Mr. Davis has been hit," and very soon afterwards Gnr Williams 
shouted that he had been hit. 

There were three tanks down the road, the nearest 50 yards away. L/Bdr Moss 
ran to the nearest tank, banged on the door with a brick and got Lieut Davis and 
Gnr Williams into the tank. He tried to get a tow from the tank, but the tank 
crew said they could not do it. All the time they were being sniped at and mortar 
bombs were landing pretty close. The tank went back with the two wounded 
men, L/Bdr Moss returned to the A.O.P. and tried for two hours to get a tow from 
passing armoured vehicles, before finally getting a tow from a Bren Carrier of the 
Royal Berks, and bringing in the A.O.P.' 


Richard Moss served during the Second War with the 16th Field Regiment, Royal Artillery in Burma. He distinguished himself during 
the second day of the Second Battle of Kohima, 3 May - 2 June 1944. 

With the lifting of the siege of Kohima in mid-April 1944, another major battle for that famous ridge commenced, only on this occasion 
the British and Indian forces found themselves on the offensive against an enemy who excelled in defensive warfare. Defending every 
bunker with extraordinary determination, the surviving elements of Sato's 31st Division reaped heavy casualties on the men of 4th, 5th 
and 6th Brigades who had been allotted the unenviable task of taking the Allied advance forward. In scenes reminiscent of the famous 
siege, fierce hand-to-hand fighting, sniping, grenade and phosphorous bomb attacks, and bayonet charges were all part of everyday 
life. 

Moss served as part of 6 Brigade in the attack on central Kohima, 4 May 1944, the 'attack of 5 Brigade on the Naga village was 
bloodily repulsed, and in Kohima the attack by 6 Brigade was equally unsuccessful. The brigade aimed to capture the series of hills 
which the Royal West Kents had defended in the first phase of the battle - Garrison Hill, Kuki Piquet, Field Supply Depot (FSD), Daily 
Issue Store (DIS) and Jail Hill. The Durham Light Infantry, Royal Berkshires and Royal Welch Fusiliers supported by tanks and artillery 
made some progress and got some platoons on to FSD and DIS, but all their positions were covered by penetrating Japanese fire, and 
they sustained severe casualties. At the end of a day of fierce and confused fighting, the Royal Welch Fusiliers still had a precarious 
hold on FSD. 

As usual, the Japanese had sited their bunkers cleverly and had dug them deeply enough to withstand any amount of artillery or mortar 
fire. Inside the bunkers, every man expected to fight to the death. Brave and vigorous attacks by infantry following closely behind a 
heavy bombardment were invariably met by withering automatic fire and showers of grenades - as every unit in this grim, prolonged 
and bloody battle found to their cost. The arrival in Kohima of the first tanks, up the road from Dimapur, was the one factor which 
slowly swung the battle against the Japanese.' ( Burma Victory; Imphal, Kohima and the Chindit issue, March 1944 to May 1945 by D. 
Rooney refers).

His invariable coolness, gallantry and devotion to duty have been most marked and have been a great incentive to the signallers under 
him to carry out their duties under the most trying conditions. 

On one occasion on the Kohima road he was in charge of a party laying lines to the fwd Coys. He showed great perseverance in 
finding the Coys in darkness and in extremely thick country which had NOT been cleared of enemy. Later the same night he went fwd 
to reconnoitre a route for a lateral line to another Coy and successfully carried out his hazardous task, thereby establishing 
communication with an isolated Coy at a critical time. 

On another occasion on the Tiddim Road, he was with a platoon which had done an encircling movement. The wireless set broke 
down and it was essential to inform Bn HQ of the whereabouts of the platoon. CpI. Donne alone took back the wireless set through 
several miles of thick jungle in very close proximity to the enemy, delivered the message and returned to the platoon with a new set. 

These two incidents are typical of his conduct throughout the operation.'

In particular on the night 19/20 May when the enemy attacked "Water Picquet" position, the line was cut by enemy shell fire on five 
separate occasions. Each time Gnr. Kitchen, with complete disregard for his own safety, went out and repaired the line, thus enabling 
much needed D.F. fire to be brought down. Again from 26 May to 4 June, as a member of a very much under strength O. P. party at 
"Evans Knob", it was entirely due to Gunner Kitchen's bravery, unfailing energy, and devotion to duty, often working alone, that kept 
his vital O. P. line through. 

Gunner Kitchen's work under shell fire, his cool courage and complete disregard for danger, his great zeal and devotion to duty in his 
determination to keep his O. P. line though at all costs, was of the very highest order, and was an inspiration to all those working with 
him.' 

Ernest Sidney Kitchen was born in Essex, and resided at 37 Lessington Avenue, Romford. 
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An outstanding 'Second Battle of Kohima' 1944 M.M. group of five awarded to Sergeant V. S. Woodward, Royal 
Artillery, originally recommended for the D.C.M., he and his gun layer personally engaged five enemy bunkers, 
destroying four and damaging one. Under heavy fire for the entirety of the action, they continued to engage the 
enemy until both were wounded by a direct hit

'At Viswema, South of Kohima, on 11 June, 1944, Lance-Sergeant Waldron was in charge of his Battalion Stretcher Bearers. A force of 
infantry and tanks was making slow progress along the road which was under enemy rifle and automatic fire. A man near Lance- 
Sergeant Waldron was wounded and fell in an exposed place. Accompanied by one other man, Lance-Sergeant Waldron went straight 
to the wounded man and gave him first aid. A few minutes later his companion was wounded and the remaining infantry took cover. 
Although under direct fire from enemy positions, Lance-Sergeant Waldron tended both his wounded and placed them in a safe place. 
Throughout the action he showed devotion to duty of the very highest order. His calmness and efficiency in exceptionally dangerous 
circumstances were an inspiration to all who saw him.' 

Patrick Michael Anthony Waldron served during the Second War with the 1 /8th Battalion Lancashire Fusiliers in Burma. 
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A scarce 'Immediate' Second War Burma operations M.M. group of six awarded to Lance-Corporal K. A. Wilson, 
Royal Engineers, for his gallantry when clearing a heavy road block surrounded by mines, during the Worcester's 
attack on Maram, 19 June 1944

M.M. London Gazette 22 March 1945: 

'On 19th June 1944 this N.C.O. was in the Sapper Party with the two troops of tanks which were supporting the Worc's attack on 
Maram. The column encountered a heavy tar barrel road block. The leading tank was hit by a 75mm but the other tanks brought down 
supporting fire and, eventually, smoke. 

L/Cpl Wilson and the Party, removed two groups of eight mines and worked on the tar barrels until one Sapper was fatally wounded. 
On L/Cpl Wilson's suggestion they then attacked the barrels with explosives. This effort removed all but three barrels. 

At this point the leading tank was ordered to withdraw bringing up the Sapper Party with it. The officer and L/Cpl Wilson decided that 
they could finish the job without tank support. Under some cover from their own smoke they ran forward with one other Sapper and 
successfully cleared the remaining block. 

The tanks were thus enabled to push on and shoot up the reverse slope positions which had been holding up the Worc's. 

L/Cpl Wilson's initiative, cheerfulness and complete disregard for personal safety had been an inspiration to the Party and greatly 
assisted in the success of this operation. 

I recommend that this N.C.O. is awarded the Military Medal for these actions.' 


Kenneth Agneau Wilson served during the Second War with the 506th Field Company, Royal Engineers in Burma. 
1 of 9 M.M.'s awarded to the Royal Engineers for services in the Burma theatre of operations. 
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A fine 'Immediate' Second War Burma operations M.M. group of five awarded to Gunner F. D. Alderson, 115th Field 
Regiment, Royal Artillery, who was originally recommended for the D.C.M. for his gallant actions during a Japanese 
ambush in the Sindaw Chaung area, north of Zigon, 3 January 1945. Acting as Batman for his CO, he accompanied 
him in a jeep recce for forward gun positions - ambushed from 20 yards, and with a jammed trailer, Alderson stepped 
out under sniper fire to unhook the trailer thus enabling the jeep to reverse unencumbered out of danger

'At Zigon on 3 Jan 45 Gnr. Alderson was accompanying his C.O. as batman/orderly in a jeep on a recce for forward gun positions and 
O. P.'s in the area of Sindaw Chaung north of Zigon. The party was ambushed by an enemy LMG post at the Chaung, fire being opened 
at 20 yards range. Owing to the fact that a bullet-proof screen of wood and bricks had previously been fixed on the jeep in place of the 
windscreen the enemy's fire did not cause casualties, though the radiator was pierced in several places. The occupants of the jeep 
retaliated with Sten, rifle and grenade fire. Gnr. Alderson firing from the rear seat, with little cover from the bullet-proof screen. 

After the enemy LMG had fired 20 rds, a sniper opened fire from the right flank and it became clear that the jeep must be reversed out 
of danger. In reversing, the trailer jammed Gnr. Alderson, showing complete disregard for personal safety and under fire, got out of the 
jeep and unhooked the trailer in full view of the snipers. The driver was thus enabled to reverse the jeep to safety. 

Gnr. Alderson displayed not only great initiative in a critical situation but also great gallantry by exposing himself without hesitation to 
the enemy fire at such close range, and by his act undoubtedly saved the lives of all three in the party.' 

The Royal Artillery Commemoration Book 1939-1945 , under 'A story of the march of 115th Field Regiment RA with 19th Indian 
(Dagger) Division by Brigadier R. A. G. Nicholson, D.S.O.' adds the following to the above action: 

'On December 26th [1944], 239th Battery fired the first round in anger since the Regiment left Dunkirk. This was at Leiktu, 45 miles 
south of Kawlin, in support of 98 Indian Infantry Brigade. For the next 50 miles to Shwebo the Regiment was continually in action 
assisting the infantry to turn the Japs out of successive rearguard positions at Sindawchaung, Lettokon, Zigon, Magaunghla and Kin-U. 
Actions at these places followed the normal tactics of artillery support to infantry - out-flanking, continuous rapid leapfrogging of 
batteries and close shoots. Gun ammunition was scarce, as it was all dropped from the air. Certain incidents remain as milestones in 
one's memory. Late on January 3rd the CO, leading OP parties, got ahead of the leading infantry. His jeep was suddenly brought to a 
halt by machine-gun fire at 20 yards range from Sindawchaung. Thanks to improvised bullet-proof 'windscreen' of teak and bricks, the 
CO, batman and driver were able to retaliate with Stens and grenades. Gunner F. D. Alderson, batman, by unhooking the trailer 
regardless of the enemy fire, enabled the jeep to reverse, narrowly missing a mine. A fine GF target then presented itself to 240th 
Battery. The shoot was so ably conducted by Major K. Walker that the Jap position was completely smashed by the time the leading 
Gurkhas arrived. Jap flags were subsequently presented by them to the CO and Major Walker; Alderson recieved the M.M.'

Bombardier Bowler immediately took charge and with complete disregard for enemy shelling reorganised the party and kept me 
[Brigadier J. A. E. Hirst, C.R.A. 20th Indian Division] informed of the situation thus enabling an immediate redistribution of observation 
post officers to be made with a minimum of delay. Bombardier Bowler showed great bravery under shell fire and acted with great 
coolness, self-reliance and initiative. His aggressive reaction to the shelling so inspired his party that communications never faltered 
throughout a long and tiring day under constant shelling. His conduct during the whole day was of the very highest order.'

His personal example of determination to close with and cut down all opposition offered him, was such that his section swept through 
the enemy leaving no fewer than 22 of their number dead on the field. He was at all times throughout the action an inspiration to the 
men under his command.' 

Dilbahadur Rana was a Hindu Gurkha from the village of Kamerapani, in the Gaerhung District of Nepal.

On 22 Mar. CpI. Wilson's company was engaged in an operation to extricate two vehicles and some wounded men. CpI. Wilson led 
his bren gun group forward and engaged an enemy machine gun which was holding up the advance. Two of the gunners were killed 
and third wounded. He himself then took over the bren gun and covered the party which was rescuing the vehicles and wounded. 
Finally he carried back his own wounded man and all his arms and ammunition. 

On 10 May 1945 the attack on Nyaungkashe, CpI. Wilson found himself commanding his platoon, as a result of casualties. Although 
pinned down by heavy enemy fire he controlled his platoon coolly and returned the fire with effect until a flank attack by another 
company drove the enemy from their position.'

'At Singu on the East bank of the Irrawaddy, on 15 April 1945 Bdr Woods of 348 Bty, 136 Fd Regt R.A. was one of an Arty O.P. party 
which accompanied "B" Coy on their infiltration into Singu North on night 14/15 April 45. The Coy and attached troops had been 
attacked at dawn in the area of some Pagodas on the North East of the village and had been forced to seek cover within the perimeter 
provided by a small wall which encircled one of the Pagodas. In seeking immediate cover from the sudden attack the Arty party were 
obliged to leave some heavy equipment, including their // 22 // wireless set, outside the wall. 

The Japanese were sniping continually and using grenade dischargers from the edge of the village some 50 yards away. The sniping 
which was exceedingly accurate killed and wounded several of the men who had been replying to the Jap fire. During a lull in the 
firing Bdr Woods asked for permission to scale the wall in full view of the Jap position, in order to recover the equipment which was 
lying on the other side. Bdr Woods leaped over the wall and in full view of the enemy position in the village succeeded in bringing in 
all the signal equipment belonging to the O.P. party, thus enabling fire to be brought down on the enemy. 

By volunteering for and carrying out this act of gallantry Bdr Woods displayed the very highest courage and devotion to duty.' 

William James Woods attested for the Royal Artillery (T.A.) in April 1939, and was posted to 87th Field Regiment R.A. In June 1939 he 
was posted to 136th Regiment R.A. He served with the unit in India and Burma, January 1943 - March 1946 and in December 1945 
was appointed an Acting Sergeant. 

Woods was released to the Army Reserve in June 1946, re-enlisting into the R.A. (T.A.) in 1953. He was posted to the 359th Medium 
Regiment, and was discharged at his own request on 11 October 1961. In later life he resided in California, U.S.A.

Tor gallantry in action at Myitkyo, South Burma, on the night 21/22nd July 1945. On the night of the 21/22nd July 1945, this N.C.O. 
was sent out on patrol to pinpoint Japanese I.M.G.s and M.M.G.s known to be in the area of the Inspection Bungalow at Myitkyo, 
which had been established as a strong point, and commanded all lines of approach to Myitkyo from the South. 

Under a bright moon, the section worked its way forward over completely open paddy, and on getting to within 30 yards of the Jap 
wire, Naik Purkharam halted his section and with one other rifleman continued to crawl forward. They reached the wire unobserved, 
where this N.C.O. saw a Bren Gun on a fixed line, and beside it a Jap sentry, who appeared to be asleep. Undaunted and completely 
disregarding his own safety, he managed with considerable difficulty to crawl through the wire, to a position from which he gripped the 
gun by the barrel and withdrew it from its position, knowing full well, that any undue movement on his part would awaken the sentries, 
when he would unquestionably have been killed, escape being impossible as he was under the wire. 

Whilst crawling back through the wire, the magazine on the Bren caught in one of the strands, and the noise instantly awoke the Jap 
sentry, who immediately shouted 'Stand To' and fire was opened on Naik Puurkharam. Quite unshaken by this turn of events he 
continued crawling back to his section, directing them to give him and the rifleman covering fire whilst they withdrew. This they did 
with great effect, killing two Japs. The section then withdrew to Platoon HQ where the coveted prize was handed over. The tenacity of 
purpose, and cold calculating courage shown by this N.C.O., and perfect control of his section under fire, was a magnificent 
inspiration to his whole company.' 


Purkharam Thapa was a Hindu Gurkha from the village of Ghorle, in the Gulmi District of Nepal. He served during the Second War 
with the 3/6th Gurkha Rifles as part of the 33rd Indian Infantry Brigade in Burma. The latter were employed to prevent the breakout of 
the Japanese Shimbu and Kani Forces in the Sittang area.

'On the night of 24 January 1943, Trooper Robson was in a cinema at Poona, India, when suddenly he heard a hissing noise under one 
of seats near to where he was seated. The noise was followed by a sheet of flame, and the audience stampeded to the exits. Trooper 
Robson and another man fetched two fire buckets and Trooper Robson poured water on to the object, which proved to be a bomb. He 
extinguished the fire and proceeded to examine the bomb. This was found to contain a mixture of cordite and sulphur, which was 
apparently ignited by some form of acid. In the centre of the bomb was a type of hand grenade. Trooper Robson placed the bomb in a 
bucket of water and carried it outside the building. His action undoubtedly prevented the bomb from exploding and causing a number 
of casualties.' 

William Robson was born in April 1920, and was the son of C. R. Robson of Torrens Street, Irlam O' the Heights, Salford. He enlisted 
in the Royal Armoured Corps at Bury in May 1939. Robson was a Fitter by trade and had been employed by the Merchant Navy prior 
to his enlistment in the Army. 

Robson undertook training in the United Kingdom, until 16 March 1942, when he was posted to India. He served in Burma, including 
with the 25th Dragoons, as part of the Armoured group of the XV Indian Corps, on the Arakan front. The Regiment were present at The 
Battle of the Admin Box in February 1944. Robson returned to the UK in October 1945, and was transferred to the Army Reserve in July 
the following year. He was discharged with an 'Exemplary' rating in September 1947, having been found medically unfit for further 
service, and resided with his family in West Street, Corfe Castle, Dorset.

Herbert William Boorman Cloke was a native of Edinburgh, and was the father of W. B. T. Cloke. 

William Thomas Boorman Cloke was born in 1920, and served during the Second War with the 129th (Lowland) Field Regiment, Royal 
Artillery, in Burma. The 129th Field Regiment were involved in the Tiddim Road battles, November 1943 - February 1944. Cloke was 
killed in action, 14 December 1943. 

The Regiment's War Diary for December 1943 records that his death occurred on Kennedy Peak during Operation 'Pumpkin' - the 
attack on Milestone 52 by 63 Brigade with 493 Battery as support. The attack was unsuccessful, but the Counter Battery fire silenced 
the Japanese artillery thus enabling a successful withdrawal. The 'casualties, L/Sgt. Cloke CTB killed, Gunners Mole and Lee wounded, 
part of signallers mortared laying line to Forward Observation Officer. Two thousand one hundred and eight rounds fired. One gun out 
of action. At 1500hrs withdrawn to Tiddim area.' 

Lance-Sergeant Cloke was buried at the Imphal War Cemetery.

Daniel Haddock was born in 1922, and was the son of Mr and Mrs J. W. Haddock of Leeds, Yorkshire. He served with the 2nd 
Battalion, West Yorkshire Regiment in Palestine prior to service during the Second War. The Battalion initially fought against the 
Italians in Eritrea in 1940, before joining the 8th Army in Egypt the following year. Forming part of the 5th Indian Division, the 2nd 
Battalion West Yorkshire Regiment arrived in Burma in 1943. They served in Arakan, and on 9 January 1944 were involved in the 
capture of the port of Maungdaw. Haddock was killed in action, 16 January 1944, and between 14-17 January, 'from Maungdaw the 
West Yorks moved south and east to try to probe the Razabil defences from the rear. During the night of 14 January when C Company 
had occupied what seemed to be a deserted trench close to the main bastion, the Japanese moved up over the flat coastal ground to 
attack D Company and a company of the 3/9th Jats holding an undamaged iron bridge across the Magyi Chaung near Zullpara. The 
attacks were beaten off, but Cree ordered C and A companies to fall back to their original positions. C Company never received the 
message and as a result found itself isolated and heavily attacked by the Japanese who had reoccupied the trenches earlier vacated by 
A Company. The attacks were held but the withdrawal decided upon independently by the company commander approached disaster. 
By the time Kanyindan had been reached one officer and 11 men had been killed, two officers and 19 men wounded and 11 were 
found to be missing.' ( Battle of the Box , by P. Turnball refers). 

Haddock was buried at the Taukkyan War Cemetery, Myanmar.

George 'Gerry' Gourlay was commissioned Second Lieutenant in the City of Edinburgh Fortress Engineers, Royal Engineers (T.A.), in 
May 1924. He resigned the following year, only to re-engage as a Sergeant in the Royal Corps of Signals for service during the Second 
War. Gourlay received an Emergency Commission as Lieutenant in the Royal Corps of Signals, in November 1939. He served as Acting 
Captain from January the following year, and served with the 5th Indian Division in Burma, during which time he was M.I.D. three 
times. Obviously highly active during the latter period, Gourlay is mentioned thus in Report My Signals by A. Brett-James: 

'... discussing the problem that morning, while waiting for a traffic block to clear, when up came Gerry Gourlay from Divisional 
Signals, a picture of weather-beaten health. He suggested at once that we should persuade the Sappers to lend some of their own 
wireless sets for this purpose and he agreed to negotiate himself, they being partly under his jurisdiction. 

"The answer to a maiden's prayer," said the Brigadier beside me, smiling behind his dark sun glasses. We delayed not a minute, drove 
back into the town, called on Brunt's Field Company to find him, with Hepburn and the other officers, eating a late breakfast in their 
half-ruined house in the street close to that in which we had slept the night; we collected the wireless sets after some minutes of 
friendly converse. The tense situation had been relieved in an unexpected manner, for which I was grateful to Gerry. He was my 
company commander, having certain charges over the three brigade signal sections, though in operations these were inevitably less 
than in a place like Jorhat where administration had become more centralised than ever before. 

Gourlay had joined us in Lohardaga, during the training days before entry into Arakan, where he had had experience in the earlier 
campaign with General Slim's Corps. This grey-haired, round-faced, energetic man had served Mansergh as signal officer in charge of 
the artillery signal sections for the year in Arakan, Imphal and the Tiddim Road, spending a great part of his time laying cables and 
hustling about the countryside with counsel and help. Lines were his forte , and his ruddy brown face and coppery shirtless back were 
to be seen up ladders, dashing past in his jeep, hastening into an office tent, climbing a tree, all with inordinate energy and efficiency, 
though at times he upset others by his activities, quickly making all things straight by his business-like yet gracious manner. Sometimes 
he and I differed over method, more often we agreed in confidence that other people were not always right.... 

Gourlay bustled round the defences of our hill, for which he was responsible, efficient, business-like and yet irritating, by always being 
right, ordering new dispensations of barbed wire, fresh alignment of machine-guns, altered allotment of positions. One day tin cans 
were hung to the barbed wire to rattle at the approach of the enemy; the following day General Mansergh published an order 
forbidding the use of such tins. The I.O.R.s cursed, laughed, and took away the empty tins. We stood-to by our defences at twilight, and 
again before dawn, Gerry and I prowling round the perimeter in the company of Ayaswamy, inspecting the readiness of the defenders, 
the efficiency of our preparations, and longing for hot tea and an end to such activities. 

The daily ritual of "standing-to" was dark and cheerless. Our sections manned their trenches round the perimeter of the hill on which 
our headquarters was established, they stamped their boots and shivered beneath their capes. When their trenches had flooded with 
yellowish water, the men crouched on the reverse slope and peered forth into the fading murk of night. In the centre of our position, 
below the verandah of our house, the mobile reserve of Madrassis paraded under Ayaswamy and Durga Rao. I would talk to these two 
while we waited for Gourlay and Davey to descend from their balcony with their habitual gay cursing at this early rigour.' 

Gourlay served as Lieutenant-Colonel with the 5th Indian Division Signals in Java, 31 March 1946 - 9 August 1946 (awarded L.S. & G. 
C. in August 1948). He relinquished his commission on account of disability in August 1958.

Ronald Herbert Norton Wood was born in Norton, Worcestershire, in March 1909. He was the son of H. W. Wood of the Rectory, 
Stoke Bliss, Worcester. Wood was educated at Greenhill School, Evesham, the King's School Worcester and R.M.C. Sandhurst. He was 
commissioned Second Lieutenant in the Worcestershire Regiment in August 1929, and advanced to Lieutenant in November 1931. 

Wood served as ADC to the Area Commissioner, Shanghai, from November 1933, and transferred to the Indian Army in 1936. He was 
posted to the 1st Battalion, 4th Bombay Grenadiers at the end of January 1936, and advanced to Captain in August 1938. Wood was 
seconded as Acting Major, C/O HQ 252 Indian Armoured Group in Iraq, in December 1941. He returned to his parent unit, and was 
appointed second in command in May 1942. In 1944 he was attached to the Green Howards for several months, and advanced to 
Temporary Lieutenant-Colonel in January 1945. 

Wood commanded the 2nd Battalion, 4th Bombay Grenadiers in Java, January - November 1946. He was promoted Major in July 
1947, and transferred to the Royal Army Service Corps in October of the same year. Wood advanced to Lieutenant-Colonel in July 
1952, and retired in 1956.

T. G. Picard served during the Second War as a Major with the 3rd Battalion, 3rd Gurkha Rifles in Burma. He commanded A 
Company, as part of the 37th Brigade, 23rd Division at Shenam during the period May - July 1944, and he provides extensive accounts 
in the Regimental History for that period:'On the 14th May 3/3rd took over from the Border Regt. of 20th Division the most forward 
positions of Scraggy, Pyramid, pimples and Malta and from then onwards until its relief by 3/10th G.R. on the 18th May it was treated 
to shelling, grenade discharge fire and spasmodic attacks and nuisance raids, which caused the death of 14 G.O.R.s and wounding of 
24 others. 


Major T. G. Picard, who commanded A Coy. during the fighting on Scraggy, has given the following account: "Scraggy was the 
foremost feature in the Shenam position and was of paramount importance. Originally occupied by 20th Division, it consisted of a 
system of strong points running along a contour 30 ft. below the peak. 

When the 3/3rd G.R. took over from the Border Regt., half the posts were occupied by the Japs and half by the Borders and no-man's- 
land was from 6 to 10 yds. This made it impossible to dig and our foremost men were barely 2 ft. underground until mortar boxes, filled 
with earth, were brought up to provide the essential cover. Wiring was impracticable. Sanitation was non-existent; dead Japs in varying 
stages of decomposition lay around while men plugged their nostrils with cloth and cotton wool. 

Our position came under heavy artillery fire from Nippon ridge in addition to grenade, rifle and mortars from Scraggy itself. Each side 
raided the other's trenches, night after night, but grenades were scarce, as our main supply line was cut at Kohima and artillery 
defensive fire was at times limited to one round per gun per day. 

Eight weeks of this trench warfare passed before the Japs, now increased to two corps, put in an attack late one evening after their 
artillery had knocked out our foremost L.M.G. posts, one by one. They failed to overrun the whole feature but retained Scraggy peak 
which commanded our side of the hill. We put in three rapid counter-attacks with the one platoon available and each one failed for 
lack of weight. In these hectic hours many gallant deeds were performed, among them Lieut. J. M. Carew, twice wounded, was 
outstanding. He and Sub. Dalparsad Gurung were both awarded the Military Cross and Rfn. Mitralal Sanyasi, the I.O.M., 
posthumously. This rifleman seized the Bren gun of a dead gunner, stuffed the magazines into his shirt, and led his men on to the peak, 
firing as he went. Mortally wounded as he jumped into the Jap trenches, he continued to fight until he finally dropped.' 

By the end of June the casualties amounted to 24 killed and 169 wounded. The advent of July heralded the commencement of the 
Tengnoupal offensive by the 23rd Division. Picard's 3/3rd Gurkhas were to capture the features Cyprus and Crete East, the 3/10th 
Gurkhas to capture Scraggy and Crete West, the 3/5th Gurkhas to hold Malta, Gibraltar and Recce Hill, whilst the 1st Battalion 
Seaforths were to attack and capture Nippon Hill. Picard records the following:'The 3/3rd G.R. left Patiala Ridge some twelve hours 
before the attack, complete with about 50 Manipuri porters who were carrying extra ammunition and R.A.P. stores. Slow progress was 
made during that night owing to the thickness of the jungle and the intense darkness. The column, of necessity in Indian file, was very 
strung-out, but phosphorescent bark attached to each man's back helped in maintaining touch. 

The order of march had been first D Coy., which was going to support B Coy. to take Cyprus. Then A Coy. which was going to move 
through B Coy. and secure the Saddle between Cyprus and Crete East, and lastly C Coy. to move through and take Crete East. 

At first light we heard the firing of the 3/10th G.R. as they commenced their attack on Scraggy, and within a minute or two B Coy. was 
launching the first part of the 3/3rd G.R. attack on Cyprus... B Coy. put in a grand attack, scattering the Japs on Cyprus and killing a lot 
of them. A Coy. then moved through and secured the Saddle area. C Coy., who were to move through us, had been delayed by the 
enfilade fire along the road below and by the time taken in closing up the drawn-out column. The position of A and B Coys, was 
becoming untenable owing to heavy fire from above us from Crete East. Pulley, who happened to be on the scene, asked me if my 
company could do anything about it until C Coy. arrived. 

In order to provide support, during our attack, a small patrol, all armed with automatics, was sent out under L/Nk. Jitbahadur Gurung to 
make a strong-point higher up Crete while I extended my company further up Crete East. With two platoons of my company I started 
up towards the summit of Crete East covered by the patrol with automatics, but before we reached the level of L/Nk. Jitbahadur's 
position he noticed the Japs hurriedly evacuating the summit. With commendable dash he led his small party into the attack, and 
captured the feature, killing many Japs. The Battalion remained in the positions gained.' (Ibid) 

Picard moved with the 3rd Battalion to Indonesia in October 1945. On the 16-1 7th October and incident occurred at Depok, a village 
some 30 miles from Batavia (Jakarta). Picard records the incident at length in the Regimental History, detailing that news had reached 
Divisional HQ from a B.B.C. correspondent of hundreds of Dutch women and children being held against their will in Depok. A mob 
of armed Indonesians were converging on Depok, and Major Picard with No. 3 Platoon in a 3 tonner and 15 cwt truck raced to the aid 
of No. 1 Platoon who had been sent on ahead. Upon Picard's arrival, he took control of the situation and at dawn on the 1 7th decided 
to evacuate the civilians. Utilising the two trucks they made several journeys under sniper fire - with one child being killed and three 
others wounded. Despite this a massacre was averted and the civilians were successfully evacuated from the clutches of the armed 
mob at Depok. After Picard left the army, his final request was that upon his death his ashes be scattered on the foothills of the 
Himalayas.

He originally served in the 
ranks during the Second War, before receiving an Emergency Commission as Second Lieutenant in the Royal Indian Army Service 
Corps, in October 1941. 

Milliken advanced to Major, before leaving the service and returning to education - studying at Pembroke College, Cambridge. 
Obtaining a BA in 1948, and an MA in 1963, he attended Wells Theological College before being appointed a Curate at St. Albans, 
Bournemouth. Milliken was Rector of Fawley, 1969-79, and Vicar of Chilworth and North Baddesley in the diocese of Winchester until 
his death in March 1983.

The important and highly significant Second World War 'Battle of Normandy' V.C. group of nine awarded to 
Lieutenant Colonel David Vivian Currie, 29th Canadian Armoured Reconnaissance Regiment (South Alberta 
Regiment), for exceptional bravery whilst commanding a small mixed force of Canadian tanks, self-propelled anti-tank 
guns and infantry, during an intense three-day action (in which he only slept for one hour) fought between 18 and 20 
August 1944 in 'the corridor of death' in and around the Village of St Lambert-sur-Dives, during the crucial Battle of 
the Falaise Gap, the decisive engagement of the Battle of Normandy in which the German army was finally routed 
leading to the Liberation of Paris a few days later - The citation for his Victoria Cross stating, that during one 36-hour 
period 'the Germans hurled one counter-attack after another against the Canadian force but so skilfully had Major 
Currie organised his defensive positions that these attacks were repulsed with severe casualties to the enemy' and 
crediting his actions with the destruction of seven enemy tanks, twelve 88mm guns and forty vehicles, with 300 
Germans killed, 500 wounded and 2,100 captured - A famous photograph of Major Currie with pistol drawn 
overseeing the surrender of German prisoners was taken at the time of the event, which has been described as being 
'as close as we are ever likely to come to a photograph of a man winning the V.C.' - Major Currie's Victoria Cross is 
unique to the Royal Canadian Armoured Corps and is the only one awarded to a Canadian soldier for the Normandy 
Campaign

Of the 181 awards of the Victoria Cross and one bar that were given for gallantry during the Second World War, just 16 were awarded 
to Canadian recipients. Of these 16 only twelve were given to members of Canadian units, eleven of which are known to be on public 
display in Canada - Currie being the only exception. Of the other four awards to British units, three are on public display in England. 

The medals on offer are the full group as worn by the recipient. Although some sources show Currie with the post-nominal's V.C., C.D., 
no trace of a C.D. ever being awarded can be found. His service file does, however, confirm that his widow submitted a claim for the 
posthumous award of a C.D. and E.D., the latter being posted to her a year after his death.

V.C. London Gazette 27 November 1944. 

The published citation states: 

'In Normandy on 18th August, 1944, Major Currie was in command of a small 
mixed force of Canadian tanks, self-propelled anti-tank guns and infantry which 
was ordered to cut one of the main escape routes from the Falaise pocket. 

This force was held up by strong enemy resistance in the village of St. Lambert 
sur Dives and two tanks were knocked out by 88 mm guns. Major Currie 
immediately entered the village alone on foot at last light through the enemy 
outposts to reconnoitre the German defences and to extricate the crews of the 
disabled tanks, which he succeeded in doing in spite of heavy mortar fire. 

Early the following morning, without any previous artillery bombardment, Major 
Currie personally led an attack on the village in the face of fierce opposition from 
enemy tanks, guns and infantry and by noon had succeeded in seizing and 
consolidating a position half-way inside the village. 

During the next 36 hours the Germans hurled one counter-attack after another 
against the Canadian force but so skilfully had Major Currie organised his 
defensive position that these attacks were repulsed with severe casualties to the 
enemy after heavy fighting. 

At dusk on 20th August the Germans attempted to mount a final assault on the 
Canadian positions, but the attacking force was routed before it could even be 
deployed. Seven enemy tanks, twelve 88 mm. guns and forty vehicles were 
destroyed, 300 Germans were killed, 500 wounded and 2,100 captured. Major 
Currie then promptly ordered an attack and completed the capture of the village, 
thus denying the Chambois-Trun escape route to the remnants of two German 
armies cut off in the Falaise pocket. 

Throughout three days and nights of fierce fighting, Major Currie's gallant 
conduct and contempt for danger set a magnificent example to all ranks of the 
force under his command. 

On one occasion he personally directed the fire of his command tank on to a Tiger tank which had been harassing his position and 
succeeded in knocking it out. During another attack, while the guns of his command tank were taking on other targets of longer 
ranges, he used a rifle from the turret to deal with individual snipers who had infiltrated to within fifty yards of his headquarters. The 
only time reinforcements were able to get through to his force, he himself led the forty men forward into their positions and explained 
the importance of their task as a part of the defence. When, during the next attack, these new reinforcements withdrew under the 
intense fire brought down by the enemy, he personally collected them and led them forward into position again, where, inspired by his 
leadership they held for the remainder of the battle. His employment of the artillery support, which became available after his original 
attack went in, was typical of his cool calculation of the risks involved in every situation. At one time, despite the fact that short rounds 
were falling within fifteen yards of his own tank, he ordered fire from medium artillery to continue because of its devastating effect 
upon the attacking enemy in his immediate area. 

Throughout the operation the casualties to Major Currie's force were heavy. However, he never considered the possibility of failure or 
allowed it to enter the minds of his men. In the words of one of his non-commissioned officers, 'We knew at one stage that it was 
going to be a fight to a finish but he was so cool about it, it was impossible for us to get excited'. Since all the officers under his 
command were either killed or wounded during the action, Major Currie had virtually no respite from his duties and in fact obtained 
only one hour's sleep during the entire period. Nevertheless he did not permit his fatigue to become apparent to his troops and 
throughout the action took every opportunity to visit weapon pits and other defensive posts to talk to his men, to advise them as to the 
best use of their weapons and to cheer them with words of encouragement. When his force was finally relieved and he was satisfied 
that the turnover was complete he fell asleep on his feet and collapsed. 

There can be no doubt that the success of the attack on and stand against the enemy at St. Lambert sur Dives can largely be attributed 
to this officer's coolness, inspired leadership and skilful use of the limited weapons at his disposal. 

The courage and devotion to duty shown by Major Currie during a prolonged period of heavy fighting were outstanding and had a far- 
reaching effect on the successful outcome of the battle.' 

David Vivian Currie was born in Sutherland, Saskatchewan in July 1912 and educated at King George Public School, the Central 
Collegiate and Moose Jaw Technical School, serving in the Moose Jaw Cadet Corps from 1926 to 1928 and working for Patterson 
Motors as a mechanic and welder from 1930 until the outbreak of the Second World War. In 1939 he joined the militia, subsequently 
transferring to the Regular Army the following year in the rank of Lieutenant, shortly afterwards being promoted Captain and then Major 
in 1944 and Lieutenant Colonel in 1945, at which time his confidential report described him as being 'inclined to be rather shy and 
retiring.' 

The Battle of The Falaise Gap 

Major David Currie landed in Normandy on 24 July 1944 in command of 'C' Squadron, South Alberta Regiment, tasked with helping to 
destroy the two German armies, the Fifth Panzer and Seventh Army, who were being pushed into a bottleneck by the tightening circle 
of Allied forces. This narrow escape route became known as the Falaise Gap and was the scene of the most appalling slaughter and 
destruction to the extent that it has been described as "the Stalingrad of Normandy". 

Saturday 19 August 1944 

By Saturday 19 August, the encirclement was almost complete with the only escape route being between Chambois and Trun. Situated 
between these two villages was the hamlet of St Lambert-sur-Dives through which the Germans were retreating. It fell to Major David 
Currie and his men of 'C 1 Squadron, equipped with Sherman tanks, to take St Lambert and thus seal the German's escape route. Currie 
related what happened over the next three days in his report of the action: 

'In the early hours , just before first light , on Friday 18 August , we (C Squadron) arrived at our designated area, somewhere north of 
Trun , on high ground overlooking the Dives valley. Our normal strength would be nineteen tanks. On this particular day , we were 
fifteen tanks strong, which means 75 men (five men per tank)... 

As the sun rose , and we were able to reconnoitre our position and carry out our reconnaissance role we found that we had a wonderful 
panoramic view of the Dives Valley. In the distance, we could see the rising clouds of dust and on closer examination by field glasses , 
found we were witnessing , what we later found out to be the remnants of the German Forces in France trying to escape the pocket. 
The columns were about three to four miles from our location and seemed to consist of every kind of vehicle , gun , tank and horse- 
drawn equipment that the German Army possessed7

Having reported his observations to HQ, Currie was ordered by the Commanding Officer to move his squadron, together with B 
Company, the Canadian Highlanders, whose ranks had been reduced to about 55 all ranks, to take and occupy St Lambert-sur-Dives. 
Furthermore, this small force would be without immediate artillery support. 

'The assignment given us by the Colonel was to take the village of St Lambert-sur-Dives; and from a study of the map, / could see this 
was placing us squarely in front of the vast array of the German forces that we had been watching for most of the day. The Colonel also 
stressed the importance of this task in relation to the whole campaign and indicated that the German withdrawal had to be stopped I 
remember saying to myself; "Well, Dave, up to now this has been a pretty good war, but this is it!" 

Rejoining his squadron, he outlined the situation and plan of attack to his officers. Then, over the intercom, he told his men what was 
expected of them, that they were to stay in position and not retreat and that they were likely to be killed. Unanimously, the reaction 
was 'OK, Boss!' 

At about 6pm, Currie's force started out of Trun and advanced on St Lambert, just over a mile distant. With No.1 Troop (4 tanks) 
leading followed by Squadron HQ (3 tanks and a first aid vehicle) and Nos.2 & 3 Troops with the infantry riding on the backs of the 
Shermans. It had been decided that the tanks would lead the attack and, when the village had been penetrated, send in the infantry. 
Almost immediately, they ran into fire, and not only that of the enemy, which showed how confused the situation had become. The 
Polish Armoured Division on the left flank opened fire on the leading tank, until Currie went across to remonstrate. Just as the lead tank 
entered St Lambert, it was hit by fire from a German 88mm. At the same moment, the tanks of Squadron HQ were attacked by two RAF 
Spitfires, which set the rear of Currie's tank alight. Four men were wounded and the ambulance was put out of action. 

Having organised the evacuation of the wounded and a replacement for the destroyed ambulance, Currie walked to St Lambert to see 
to the crew of the leading tank and to remove the wounded. Leaving the tanks on the edge of St Lambert, Currie used the cover of dusk 
to reconnoitre the village and to find the 88mm gun. The River Dive ran through the centre and prevented any flanking movement of 
this troublesome gun. Although he heard German voices coming from some of the houses, he didn't run into anyone. Returning to 
No.1 Troop, he had them pull back two hundred yards and asked permission to use the infantry in a night attack, but this was refused 
by the Colonel. Instead, a watchful and uneventful night was spent on the outskirts. 

Attack 


At first light, Currie put in an attack on the village. 

'We lost our lead tank, but this time we located the opposition. We were up against a Tiger tank and a Mk IV tank. We got about one- 
quarter of the way down the main street. Shortly afterward, my own command tank was able to knock out the Mk IV tank. The boys 
made sure it was on fire before they stopped firing. The Tiger tank was put out of commission by the supporting infantry, who had 
worked their way down the street through the houses. They shot two of the crew and put a grenade into the turret, which finished off 
the rest of the crew. We were then in possession of about two-thirds of the village. 

Up to that time, I had lost two officers; one wounded the preceding evening by our own Air Force planes and one who leaned out of 
his tank to wave in some Germans waving a white flag. One of them shot him through the chest and, though badly wounded, he 
survived. 

During the rest of Saturday, the fighting was bitter and at one point late in the afternoon the tanks were running around in circles firing 
(machine guns) to keep the Germans from climbing on top of them. At this point, I was able to get some artillery support. They laid 
down a barrage on our own position. I had warned everybody to get under cover. I had expected that the support would be from 18 
pounders, but instead it was from 4.5 in. guns. The fire from 18 pounders has very little effect on tanks but a 4.5 in. gun can easily 
knock out a tank. We were lucky and suffered no casualties, but it had a very devastating effect on the Germans and gave us a much 
needed respite, as the tanks were running low on ammunition. 

Late in the day, we were able to get ammunition up from our supply column. It was brought up in armoured vehicles. The tanks came 
in to Headquarters area from their positions one at a time and were refuelled and loaded with ammunition. 

Pressure from the Germans mounted again near dark and, as we were pretty well spread out, I was afraid that we might be chopped up 
piecemeal. I decided to draw the force in tighter for the night, so we gave up part of the village. All weapons were given fixed lines of 
fire, to cover all approaches, and everyone was warned to stay put for the night and under cover. During the night, there was 
considerable firing and no one got much sleep. In the morning, we found that we had inflicted a considerable number of casualties on 
the Germans during the night.'

Sunday 20 August 1944 

'With the coming of daylight, the attacks started to intensify but:, on this the second full day; we started to take a few prisoners; we got 
the feeling that some Germans wanted to give up but that the majority still wanted to fight. We were still under shell fire, which had 
been pretty steady from the time we arrived in St Lambert.' 

Currie lost a further three officers wounded and had a narrow escape himself. 

'Late in the morning; / was talking to the Captain and Lieutenant of the supporting infantry; when one of the crew of my tank called to 
me that the Colonel wished to speak to me on the radio. I had just climbed into the tank, when in came an 88mm HE shell. When I 
finished talking to the Colonel and was back on the ground , I found that both officers had been killed by the shell. This meant that; at 
this stage, all my officers were out of action.' 

During the afternoon, there was a lull in the fighting and more Germans surrendered. Amongst them was a doctor, who Currie used to 
treat the wounded prisoners in a first-aid post that had been established in one of the houses. As soon as they had about fifty prisoners, 
they picked a captive officer or NCO to take them back to the Canadian lines to a POW area. As he could not spare any escorts for 
these prisoners, Currie placed one of the tanks in a prominent position to watch that the prisoners did as they were ordered. In this way, 
the unescorted prisoners marched into captivity. 

'In the evening, we noticed that the Germans were apparently preparing for another major assault on our position. We spotted an 
88mm ground gun and a Mk IV tank moving into position about 400 yards from our HQ. We immediately opened fire; using eight 
tanks firing armoured piercing and HE shells. One of the first shots hit the 88mm gun. It must have hit the ammunition carrier as there 
was a tremendous explosion. One large piece of white hot metal about 5 inches in diameter came down right in our location. 

There were a number of large buildings and apparently the Germans had massed behind them in preparation for this attack. We fired 
through these buildings using armour-piercing shells. We fired about 100 rounds and stopped We could hear cries and hollering, but 
there was no attack. We had apparently discouraged any further plans for attack at that moment.' 

The third night was relatively quiet and Currie visited the Regimental HQ to report to the Colonel. After his return to St Lambert, Currie 
was standing outside the Squadron HQ beside the road at about 3 am. A tank was heard approaching from their own lines and passed 
so close that Currie could have reached out and touched it. 'We did not know for sure if it was a German tank or one of our own. As it 
passed down the street, it came between us and a burning building. We could then see that it was a German Mk IV tank. We put a shot 
into the motor compartment, which set the tank on fire.' 

Monday 21 August 1944 

Dawn brought a change in the situation and the Canadians could sense that the end was in sight. There was only sporadic firing and 
more and more prisoners were surrendering. 

'During the day we continued to take prisoners and pass them back to our Headquarters. The fight had apparently gone out of the 
enemy. When night came, / was able to get some sleep. This was my first sleep for three days.' 

The following day, C Squadron was ordered to move on and aid in the pursuit of the Germans. 

'So ended St Lambert. We had arrived early in the morning and three days later left in the morning. We had been sorely tried by the 
Germans and for many; this was their last fight. The men had been asked to take on incredible odds, and while at times I am sure they 
were all afraid, I know I was, every last man did the job asked of him, without complaint, even though the situation seemed hopeless. 
And I know that they all felt it. 

When we came to St Lambert, it was a neat small quiet French village, and when we left, it was a fantastic mess. The clutter of 
equipment, dead horses, wounded, dying and dead Germans had turned it into a hell hole. It seems incredible that such devastation 
could be wrought in such a short space of time!' 

Victoria Cross 

Major Currie's Victoria Cross was announced in the London Gazette of 27 November 1944, by which time the squadron that he was 
commanding had advanced as far as Holland. He was quickly rushed to London, hitching a ride across the English Channel on a motor 
torpedo boat, receiving his V.C. from the hands of the King at an investiture at Buckingham Palace on 30 November, still dressed in his 
battle dress, scuffed shoes and tank overalls. Following the investiture he was given extended leave and returned to Toronto, where he 
was reunited with his wife and son who he had not seen for three years. 
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The 'shy and retiring' Currie was much in demand by the press during this period and compelling newsreel footage of him and radio 
and interviews fortunately still survive which can be accessed on the internet through the following URLs.

Post-War 

After the war Currie worked for eight years in Baie Comeau, Quebec as an equipment superintendent at a paper company, before 
moving to Montreal in 1953 to work for a manufacturing company of which he became vice-president. In 1959 Prime Minister John 
Diefenbaker appointed him Sergeant-at-Arms of the House of Commons, in which role he remained until 1978 and was also vice- 
chairman (overseas) of the Victoria Cross and George Cross Association from 1968 until the time of his death. The gallant Currie died in 
Ottawa on 20 June 1986, aged 73, leaving behind him his wife of more than 50 years, Isabel, a son, David and a daughter, Brenda. He 
was buried in Owen Sound, Ontario and two years later the Moose Jaw Armoury was named after him in his honour.

Approximately 21 clasps issued for the 'Capture of the Desiree', the only instance 
of a clasp being named after an enemy ship. Daniel Peake is confirmed as a Pilot 
aboard H.M.S. Nemesis during operations in the Dunkirk Roads which 
culminated in the capture of the French 38-gun frigate Desiree by H.M.S. Dart 
on 8 July 1800. 

Towards the end of June 1800, a British squadron comprising two frigates, the 
Andromeda and the Nemesis , the sloop Dart , two other sloops, one bomb vessel 
and 11 fire-ships, gun-brigs, cutters and luggers arrived off Dunkirk Roads to 
attempt the capture or destruction of four French frigates which had been 
blockaded in the port. On the evening of 7 July, Commander Campbell in the 
Dart led an assortment of naval vessels into the enemy port and at midnight came 
up to the four frigates moored in line. He sailed fearlessly straight in and it was 
not until Dart was abreast of the third frigate that she was recognised as an 
enemy ship and received a broadside which the Dart acknowledged with a 
double-shotted carronade. Running the fourth frigate, the Desiree , aboard, the 
Dart's First Lieutenant, James McDermeit, at the head of 50 seamen and marines, 
boarded the Desiree and engaged the crew of 200-300 men until a second line of 
boarders came to their assistance. Within 15 minutes the Desiree was captured, 
her cables were cut and she was under way for the harbour mouth. The fire-ships 
of Campbell's flotilla were well alight before being abandoned and the brigs and 
cutters engaged and drove off some French gunboats. The three remaining 
frigates cut their cables and made sail out of the Roads. 

Daniel Peake joined the ship's company as Pilot of Nemesis at Deal in May 
1800, and was discharged the following August. He served in the same capacity 
in H.M.S. Kegulus in March to April 1806.

John Lester is confirmed as a Private Royal Marines aboard H.M.S. Ardent at 
Copenhagen, during which action he was severely wounded and later had his 
thigh amputated. 

John Lester is first traced in the musters for H.M.S. Leyden in January 1801, 
where it is recorded that he was part of a group 'From Great Nore 26 January 
1801, from Head Quarters to be disposed of as Admiral Dickson may order'. He 
was immediately transferred to H.M.S. Ardent , where he is not included with the 
main list of marines in the body of the muster, but in a separate section headed 
'Supernumerary List for Victuals only'. At the battle of Copenhagen, 2 April 1801, 
Ardent was heavily engaged and at the cease fire signal the ship's log recorded 
that the 'masts and rigging are much wounded' and that they had '30 men killed, 
3 officers and 65 men wounded.' 

Lester was amongst the severely wounded and was discharged sick on 13 April to 
the hospital ship Holstein. From there he was transferred on 25 April to Yarmouth 
Hospital where his thigh was amputated. He is shown as discharged to H.M.S. 
Driver on 19 October 1801, but there is no entry for him in the musters, or in 
subsequent Yarmouth Hospital lists. It is remarkable that he survived another 46 
years to enable him to claim the medal for Copenhagen. Sold with 
comprehensive research.

on 21 October 1805: a Boy, Royal Marines, serving in H.M.S. Minotaur, and a 
Landsman serving in H.M.S. Neptune.

8 clasps issued for 'Pique 26 March 1806'. Christopher Bell is confirmed as a 
Lieutenant in Pique at the capture of the two French 16-gun corvettes Phaeton 
and Voltigeur in the Caribbean sea on 26 March 1806. 

Christopher Bell entered the Navy in June 1796, as First Class Volunteer on 
board the Clyde 38, Captain Charles Cunningham. He continued to serve in that 
frigate, in the Channel, North Sea, and off the Western Islands, for the space of 
six years, and on 20 August 1 799, when off the Cordovan light-house, assisted at 
the capture, after a gallant engagement of nearly two hours, of the French frigate 
La Vestale, of 36 guns and 230 men, of whom 10 were killed and 22 wounded, 
the British losing only 2 killed and 3 wounded. He passed his examination in 
April 1802; sailed in July following for the Jamaica station in the Chichester store- 
ship, Captain Stevens; was there promoted, 20 October in the same year, from 
the Leviathan 74, bearing the flag of Sir John Thomas Duckworth, into the Shark 
18, Captain J. B. Herring; and afterwards joined, 5 October 1803, and 16 
September 1804, the Magnanime 18, Captain Edward Hawker, and the Pique 36, 
Captain Charles Bayne Hodgson Ross. 

In command of the tender belonging to the Pique, Lieutenant Bell, on 26 March 1806, aided in taking the two French 16-gun brigs 
Phaeton and Voltigeur; and, on 1 November ensuing, as First of the Pique, with her barge and two other boats under his orders, he 
succeeded, without the loss of a man, in cutting out from the harbour of Cabaret, Porto Rico, a fine new Spanish brig, pierced for 12 
guns, and completely destroying a 3-gun battery at its entrance. 

While subsequently employed ashore on the south side of St. Domingo, he received a severe wound in an attack made by the natives 
on his party, and in consequence was presented with a gratuity from the Patriotic Fund. He was next appointed, 13 March 1807, to the 
acting-command of the Shark receiving-ship at Port Royal, from which he was confirmed, 1 April 1808, into the 14-gun brig Phipps. 
On 16 November 1810, Captain Bell, who had previously chased a lugger-privateer close under Calais, fell in with two others, one of 
which, Le Barbier de Seville of 16 guns and 60 men, on being brought to close action, was gallantly boarded, and in a few minutes 
carried, by Lieutenant Robert Tryon, at the head of a party of seamen, one of whom was killed, and the Lieutenant himself dangerously 
wounded. The enemy lost 6 killed and 11 wounded, and the prize, from the well-directed fire she had sustained, sank soon after the 
engagement. For this achievement Captain Bell, as were his officers and crew, was honoured with the approbation of the Admiralty. He 
removed, 19 June 1811, to the command of the Mosquito, a first-class sloop, but was superseded on advancement to Post-rank, 7 
February 1812, and not afterwards employed. His nomination to the C.B. took place on 4 July 1840, and his elevation to the rank Rear- 
Admiral on 1 October 1846. Rear-Admiral Christopher Bell, C.B., died at Aigburth Ash, near Liverpool, on 16 October 1853, in his 
70th year.

Approximately 30 clasps issued for 'Nassau 22 March 1808'. James Chapman is 
confirmed as a Midshipman aboard H.M.S. Nassau when, together with H.M.S. 
Stately , they jointly attacked and destroyed the Danish 74-gun ship Prindts 
Christian Frederick off Grenaa, Coast of Jutland, Denmark, on 22 March 1808. 
The Nassau suffered two men killed, and sixteen men wounded, whilst the 
Stately lost four men killed, and two officers and twenty-six men wounded. The 
loss to the Danish, out of a crew of five hundred and seventy-six, amounted to 
fifty-five men killed and eighty-eight wounded. 

James Chapman was born on 9 April 1791, and joined the Royal Navy as First 
Class Volunteer on 1 October 1803, and was appointed to H.M.S. Nassau 
(Captain R. Campbell) later that year. He attained the rating of Midshipman on 
22 June 1806, and he was employed in the latter for two years in blockading the 
Texel; he also accompanied the expedition against Copenhagen under Admiral 
Gambier in August and September 1807. 

He was present on 22 March 1808, in company with the Stately, another 64, at 
the capture and destruction, on the coast of Zealand, of the Danish 74-gun ship 
Prindts Christian Frederick, after a running fight of great length and obstinacy. 

In October 1813, being then in the Tremendous 74, he served on shore with the batteries at the reduction of Trieste, October 1813; 
and from 12 February to 9 April, 1814, while detached in charge of the imperial armed vessel Fidele and two of the ship's boats to act 
in co-operation with the Austrian forces under Marshal Bellegarde, he was actively employed in preventing supplies from reaching 
Venice, Chioggia and Malamocco, and, on 23 March, Chapman commanded and led the troop-boats which stormed and carried Fort 
Caranella, near the Po di Levante, on which occasion he took up a formidable position before Brondolo, and in recognition of his 
conduct received the thanks of Marshal Bellegarde and Generals Marchal and Pulszky. Having passed his examination on 4 December 
1811, and after service in H.M.S. Malta, bearing the Flag of Rear-Admiral B. Hallowell, he was appointed Lieutenant in the Orlando 36, 
Captain J. Clavell, 24 October 1814. He served with the latter at the blockade of the Chesapeake, and was paid off from her in August 
1815. He was appointed retired Commander in 1859. In the course of his career Chapman's name appears, as a supernumerary for 
passage, on the books of no fewer than 73 ships of war, owing to the circumstances of his having been appointed Master of 18 or 19 
different prize-vessels.

Approximately 30 clasps issued for 'Spartan 3 May 1810'. Simcoe Baynes is 
confirmed as a Volunteer 1st Class aboard the Spartan in the action with the 
Franco-Neapolitan frigate Ceres and consorts, and the capture of the brig 
Sparviere in the Bay of Naples. 

General Simcoe Baynes served as a Midshipman in the Royal Navy for three 
years, and in 1809 was present at the capture of Ischia, Zante, Cephalonica, and 
Cerigo, and was in the action of the Spartan frigate in the Bay of Naples, 3 May 
1810 (War Medal). 

Baynes joined the army and was appointed an Ensign in the Royal Corsican 
Rangers on 24 June 1812, becoming Lieutenant on 28 December 1815. He 
served in the Ionian Islands from 1812 to 1817, including the capture of Paxo in 
1813, and occupation of Corfu on the evacuation by the French in 1814. He 
transferred, as Lieutenant, to the 8th Foot on 9 September 1819, and was with a 
Detachment at Zante on 21 October 1821, defending a Turkish man-of-war in an 
attack made by the Greeks, and was specially selected and actively employed in 
the disarmament of the inhabitants which followed. 


Promoted to Captain in June 1824, and to Major in October 1835, he served in the West Indies during the emancipation of the slaves 
in 1834, and served in North America during the boundary question in 1839-40. 

Baynes was appointed Lieutenant-Colonel unattached, 26 October 1841; afterwards Lieutenant-Colonel, Royal Malta Fencibles, and 
promoted to Colonel, 11 November 1851; Major-General, 26 October 1858; Colonel of the 35th (Royal Sussex) Regiment of Foot, 27 
March 1863; Lieutenant-General, 28 August 1865; General, 14 December 1873. General Simcoe Baynes' most varied and interesting 
naval and military career came to an end on the Island of Malta where he died on 13 September 1875, aged 78.

7 clasps issued for 'Cyane 16 Jany 1814'. Daniel Young is confirmed as a 
Midshipman on board the Cyane at the capture of the French frigates Alcemene 
and Iphigenie, off the Canary Islands. Medals with this clasp are held by the 
National Maritime Museum, the Royal Naval Museum, and in the Honeyman 
and Patiala Collections, whilst the medal to Lieutenant Edward Grant is in a 
private collection. 

Daniel Young entered the Navy on, 15 October 1813, as First Class Volunteer, 
on board the Cyane of 32 guns and 171 men, Captain Thomas Forrest. On the 
morning of 16 January 1814, the Venerable 74, Captain J. A. Worth, and the 
Cyane , together with the prize brig Jason, fell in with the French 40-gun frigates 
Alcamene and Iphigenie. The British ships immediately gave chase and, at 6.15 
pm, the Venerable opened fire on the Alcmene which in turn ran the British ship 
on board. The Frenchman, expecting support from her consort, was left to her 
fate when, at 6.30 pm, Captain Worth at the head of a boarding party, hauled 
down the French colours. 


Meanwhile the Cyane and Jason , the last with two guns only, pursued the Iphigenie and, at 10.00 pm, the brig, outrunning the Cyane , 
gallantly opened fire on the enemy frigate until 4.30 am, when she dropped astern. The pursuit continued for the next four days when, 
at 8.00 am on the 20th, the Venerable came up within two miles of the Iphigenie and, after a running fight, the Frenchman fired a 
broadside and struck her colours. The French ships were added to the Royal Navy as the Gloire and Dunira. 

On 20 February 1815, after having visited Quebec, Newfoundland, and Gibraltar, the Cyane was captured, simultaneously with the 
Levant of 20 guns and 131 men, by the U.S. frigate Constitution of 54 guns and 469 men, at the end of a fierce conflict, in which the 
Cyane , besides being cut to pieces, sustained a loss of 6 killed and 13, including Midshipman Young, wounded. With his fellow- 
prisoners, Mr. Young, who, as well as the rest, had been plundered of all he had, was put on shore at Maranham, on the coast of Brazil. 
On his ultimate return to England he was received, in October 1815, on board the Vengeur 74, Captain Thos. Alexander, lying at 
Portsmouth, where he remained until August 1817. During the next three years he was employed in South America in the Tyne 26, 
Captain G. T. Falcon; he then, in November 1820, joined the Iphigenia 42, Captain Hyde Parker, in the Mediterranean; and in 
September 1 821 (nearly three months after he had left the Iphigenia) he was appointed Admiralty-Midshipman of the Severn 50, Coast 
Blockade-ship, Captain William M'Culloch. While attached to the Severn he lost his left leg and thigh. He was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant on 7 December 1822, and was thereafter on half-pay.

Approximately 40 clasps issued for 'Hebrus with L'Etoile'. Gerard Highton is 
confirmed as a Corporal, Royal Marines, on board the Hebrus 38, at the capture 
of the French 44-gun frigate L'Etoile , off Cape La Hogue, near the island of 
Alderney. 

In January 1814, the French frigates L'Etoile and La Sultane being on a cruise near 
the Cape Verde Islands, met with the British frigates Astraea and Creole , with 
which they fought a severe but drawn action. The French made sail away, their 
opponents being too much disabled in their rigging to follow. On 26 March, as 
they were nearing the coast of France, they fell in with the British ships Hannibal 
74, Captain Sir Michael Seymour, Hebrus 38, Captain Edmund Palmer, and 
Sparrow 16, Captain Lock. The British immediately chased, and the Hannibal 
coming up with La Sultane she surrendered. 

After a chase of one hundred and twenty miles on the morning of the 27th, the 
Hebrus brought L'Etoile to action near Cape La Hogue, and to prevent her escape 
passed between her and the shore, within musket shot of the land. The 
engagement lasted two hours and a quarter, when L'Etoile , her mizen mast shot 
away, her hull much shattered, and four feet of water in her hold, struck her 
colours. 

Of her crew of three hundred and twenty men, forty were killed and over seventy wounded, many of whom died the next day. The 
Hebrus lost her fore topmast and fore yard, and all her masts were shot through, but her killed and wounded together were less than 
forty. The action was fought within range of a battery on shore, which, on the surrender of L'Etoile opened a heavy fire, on her and her 
conqueror. 

Captain Palmer brought his prize into Plymouth Sound on 29 March, and declined the honour of knighthood which was offered him as 
a reward for his services. He did, however, receive a Captain's Gold Medal, the penultimate such award of the war, and was made a 
Companion of the Bath in 1815. 

Gerard Highton was born at Laigh, Lancaster, and attested for the Royal Marines at Hull on 18 April 1808, aged 21. He was discharged 
from the Royal Marines on 13 June 1815, on reduction of the Corps.

Joseph Neild is confirmed as a Landsman aboard H.M.S. Monarch for both 
actions. 

Joseph Neild was born at Westchester, Cheshire, circa 1771, and entered the 
Navy as a Volunteer from the Liverpool Rendezvous [recruiting post] on 28 
March 1796, and joined H.M.S. Puissant as a Landsman on 20 March 1 797. He 
was discharged to Monarch on 25 April 1797, and was present in that ship as a 
Landsman at the battles of Camperdown, 11 October 1797, and Copenhagen, 2 
April 1801. In the latter action Monarch suffered the highest number of casualties 
of any ship engaged in the battle, including her Captain, James Robert Mosse, 35 
seamen, 12 marines, and 8 soldiers of the 49th Foot, killed; 7 officers and 101 
seamen, one Lieutenant and 34 marines, and one Lieutenant and 20 soldiers of 
the 49th Foot, wounded. 

Neild was discharged to H.M.S. Blenheim on 6 May 1801, still rated as a 
Landsman, and served until that ship was paid off on 30 April 1802. Sold with 
comprehensive research including muster and pay lists of all relevant vessels.

David Sharp is confirmed as an Ordinary Seaman aboard H.M.S. Revenge at 
Trafalgar, and in the same ship as an Able Seaman at Basque Roads. David Sharp 
is a unique name on all published rolls. 

Whilst the Britannia , built in 1762, is believed to have been the oldest ship 
engaged at Trafalgar on either side, so the Revenge was probably the newest, 
having been built at Chatham Dockyard earlier in 1805. In the battle she played 
a distinguished part, was herself severely damaged, and had twenty-eight killed 
and fifty-one wounded, including her captain, Robert Moorsom. In Lord 
Gambier's action at Basque Roads in 1809 her losses amounted to eighteen 
killed or wounded, more than any other ship present. 

David Sharp was born in 1782, being christened on 28 April of that year at 
Bervie, Kincardine, Scotland, and lived at Gourden, Aberdeenshire. In 1805, at 
the age of 23, he was taken by a press gang from the Elizabeth tender and 
transferred to H.M.S. Ceres, before being put aboard H.M.S. Revenge on 9 May 
1805, when he was entered on her books as a 'prest' man and rated as an 
Ordinary Seaman. He served aboard Revenge for some 9 years, being advanced 
to Quarter-master's Mate in July 1810, and to Captain of the Main Top in June 
1812. He joined H.M.S. Glasgow in the same rate in September 1814, was 
reduced to Able Seaman shortly afterwards before being made Quarter-Gunner in 
January 1815. He finally left the ship and the Navy on 28 August 1815. Sold with 
comprehensive research including copied muster lists and a fine modern print of 
the Revenge in full sail.

Approximately 32 clasps issued for 'Seahorse Wh. Badere Zaffere'. George P. 
Campbell is confirmed as a Volunteer First Class aboard the Namur on 4 
November 1805, and as Midshipman aboard the Seahorse in Captain Stewart's 
Gold Medal action with Turkish frigates in July 1808. 

George Pryse Campbell was born in 1793, the youngest son of the first Lord 
Cawdor, by Lady Caroline Howard, eldest daughter of Frederick, fifth Earl of 
Carlisle; brother of the present Earl Cawdor, who was so created 24 Sept. 1827; 
and nephew of the late Admiral Sir Geo. Campbell, G.C.B., who died 28 Jan. 
1821. He entered the Navy on 7 April 1 803, as First Class Volunteer on board the 
Culloden 74, Captain Barrington Dacres, bearing the flag in the Channel of his 
uncle, Rear-Admiral George Campbell, with whom he went soon afterwards to 
the Mediterranean in the Canopus 80, and returned to England on board the 
Ambuscade 32, in January 1805. In April following he joined the Namur 74, 
Captain Lawrence Wm. Halsted, one of Sir Richard John Strachan's squadron in 
his victorious conflict of 4 November 1805, with the four line-of-battle ships that 
had escaped from the battle of Trafalgar. 

Mr. Campbell, who attained the rating of Midshipman on 19 December 1805, subsequently, in January 1807, became attached to the 
Seahorse, of 42 guns and 281 men, Captain John Stewart, stationed in the Mediterranean. Cruising in the Archipelago on the evening of 
5 July 1808, the Seahorse fell in with two Turkish frigates, the Badere Zaffer, 52 guns, and the Alis-Fezan of 26 guns. The crew of the 
Badere Zaffer alone was nearly double that of the Seahorse, and her armament was heavier, but Captain Stewart engaged both ships, 
and after an action of about half an hour, the smaller Turkish frigate, much damaged, made sail away. Her consort fought in the most 
determined manner, and made several unsuccessful attempts to board the Seahorse, who poured broadside after broadside into her 
opponent with most destructive effect. For more than three hours the contest raged, from nine p.m. till past midnight, when the ships 
separated, the Turk with all her topmasts shot away, and her fire silenced. At dawn, the Seahorse bore down to renew the engagement, 
and the Turkish captain, though ready to fight again, was compelled by his crew to surrender, his ship being so shattered that she was 
with difficulty kept afloat. What occurred after the Badere Zaffer had struck her colours is best told in the words of an officer present: 
'The little Arab who commanded the Turkish ship, on being brought aboard and asked for his sword, had no idea of surrendering it; 
indeed he had, immediately after his colours were struck, dressed himself entirely in white, meant perhaps as a flag of truce. Having 
obtained permission to return to his ship, and being in the confusion of the moment unguarded, he got one of the fighting lanterns, 
which were still alight, and had reached the magazine passage then not secured, and over ankle deep in gunpowder, when just as he 
was in the act of taking the candle from the lantern the schoolmaster, who had come aboard the prize from curiosity, and happened to 
be providentially on the lower deck, immediately on seeing the danger knocked down the Arab, dowsed his glim, and saved us from 
the inevitable destruction of one, if not both, frigates. He was removed on board the Seahorse, and as he spoke Italian fluently, Captain 
Stewart rebuked him severely in that language for his breach of the laws of honour and war, to which he listened with unmoved 
patience. When the speaker ceased, the little tiger bent forward his head, and pointing to his neck, said, "Take it, it is yours, don't 
hesitate, for had the fortune of war been mine I would have had your head off two hours ago. I only did my duty in attempting to blow 
up my ship, and I curse my own stupidity for not succeeding." His officers declared that during the action he had put 17 of his own 
men to death with his own hand in attempting to keep them at their quarters.' 

The British loss was five men killed and ten wounded; the loss of the enemy, one hundred and seventy killed and about two hundred 
wounded, many mortally, showing the difference in the handling and gunnery of the two ships. Captain Stewart took his shattered prize 
into Malta, and being unsuitable for the British Navy, she was sold to some merchants. In addition to the Naval Gold Medal, Captain 
Stewart received a £100 sword from the Lloyd's Patriotic Fund for this service. 

From April 1809, to March 1810, Mr. Campbell was next employed in the Agincourt 64, and Princess of Orange 74, flag-ships in the 
Downs of Vice- Admiral G. Campbell, and, on 3 September following, he became Acting Flag-Lieutenant to Sir Richard Goodwin Keats 
in the Milford 74, off Cadiz. He received his first Admiralty commission on 15 March, 1811; and, as a Lieutenant, was subsequently 
appointed - 27 June 1811, to the Tartarus 20, Captain John Pasco, on the North American station; and on 19 December 1811, to the 
Belvidera 36, Captain Richard Byron, whose official praise he elicited for his able direction of that frigate's main-deck stern-chasers on 
the occasion of her celebrated escape from a powerful American squadron under Commodore Rodgers, after a long running fight. 

On the outbreak of war with Britain on 18 June 1812, Commodore Rodgers had put to sea three days later with a powerful squadron 
comprising the two 44-gun frigates President and United States, the 38-gun Congress and the sloops Hornet and Argus. Two days out 
on 23 June, some 100 miles south-west of the Nantucket Shoals, he encountered the British 36-gun frigate Belvidera. Byron had been 
informed of the likelihood of war by a New York pilot boat, and as soon as he made out the strange ships he stood away before the 
wind. The Americans made all sail in chase, the President, a very fast ship off the wind, leading, and the Congress coming next. At noon 
the President was within less than three miles of the Belvidera, steering north-east by east. As the President kept gaining, Byron cleared 
for action, and shifted to the stern ports two long 18's on the main-deck and two 32-pound carronades on the quarter-deck. At 4.30 
Commodore Rodgers himself fired the President's starboard forecastle bow-chaser; the corresponding main-deck gun was next 
discharged; and then Rodgers fired his gun again. All three shots struck the stern of the Belvidera, killing and wounding nine men; but 
when the President's main-deck gun was discharged for the second time it burst, blowing up the forecastle deck and killing and 
wounding sixteen men, among them the Commodore himself, whose leg was broken. Nothing causes more panic than such an 
explosion, for every gun is at once distrusted; and in the midst of the confusion Byron opened his stern-chaser, and killed or wounded 
six men more. Had the President pushed steadily on, using only her bow-chasers until she closed, she would probably have run abreast 
of the Belvidera, which could not then have successfully withstood her; but, instead of doing this, she bore up and fired her port 
broadside, doing little damage; and this manoeuvre she repeated again and again; while the Belvidera kept up a brisk and galling fire 
with her stern-chasers, and her active seamen repaired the damage done by the President's guns as fast as it occurred. Byron cut away 
his anchors, the barge, yawl, gig, and jolly-boat, and started fourteen tons of water, gradually shifting his course, and beginning to draw 
ahead, and the President, which had lost much ground by yawing to deliver her broadsides, could not regain it. The upshot of it was 
that Captain Byron escaped and got safely into Halifax on June 27th, having shown himself to be a skilful and resolute commander. 

From 23 June 1812 to 4 November 1813, Campbell was Flag-Lieutenant, in the Monmouth 64, to Vice-Admiral Thomas Foley, 
Commander-in-Chief in the Downs. On 19 April 1814, he was appointed to the Royal Sovereign yacht, Captain Sir John Poo Beresford, 
in which he conveyed Louis XVIII to Calais. Having attained the rank of Commander on 16 May 1814, he was next, 5 May 1818, 
appointed to the Racehorse 1 8 , on the Mediterranean station. He acquired a Post-commission on 27 January 1821. He afterwards sat in 
Parliament for the counties of Cromartie and Nairn, N.B.; and was appointed, 24 February 1831, Groom of the Bed Chamber to King 
William IV, in which capacity he officiated at His Majesty's funeral, 8 July 1837. He married, 13 October 1821, Charlotte, second 
daughter of General Isaac Gascoyne, M.P.; and accepted the Retirement on 1 October 1846. He was advanced to Rear-Admiral on the 
Retired List on 8 March 1852 and died at South Audley Street, London, on 12 January 1858, in his 65th year.

Approximately 41 clasps issued for 'Centaur 26 Augt 1808'. George Trefusis is confirmed as First Class Volunteer aboard the Centaur 
74 during the pursuit of the Russian fleet and the capture of the 74-gun Sevelod. 

Approximately 23 clasps issued for 'Amanthea 25 July 1810'. George Trefusis is confirmed as Midshipman aboard the Thames 32, at 
the capture and destruction of 31 Franco-Neopolitan transports and other vessels under the batteries of Amanthea, on the Calabrian 
coast. 


The Honourable George Rolle Walpole Trefusis was born on 8 April 1793, third son of Robert George William Trefusis, 15th Lord 
Clinton. He joined the Royal Navy, 24 April 1806, as First Class Volunteer on board H.M.S. Centaur (Commodore, afterwards Rear- 
Admiral, Sir Samuel Hood). On 25 September following, he was in company with the Mars and the Monarch off Rochefort at the 
capture of four heavy French frigates; in 1807 he assisted at the siege of Copenhagen and witnessed the surrender of Madeira. 

In August 1808, Sir Samuel Hood in Centaur accompanied by Implacable , Captain Thomas Byam Martin, joined Rear Admiral 
Nauckhoff and the Swedish fleet in Oro Roads and they all sailed from there on the 25th, in pursuit of the Russian fleet which had 
appeared off Sweden two days earlier. Due to their superior sailing Centaur and Implacable were soon well in advance and closing on 
the Russians who appeared to be in disorder. By the morning of the 26th, Implacable was able to bring the leewardmost of the enemy's 
line-of-battle ships, the Sevolod 74, Captain Roodneff, to close action. After 20 minutes the enemy's colours and pendant were lowered 
but the approach of the whole Russian force obliged Sir Samuel to recall Captain Martin. A Russian frigate took the crippled ship in tow 
but when the Russian Admiral hauled his wind, Centaur and Implacable gave chase and forced the frigate to slip her tow. The enemy 
ships again bore down in support but instead of engaging they entered the port of Rager Vik (also known as Port Baltic or Rogerswick). 
When boats were sent out to try and tow her in to harbour Centaur stood in and, after driving the boats off, ran across the bow of the 
Sevolod just as she was entering the harbour. The Centaur then lashed the Sevolod's bowsprit to her mizen-mast and both ships soon 
drifted aground. The Russians refused to strike and the battle went on until the arrival of the Implacable finally induced the Russian ship 
to surrender. Implacable had to heave Centaur off. However, the prize was so firmly aground that after taking out the prisoners and 
wounded men, Sir Samuel ordered her to be burnt. Implacable lost six men killed and twenty-six wounded including two who did not 
recover and three who had limbs amputated. Centaur lost three killed and twenty-seven wounded, and the Sevolod 303 killed, 
wounded and missing. 

Trefusis afterwards served with Lord Radstock, March 1810 to November 1813, in the Thames 32 and in the Volontaire 38, on the 
Mediterranean station. In the boats of the Thames , supported by those of the Pilot and Weazle sloops, he was present on 25 July 1810 
at the capture and destruction, under the batteries of Amanthea, of a convoy of 31 vessels, laden for Murat's army, together with seven 
large gun-boats and five scampavias. He was also in them at the demolition, 16 July 1810, of 10 large armed feluccas on the beach 
close to Cetraro, in the Gulf of Policastro. He was in the boats of Volontaire under Lieutenant Isaac Shaw, when they brought out from 
the harbour of Palamos, 26 December 1811, a well protected privateer La Decide , mounting 2 long 6-pounders (pierced for 6) with a 
cargo of provisions from Cette, bound to Barcelona; he went out in the boats again when they captured a felucca, La Colombe , of 1 
long gun, 8 swivels, and 45 men, on 23 June 1812, an expolit which occasioned the British loss of a Midshipman and two ratings 
wounded, and the enemy of 3 killed and 7 wounded. After service as a Midshipman in H.M.S. Poyal William , he was appointed 
Lieutenant in H.M.S. Ethalion , Captains E. Heywood and W. H. Dobie and served on the coast of Ireland until August 1815. He was 
appointed to H.M.S. Iris , flag ship of Sir Home Popham off Greenwich, in December 1815, and was promoted to the rank of 
Commander on 2 March 1816. His subsequent appointments included service in H.M. Ships Redwing and Jaspar , wherein he was 
engaged in affording protection to the oyster fishery between Jersey and the coast of France, a service for which he was advanced to 
Post rank on 24 June 1824. 

His last appointments were to the North Star 28, May 1831, Winchester 52, flag ship of Sir Edward G. Colpoys, and Sapphire 28, all of 
which were on the North America and West India, the Barbadoes division of which he took charge of from July 1833. Captain Trefusis 
paid off the Sapphire in October 1834, and, not having been afterwards employed, accepted the Retirement on 1 October 1846.

Approximately 32 clasps for 'Eurotas 25 Feby 1814'. Charles G. Randolph is confirmed as Midshipman aboard Donegal at Basque 
Roads 1809, and as Lieutenant in Eurotas at the capture of the French 40-gun frigate Clorinde. 


Charles Grenville Randolph was born in 1793 and educated at Westminster until he entered the Navy in May 1806, as First Class 
Volunteer on board the Enterprise tender, lying in the river Thames. From June following until February 1 811 was employed, chiefly in 
the capacity of Midshipman, in the Donegal 74, Captain Pulteney Malcolm. He escorted Sir Arthur Wellesley's army, in consequence, 
from Cork to Portugal in 1808; witnessed the destruction, 24 February 1809, of three French frigates under the batteries of Sable 
d'Olonne; was present, in the ensuing April, at Lord Cochrane's destruction of the enemy's shipping in Basque Roads; and on 15 
November 1810, assisted in an attack made by Captain Charles Grant of the Diana on the two French frigates Amazone and Eliza, 
protected by the fire of several strong batteries near Cherbourg. After serving for three years and a half on the Mediterranean and Home 
stations, in the Hotspur 36, Captain Hon. Josceline Percy, Thisbe 28, flag-ship of Sir Charles Hamilton, Royal Oak 74, Captain P. 
Malcolm, and San Josef 110, flag-ship of Lord Keith, he was made Lieutenant, 14 August 1 812, into the Impetueux 74, bearing the flag 
off Lisbon of Vice-Admiral George Martin, and next, 13 July 1813, appointed to the Eurotas of 38 guns and 320 men, Captains John 
Phillimore, Hon. Edmund Sexton Pery Knox, Robert Bloye, and James Lillicrap. 

On 25 February 1814, the thirty-eight gun frigate Eurotas , Captain J. Phillimore, discovered the French forty-gun frigate Clorinde on her 
way to Brest, after a cruise. The British frigate gave chase and being faster, at five p.m. passed under the stern of the Clorinde, and gave 
her her starboard broadside. Then getting alongside her antagonist, a furious contest of twenty minutes followed, in which the mizzen 
mast of the Eurotas was shot away, and the fore top-mast of the Clorinde. The French frigate then shot ahead, but the Eurotas luffing up, 
the ships were again side by side and the action continued with re-doubled ardour. At twenty minutes past six the Eurotas lost her main 
mast, and about the same time the mizzen mast of the Clorinde came down. Ten minutes later the foremast of the Eurotas went 
overboard, which was followed by the fall of the mainmast of her opponent. The British ship was now totally dismasted and 
unmanageable, and at 7.30 p.m. the Clorinde with her fore yard only standing, set the remains of her foresail, and her fore stay-sail, 
and stood away out of gunshot. Captain Phillimore having been severely wounded by a grape shot in the shoulder, Lieutenant R. Smith 
took the command of the Eurotas, the wreck was cut away, and every exertion made during the night to get up jury masts and keep 
after the enemy. Soon after six the next morning, the Eurotas with three effective masts, again made sail after the enemy, then about 
four miles distant, and in the same dismasted state as on the previous evening. At about noon, while evidently gaining on the chase, to 
the mortification of everyone on board the Eurotas, a British thirty-six gun frigate and a sixteen gun sloop appeared on the horizon, the 
Dryad and the Achates. The crew of the Eurotas could only watch on as the Dryad and Achates completed the formalities of their hard- 
fought action. However, upon Captain Galway of the Dryad being offered the sword of the French Captain in surrender, he honourably 
refused it, observing that it was only due to Captain Philimore. The Eurotas had two Midshipmen and nineteen men killed, and her 
Captain, two officers and thirty-six men wounded. The Clorinde had thirty killed, and forty wounded. 

Lieutenant Randolph was mentioned in Captain Phillimore's despatch for the able assistance he afforded in this action ( London Gazette 
5 March 1814). He was advanced to the rank of Commander on 13 June, 1815, and was employed in that capacity in the Pandora 18, 
on the Cork station, from 26 January 1819 until paid off in June 1822. He attained the rank of Captain on 20 April 1827, and did not 
afterwards go afloat. He became Rear-Admiral on the Retired Liston 13 July 1854; Vice-Admiral on 7 November 1860; and Admiral on 
15 June 1864. Admiral Randolph died at Great Camps, near Sevenoaks on 1 May 1871.

William Hodge is confirmed as a Captain's Servant aboard H.M.S. Alfred at the 
Glorious First of June 1794, as a Boy aboard H.M.S. Blenheim at St Vincent, and 
in the same rate aboard H.M.S. Prince at Trafalgar. Only 3 medals issued with 
this combination of clasps. 

William Hodge was born at Chatham, circa 1781, and joined H.M.S. Alfred as a 
Captain's Servant on 3 October 1792, aged 11, being present at the 'Glorious 
First of June' 1 794, before moving to Blenheim on 13 November 1 794, now rated 
as a Boy 3rd Class. He was present in Blenheim at the battle of St Vincent, 14 
February 1 797, and remained in her until paid off, when he joined H.M.S. Prince 
at Plymouth on 13 April 1 797. He served in Prince until 1807, taking part in the 
battle of Trafalgar, 21 October 1805, under Captain Richard Grindall. In 1827 
William Hodge applied to be an In-Pensioner at Greenwich Hospital but his 
application was turned down. In the 1851 Census he is shown as living at Albert 
Place, Greenwich as an Out-Pensioner, and in the 1861 Census he is shown as 
an In-Pensioner (Boarder), paying rent for his lodging at Greenwich Hospital, 
until his death in the third quarter of 1866.

Walter McCreary served in Captain Loydes company of the Ancient Irish 
Fencibles in Egypt. He was born in the Parish of Donegal, County Antrim, and 
was a shoemaker by trade before he enlisted. He was discharged on 24 June 
1802, aged 20 years, having served 2 years 6 months, and 'having been 
Invalided in the Island of Malta by a Medical and Military board, in consequence 
of his sight having been impaired in Egypt - and be commended as a proper 
object for His Majesty's Royal Bounty of Chelsea.' Sold with copied discharge 
papers.

Pierre Rottot, Junior, was appointed Ensign in the Corps of Canadian Voyageurs 
on 24 October 1812, vice his father, killed in action. Pierre Rottot, Senior, was a 
Captain in the Canadian Voltigeurs and was killed in the action at Saint-Regis on 
23 October 1812, one of the earliest actions of the war. Pierre Jr. transferred to 
the 5th Battalion, Select Embodied Militia, Lower Canada, on 25 March 1813, 
and was promoted to Lieutenant on 25 September 1813, taking part in the battle 
of Chateauguay the following month. He went to the Canadian Chasseurs on 11 
April 1814, and quite probably took part in the battle of Plattsburg, 6-11 
September 1814. He afterwards received the Prince Regent's land grant for 
services during the War.

Gilbert Hamilton Dinwiddie served as a Clerk in the Commissariat Department in the Peninsula and was present at the battle of 
Vittoria. He was appointed Deputy Assistant Commissary General on 5 September 1814, and was afterwards present at the battle of 
Waterloo. Whilst he is confirmed as being at Waterloo by Dalton in The Waterloo Roll Calf it is noted that 'the Commissariat officers 
who served at Waterloo were not granted the Waterloo medal, and none of them ever appeared in any Army List with the glorious "W" 
before their names, although in after years, those who had served in the Pa. had the "P" before their names in the Army Lists , and they 
reed, the Par. medal in 1848/ 

Dinwiddie was promoted to Assistant Commissary General at Gibraltar on 28 June 1838, and to Deputy Commissary General on 5 
January 1853, still serving at Gibraltar. He retired with honorary rank of Commissary General on 15 May 1859, and from that year on, 
until his death in 1862, the Army List notes that 'Mr Dinwiddie served in the Peninsula, and has received the War Medal with one 
Clasp for Vittoria; also the Syrian Medal.'

William Lewis, was born in Frome, Somerset, and joined the 1st Battalion, 9th 
Foot in February 1813. He served with the 5th Company in the Peninsula at the 
battles of Vittoria and St. Sebastian, where the regiment saw much action at the 
storming and capture of the latter fortress suffering over 250 casualties, before 
proceeding with the Battalion to America in April 1814, where he is shown on 
the musters as being 'sick in regimental hospital' in August 1814, 'sick at 
Montreal' in September 1814, and on 'garrison duty' in October 1814.

William McKay was born in the Parish of Reay, Sutherland, and enlisted into the 
Reay Fencibles in 1791 at the age of 19 years, becoming a Sergeant in the 
following year. While serving in Ireland the regiment took part in the suppression 
of the rebellion of 1 798 and McKay was 'severely wounded in two places and his 
skull fractured on 26 May 1798'. After 10 years 335 days service in the 
Fencibles, McKay enlisted as a Sergeant into the 3rd Foot on 12 November 1802. 
He served with this regiment in the Peninsula from 1809, was 'severely wounded 
by a Musquet Ball thro' the head at Talavera, 28 July 1809, and wounded again 
thro' the leg and thigh at Albuhera, 16 May 1811'. This doughty old sergeant was 
transferred to the 5th Royal Veteran Regiment on 19 October 1812 and was 
finally discharged at Steyning on 7 April 1814, after 22 years 256 days service, 
all but 335 days in the rank of sergeant. 


Lord Reay's Fencible FIighlanders and the battle of Tara Hill, 26 May 1798 

The service of the regiment, which had been stationed in Belfast and neighbourhood, was of an uneventful and routine character until 
1 798, when the rebellion broke out and assigned formidable proportions. The object of the rising was to bring about the separation of 
Ireland from Britain, and for this purpose the conspirators had been promised substantial aid from France. A day had been fixed when 
Ireland was to rise in arms, but the scheme had been made known to the government and many of the leaders were arrested. Those 
who escaped determined that a general insurrection should take place, and the 23rd of May was fixed upon for that event. 

It was under these circumstances that the Reays were moved from Belfast to Cavan, and then to Dublin. The battle of Tara Hill was 
fought on the 26th of May, 1798. In this engagement the rebels had a force of about 4000 men, while the government had only the 
Reays, less than 800 strong, and two troops of yeomanry. The rebels were well posted on top of the hill, protected by old walls and 
other shelter, which gave them a great advantage, but the Reays marched boldly on and gradually fought their way up. When reaching 
the top, notwithstanding the great odds against them, they furiously charged the rebels with the bayonet, tumbling them over at every 
stroke, and eventually dispersed and chased them off the hill. The yeomanry then charged the retreating masses, who fled panic 
stricken and in disorder. The loss of the Reays was 30 killed and a considerable number wounded. The rebels had about 500 killed, 
besides many wounded. It was a complete victory, and the battle broke the back of the rebellion. After this engagement the Reays 
marched to Dublin, where they met with a hearty reception from the citizens. 


Note: The Reay Fencible Highlanders were raised in 1794 by Lord Reay, Chief of the Clan McKay, and a great number of McKays 
enlisted into it. Although William McKay's discharge papers show him as serving from 1801, he must have been in a different unit but 
he was clearly a sergeant by 1802 and appears as such in the muster list of the Reays for the period October 1 794 to June 1 795. The 
regiment was disbanded at Stirling on 13 October 1 802.

Robert Sloper Piper served as Subaltern in the execution of the Lines of Lisbon 
and Almeida from 1810-1812. From January 1812 to the conclusion of hostilities 
in 1815, he held command of a division of the Pontoon Train and equipped, 
organised and formed the three Pontoon Establishments that served with the 
Peninsular Army. He threw the bridges across the rivers Guadiana, Tagus, 
Bidassoa, Gave D'Oleron and Garronne; served in the trenches at the last siege 
of Badajoz, from the morning of the 1 8th to the 23rd of March, when the bridges 
of communication below the town being destroyed and sunk, was dispatched, by 
order of the commander of the forces, to re-establish and remain with them, 
passing shot, shell and ammunition during the nights, and provisions during the 
daytime, for the remainder of the operations. 

For his services at the passage of the Tagus in August 1812, he received the 
thanks of Sir Rowland Hill, on the advance of his column to Madrid; and 
subsequently, when on route to Salamanca (in consequence of the enemy's 
cavalry intercepting the communications through the Sierra-do-Gato) was 
commanded by written instructions from the commander of the Forces, to retire 
with the bridges on Alcantra de la Reina and Badajoz, to Elyas, and finally to 
Abrantes; where, equipping a fresh train of boats for the operations of the ensuing 
year, advanced with the army from Sabugal and Freynada to the Ebro and 
Vittoria. 


He was present at the fording and forcing the passage of the Bidassoa and the latter part of the blockade of Pamplona; the battles of the 
9th and 11th December 1813 at Bayonne, and the driving in of the enemy's Picquets at Toulouse in 1814, where he passed and 
repassed His Grace the Duke of Wellington and Staff across the Garronne during the action, from the right to the left bank of the river, 
on a fly-raft of three boats; and subsequently advancing to Mongiscard on the Canal Royal du Midi, proceeded thence to Bordeaux. 

Piper joined the Army in Flanders as 2nd Captain in March 1815, where he organised and equipped a Division of the Pontoon Train at 
Antwerp. He moved on to Paris in rear of the Prussians on the morning of the 19th June, and threw two bridges across the Seine on the 
right of the British position, the completion of which caused the enemy to retire his right flank. 

In 1816 Piper proceeded to the Island of Ceylon and was employed as Commanding Engineer in the Kandian Territory during the 
whole of the Insurrection in 1817 and 18. He received the personal thanks of Sir Robert Brownrigge for exertions under his command 
in the Kandian Provinces. 

Piper saw no further active service and retired on full pay in 1848 whilst a Lieutenant-Colonel. He rose to the rank of full General in 
1868 and died at Brighton on 26 December 1873, aged 84 years.

George Shore was born in the Parish of Radstock, near Bath, Somerset, and 
enlisted 'for life' into the 28th Foot at Fermoy, County Cork, on 18 July 1804, 
aged 20, a coal miner by trade. He served a total of 1 7 years 254 days and was 
discharged on 3 December 1820, in consequence of a 'violent injury received on 
his foot by the fall of a large stone when employed on public fatigue duty at this 
Palace, with partial loss of motion, and being wounded in action'. His conduct 
was described as 'good and that he was wounded twice (?) in the right thigh on 
the 13 December 1813 at Bayonne when in action with the enemy.'

Francis Kelly was born in the Parish of Rosseneure, County Rosscommon, and 
enlisted into the 27th Foot in May 1808, a labourer by trade. He served with the 
3rd Battalion in the Peninsula until 1814, when the battalion was sent to Canada. 
He was discharged in Canada at Chambly on 24 May 1815, aged 34, having 
completed his first period of service, and in consequence of having 'lost the sight 
of his right eye and impaired vision of the left from wounds in the head at the 
battle of the Pyrenees and diseased testicle. Strongly recommended to the 
Commissioners of the Board by the Earl of Dalhousie having been a Volunteer in 
the Storm of St Sebastian and one of only three survivors on that occasion/ 


A letter from Lord Dalhousie, dated Headquarters, Quebec, 31st October 1821, states: 

'The Right Honourable, 

The Secretary of War. 

My Lord, 

I have the honour herewith to transmit a report upon the causes of five invalid soldiers discharged from corps lately serving in Canada 
who solicit that their respective claims to pension on account of length of service &c may be laid before the Commissioners of Chelsea 
Hospital and I am induced to recommend to their most favourable consideration that of Francis Kelly, late of the 27th Foot, who 
appears to have served during the whole of the Peninsula War with distinguished bravery, the circumstance of his having been a 
Volunteer in the Storm of St Sebastian and being one of only three survivors on that occasion appears to deserve particular notice. As 
he is now nearly blind from the effect of wounds on his head, and utterly incapable of gaining a livelihood I trust that the 
Commissioners will extend to him the most liberal Relief consistent with the existing Regulations in regard to pension.

Kelly appears to have remained in Canada after his discharge and, at the time of claiming his medal, was living at Drummondsville, 
Canada East, a small town founded in June 1815 by Lieutenant-Colonel Frederick Heriot to provide homes for British soldiers who had 
served in the War of 1812. Francis Kelly died there on 31 December 1848.

James M'Conchy was bom in County Antrim in 1791 and purchased an Ensigncy 
in the 32nd Foot on 7 January 1813. He served in the south of France from 
March to July 1814, and in Belgium and France from April to December 1815. 
M'Conchy carried the regimental colour at Quatre Bras on the 16th June. As 
recorded in a letter quoted by Colonel Swiney, 'in the second charge a shell 
burst right on the Colours , took away the silk of the regimental colour and the 
whole of the right section of the fifth company , amongst whom was my lamented 
friend Captain Whitty; his head was literally blown to atoms. M'Conchy , who 
held the colour that suffered , was only slightly wounded.' 

Two days later, on the 18th June, M'Conchy was present with the regiment at Waterloo and on that occasion he was severely wounded 
in the left shoulder. 

He was promoted to Lieutenant on 20 July 1815, vice Lieutenant George Barr who was promoted to Captain, vice Whitty, killed in 
action. M'Conchy went on half pay in May 1817, when the regiment was reduced. He was appointed Lieutenant in the 58th Foot in 
June 1818, by paying the difference, but was again placed on the half pay on reduction of that regiment. On 20 July 1820 he was 
appointed Lieutenant in the 1st or Royal Regiment of Foot, without purchase, and in March 1824 transferred to the 48th Foot, again 
without purchase. 

M'Conchy joined the 48th Foot in India, where, at a General Court Martial held at Bellary on 3 January 1828, he was arraigned on the 
charge of 'wilful murder of Lieut. James Fraser, of the 11th regt. N.I., at Bellary, on the 20th of October 1827, by shooting him with a 
pistol ball, whereof the said Lieut. James Fraser died at the same place on the same day.' Also charged on the same occasion was 
Lieutenant & Brevet Captain Robert Woodhouse, 48th Foot, for 'being present, aiding and abetting at the wilful murder of Lieut. James 
Fraser.' This was clearly a duel between M'Conchy and Fraser over some unknown matter, Woodhouse being M'Conchy's second. 
Both officers were pronounced to be not guilty and acquitted of all charges. Furthermore, the result of the Court Martial was ordered to 
be entered in the general order book, and read at the head of every regiment in H.M.'s service in India. 

James M'Conchy was promoted to Captain on 11 December 1834, and placed on half pay, unattached, on 11 December 1836. He was 
finally appointed Captain on full pay in the 48th Foot once again on 3 April 1840.

The 76th Foot were the only British infantry in the army under General Lord Lake 
who is quoted as saying ' Bring me my boots and the 76th Regiment of Foot and I 
am ready to go anywhere.' The regiment played a prominent part in the 
outstanding victories gained at Allighur, Delhi, Laswarree and Deig. Such were 
the casualties suffered by the 76th that they became known as the 'Immortals'. At 
Laswarree in particular, having marched 25 miles in extreme heat in just eight 
hours, the regiment had some 200 killed or wounded, about a quarter of the total 
number of casualties in Lake's force in what was one of the bloodiest battles in 
the history of British warfare in India. 

George Gardiner, H.M's 76th Regiment of Foot, was wounded in the Hindustan 
Campaign. He was absent without leave on 22 April 1805, but returned to his 
unit a month later on 20 May, and was recorded as present at a muster at Fort 
William in December 1805.

In the artillery combat which 
ensued, and lasted several hours, the 24th were most of the time lying down 
under fire. The regiment had Colour-Sergeant James Collins and Private J. Murtle 
(sic) killed and four men wounded, of whom Colour-Sergeant Wm. Young and 
Private James Bobb died of their wounds. Major Henry Harris, commanding the 
regiment, had his horse killed under him.' ( Historical Records of the 24th 
Regiment refers).

Served with the Baltic Fleet on board H.M. Ships Royal George and 
Blenheim , and afterwards served afloat in Hannibal; Captain, 13 September 1866; Major, 1 April 1878; retired, Hon. Lieutenant- 
Colonel, 26 August 1880. Subsequently a J.P. for Hampshire, Major Rodney died at West Kirby, Chester, on 6 August 1913.

Thomas Maling Greensil was born in 1828, son of John Greensill, Esqr. by Eliza, his wife, the third daughter of the Revd. John Roberts, 
Rector of Kill St Nicholas, Co. Waterford: he was consequently nephew to General Sir Abraham Roberts, G.C.B., and cousin to Field- 
Marshal Earl Roberts, K.P., G.C.B. He entered H.M/s service on the 5th April 1846 as an Ensign in the 24th Foot, and having joined 
that regiment at Cork, he embarked with it for Bengal on the 8th of the succeeding month. Landing at Calcutta in August, he 
accompanied the corps to the Upper Provinces, and with it arrived at Agra in March 1847. On the 20th October 1848 he was 
promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. On the regiment being called into the field in October 1848, on the occasion of the second Sikh 
War, he was left at Agra in command of the depot, and he did not rejoin the regiment until near the end of the following year, when it 
was stationed at Wazirabad. 

He was acting Interpreter to the regiment for months in 1850-51, and in the latter year the permanent appointment of Interpreter was 
conferred upon him. In February 1852 he accompanied the regiment to Sialkot. On the 15th March 1853 he attained the rank of 
Captain and vacated the appointment of Interpreter, but no other officer being available to relieve him, he continued acting in the 
appointment until the spring of 1854. In June 1854 he was again appointed acting Interpreter, and he continued holding the situation 
for fifteen months, in the course of which, in November 1854, he accompanied the regiment to Peshawar. In September 1855 his 
services were placed at the disposal of the Govt, of India for employment in the Public Works Dept, in the Punjab, and in the following 
month he was appointed as Asst. Engineer on the Lahore and Peshawar Road, with his headquarters at Rawal Pindi. He continued in 
this situation until May 1857, when, on the outbreak of the Mutiny, he was appointed an Asst. Field Engineer with the Delhi Field 
Force, and when that force moved forward in the following month he accompanied it and was present with it at the action of Badli-ki- 
Serai and at the subsequent siege of Delhi up to the 20th July, when a lamentable accident brought his career to a close. 

On the evening of that day, after dark, being on duty at the Metcalf piquet, he went beyond the line of sentries, for the purpose, it was 
supposed, of reconnoitring: on his return he approached the post of one of the sentries and was challenged, but having either failed to 
reply, or his reply not having been heard, the sentry fired, and he fell mortally wounded. After several hours of intense suffering, he 
died in camp on the following morning, the 21st July 1857 (Soldiers of the Raj refers). 

The four following days passed without any serious attack being made, but an unfortunate accident occurred about this time to a 
cousin of mine, Captain Greensil of the 24th Foot. He was attached to the Engineer Dept, and was ordered to undertake some 
reconnoitring duty after dark. On nearing the enemy's position, he halted his escort, in order not to attract attention, and proceeded 
alone to examine the ground. The signal which he had arranged to give on his return was apparently misunderstood, for as he 
approached the escort fired; he was mortally wounded, and died in great agony the next morning.' ( Forty-One Years in India , by Lord 
Roberts, refers).

The European officers, men, women and children made their escape with a supposedly loyal bodyguard of 100 men, 
mostly Sikhs, but, on 5 June near Aurangabad, they were deserted by their escort and the entire party was massacred, with the 
exception of Captain Patrick Orr, Assistant Commissioner, and, according to Orr's letter to his brother three days later, The drummer 
boy'. In Volume III of Kaye & Malleson can be found a copy of Orr's letter in full. Of even greater interest is Malleson's final footnote to 
the awful affair, which intriguingly says, 'Of the drummer, who was not European, I can find no further mention.'

David Hogan died on 11 February 1859 and is listed on the memorial to the 2nd 
Battalion, Military Train, in Bristol Cathedral. 

The Military Train earned the battle honours "Relief of Lucknow" and 
"Lucknow", and when it sailed from India a salute of guns was fired and a special 
congratulatory order was issued by the Governor General, as reported in the 
Calcutta Gazette of 23 April 1859: 

The Second Battalion, Military Train, is under orders for immediate embarkation 
for England. The career in India of this Corps has been short but brilliant and 
eminently serviceable to its country. Upon arrival at the Presidency, it was at 
once converted into a Cavalry force and sent into the field under the late Sir 
Henry Havelock. Throughout the glorious and most trying summer campaign of 
which the relief of Lucknow was the fruit, the Military Train bore a part which 
would have reflected credit upon the oldest and most experienced cavalry 
soldiers. It has since served with distinction in various affairs under Lieutenant 
General Sir James Outram at the siege of Lucknow, in the operations about 
Azimghur, and lastly the harassing campaign in Shahabad.'

Kenneth Stewart was bon in Inverness in 1849 and attested for the 42nd Royal Highlanders at Edinburgh on 20 January 1869. He 
deserted on 18 January 1873, re-joined on 18 August of that year, and was tried, convicted, and imprisoned for two months, from 20 
August to 23 October 1873. 

In December 1873 he accompanied the Regiment for the expedition for the Gold Coast, and was slightly wounded at Amoaful on 31 
January 1874, 'the most odoriferous place imaginable', during the advance on Coomassie. Returning to Portsmouth, he was appointed 
Piper upon the death of Piper James Weatherspoon, who had also been wounded the same day at Amoaful. 

In September 1874 he was arrested by the Civil Powers and imprisoned for two weeks. He then embarked with the Regiment for Malta, 
where he served for the next three and a half years, before being invalided home in June 1878, suffering from an attack of malaria, 
severely affecting his lungs and 'probably aggravated by duty as Piper.' He was discharged at Netley hospital on 26 August 1878, 'unfit 
for further service; left lung has a cavity- disability is permanent and likely to proceed- will not be able to do anything for his own 
support', after 8 years and 292 days' service, with 3 years and 364 days' forfeited.

Pay, 4 March 1892. He attended Royal Military College, Sandhurst in 1871, and 
served as H.M.'s Vice-Consul at Sebastopol, February 1877 to November 1878. 
Posted to 25 Brigade Depot in May 1878, he served in South Africa from 
December 1878 to October 1879, employed on duties in Natal (Medal). He was 
appointed Garrison Instructor, Malta, October 1881 to July 1884, and as 
Garrison Instructor at Bangalore, November 1885. Moffat had been promoted to 
Major on 25 July 1882, and served in India until September 1887.

Walter Wightwick Haywood was born in Moxley, Worcestershire, on 1 June 
1843, the son of James Haywood Esq., and the grandson on his mother's side of 
the infamous Barbados buccaneer and pirate Samuel Hall Lord. He attested for 
service as a Cadet in the Bombay Infantry at the age of 16. Awarded his Ensigncy 
on 12 January 1860, he was promoted Lieutenant on 28 March 1862, and 
Captain on 31 October 1869. On his promotion to Captain he transferred to the 
Bombay Staff and on 13 May 1874 exchanged to the 2nd Battalion, 14th Foot. 

While the 14th Foot did not enter the Afghan campaign until January 1880, 
Captain Haywood was involved from the beginning as pat of the Quetta Field 
Force in 1878, acting as Brigade Major until 14 April 1879. He took part in the 
advance on Kandahar in January 1879 and the opening up of the Thal-Chotiali 
route to India when it had been opposed by a large body of tribesmen under the 
command of Shah Jahan. For this service he was thanked in Field Orders. 
Following this, he joined the 14th Foot in time to proceed with the Regiment to 
Peshwar. 

Moving into Afghan territory, the Regiment formed part of a moveable column under Brigadier-General W. A. Gibb. On 20 May 1880 
the column resumed its movement westwards on information that Mullah Fakir had collected forces, estimated to be between four to 

six thousand tribesmen, in a position near the villages of Hissarak and Mazina. At 7:30 a.m. the enemy were discovered in a strong 

position in the Mazina valley. The tribesmen appeared to be occupying the right bank of the river by an old fort and a small elevated 
plateau which commanded the ground in the area. It was this plateau that would be the objective of the days' fighting. The column 
formed to attack the enemy lines at 9:30 a.m. Four of the Royal Horse Artillery's guns under escort of Captain Harrington's company of 
the 14th Foot began to shell the old fort ruins which were then assaulted by companies of the 14th under command of Captains 
Haywood, Noyes, and Morris. On the attack getting underway the main body of the enemy began to withdraw to the plateau to 
continue their defence with considerable tenacity. Gradually the steady advance of the 14th which included a bayonet charge on the 
enemy's position rolled up the Afghan line and forced the enemy to be driven back en masse, with Captains Haywood and Gordon's 
companies crowning the plateau position. It is estimated that the enemy lost at least 120 killed and upwards of 200 wounded; three 
standards were taken along with a number of prisoners. 

Haywood continued to serve in the 14th Foot until 29 October 1881 when he retired with the honorary rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. He 
died in February 1924, aged 80.

Arthur Lewis Harries was born at Tenby, Pembrokeshire, on 12 February 1864, 
and was appointed Lieutenant in the Plymouth Division, Royal Marine Light 
Infantry on 1 February 1883, aged 18 years 11 months. He was seconded on 
probation to the Indian Staff Corps on 9 December 1886; Wing Officer, 8th 
Madras Infantry, 2 December 1887; Wing Officer, 2nd Punjab Infantry, 5 
September 1889; Squadron Officer, 3rd Lancers, Hyderaban Contingent, 1 April 
1891. 

He died at Hingoli, Deccan, on 20 April 1892, of injuries received from a 
panther. 

The following Obituary Notice was published in The Globe & Laurel: 

The tragic death of Lieutenant Arthur Lewis Harries, late R.M.L.I., in India, on 
April 20th, causes deep regret to all who knew him. He was very popular, a 
splendid shot, and knew no fear. Though only 27 years of age he was considered 
an authority on the shooting of big game. His death was caused by the wounds 
inflicted by a panther whilst shooting in the Punjaub, accompanied by only two 
or three natives. 

He had shot at the panther and it retired into the jungle, but suddenly rushing out, it attacked Lieut. Harries, tearing his forearm. A 
devoted native seized the infuriated animal round the neck, and literally dragged it off, but it turned and bit him severely, when another 
native hit it on the head and it then made off. Lieut. Harries, by this time on his legs, shot the panther dead. He then cauterised his own 
and attendant's wounds and putting the latter on his own pony, walked 14 miles to the station. Fever and erysipelas set in and he died 
4 days later. 

Entering the service on 1st February 1883, he joined the Plymouth Division. In 1884-5, he served with the Royal Marine Battalion 
during the defence of Suakim, and the subsequent operations in the Eastern Soudan, being present at the actions of Hasheen, 20th 
March, the Zereeba fight Tofrek, 22nd March, Convoy fight, March 24th, and burning of Tamaai, April 3rd, 1885. In January 1887, he 
was transferred to the Indian Staff Corps, and served as wing officer of the 2nd Punjaub Infantry, until early this year when he was 
appointed to the 3rd Lancers, Hyderabad Contingent. 

All who knew him in the Soudan will remember the good service he performed there, especially when in command of "H" redoubt, a 
small isolated post 3/4 of a mile on the north front of Suakim, which had previously been a favourite spot with the Arabs from which to 
trouble the garrison of Suakim with their nightly fusilade. This post Lieut. Harries and Sergeant Baker, with about 25 men, held during a 
long series of night attacks, and kept the redoubt in such a manner that it was a perfect model of cleanliness and good order. We are 
sure we only echo the sentiments of all his old comrades in expressing our heartfelt sorrow at his untimely end.'

The battalion were once again in action at Tamaai on the 
13th March. The square was broken, and they were involved in much hand to hand fighting against hoards of fanatical dervishes. The 
battalion suffered 38 men killed and wounded.

Walesbey Taylor Doveton was born in Capetown on 9 February 1873. He served 
in the British South Africa Company's Police as a Trooper in "A" Troop with the 
Pioneer Column into Mashonalnd in 1890 and was subsequently discharged in 
September 1891. He afterwards served as a Trumpeter in the Salisbury Horse 
during the Matabele war of 1893. He died on or about 29 March 1896, 
'murdered by natives between M'duba and Elebeni,' near Inyati in Matabeleland. 
The 1 896 insurrection in Rhodesia commenced on 25 March and the survivors at 
Inyati were rescued on 29 March by Major Grey of Grey's Scouts. He was a 
nephew of Admiral of the Fleet Sir Frederick Doveton Sturdee and of the author 
Sir Henry Ryder Haggard. Sold with detailed research including a copied portrait 
photograph of Doveton as a young child and a copy of The Dovetons of St. 
Helena , privately printed, Cape Town, 1973.

Sepoy Rajab was severely wounded by a gunshot at Chitral Fort on 7 April 1895, 
in the attack on and firing of the gun tower. 

In spite of all the alertness displayed by the sentries (4th Kashmir Rifles) the 
enemy, on 7 April, after diverting the attention of the garrison by what was made 
to look like an attack on the water point, managed, with great pluck, to place 
large faggots and logs of wood in a pile against the corner of the gun tower and 
set fire to it. The tower was soon well on fire and blazing up on each of its sides. 

'The one facing the summer-house was the larger of the two, and looked big 
enough to have been going for hours. As there was no aperture on this side in the 
lower room, they had to fight it from the apartment above where the machicoulis 
gallery was situated. At the other side, looking straight down on to the garden, an 
enormous beam projected several feet from the window and on it a small waist- 
high barricade had been erected. From here the other fire was being fought by an 
elderly tracker and servant of Campbell's called Sultan Shah who sat out on the 
beam and poured water and soil on the flames faster than he could get supplied. 
He had almost put the fire out when he was shot through the hip and arm and 
flopped across the beam in agony.' 

The fire was finally put out at 10:00 hours that day. Altogether nine men were wounded whilst getting the fire under control, including 
Sepoys Rajab and Sultan Shah of the Gilgit Levy. One man later died of his wounds. The enemy tried to restart the fire in the gun tower 
during the following night but the sentries (now mostly 14th Sikhs) were alert this time and a fire alarm was sounded before the red hot 
ambers could light the bundle of faggots that had been placed next to them. 

Garrison troops present at the defence of Chitral Fort: silver medals to 14 Sikhs (88); 4 Kashmir Rifles (300); Punyal and Gilgit Levies 
(100); bronze medals to camp followers (40).

He moved with the Regiment to Egypt on 31 October 1899, and 
served there for three and a half years, being awarded his Army Long Service and Good Conduct Medal together with a gratuity per 
Army Order 235 of 1902. He was discharged on 9 August 1903, after 23 years' service. He re-enlisted in the Royal Army Service Corps 
for service during the Great War on 4 April 1916, and served at home for a further 2 years and 330 days, being finally discharged on 27 
February 1919.

Albert Edward Bathurst Wood was born at Plymouth on 3 February 1876 and was educated at both Edinburgh and Glasgow 
Universities. He served in South Africa as a Civilian Surgeon from 1901-02 (additionally entitled to the two date clasps) and was 
commissioned Lieutenant, Royal Army Medical Corps, on 31 January 1903. He was promoted Captain on 31 July 1906, and served in 
India from 1904-09, in Hong Kong from 1911-12, in North China from 1912-14, and during the Great War with the Tsingtau 
Expeditionary Force from 23 September 1914, going out on the S.S. Shaoshing with the 2nd Battalion South Wales Borderers as part of 
the British force sent to assist the Japanese in capturing Germany's naval base at Tsingtao. Promoted Major on 31 January 1915, he 
subsequently served on the Western Front from July 1915 as Commanding Officer of 46 Field Ambulance, with the temporary rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel. He retired on 8 January 1924, and was granted the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, but was re-employed in the rank of 
Major from March 1928 to October 1932, and again from April 1940 until December 1948 (additionally entitled to Defence and War 
Medals). He died at Bovey Tracey, Devon, on 4 December 1961.

James Neil was born in Dundee in 1881 and attested for the Highland Light Infantry in 1900. Posted initially to the 2nd Battalion, on 
19 August 1901 he went out to South Africa with a draft of the 1st Battalion, and took part in operations in Cape Colony until the 
conclusion of the War. He subsequently served with the 1st Battalion in the Sudan and in India, and was appointed a Piper with the 
Regiment in 1907. Subsequently loaned for two months to the 37th Dogras at Nowgong to help train their Pipers, an officer of the 
Dogras, Lieutenant-Colonel F. L. Nicholson, D.S.O., M.C., remembered him thus: 

'A short, thick Lance-Corporal, and a very good Piper and dancer, his methods of teaching amazed me, though they were 
extraordinarily effective. He knew only two words of Hindustani, "De/c/70" (look) and " Thik" (correct). He stood in front of each Piper 
in turn and played the chanter. The Dogra then played. If it was correct, the instructor said "Thik''; if it was not he said "Dekho" and 
played it again. The difference he made in our fellows was wonderful and he was very popular with them.' 

Following the outbreak of the Great War, Neil landed in France with the 2nd Battalion on 12 September 1914, as part of the 5th 
Infantry Brigade, 2nd Division. Promoted Sergeant, he was killed in action on 17 May 1915, during the Battle of Aubers Ridge. He has 
no known grave and is commemorated on Le Touret Memorial, France. 

James Neil's three brothers also served during the Great War - William, of the same Battalion, was killed in action on the same day 
during the Battle of Aubers Ridge; George was killed in action at the Battle of Loos in September 1915; and Robert died at home in 
1919. 

Note: The medal roll clearly states that '7047 Pte. W. Neil' was part of the draft sent from the 2nd H.L.I. to the 1 st H.L.I. in South Africa 
on 19 August 1901. Piper J. Neil is identified several times in the Highland Light Infantry Chronicle for his service in India; and the 
Commonwealth War Graves Commission Roll lists '7047 Sergeant James Neil, 2nd H.L.I.' as being killed in action on 17 May 1915. In 
view of the continuity of the Regimental number, it is assumed that this medal was issued to the man whose career is summarised 
above. At the time of the Great War Neil's brother William, also 2nd H.L.I., had the service number 7459.

As they reached Dalmanutha and when half the train had 
passed the points, the pointsman dropped the lever, which caused three of the trucks to take the line parallel to the main one upon 
which the train was running. Before they had passed a few yards, the coupling links snapped, and the three trucks were overturned. 
The train was moving slowly, so that the men had time to jump clear, but ten were injured, two seriously.' (History of the Lancashire 
Fusiliers refers). 

Gallagher was invalided out of the service on 5 July 1902.

Specially employed by the Colonial Office in Cyprus, 1878-79 and 1880-96; and 
then by the Foreign Office for various assignments in Africa and South America 
up to 1899, including Anglo-Portuguese Boundary Commission, East Africa, 19 
March 1892 to 8 January 1893; Sierra Leone, 1895-96; South Africa, 1896; 
Guiana-Venezuela Boundary Arbitration Commission, 1898-99 (awarded C.M.G. 
1900). 

Served in the South African War, 1899-1900, in the Map Producing Section, R.E. 
Took part in the operations in Natal, including actions of Rietfontein and 
Lombard's Kop, present at the Defence of Ladysmith, including action on 6 
January 1900, when he was severely wounded, and served throughout the 
Orange Free State campaign (three times mentioned in despatches; medal with 
four clasps). 

Appointed Director General of the Ordnance Survey, 17 July 1908, and retired 
from the Army in 1911. Appointed C.B. (Civil) in 1911; and C.B.E. (Military) in 
1918, for services in connection with the War. Colonel Grant died at Freshwater, 
Isle of Wight, on 15 March 1939, aged 84. Sold with extensive copied research 
including several maps drawn by Grant while with the Royal Engineers.

Flerbert George Shepherd was born in Islington, London, on 10 December 1871 and attested for the Gordon Highlanders on 26 
February 1891. Promoted Corporal on 4 March 1893, and Sergeant on 26 June 1896, he served with the 2nd Battalion in India from 
September 1898, and then in South Africa from 23 September 1899 until 12 April 1901, during which period he was twice Mentioned 
in Despatches by General Sir George White (London Gazettes 8 February 1901 and 10 September 1901). Posted to the 1st Battalion, he 
was promoted Colour Sergeant on 6 December 1902. 

On 15 February 1908 Shepherd was reported absent without leave. He was arrested on 19 February, and was tried by the Civil Power 
on 24 February on two counts of theft. Sentenced to 6 months' imprisonment with hard labour, he was reduced to the ranks and was 
discharged on 28 March 1908, forfeiting his entire 1 7 years' service. He also forfeited his original Queen's South Africa Medal. 

In later life Shepherd had his Queen's South Africa Medal restored to him, and lived at the Royal Star and Garter Home for Disabled 
Sailors and Soldiers, at Richmond, Surrey, and died there on 20 December 1938, being buried in the Soldiers Cemetery in Richmond.

A total of twenty Natal Medals were awarded to members of the Indian Stretcher Bearer Corps. 

The Indian Bearer Corps was raised by Mahatma Gandhi from his fellow countrymen in Durban. The original unit had been raised for 
the Boer War and was later expanded to be called the Imperial Bearer Corps. Gandhi later in life refused to discuss his involvement in 
either of these wars. Gandhi had written from Johannesburg to the Governor of Natal offering Indian aid in the belief that 'The British 
Empire existed for the world and in a genuine sense of loyalty'. After some hesitation the Natal government invited them to accompany 
the white troops as an Ambulance Corps. The stretcher bearers, under Sergeant Major M. K. Gandhi, were provided and paid for by the 
Natal Indian Congress. Gandhi later led the Freedom Movement in India and was assassinated on 30 January 1948.

'Within an hour of ejecting from his Sea Hawk over the South China Sea recently, a Fleet Air Arm pilot, Sub-Lieutenant J. G. Wood, 
was safe and dry aboard U.S.S. Lexington. He had ejected following a collision between his own aircraft and another Sea Hawk of No. 
801 Squadron. When Sub-Lieutenant Wood left his machine, having found it uncontrollable, his parachute was seen by Skyraiders of 
Lexington and rescue operations were initiated. The other Sea Hawk, though damaged, was able to return to H.M.S. Centaur; and 
Wood was picked up by an U.S.N. helicopter. Before being transferred by line from Lexington to H.M.S. Caprice for return to Centaur , 
after suitable refreshment and medical check-up (he had only minor bruises and abraisons), Sub-Lieutenant Wood was presented with 
various mementoes of his unscheduled visit to the U.S. Navy, including a bright orange flight suit, "So we can see you better next 
time!"' (Article in Flight magazine, dated 30 October 1959, refers). 

Wood was promoted Lieutenant on 9 May 1961, and retired in 1966.

John Furse joined the Royal Navy as a Cadet in May 1953. He advanced to Lieutenant (E) in July 1957, and his subsequent postings 
included in H.M. Ships NewfoundlandCentaur and Albion. Promoted Lieutenant-Commander (E) in July 1965, Furse held posts at the 
Ministry of Aviation and the Ministry of Technology between 1966 - 1969. Subsequent postings included with the Ark Royal and the 
Centurion. 

Furse advanced to Commander (E) in June 1973, and led the Joint Services Expedition to Elephant Island, March 1976 - November 
1977. Described thus, 'Sixteen men fly from Heathrow on November 20 to endure nearly four months on a cluster of tiny, inhospitable 
icebound islands in Antarctic.... The party, which includes seven members of the Royal Navy and a Royal Marine, constitutes the 1976 
-77 Joint Services Expedition to the Elephant Island group. 

For Cdr. Chris [sic] Furse, leader of the expedition, departure from London will end three years of preparation. This will be put quickly 
to the test, for the party flies to Rio de Janeiro to join H.M.S. Endurance and, after a week's shakedown in the Falklands, disembarks in 
two parties on the bleak and lonely islands off the Antarctic Peninsular. 

From that moment in December, the party will be alone. Irregular radio conversations with their nearest neighbours - the British 
Antarctic Survey in the South Orkneys, 250 miles to the east - will be their only contact with the outside world. 

The nearest village will be more than 600 miles away to the north, beyond Cape Horn, and the nearest ship could be even further 
away. 

In February, H.M.S. Endurance returns to transport the two parties from the outlying islands to Elephant Island itself. There the reunited 
16 will celebrate a belated Christmas, return to South America in the Endurance, and fly back to Britain at the end of March. 

Main aim of the expedition is the first scientific survey of the islands. The first landing on Elephant Island was made in 1916 by Sir 
Ernest Shackleton after his ship, Endurance, had sunk in the ice pack. Because of their notoriously filthy weather, the islands remained 
unexplored, and relatively unknown, until Cdr. Malcolm Burley's 1970 Joint Services expedition. 

Cdr. Furse was a member of that team, and has planned this visit to cover the outlying islands, which are even steeper and bleaker than

James Grove White Tuckey was born in June 1864, the second son of Dr. Charles Caulfield Tuckey, and was educated at King's 
School, Canterbury and Trinity College, Oxford, and later studied at Heidelberg. A lecturer at Durham University from 1893 to 1895, 
he was ordained in the same period and appointed Chaplain of University College and of St. Margaret's, Durham. In 1895, however, he 
became a Chaplain to the Forces, serving first at Aldershot and then at York, whence he was embarked for South Africa on the outbreak 
of hostilities in October 1899. Subsequently one of just five Chaplains present at Elandslaagte, Lombard's Kop and the defence of 
Ladysmith; and afterwards in the actions at Laing's Nek, Belfast and Lydenburg, he was advanced to Chaplain 3rd Class and Mentioned 
in Despatches (London Gazette 16 April 1901). Then from 1902-04 he did duty at Middleberg in the Transvaal, before coming home to 
an appointment at Caterham. Having been advanced to Senior Chaplain at Woolwich Garrison by the time of the outbreak of the Great 
War, he quickly went out to France as Senior Chaplain, 4th Division, on 24 August 1914, shortly thereafter transferring to III Corps and 
thence to the 2nd Army in 1915. Appointed Assistant Chaplain-General, Rouen Area, in 1916, later in the year he returned home to 
Southern Command, in which capacity he was still employed at the War's end. He was thrice Mentioned in Despatches (London 
Gazettes 19 October 1914, 22 June 1915, and 1 January 1916), created a Commander of the Order of the British Empire, and 
appointed Honorary Chaplain to H.M. the King. Having then been placed on the Retired List as a Chaplain 1st Class in 1923, Tuckey 
briefly served as Honorary Chaplain to the Bishop of Salisbury before being appointed Church of England Representative on the 
Interdenomination Advisory Committee at the War Office in 1935. He had, meanwhile, also been appointed Canon Residentiary of 
Ripon Cathedral, in which capacity he remained employed until 1945. He died in October 1947, his only son John having been killed 
in action on the Somme as a 2nd Lieutenant in the 13th Battalion, Middlesex Regiment in August 1916.

Stephen Llewellyn Webb was educated at the University of Durham and Lichfield Theological College, and was ordained Priest in 
1910. He was employed as Assistant Diocesan Chaplain, Diocese of Lichfield, from 1913-15, before being commissioned Chaplain to 
the Forces, 4th Class in the latter year. He served during the Great War with the Egyptian Expeditionary Force from 18 May 1916, was 
twice Mentioned in Despatches (London Gazettes 27 August 1918 and 5 June 1919), and was created an Officer of the Order of the 
British Empire. Appointed Assistant Chaplain General on 3 June 1929, he was advanced Chaplain to the Forces, 2nd Class, and served 
with the Army in Palestine and trans-Jordan prior to the Second World War.

John Morgan Connor was born in Biggar, Lanarkshire, in January 1872, the son of a clergyman, and was educated at Biggar Townhead 
School, Glasgow Hutcheson's Grammar School, and Glasgow University. Having then attended the United Presbyterian College in 
Edinburgh, he was appointed a Chaplain to the Forces 4th Class in December 1904, and served out in Egypt and the Sudan, on 
attachment to the Camerons, the Argylls and the K.O.S.B., in the period leading up to the Great War. 

Embarking for France soon after the outbreak of hostilities, as a member of the Highland Brigade, Lowland Division, he arrived on the 
Western Front on 17 August 1914 and distinguished himself in the retreat from Mons and beyond, a chapter in his military career 
touched upon by the Rev. O. S. Watkins in his account of that bitter campaign: 

'In my own Division Bickerstaffe-Drew (R.C.), Goudge, Burrough, Winnifrith (C. of E.), and that gallant Scot, Connor (Pres.) were all 
earning the admiration and respect of all ranks. Never during the War was a more gallant team to be found in any Division ... To them 
no service was too menial, no task ever came amiss. They washed the swollen, filthy feet of the infantry; they helped the Doctors with 
the wounded, lent a hand to carry a stretcher, rode ahead to choose bivouac or billets, and then guided the unit to its place of rest. 
These were the things which brought us close to our men and opened their hearts to us so that we could minister to their spiritual 
needs. But most precious and most sacred was the service rendered to the dying, and when the end came, the last sad office to the 
dead ... I declare that never before have men been so tested as these were during the fortnight of the retreat from Mons, and the 
following week, when, turning, we pursued the enemy and shared with the French the battles of the Marne and Aisne. It was a triumph 
of mind and spirit over physical weakness, and it impressed our comrades of the fighting services far more than our preaching has ever 
done or is likely to do.' 

Connor was mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 19 October 1914 refers), and remained actively employed in France and 
Flanders with the Glasgow Highlanders, H.L.I., gaining the D.S.O. and two further "mentions" (London Gazettes 27 May and 14 
December 191 7 refer). 

Retiring to the Isle of Wight, he acted for a time as Officiating Chaplain with the Royal Navy at Gosport, prior to his death in Ryde in 
March 1952.

Charles Cole-Flamilton was born in Leamington in 1885, the son of the Rev. A. H. Cole-Hamilton, Vicar of Desborough, 
Northamptonshire, and was educated at Haileybury College. He was ordained Deacon in 1910 and Priest in 1911. He served as 
Chaplain to the Forces, 4th Class, with the Mediterranean Expeditionary Force, attached Royal Army Medical Corps, from 4 August 
1915, serving in Gallipoli, Egypt, Palestine, and on the Western Front attached to the 1st and 16th Battalions, Royal Sussex Regiment, 
with whom he was 'present all actions except Yebrud and Final Advance'. Whilst in Palestine he contracted typhus but recovered after 
a serious illness prior to the Battalion's move to France in April 1918.

FitzFlenry William Ellis, the son of Henry Ellis, was born in Dublin in 1818, and was educated at Trinity College, Cambridge. He 
entered holy orders in 1844 and briefly held a curacy at All Souls, Marylebone. The following year he went out to India and became 
chaplain at Meerut. He was appointed chaplain at Ambala in 1849, and, in early August 1857, joined the Delhi Field Force on the 
Ridge to assist the Rev. J. R. Rotton. 

1 looked forward anxiously for this gentleman's arrival,' Rotton afterwards recalled, 'knowing that I should then be relieved by him of 
at least one half of my present duty ... My excellent colleague, the Rev. F. W . Ellis, M.A., ... kindly relieved me of my morning sermon 
before head-quarters camp. The special form of prayer, from the Venerable Archdeacon Pratt, directed to be employed during the 
continuance of the present troubles, was used for the first time on that day.' 

On 16 August, staff officer Colonel Keith Young recorded in his diary: 'Special service of Humiliation: Mr Ellis preached. Quiet day; 
rain in evening'. Two days later Ellis's flock was extended to include the Artillery, Engineers, and the 1st and 3rd Infantry Brigades, 
containing H.M's 75th Highlanders, the 2nd Bengal Europeans, H.M's 8th and 61st Regiments, besides 'some native regiments, the 
ministerial duty attaching to which was a mere nothing'. 

The chaplains were required to constantly visit the overflowing hospitals, of which there were no fewer than fourteen. 'It required 
strong nerves to withstand the sickening sights of these infirmaries. The patients constantly retching made the place very offensive. The 
flies, almost as numerous as the sand on the sea-shore, alighted on your face and head, and crawled down your back, through the 
openings of the shirt collar and occasionally flew even into your throat.' Rotton remembered that while 'every brave dying man had 
some consolation and exhortation addressed to him ... the majority could not receive anything like the attention which the urgency of 
their cases imperatively demanded'. 

Subjected to the many miseries of the camp, Ellis eventually fully succumbed to the fever which he contracted on his arrival on the 
Ridge. 'On account of this fever', Rotton recorded, 'he was urged by medical advisers, again and again to leave camp; but he would 
not: his labours were constant in season and out of season. From the commencement of his illness, until the close of his career before 
Delhi, he never gave himself time to rally or regain strength. How could he? He was responsible, when sharing the hardships of the 
army, for an amount of clerical duty which, previously to the mutiny, had been divided among no less than five chaplains. The whole 
of this, in an accumulated form, was heaped without consideration, possibly without help, upon one man. The result has been after two 
months' service with the Delhi Field Force that the man has been driven home in search of health.' 

Ellis recovered to return to India, and in April 1865 he accompanied Brigadier-General Sir Harry Tombs' Field Force into Bhootan, 
being present at the storm and capture of Dewangiri. In 1867 Ellis was at Lucknow, but by 1874 had returned home to become 
chaplain at St Mary's Hospital, Paddington. He died at his home at 21 Gloucester Place, Hyde Park, London, on 28 March 1886.

Reginald Moseley was bom on 11 December 1855 and was educated at Worcester College, Oxford. He served as Chaplain of St 
Barnabas Church, Kensington, 1887-89, prior to his appointment as Chaplain to the Forces 4th Class on 27 June 1889 (ranking as 
captain), serving at The Curragh, 1890-94, and in London 1894-98. 

He served with the Sudan expedition in 1898 and was present at the battle of Omdurman. After a spell at Malta later in 1898 and 
Woolwich in 1899, he went to the war in South Africa in February 1900 as Chaplain to the Forces 2nd Class. He was later stationed in 
Dublin, 1904-06, and was promoted to Chaplain to the Forces 1st Class in March 1906 when he took over as Chaplain of the Royal 
Hospital, Chelsea. Here he remained until December 1917, when he resigned his appointment.

Having taken Holy Orders, he served as Chaplain to the Forces 4th Class with the Army Chaplains' Department during the Great War 
in France from 5 October 1915. He subsequently held the living of Omeath, co. Louth 1922-39; and was Vicar of Herriard, Hampshire, 
from 1939-48. During the Second World War he was a Member of Alton Rural District Council, 1939-43. 

de Montmorency married Miss Katherine Sophia Clay Warrand, daughter of Thomas Alexander Warrand, Esq., on 15 April 1914, with 
whom he had two daughters. Upon the death of his cousin on 2 December 1936 he succeeded to the Peerage at 7th Viscount 
Mountmorres (Peerage of Ireland), and also to the Baronetcy of de Montmorency. Lord Mountmorres died in Reading, Berkshire, on 15 
October 1951; upon his death the Viscountcy became extinct, and the Baronetcy was inherited by a distant kinsman. The Baronetcy 
became extinct upon the death of the 19th Baronet in 2003.

School and the University of St Andrews. Licenced by the Presbytery of 
Linlithgow and appointed Assistant at South Leith, he was subsequently ordained 
Priest and appointed Chaplain to the Forces in the Crimea. He embarked for the 
East in October 1854, where he served in the hospitals at Scutari until August 
1855, and then, for the remainder of the War, with the Highland Division in the 
Crimea, returning to England in July 1856. His next appointment was as Chaplain 
to the Troops in India in September 1857, and he served in India throughout the 
Mutiny and was present at the Siege of Lucknow. Remaining in India, he served 
in Peshawar in 1862, 'when the Regiment was literally decimated by the 
pestilence of cholera'; and in the Umbeyla Campaign of 1863. In the words of 
Lieutenant-General Burroughs, Commanding Officer of the 93rd Highlanders, 'In 
a quiet, unobtrusive way Mr. Drennan did an immense deal of good. He did his 
duty fearlessly to God and man, and earned the love and respect of all in the 
regiment. During the visitations of cholera I witnessed his fearless devotion to 
duty, and although suffering himself, he never deserted his post, but was 
constantly by the side of the suffering and dying. I cannot speak too highly in his 
favour.' (The Border Magazine, April 1907 refers). 

Drennan returned to England in 1871 and was appointed Presbyterian Chaplain 
to the troops stationed at Shoeburyness in January 1876. He retired in 1897 and 
died in 1907.

Jonathan Charles Prior was born in 1851, the only son of Alfred Staff Prior, a cleric, of London, and was educated at St Alban Hall, 
Oxford, where he matriculated in October 1872, aged 21. He was also at Worcester College, Oxford, and in 1885 he went to the Wells 
Theological College. He was ordained a Deacon in 1886, and a Priest in 1887. Prior was Curate of St Paul, South Clevedon, Somerset, 
1886-87, and of Tichborne, Hampshire, 1887-88. From 1888-95 he was Vicar of Charminster with Stratton in Dorset, and from 1890 
-95 he was in addition Chaplain of the Dorset County Asylum. 

In 1896, Prior went to South Africa and became the incumbent of Estcourt in Natal. Here he stayed until 1901, during which period he 
was a Chaplain to the Forces in the Boer War. Returning to England, he was next Curate of North Petherton, Somerset, 1901-02; Curate 
of Swainswick, Somerset, 1902-04; and Curate of Curry Rivel, Somerset, 1904-05.

Arthur Fraser Sim was born in 1861 and awarded his Royal Humane Society bronze medal for saving life at Sunderland on 16 March 
1889. He subsequently served with the Universities' Mission Church in Africa, and was stationed at Kota Kota, near the town of Jumbe, 
on the shore of Lake Nyasa. 'To him the call to Africa had come in no indistinct tones, and he gave up his well-beloved work in 
England, saying to one who asked if after all the Africans were worth the sacrifice: "HE is worth it all!" 

Soon a piece of land was bought, and with William Kanyopolea, as his assistant, they built a house: "My house is mud, with a straw 
roof; its door is so low I have almost to crawl in. I and my teacher William, and a small boy live in it. It is our church, too. We have 
prayers morning and evening, and on Sundays I celebrate Holy Communion in it. The veranda will be my school at first." 

By April he had ninety boys and ten girls in his school in the baraza. At night the men came to class, saying after a Scripture lesson: 
"Now our eyes are opened." But the loneliness of a new station was apparent when, at Easter, there could only be three communicants. 
"The mud altar was covered with a white frontal, which the ladies at Likoma had made us. On Easter Monday and Tuesday we had 
games- long jump, wide jump, egg-and-spoon race, with limes for eggs.'" (The History of the Universities' Mission to Central Africa 
1859-1898 refers). 

Sim died of Fever at Kota Kota on 29 October 1895. A memorial window in his memory was placed in St. Aidan's Church, West 
Hartlepool. Following his death The Life and Letters of the Rev. Arthur Fraser Sim was published.

Llewellyn Henry Gwynne, Lord Bishop of Egypt and the Sudan, was born on 11 June 1863, the son of Richard Gwynne, Esq., of 
Kilvey, near Swansea, and was educated at Swansea Grammar School and St. John's Hall, Highbury. Entering the Church, he was 
Curate of St. Chad's, Derby, 1886-89 and St. Andrew's, Nottingham, 1889-92. He subsequently held the living of Vicar of Emmanuel, 
Nottingham, 1892-99, after which he went out as a missionary to Khartoum after the recovery of the Sudan, and was appointed 
Archdeacon of the Sudan in 1905. Consecrated Bishop in 1908, as suffragan Bishop of Khartoum (Diocese of Jerusalem), in 1908, he 
served during the Great War as a Volunteer Chaplain with the Expeditionary Force in France, August 1914 - August 1915, and Deputy 
Chaplain-General in France, 1915. For his services he was Mentioned in Despatches (London Gazette 16 June 1916). In 1920 he was 
translated to the new see of Egypt and the Sudan, and was enthroned in Cairo on 21 November 1921. During his time as Bishop he was 
instrumental in the building of All Saint's Cathedral, Cairo, which was consecrated by the Archbishop of York in 1938. He retired in 
1946 to Epping, Essex, and died on 3 December 1957.

Francis Skelly Tidy entered the army as a Volunteer in the 43rd Foot, with which he served for five months, and in 1 792 was appointed 
to an Ensigncy in the 41st Foot. He embarked with the latter corps for the West Indies, and during he occupation of the French Islands 
was stationed at Point a Pitre, Guadeloupe, where a mortality of ten to thirteen men daily reduced the regiment to 96 men. When 
Guadeloupe, after being defended inch by inch, was retaken by the French, the 41st had only two officers and twenty men fit for duty. 
Tidy was taken prisoner and kept for fifteen months on board a hulk, when he was sent home to France, and was allowed to visit 
England on parole. He was appointed Adjutant of the 43rd, and embarked for the West Indies as a private person, still being a prisoner 
until exchanged. On arrival in the West Indies, Tidy was appointed to a company in the 1 st West India Regiment, with which he served 
against the brigands in St. Lucia. Transferred to the 1st Royals, he was 15 months an Assistant Quarter Master General in Scotland, and 
in September 1802 joined the 2nd Battalion of the Royals at Gibraltar. In May 1803 he embarked a third time for the West Indies, his 
company being one of three which embarked with sealed orders at two hours' notice. These companies were afterwards joined by the 
rest of the Battalion, and took part in the capture of St. Lucia on 22 June 103. He was subsequently appointed Colonial Secretary of the 
Island. This post he subsequently resigned, and was sent on detachment to Dominica and employed as Major of Brigade and Aide-de- 
Camp to Sir William Myers and to Sir George Prevost, commanding the troops in the West. He was promoted to a Majority in the re¬ 
formed 8th West India Regiment, and appointed to the 2nd Battalion 14th Regiment on 10 September 1807. 

He served as an Assistant Adjutant-General at Corunna and in the Walcheren expedition, and as Major of the 2nd Battalion 14th 
Regiment in Malta, during the visitation of the plague in 1813, and afterwards at Genoa and Sarzana. He became a brevet Lieutenant- 
Colonel, and commanded in the Waterloo campaign. The Historical Record of the Fourteenth gives the following extract: 

'On the 18th of June the 3rd Battalion of the 14th Regiment had the honour to take part in the memorable battle of Waterloo, the 
character and importance of which engagement, distinguished it as the greatest event of the age, and mark it as the brightest era in the 
history of the British army. The battalion was composed of young soldiers, who had never before been under fire, but their bearing 
reflected honour on the corps to which they belonged. During the heat of the conflict, when the thunder of cannon and musketry, the 
occasional explosion of caissons, the hissing of balls, shells, and grape shot, the clash of arms, the impetuous noise and shouts of the 
soldiery, produced a scene of carnage and confusion impossible to describe, a staff officer rode up to Lieutenant-Colonel Tidy, and 
directed him to form square; this was scarcely completed when the glittering arms of a regiment of cuirassiers were seen issuing from 
the smoke. The French horsemen paused for a moment at the sight of the scarlet uniforms of the 14th, and then turned to the right to 
attack the Brunswickers; but a volley from the Brunswick square repulsed the enemy, and Lieutenant-Colonel Tidy, with the views of 
giving confidence to the young soldiers of the 14th, drew their attention to the facility with which infantry could repulse cavalry. The 
French cuirassiers rallied, and appeared inclined to charge the 14th, but were intimidated by the steady and determined bearing of the 
Battalion.' 

For his services as Waterloo, Tidy was Mentioned in Despatches and appointed a Companion of the Order of the Bath. After 
disbanding the 3rd Battalion, he served with the 2nd Battalion in the Ionian Islands. Sir Thomas Maitland, the Lord High Commissioner, 
who used to say that Colonel Tidy was one of the few officers who understood him, made him Resident at Zante. Tidy took the 2nd 
Battalion home and disbanded it, and subsequently, when still a Major and brevet Lieutenant-Colonel, commanded the Regiment in 
India. He was appointed Lieutenant-Colonel, 44th Foot, 25 November 1825. He served as Deputy Adjutant-General to Sir Archibald 
Campbell in the first Burmese War, and in 1826 was one of the officers deputed to arrange terms of peace with the Burmese. With his 
rare gift of conciliating all sorts and conditions of men, Tidy won the friendship and confidence of the Burmese prime minister, helping, 
in no small degree, to the success of the negotiations. After a few years as Inspecting Field Officer of the Glasgow Recruiting District, he 
exchanged to the command of the 24th Foot in Canada in March 1833. He died at Kingston, Upper Canada, on 9 October 1835. A 
monument was erected to his memory at Kingston by the officers and men of the 24th Regiment.

James Brodie was bom at Carnbee, Fife, on 6 February 1782, son of Rev. Alex Brodie, Minister of Carnbee. Joined the Indian Army as 
Ensign in September 1797; Lieutenant, October 1798; Captain, April 1804; Major, June 1813; Lieutenant-Colonel, October 1818; 
Lieutenant-Colonel Commandant, November 1825; Colonel, June 1829. Served in First Burma War 1824-26, commanded the 28th N.l. 
in Ava; expedition to Pegu, Rangoon, December 1824; Commanded a Brigade in operations at Prome (Simbike and Napadi) December 
1826. Awarded the C.B. for these operations, December 1826. Colonel Brodie died at Dumfries on 18 June 1831.

David Dougall was born in 1849 in Stirling, and attested for the 71st (Highland Light Infantry) Regiment at Glasgow on 26 August 
1868. He joined the Regiment at the Curragh on 3 September, and embarked for Gibraltar the following month. He remained in the 
Mediterranean for the next 11 years, at Gibraltar, Malta, and Cyprus, returning home in March 1880. The next 13 years were spent at 
home stations. Promoted Corporal on 20 May 1871, and appointed Pipe-Major on 1 October 1874, Dougall was promoted Colour- 
Sergeant on 10 August 1881, and was awarded his Army Long Service and Good Conduct Medal on 1 October 1886. He was 
discharged on 21 November 1893, after 25 years and 88 days' service. 

William Scott attested for the Argyll and Sutherland Highlanders and served with the 2nd Battalion during the Great War on the 
Western Front as a Piper. He was wounded and taken prisoner of war at the Battle of Armentieres on 27 November 1915. Two other 
pipers of the Battalion were killed during this action and a third also taken prisoner. 

Following the Great War he was posted to the 1st Battalion and served at Poona and Allahabad throughout the 1920's, where he was 
active in Regimental Piping and dancing competitions. At the Battalion Highland Games at Wanowri in January-February 1921, he won 
1st Prize in the Highland Fling for Novices, 3rd Prize in the Open Sword Dance, and 4th Prize in both Marches and Piobaireachos. He 
was promoted Corporal on 9 March 1926, and was subsequently awarded his Army Long Service and Good Conduct Medal whilst 
serving with 'B' Company.

Joseph Crook was born in Bolton, Lancashire, on 9 November 1845, and joined the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class on 15 January 
1 862, serving in H.M.S. Majestic. Noted as a 'Pupil teacher' whilst serving in H.M.S. Impregnable , he was sent to the training college at 
Exeter on 16 December 1866, and was appointed a Naval Schoolmaster on 1 January 1867. He subsequently served in H.M.S.

Board of Trade Medal for Gallantry in Saving Life at Sea, V.R., large, silver (Duncan Murphy Wreck of the "Annabella" on 
the 12th. November 1886.) in embossed case of issue, extremely fine £500-600 

Duncan Murphy, the Mate of the S.S. Iberia of Ardrossan, was awarded the Board of Trade's Silver Medal for Gallantry for manning the 
rescue boat that rescued the shipwrecked crew of the barque Annabella, of Banff, that sank in the Bay of Biscay on 12 November 1886. 
Notwithstanding the stormy weather, Mr. Joseph Corning, the Master of the Iberia, had a boat launched, which succeeded in rescuing 
the crew of ten. For his kindness, Corning was awarded the Board of Trade's Silver Medal for Humanity for this action, and six Board of 
Trade's Bronze Medals for Gallantry were awarded to the six seaman who assisted Murphy in effecting the rescue of the stricken crew 
of ten men. Murphy himself was severely injured in the rescue when he was washed overboard, but was afterwards rescued. 

Murphy was presented with his medal by Provost Hogarth in Ardrossan Town Hall on 8 December 1887, and was also given £26 as 
compensation from the Board of Trade for the injuries he received in the rescue. 'Provost Hogarth, in presenting the medal, said the 
deed done by Mr. Murphy was a truly brave and heroic one, because at the imminent risk of his own life he had been instrumental in 
saving the lives of others. He knew of no nobler work than that of saving life under such circumstances.' (account in the Glasgow 
Herald, 9 December 1887, refers).

Patrick Picot, boatman of H.M. Coast Guard at Scrabster, near Thurso, was awarded the Board of Trade's Silver Medal for Gallantry for 
his praiseworthy service in rescuing the crews of the wrecks of the schooners Flower of Olrig and James, both of Wick, in Murkle Bay 
on 31 March 1887. A fearful storm raged off Thurso and the schooners were driven ashore. Both had been bound for Castlehi 11 
Harbour, the former laden with coal and the latter with manure, and were on their way from Scrabster when they were overtaken by 
the gale. As soon as the perilous condition of he schooners was observed the Rocket Life Saving Apparatus was speedily conveyed to 
Murkle Bay, from where the crews, ten in number of both vessels, were safely landed. Owing to the terrible strength of the wind this 
was a work of great difficulty, and four rockets had in each case to be fired before communication with the vessels could be 
established. Picot repeatedly went into the surf at the risk of his life to keep the Rocket Life Saving Apparatus lines clear of the rocks, 
and thus enabled the crews of both vessels to all be brought safely to land by means of the apparatus.

Charles Glenn, Boatswain's Mate of the S.S. England , was awarded the Board of Trade's Bronze Medal for Gallantry for his service in 
rescuing the crew of the barque Kwasind on 15 November 1877. 'At 2 o'clock on the afternoon of 15 November, the Kwasind , of 
Swansea, was sighted flying a flag of distress by the England. She rounded to, with her head to the sea, to avoid the heavy rolling 
caused by the immense waves. He starboard lifeboat was then launched with considerable difficulty, and manned by Chief Officer 
Hadley and nine sailors. When the boat came within hailing distance of the distressed vessel the Captain, Evan Davies, cried out that 
his vessel was sinking, his crew exhausted by the incessant labour, and that he desired to abandon the barque. Mr. Hadley, after much 
difficulty, managed to lay the lifeboat alongside the barque and near enough for the men to jump aboard her from the rail. Ten men 
thus jumped into the boat, and at last Captain Davies, thinking that all were off the vessel, followed their example. 

The lifeboat had gone a long distance from the abandoned barque when a man was seen gesticulating fiercely upon her deck. The 
unfortunate seaman was told that his only chance for life lay in jumping overboard and swimming. He followed this advice and was 
picked up. The work of rescue occupied two and a half hours, and the rescued crew were landed at New York.' ( The Sea Gallantry 
Medal , by R. J. Scarlett refers). 

For this rescue the Captain of the England , Mr. W. H. Thompson, was awarded the Board of Trade's Silver Medal for Humanity; Chief 
Officer Hadley the Board of Trade's Silver Medal for Gallantry, and the nine sailors who accompanied him in the lifeboat the Board of 
Trade's Bronze Medal for Gallantry. Thompson and Hadley were additionally awarded the Mercantile Marine Services Association 
Silver Medal for this rescue, and the Liverpool Shipwreck and Humane Society awarded Thompson a gold clasp to his existing Gold 
Medal. 


Sea Gallantry Medal, E.VII.R., small 2nd issue, silver (Own Bowden, 
wreck of the "British King" on the 11th March 1906) nearly extremely 
fine £400-500 

Owen Bowden, a seaman in the S.S. Bostonian , was one of thirteen men of the 
Bostonian awarded the Sea Gallantry Medal for the rescue of the crew of the S.S. 
British King. The steamship British King (4,717 tons), built 1891, of Liverpool, 
sprang a leak during a hurricane in the North Atlantic Ocean and began to sink 
on 10 March 1906. In answer to signals of distress the Mannheim bore down, but 
as the weather was too bad for a boat to be launched she stood by all night, and 
in the morning with the assistance of the Bostonian tried to form a lee so that a 
rescue might be attempted. After much difficulty and in spite of terrific weather, a 
boat was launched by the Mannheim and was so skilfully handled that 11 of the 
crew of the British King were rescued, but the boat was destroyed. The Bostonian 
then launched a boat but it was smashed alongside and the crew of the boat 
were injured and only rescued with difficulty. A second boat was launched from 
the Bostonian and rescued 13 of the crew of the British King before it was 
destroyed. Subsequently the British King foundered and five men were picked up 
clinging to her wreckage. There was a heavy sea at the time of the rescue and 
those who rendered assistance incurred great risk to life.' ( The Sea Gallantry 
Medal , by R. J. Scarlett refers). 

Thirteen men of the Bostonian were awarded the Sea Gallantry Medal in Silver for the rescue. First Mate William Brown and Second 
Mate Sydney Arthur Cornwell were additionally awarded binoculars; other crew members were each awarded £3. One gold and four 
silver Foreign Service medals were awarded to men of the German S.S. Mannheim. Bowden was presented with his Medal by the Lord 
Mayor of Manchester in Manchester Town Hall on 4 October 1906. 'The Lord Mayor complimented Bowden on the part he played in 
the heroic rescue. His Lordship said he had heard more about the gallant deed than appeared in the log, and he did not think anything 
more splendid had been recorded.' ( The Manchester Courier , 5 October 1906 refers).

Sea Gallantry Medal, G.V.R., silver (Thomas Mc.Kessack, "Hope". 1st. 
October 1911.) in fitted case of issue, extremely fine £400-500 

Thomas McKessack, an able seaman in the S.S. Rievaulx Abbey , was one of five 
men of the Rievaulx Abbey awarded the Sea Gallantry Medal for the rescue of the 
crew of the fishing-ketch Hope. 'At about 8:00 pm on 30 September 1911, the 
fishing-ketch Hope , of Lowestoft, when lying to, about 60 miles south-east of 
Lowestoft, shipped a heavy sea, which carried away both masts and the small 
boat, and caused the vessel to spring a serious leak. Next morning, when the 
Hope had drifted to about 20 miles north west of the Maas Lightship, the 
Rievaulx Abbey approached as near as was safe, and her lifeboat, manned by the 
Second Mate and four seamen, rescued the Hope's crew of five hands. The 
rescuers incurred considerable risk owing to the strong gale and heavy seas. Their 
boat was half full of water before they left their ship and is was eventually 
smashed to pieces.' ( The Sea Gallantry Medal, by R. J. Scarlett refers). 

Five men of the Bostonian were awarded the Sea Gallantry Medal in Silver for the 
rescue. Second Mate George Edward Johnson was additionally awarded 
binoculars; other crew members were each awarded £3. McKessack was 
presented with his Medal by H.M. King George V at Buckingham Palace on 6 
March 1912. 
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807 Sea Gallantry Medal (Foreign Services), G.V.R., silver (Fritz Meyer, "Volturno", 9th October 1913) good very fine 

£ 360-400 

Fritz Meyer was serving as an Assistant Purser aboard the Seydlitz at the time of the rescue of passengers and crew from the S.S. 
Volturno in the North Atlantic on 9-10 October 1913. 

The Volturno, a British steamer, chartered by the Uranium Steamship Co. of Rotterdam, and bound thence to New York, was engulfed 
by fire in mid-Atlantic during a heavy gale. Of the 657 on board, 521 were saved by a fleet of eleven steamers that sped to her aid. 
Heavy seas interfered with the launching of boats, but the difficulty was eventually overcome by the use of oil; those who perished 
were mostly lost in the boats. The hull of the Volturno was eventually found by a Dutch steamer and scuttled as a dangerous derelict. 

Numerous awards were made for this famous rescue, including 78 Sea Gallantry Medals in Silver to crew members of the six British 
vessels. In addition, the Board of Trade also awarded 152 silver Sea Gallantry Medals (Foreign Services) to the crews serving on foreign 
vessels at the rescue.

A scarce Royal Humane Society Medal awarded to Boy 1st Class W. 
Kerr, Royal Navy, for saving life on the occasion of the disastrous 
collision between H.M. Ships " Victoria " and " Camperdown ", 22 June 
1893, when the former sank with the loss of 358 lives 

Royal Humane Society, small bronze medal (successful) (Wm. Kerr. Boy 
1st. Class, R.N., 22nd. June, 1893), complete with top bronze riband 
buckle, edge bruising , suspension post loose , nearly very fine £ 600-800 


R.H.S. Case no. 26,574: To William Kerr (17), Boy 1st Class, Royal Navy, for 
saving the life of Matthew Jones (47), Chief Engine Room Artificer, Royal Navy, 
who was drowning at sea off Tripoli, Syria, at 3:45 p.m. on 22nd June 1893. 
Jones was in the water groaning, and told Kerr that both his legs were broken and 
that he was unable to swim. Kerr gave the man a life buoy that he had, and went 
for another; returning to Jones he pushed him along until they were taken into a 
boat from the Dreadnought. Exhausted, Jones was placed in bed and successfully 
treated by the Medical Officer.' 

One of just five such awards given by the Royal Humane Society for this famous 
disaster, and the only medallic awards for the episode. 


Victoria and Camperdown 

On 22 June 1893, Admiral Sir George Tryon put to sea with a squadron of 13 ships from an anchorage off Beirut, bound for the coast 
off Tripoli. The vessels steamed in two columns, H.M.S. Victoria, his flagship, leading one, and Rear-Admiral Markham, in H.M.S. 
Camperdown, heading the other. At about 2 p.m., Admiral Tryon sent for his Flag Captain and Staff Commander, telling them of his 
intention to invert the two columns of ships at six cables distance, a suggestion that alerted the latter to the possible danger of a 
collision. Very tactfully, for the Admiral was not in the habit of being questioned, his Staff Commander suggested a distance of eight 
cables as more appropriate. The Admiral responded in the affirmative. 

Minutes later, however, he hoisted a signal which stated that the fleet was to form a column of divisions line ahead, 'with columns 
disposed abeam to port, columns to be six cables apart'. Once more, ever so tactfully, via the Flag Lieutenant, the Staff Commander 
asked for confirmation of the signal but the former returned with his tail between his legs: the Admiral was to have his own way. By 
way of confirmation, Tryon now hoisted another signal: 'Second division alter course in succession, sixteen points (180 degrees) to 
starboard preserving the order of the Fleet. First division alter course in succession, sixteen points to port preserving the order of the 
Fleet'. Almost alone the Staff Commander had dared to question the Admiral's orders, but now the fearful implications were recognised 
by all. Rear-Admiral Markham, aboard the Camperdown, was stunned. Accordingly he signalled the Victoria, 'Do you wish evolution 
to be performed as indicated by the signal?' But back came the Admiral's terse reply, 'What are you waiting for?' - short of a court- 
martial for disobeying orders, Markham was now powerless to act. 

Thus the Camperdown and Victoria, both steaming at just over eight knots, commenced the fatal manoeuvre and within minutes the 
former had struck the Victoria on her starboard bow. The order to close watertight doors and to make ready the collision mat had 
already been given when disaster appeared inevitable but the volume of water rushing into the Victoria was too great to be stemmed: 
the initial impact forced her 70 feet through the water and left a gaping hole 12 feet wide at upper deck level and 18 feet wide below 
the waterline. 

Admiral Tryon ordered Captain Bourke below decks to inspect the damage and at the same time signalled to the other ships who were 
preparing to lower lifeboats: 'Negate sending boats, but hold them in readiness'. In fact, Bourke's inspection was pointless - the Victoria 
had little chance of floating for more than a few minutes; and any lifeboats would probably be sucked down with her. An attempt was 
made to reach land but, as the steam pressure fell and the helm would not respond, preparations were made to abandon ship. On the 
bridge, Admiral Tryon muttered to the Staff Commander and the Flag Lieutenant, "It's all my doing, it's all my fault." He then added in 
a shaky voice, "I think she's going down." "Yes, sir," replied the Staff Commander, "I think she is." 

The Victoria's bows were now well down and she was heeling to starboard. An officer ordered the men who had bravely held their 
stations to jump, Petty Officer Johnston among them, but many made their way over the quarterdeck and down the sloping stern, where 
they were cut to pieces by the still rotating propellers. Soon afterwards she turned completely over and sank with the loss of her 
Admiral, 21 Officers and 336 men. The entire episode had taken little more than ten minutes. 

Rescue boats quickly gathered around the scene and managed to pick-up about 290 survivors, including the Victoria's executive 
officer, Commander John Jellicoe, the future Commander-in-Chief of the Grand Fleet at the Battle of Jutland (whose rescue from the 
water led to Naval Cadet Philip Roberts-West receiving one of the other 5 Royal Humane Society Medals awarded for this incident); the 
Camperdown was temporarily repaired and sailed for Malta. It was here, one month later, that the surviving officers of H.M.S. Victoria 
were tried by Court Martial for the loss of their ship. The court heard evidence from 1 7-27 July 1893 and its findings absolved them of 
any blame. In fact, the disaster was solely attributed to the actions of Admiral Tryon. 

The 358 Officers and crew who lost their lives in the collision are commemorated by the H.M.S. Victoria Monument, Victoria Park, 
Portsmouth.

Richard James William Dennistoun was born in Roxburgh, Scotland, on 9 August 1846, and was commissioned an Ensign in the 64th 
Regiment of Foot on 10 November 1865. Promoted Lieutenant on 24 April 1869, he was awarded the French Shipwreck and Humane 
Society's Medal for saving a drowning person at Boulogne, France, on 13 August 1870: 'On Saturday morning our beach was the stage 
for several moving events that proved once again the devotion of those who come under the notice of the Shipwreck and Humane 
Society. Around midday Colonel Rich's family was bathing on the west side of the harbour, when a young lady and a little girl were 
swept up by the current. The child, immediately rescued, was soon out of danger; but it was not the same for the young lady who 
would doubtless have perished without the assistance of two people who were on the shore at that moment, Mr. Richard Dennistoun, a 
Captain in the English Army, and The Count of Orfengo. Though completely dressed these gentlemen threw themselves resolutely into 
the waves, and Mr. Dennistoun was fortunate enough to bring the person in danger back to the shore. It was with the most 
commendable spontaneity that they went to the scene of the accident. We do not need to speak of the courageous conduct held by Mr. 
Dennistoun and Count Orfengo. We are assured that more than once they have risked their lives under the same conditions, with the 
same boldness and the same success.' (la France du Nord, 15 August 1870 refers). 

Receiving his Majority on 1 July 1881, Dennistoun died at Torquay, Devon, on 5 May 1888, never having seen active service.

'On February 18th, 1938, at Woburn, Mass., three boys fell through the ice into deep water in a pond. Joseph McGann, a taxi driver, 
happened to be passing, and though no help was near, he plunged in, and after a struggle saved one of the boys, while another sank to 
the bottom and was drowned. By this time others had arrived and Francis M. Coakley jumped in and saved the remaining boy, 
McGann being too exhausted to re-enter the water.' 

For their gallantry McGann was awarded the Humane Society of Massachusetts' silver Medal, and Coakley a Certificate.

The mounted group of six miniature dress medals worn by Brigadier-General J. Forbes-Robertson, Border Regiment, 
who was awarded the V.C. for his gallantry in saving the front line from breaking on no fewer than four occasions 
near Vieux Berquin, France, 11-12 April 1918

bar; Military Cross, G.V.R.; 1914-15 Star; British War and Victory Medals, with M.I.D. oak leaves, mounted as worn and 
housed in a Spink , London , leather case, the V.C. slightly buttery in appearance , otherwise good very fine (6) £600-800 


V.C. London Gazette 22 May 1918: 

Tor most conspicuous bravery whilst commanding his battalion during the heavy fighting. Through his quick judgement, resource, 
untiring energy and magnificent example, Lieutenant-Colonel Forbes-Robertson on four separate occasions saved the line from 
breaking and averted a situation which might have had the most serious and far-reaching results. 

On the first occasion, when troops in front were falling back, he made a rapid reconnaissance on horse-back, in full view of the enemy, 
under heavy machine-gun and close range shell fire. He then organised and, still mounted, led a counter-attack which was completely 
successful in re-establishing our line. When his horse was shot under him he continued on foot. Later on the same day, when troops to 
the left of his line were giving way, he went to that flank and checked and steadied the line, inspiring confidence by his splendid 
coolness and disregard of personal danger. His horse was wounded three times and he was wounded five times. 

The following day, when the troops on both his flanks were forced to retire, he performed a post at battalion headquarters and with his 
battalion still held his ground, thereby covering the retreat of troops on his flanks. Under the heaviest fire this gallant officer fearlessly 
exposed himself when collecting parties, organising and encouraging. 

On a subsequent occasion, when troops were retiring on his left and the condition of things on his right were obscure, he again saved 
the situation by his magnificent example and cool judgement. Losing a second horse, he continued alone on foot until he had 
established a line to which his own troops could withdraw and so conform to the general situation.' 

D.S.O. London Gazette 15 June 1917: 

'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty when in command of his battalion during an enemy attack. He collected all the men 
he could find, and, taking up a position on the outskirts of the village, brought the hostile advance to an end by his fire. He 
undoubtedly saved a very critical situation by his promptness, bravery and example.' 

D.S.O. Second Award Bar London Gazette 24 August 1918: 

'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty. He led his battalion with great dash and determination in a successful attack. Later, 
during continual enemy attacks, though he was wounded in the eye and unable to see, he was led about by an orderly among his men 
in the front line, encouraging and inspiring them by his magnificent example of courage and determination.' 

M.C. London Gazette 1 January 1917. 


lames Forbes-Robertson was born at Brighouse, Yorkshire, on 7 July 1885, the son of Farquhar Forbes-Robertson Esq., and was 
educated at Cheltenham College. He was commissioned Second Lieutenant in the Border Regiment on 2 March 1904, and posted to 
the 1st Battalion. Promoted Lieutenant on 31 August 1906, and Captain on 3 November 1914, he served as a Staff Captain during the 
Great War from 28 November 1914, and took part in the Gallipoli Landings as a transport officer on 25 April 1915. Wounded during 
the Gallipoli campaign, he re-joined his battalion on the Western Front on 12 June 1915, and the following June was attached to the 
Newfoundland forces supervising their training for the Somme offensive. His battalion was virtually wiped-out at Beaumont-Hamel on 
the first day of the Battle of the Somme, 1 July 1916, but he himself had stayed behind at Louvencourt. 

Between March and May 1917 he served as Commanding Officer of the Newfoundland Regiment, with the rank of temporary 
Lieutenant-Colonel, and was awarded the Distinguished Service Order for his gallantry at Monchy, France, on 14 April 1917. 
Subsequently attached as Commanding Officer of the 16th Battalion Middlesex Regiment from October 1917 to April 1918, he was 
temporarily blinded at the Battle of Cambrai in November 191 7, and for his gallantry was awarded a Second Award Bar to his D.S.O. 
On 11 April 1918, whilst serving as Commanding Officer of the 1st Battalion, Border Regiment, Forbes-Robertson was in the line south 
of Bailleul, at Vieux-Berquin. As the German advance caused their Laventie salient to bulge westwards, the British line came under 
intense pressure. For his gallantry in four times saving the line, Forbes-Robertson was awarded the Victoria Cross. 

For his service throughout the Great War he was additionally three times Mentioned in Despatches, and subsequently served with the 
Army of Occupation in Germany. Promoted Colonel on 20 October 1932, he subsequently commanded 152nd Infantry Brigade 
(Territorial Army) prior to his retirement on 15 August 1934. He died at Bourton-on-the-Water, Gloucestershire, on 5 August 1955, and 
is buried in Cheltenham Borough Cemetery, Gloucestershire. 

Forbes-Robertson was additionally entitled to the Defence Medal and, as a living V.C. recipient, to the Coronation Medals of 1937 and 
1953. His full-sized medals are held by the Border Regimental Museum.

V.C. London Gazette 16 August 1915: 

'Assisted Commander Unwin, H.M.S. River Clyde , at the work of securing the lighters which were to form the bridge to the shore which 
had broken adrift. After Midshipman Drewry had failed from exhaustion under heavy rifle and maxim fire to get a line from lighter to 
lighter, he swam with it himself and succeeded. The line subsequently broke, and he afterwards made two further but unsuccessful 
attempts at his self-imposed task.' 

Malleson's own account of the action is recorded thus: 

'On the night of the 24th April, 1915, the "V" Beach Party of about 30 men and 8 officers, with Lieutenant Morse in command, was 
transported to the Fleet Sweeper Newmarket , lying at Tenedos. I, personally, got off to sleep as soon as possible. I had myself woken 
about 3:30 am next morning and found the ship under way about 5 miles from the straights. About 4:00 am the bombardment started, 
and later we could hear rifle and machine gun fire, telling us the covering parties had landed. The ship was full of troops, Munsters and 
RND, and about 5:30 am they landed. Our turn did not come until the third tow, about 6:30 am or 7:00 am. We were taken in a tow of 
4 lifeboats. We arrived starboard side of River Clyde and landed on a lighter under the bow of the River Clyde. In coming in we only 
sustained about 4 or 6 casualties all due to stray rifle fire. Even in getting out of the boat we got off very lightly. It was in the act of 
getting out of the boat that Midshipman Hardiman was fatally wounded. This was about the nearest escape I had, as I was standing 
about 2 feet away from him. Sub Lieutenant Walker and Mr. Spillame, the Bo'sun, stayed in the boat with the crew and took her round 
to the stern of the River Clyde. We then lost sight of them. Our remnant of the Beach Party was now on its face in the lighter. Nothing 
very much was possible as bullets were whistling over our heads and the lighters were all isolated and swaying backwards and 
forwards on account of the current. After about an hour of inaction, during which time occupants of the lighter sustained about 1 
casualty every 10 minutes, I observed a lighter on the starboard side, manned by Lieutenant Morse and Midshipman Drewry, being 
pushed from behind by our 2nd boat (Midshipman Voelcker). This lighter was pushed into place between my lighter and the next, a 
very skilful performance, due to the numerous shoals, constant rifle fire, and general unwieldiness of the lighter. The fore end of the 
new lighter was secured, but the rear end began to drift away owing to the current. Midshipman Drewry then jumped in and attempted 
to swim across. But owing to the fact that he had to swim against the current, and his rope was too short, he got into difficulties. I 
therefore got together some rope and getting together a soldier (Munsters, name not known) to pay it out, managed to get it across. I 
was a bit done, so Lieutenant Morse made in fast. 

The new lighter had by now drifted. I therefore swam to it and managed to get a rope from it and started to tow one end back. 
However, the rope was now too short, and feeling exhausted I scrambled aboard the lighter again. Lieutenant Morse told me to get a 
dry change and so I crawled into the River Clyde where I remained until the evening.' 

Wilfred St. Aubyn Malleson was born at Kirkee, India, on 17 September 1896, the eldest son of Major Genearl Sir Wilfred Malleson, 
and was educated at the Royal Naval College Osborne. He was commissioned Midshipman on 7 August 1914, serving in H.M.S. 
Cornwallis , and was present in that ship during the Gallipoli landings, for which he was awarded the Victoria Cross. Evacuated to Bighi 
Naval Hospital, Malta, with rheumatic fever, he returned to the U.K., and transferred to H.M.S. Dolphin for submarine training on 15 
October 1917. He served during the Second World War as Assistant Captain, Malta Dockyard, and was Captain of the Dockyard, and 
King's Harbour Master, from 1945-48. He retired in 1948 with the rank of Captain, and died at St. Clement, Truro, Cornwall, on 21 July 
1975. Cremated, his ashes were scatted at sea off Falmouth, Cornwall. 

Malleson was invested with his Victoria Cross by H.M King George V at Buckingham Palace on 2 January 1918; his V.C. and other full 
size awards are currently on display as part of the Lord Ashcroft Collection in the Imperial War Museum, London. 

Sold together with the recipient's own hand-written account of the action, signed 'W. St. A. Malleson, Mid. R.N.'; together with a hand 
written copy of Lloyd's Account to Skipper. 

Sir Alfred Butt was Director of Rationing in the Ministry of Food, 1917-18 and was M.P. for Balham and Tooting, 1922-36. He was 
also Chairman of the Theatre Royal in Drury Lane and other theatrical companies. It was doubtless in this latter capacity that Sir Alfred 
had these badges produced and distributed to V.C. recipients allowing them free entry to his various theatres. An article on the badge, 
by J. M. A. Tamplin, is featured in the Summer 1988 edition of the Journal of the O.M.R.S. , p.11 7; it was likely for use as a watch fob.

Michael Weekes Willoughby was was born on 18 March 1833, the son of Major-General M. F. Willoughby, Bombay Artillery, and was 
educated at Cheltenham College. Commissioned Second Lieutenant on 9 June 1849, he served in the Persian Expeditionary Force with 
the 4th Bombay Native Infantry (Rifle Corps), including the surrender of Bushire, and the bombardment and capture of the Forts of 
Mohumrah. Promoted Captain on 9 June 1861, he served with the Commissariat and Land Transport Corps in the Abyssinian 
campaign, and was Mentioned in Despatches: 'Captain Willoughby proceeded to Egypt in August 1867, and was employed in taking 
up ships, superintending the dispatch of animals to Zoolla, and arranging for supplies for the force; he joined the force at Zoolla in the 
middle of January 1868, and was immediately ordered by his Excellency to return to Egypt on special duty connected with the 
requirements of the force; he returned to Zoolla at the beginning of March, since when he has carried out his duties, which were of a 
most responsible and arduous nature, with much judgement. He has rendered most valuable assistance for which he is deserving of 
great credit.' (London Gazette 30 June 1868) 

Promoted Major on 9 June 1869, and Lieutenant-Colonel on 9 June 1875, he was appointed Deputy Commissary-General, Bombay 
Staff Corps, on 21 May 1877, and promoted Brevet Colonel on 9 June 1880. He was created a Companion of the Most Exalted Order of 
the Star of India in the 1885 Birthday Honour's List (London Gazette 6 June 1885), whilst serving as Secretary to the Government of 
Bombay, Military and Marine Departments, and was promoted Major-General on 31 May 1890, achieving his ultimate rank of 
Lieutenant-General in 1893. He transferred to the Unemployed Supernumerary List on 9 June 1894, and was appointed Colonel of the 
104th Wellesley's Rifles, Indian Army, on 16 June 1914.

Sheerness Dock Yard, as Seaman Rigger, July 1848 to March 1849; North Star, as 
Captain of the Forecastle, 31 March 1849 to 10 October 1850; Trafalgar, 
October 1850 to July 1851; and finally Orion until discharged to Pension on 7

Peter Craig was born on 16 May 1852, in the Parish of Dundee, Forfarshire. He 
joined the Navy as a Boy 1st Class on 22 April 1868, aboard H.M.S. Duncan. He 
signed on for 10 years Continuous Service on 16 May 1870, and served 
subsequently in Barrosa, January to July, 1873; Naval Barracks, July to 
September, 1873; Audacious, October 1873 to March 1874; Newcastle, March 
to August, 1874; Endymion, August 1874 to March 1875; Duke of Wellington, 1 
-16 April 1875; Discovery, 17 April 1875 to 5 December 1876; Naval Barracks, 
December 1876 to 26 January 1877, when discharged to Shore by purchase. 

Able Seaman Peter Craig was a member of the eight-man sledging party under 
Lieutenant Lewis Beaumont which travelled to the north coast of Greenland. 
Their sledge Sir Edward Parry left the Discovery on 8 April 1876 and reached the 
Alert on 15 April. The party left Alert on 22 April for the north coast and reached 
the depot at Polaris Bay on 2 July. They returned to the Discovery on 14 August, 
having been away from ship for 131 days. 

Craig began suffering from scurvy four days before the party reached its furthest 
point and was not examined until 25 June when Dr Coppinger found him 'very 
weak'. During this period he was often unable to walk and had to be carried on 
the sledge. Craig stated that he 'felt very hungry but could not take the sledging 
rations'. When he arrived at Polaris Bay on 1 July he complained 'bitterly of the 
jolting of the sledge' but with an improved diet he made a steady recovery until, 
by 29 July, he was well on the road to recovery. Sold with detailed research 
including copied record of service and entry from Discovery's Medical Journal 
kept by Staff Surgeon Belgrave Ninnis, M.D.

Unsuccessful in this regard, the fund was instead used to strike a 
commemorative medal to be awarded to the veterans together with a gratuity of 10 shillings. The medal was duly struck and presented 
on 2 April 1845 to eligible In-pensioners of Greenwich Hospital, being awarded to 39 veterans who had served at Cape St. Vincent, 35 
from the Nile, 45 from Copenhagen and 238 who had fought at Trafalgar - total of 357 awards. Milford Haven states that the medals 
were struck for presentation to the Royal Marine guard-of-honour who were present at the ceremonial opening of the monument but 
this is unsubstantiated (Ref: Remember Nelson, by Thomas A. Hardy, 2005 and Naval Medals 1793-1856, by K. J. Douglas-Morris,

34th (Cumberland) Regiment of Foot, a scarce George III officer's commission on vellum appointing Sarsfield, Gent., to be 
an Ensign in the 34th Foot, signed by the King [at a time when he was insane and blind] and given at St James's 27th 
June 1810, somewhat faded and lacking seal but generally good condition. Together with Cannon's Historical Record of 
the Thirty Fourth Foot , London 1844, with three coloured plates as called for, and a fourth hand coloured plate bound 
in showing the regimental colour of the 34th displaying the Peninsular honours including 'Arroyo dos Molinos', granted 
after a petition submitted by Wellington and approved by the Queen on 30 May 1845, good condition (2) £500-600 

J. Sarsfield was appointed Ensign in the 34th Foot on 27 June 1810. He served in the Peninsula from August 1810 until his death at 
Albuhera, and was present at the battle of Busaco, siege of Olivenga and the first siege of Badajoz. His death at Albuhera is described 
in Cannon's history: 

'At a critical moment the Fusiliers mounted the hill on the right of the remnant of the third brigade, at the same time the Tenty-eighth, 
Thirty-fourth, and Thirty-ninth passed on its left; and this gallant line arrested the progress of the French columns, which were pressing 
forward in anticipation of victory. The heads of the enemy's masses were broken by the steady fire of the British soldiers, who closed 
on their numerous adversaries, and sternly contended for victory. The Thirty-fourth were severely engaged; many officers and men fell, 
and Ensign Sarsfield, bearing the regimental colour, was shot; the colour was seized by another officer, and the battalion pressed 
forward upon its opponents, who, by a determined and continued attack, were driven from the heights, and the British soldiers stood 
victorious on the contested hill.' 

Ensign Sarsfield was severely wounded in the action and died the following day, 1 7 May 1811.

Charles John Richardson was born at Negapatam, Madras, on 30 September 1808, the son of Francis Richardson, Esq., Commercial 
Resident at Nagore, and his wife Lady Elizabeth Richardson, tenth daughter of the 1st Earl Winterton; and the grandson of William 
Richardson, Esq., sometime Accountant General of the Honourable East India Company. Commissioned Ensign on 13 May 1825, he 
was posted to the 57th Native Infantry, was promoted Lieutenant on 18 July 1828, and was appointed Instructor and Quartermaster of 
the Regiment on 22 May 1833. He subsequently served as Adjutant from 22 June 1836 until 21 May 1841, and was promoted Captain 
on 7 January 1841. He was present at the insurrection in Bundelkhand in 1842, and the engagement near Jaitpur, where he was slightly 
wounded. Appointed Assistant to the A.G.G. Bundelkhand, specially attached to Jhansi State, on 20 February 1843, he served as 
Second in Command, 5th Infantry, Gwalior Contingent, from 13 January 1844, and was Commandant, 4th Infantry, Gwalior 
Contingent, from 9 November 1849 until going on furlough in 1856. Promoted to Brevet Major on 11 November 1851, he died at St. 
Leonards-on-Sea on 1 7 February 1857.

Wilhelm Schnabel was a Roman Catholic priest in the Diocese of Mainz, and served with 333 Infantry Division.

Bishops, in the entire German Army. By 1942 there were approximately 480 Protestant Chaplains, and a similar number of Roman 
Catholic Chaplains. However, no new Chaplains were appointed after 1942. Prerequisites for applicants were that they had to be at 
least 30, needed the approval of the Base Commander, Military Bishop, and the Ministry of Church Affairs, and they also needed to 
pass a background check by the Gestapo.

The Order of the Legion of Merit was the Unilaterally Declared Republic of Rhodesia's highest Order and was instituted in 1970. It 
came in five classes, with both a Military and Civil Division, and was awarded for outstanding service to Rhodesia. McVey was 
gazetted as a Member of the Legion of Merit, 11 November 1975, and his was 1 of 66 MLM (Military Division) awarded. His 
Exemplary Service Medal was gazetted 21 November 1975. 

John McVey was "born and educated in Rhodesia. As a civilian conscript he did his national service at Llewellin Barracks, outside 
Bulawayo, in 1957 as a private. He joined the Federal Army in 1960 as an officer cadet and was commissioned in 1960. His first 
posting, as a second-lieutenant, was to the First Battalion, the Northern Rhodesia Regiment. When the Federation broke up in 1963, he 
was posted to Army Headquarters and then to the School of Infantry at Gwelo. In 1970, by then a Major, he commanded One 
Battalion, 1 Rhodesian Light Infantry. In 1971 he attended Staff College and then became Brigade Major at JOC Hurricane among other 
appointments. He was made the Commanding Officer of 2RAR in succession to Lieutenant-Colonel P.J.Hosking. As a Colonel in May 
1978 John McVey was appointed Commander of the newly-formed Special Forces Brigade and in 1979 was promoted to Brigadier and 
commanded 2 Brigade at JOC Hurricane.' {The War Diaries of Andre Dennison, by J. R. T. Wood refers) 

The Saints , The Rhodesian Light Infantry adds the following footnote to McVey's career, 'After the ceasefire was agreed on 21 
December a final Secret Orders Group was called at the RLI Brigade Headquarters (2 Brigade). Brigadier John McVey issued the verbal 
orders for the famous Operation Quartz, the secret offensive to destroy elements of ZIPRA and ZANLA in their various assembly points. 
In the end H-hour came with troops in position but the operation was cancelled due to the Monitoring Force becoming aware of the 
plan.' 

McVey, having advanced to Brigadier, resigned his commission and the command of 2 Brigade in 1981.

George Carmichael served as a Senior Technician in the Rhodesian Air Force, and flew in the Alouette helicopter piloted by Lieutenant 
Murray Hofmeyr for the first operation of the Rhodesian War, an account of which offers the following: 

'On 28 April 1966, the "Battle of Sinoia" (the first operation of the Rhodesian War) took place on Noel Matthews' 10,500 acre maize 
and cattle Hunyani Farm. Seven terrorists, who had infiltrated the country from Zambia, were heading for Salisbury when they 
encountered a group of forty regulars and reservists of the BSAP, intent on foiling their plans. In running skirmishes, the Police, led by 
Chief Superintendent John Cannon, accounted for all seven terrorists, using a miscellany of firearms including SLR rifles, WWII vintage 
Sten guns and .303 rifles. Assistance had been given by four Air Force helicopters in the search for the gang, and it was the impatience 
of one insurgent who took a shot at one of the Alouettes, flown by Flight Lieutenant Peter Petter-Bowyer, that compromised the 
terrorists' position. Sgt. George Carmichael, firing a crudely mounted MAG from pilot Murray Hofmeyr's chopper, claimed the Air 
Force's first kill of the war. Criticism would however be levelled for using 176 rounds to achieve this!." After this Carmichael acquired 
the nickname "Killer Carmichael"/ 

Another Combat pilot present was Lieutenant Peter Petter-Bowyer (who received the Military Forces Commendation for the action), and 
he recounts the following of the final stages of the operation in his book Winds of Destruction: The Autobiography of Rhodesian 
Combat Pilot : 

'At the western end of the area I spotted another man crouching in long grass right in the centre of the vlei. Suddenly this guy, also 
wearing dark slacks and a white shirt, stood up and started shooting at my aircraft... I called Hoffy to come across to me with his 
machine-gun. The fellow stopped firing and crouched again to reload. Having done this he continued firing at my aircraft then, for 
reasons I did not appreciate immediately, he ceased firing and started running at high speed towards a ridge on the south side of the 
vlei. As he reached the edge of the vlei he disappeared in a cloud of dust created by gunfire from Hoffy's aircraft. It was only then that I 
realised an earlier dust less burst into the grass area had got him running.... 

The terrorist had emerged from the dust cloud running even faster than before then disappeared from view in the dust of the third burst 
of fire. Again he emerged running up the ridge at super Olympian speed. The fourth burst struck his weapon, sending it flying sideways 
out of his grip before he disappeared from view. He emerged beyond the dust staggering at walking speed before going down under the 
fifth and final burst. The Air Force had scored the first kill in a bush war that would continue for almost fourteen years and Hoffy's 
good-looking technician, George Carmichael, acquired the nickname "Killer Carmichael".'

Leonard Moriarty was educated at Umtali Boy's High School, and served with 1 Squadron Rhodesian Engineers during the Rhodesian 
Bush War. He was 1 of 7 sappers killed on active service, 5 January 1979, when they 'were KIA as a result of sappers being critically 
injured in the south east over the previous two days when handling the Rhodesian-made Carrot anti-personnel mines. An order was 
sent out to backload all these mines to the rear HQ for forwarding to Army Ordnance for vetting. An underground magazine at the 
Victoria Falls (Op Tangent) rifle range held stocks of these mines which were used in the minefields stretching from Victoria Falls to 
Deka. A truck driven by Sgt Adams had been sent to this locality to upload the faulty AP mines. The majority of the Engineers based at 
the Falls were sent there to assist, including the outgoing OC Lt John Carlisle, with some forming a chain to load the boxes of mines, 
whilst 7 or 8 others were employed a distance away to recover empty plough-shear boxes. At this time there was an enormous 
explosion. The findings of a Board of Enquiry were inconclusive, estimating that 4-5 boxes of these mines had detonated.' 

Moriarty is listed on his school's Roll of Honour.

George F. Thompson was born in Shapleigh, Maine, and served during the American Civil War with the 27th Maine Volunteer Infantry 
Regiment, a nine-month service Volunteer Regiment raised primarily from York County, Maine, under the command of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Mark F. Wentworth, for service in the Union Army. Mustered on 30 September 1862, they left for Washington, D.C., on 20 
October 1862, serving as pickets in the defences of the capital through their entire term, serving at Arlington Heights, Virginia, from 23 
October to 12 December 1862, and then at Hunting Creek until March, 1863. They then moved to Chantilly, Virginia, on 24 March, 
and remained on duty there until 23 June. On 25 June 1863, with their terms of service about to expire, they were sent back to 
Arlington Heights for preparations to their mustering out and subsequent return to Maine. However, on the request of President 
Abraham Lincoln, the Secretary of War Edwin Stanton sent a letter on 28 June 1863 to the commanding officer of the 25th Maine 
Volunteer Regiment, asking for them to remain beyond their contracted service due to the invasion of Pennsylvania by Robert E. Lee 
and his Confederate Army. Declined by the 25th Maine, the 27th Maine Volunteers were then asked, and 312 men volunteered to 
remain beyond their service time in the defences of Washington during what became the Gettysburg Campaign. When Colonel 
Wentworth delivered the message to Secretary Stanton, he was informed that "Medals of Honor would be given to that portion of the 
regiment that volunteered to remain ". With the battle soon over, the Volunteers left Washington for the north on 4 July, reuniting with 
the rest of the regiment in Portland for their mustering out on 1 7 July 1863. Following the end of the war, when the promise to award 
medals to the volunteers who stayed behind was fulfilled, there was a lack of an agreeable list of those who had specifically stayed 
behind in Washington (and Thompson's name does not appear on the latest reconstructed roll of such volunteers), and so, as a result, 
all 864 men of the Regiment received the Medal of Honor. 

In 1917 the United States Congress officially cancelled all 864 awards, including that to Colonel Wentworth, as the actions of the 
Regiment did not meet the criteria for the award. Total casualties for the Regiment during the Defence of Washington were 1 Officer 
and 21 men died, all of whom died of disease.

Where a seller cancels instructions for sale, Dix Noonan Webb reserve the 
right to charge a fee of 15 per cent of Dix Noonan Webb's then latest estimate 
or middle estimate of the auction price of the property withdrawn, together 
with Value Added Tax thereon if the seller is resident in the European Union, 
and 'expenses' incurred in relation to the property.

25 Any representation or statement by Dix Noonan Webb, in any catalogue 
as to authorship, attribution, genuineness, origin, date, age, provenance, 
condition or estimated selling price is a statement of opinion only. Every 
person interested should exercise and rely on his or her own judgement as to 
such matters and neither Dix Noonan Webb nor its servants or agents are 
responsible for the correctness of such opinions. 

26 Whilst the interests of prospective buyers are best served by attendance at 
the auction, Dix Noonan Webb will, if so instructed, execute bids on their 
behalf. Neither Dix Noonan Webb nor its servants or agents are responsible 
for any neglect or default in doing so or for failing to do so. 

27 Dix Noonan Webb shall have the right, at its discretion, to refuse admission 
to its premises or attendance at its auctions by any person. 

28 Dix Noonan Webb has absolute discretion without giving any reason to 
refuse any bid, to divide any lot, to combine any two or more lots, to withdraw 
any lot from the auction and in case of dispute to put up any lot for auction 
again. 

29 (a) Any indemnity under these Conditions shall extend to all actions, 
proceedings costs, expenses, claims and demands whatever incurred or 
suffered by the person entitled to the benefit of the indemnity.

30 Any notice by Dix Noonan Webb to a seller, consignor, prospective bidder 
or buyer may be given by first class mail or airmail and if so given shall be 
deemed to have been duly received by the addressee 48 hours after posting. 

31 These Conditions shall be governed by and construed in accordance with 
English law. All transactions to which these Conditions apply and all matters 


connected therewith shall also be governed by English law. Dix Noonan 
Webb hereby submits to the exclusive jurisdiction of the English courts and all 
other parties concerned hereby submit to the non-exclusive jurisdiction of the 
English courts. 

32 In these Conditions: 

(a) 'catalogue' includes any advertisement, brochure, estimate, price list or 
other publication; 

(b) 'hammer price' means the price at which a lot is knocked down by the 
auctioneer to the buyer; 

(c) 'total amount due' means the 'hammer price' in respect of the lot sold 
together with any premium, Value Added Tax chargeable and additional 
charges and expenses due from a defaulting buyer in pounds sterling;
